King nor Keifar, norany carthly man what you fay ;anoath 1 
learnt out of the Ballad of the Vicar, in the Preface whereof 
he told the King of thecheefe char robbed him of his two hun« 
dred double piltolers, and his gadding mule. I know not your 
hiſtories (fayd Don £2wixote)bur I preſumethe oathis good, be- 
cauſe I know ME. Barber is an honelt man. Ifhe were not(fayd 
the Vicar) I would make it good,and vndertake for him,chat he 
ſhall be dumb in this bulines,vnder paine of excommunication. 
And who ſhall vndertake for you, M-. Vicar, (quoth Dor 
Quixote ? ) My profeſſion (anſwered he) which isto keepcoun- 
faile. Body efme, (fayd Dov Qnixete)ischereany moreto be 
B 2 -done 
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donethen, butthat the King cauſe proclamation to bee made, 
thatar a pretixed day, all the Knights Errant that roue.vp and 
downe Spine, repaire to the Court? and if there came bur halte 
x doozen, yetſiich an one there might bee-ameng(t chem, as 
would deitroy all the Twrkes power. Harken to ime, Hoe, and 
ler metake you with mee: doe yee thinkeiris (irange, thar one 
Knight Errant ſhould conquer anarmy of two hundred chou- 
ſand tighting men, as if all rogether had bur one throat,or were 
made of ſugar-pellets? But cell me, how many ſtorics are full of 
choſe maruels ? You ſhould haue braue Dor Beliaris alive now, 
with a poxto me, for Ile curſe no other; or ſome one of thac in- 
uinciblelinage of Amadiude Gazl:tor if any of theſc were liuing 
at this day, and ſhould affront the Twrke, I'faich I would noc 
bein his coat : but God will prouide for his people, and ſend 
ſome one, if not ſo braue a Knight Errant as thoſe formerly, yer 
at leaſt tha ſhall not be inferiour in courage z and God knovwes 
my meaning, and Ifay no more. Alatle(quoth che Neeccart this 
inſtant)hang meif my maſter haue not a deſire to turne Knight 
Errantagaine. Then cryed Don Quixote, I mult dic fo, march 
the Tiurke vp and downe when he will, and as powerfully as he 
can, I fay againe, God knowes my- meaning. Then ſaydthe 
Barber, Good Sirs, giuene lcaue to tell you of a bricfe cake of 
an accident in Se#il, which becauſe ic fals out heere ſo par, I muſt 
nceds tellit. Don Quixote was willing, the Vicar and the reſt 
gauetheirattention, and thus he began. 

In the houſe of the mad-men at Sewi/, there was one pur in 
there by his kindred, ro recouer himof hislolt wits, hec was a 
Bachclour of Law , graduated in the Canons at Oſune, and 
though he had beene graduated at Salamanca, yet (25 many arc 
of opinion) he would haue beene mad there too ; this Bachelor 
 #fter ſome yecres impriſonment, madcir appeare that hee was 
well and in his right wits, and to this purpoſe writes to the 
Arch-Biſhop, deſiring himearneſly, and with forcible reaſons, 
ro deliuer him from that miſery in which heeliued, (ince by 
ods mercy, he had now rccouered his loRtvnderſtanding: and 
that his kindred, onely to get his wealth, had kept him there, 
and ſo meat to hold hym {till wropgfully till kis death. The 
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Arch-Biſhop, induced by many fenlible anddiſcreet lines of 
his, commanded one of his Chaplaines to informe himſclfe 
from the Reor of the houſe, of the truth zand to ſpeake alſo 
with the mad-man, that if he perceiucd he was in his wits, hee 
ſhould giue him his liberty. The Chaplaine did this, and the 


' Rector laid that the party was ſtill mad, that alchough hee had 


ſometimes faire intermithions, yetin the end he would grow to 
ſucha rauing, as might equall his former diſcretion (as hee cold 
him) he might percciue by diſcourling with him. The Chap- 
laine would necdes make triall, and conuming to him, talked 
with hun an houre and more, and inall that time the mad-man 
neucr gauc him acroſle, nor wildeanſwer, bur rather ſpoke ad- 
uiſedly, that the Chaplaine was forced to belecuc himto be ſen- 
ſible cnough; and amongltthereſt he told him,theReRor had 
an inckling againſt him, becauſe hee would not loſe his kin- 

dreds Preſents, that hee mighc fay he was madde by fittes : 

withall hee faid, that his Wealth vvas the greateſt yyrong 

to him in his cuill Fortune, ſince to entoy that, his cne- 

anics defrauded him, and would doubt of G O D $ mercie 
to him, that had turned him from a Bealt coa Man, Lalt- 
ly , hee ſpoke fo well, that hee made the ReQtor to bee ſuſpe- 
ted, and his kindred thought couetous and damnable per- 
ſons, and himſelfe fo diſcreet, that the Chaplaine determined to 
hauc him with him,that the Arch-Biſhop might ſce him, and be 
Krisfied of the truth of the bulinelſe. With this good belicfe, 


the Chaplaine required the Rector to giue the Bachelor the 


clothes hee brought with him thither : who replicd ; defiring 
him to conſider what he did, for that the party was ſtill madde : 
but the Rettors aduice preuailed nothing with the Chaplaine, 
to make him leaue him; ſo hee was forced to giue way to the 
Arch-biſhops order, and to giue him bis appareil, which was 
new and handſome : and when the madde man faw himlſclfe ci- 


' uilly cladde, and his mad-1mans weedes off, heercqueltcd the 


Chaplainc, that incharity he would let him take his leaue of the 
mad-men his companions. The Chaplaine told him that hee 
would likewiſe accompany him, and ſee the madde-men that 
werginthehoulſe. So vp they wenr, and with them toiwe 0- 
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thers there preſent, andthe Bachelor being come to a kinde of 
Cage, wherean outragfous mad-man lay, (alchough as then (till 
and quiet, )he ſaid, Brother, if you will command me ought, [ 
am going to my houſe ; for now it hath pleaſed God, of his in- 
hnire goodnelle and mercy, without my deſert, ro bring me to 


- my right minde: Iam now well and {cn(ible, for vnto Gods 


ower nothing is vnpoſlible, Be of good comforr,trult in him, 
chat (lincehe hach turned mce ro my former eſtate, he will doe 
the like to you, if you truſt in him, I will be carcfull coſend 
you ſomedainty ro cat, and by any meanes eatit ;for ler merell 
you what I know by experience;tliat all our madnetleproceeds 
from the emprineſle of onr ftomacks, that fills eur brains yvuh 
aire: Take hart, take heart ; for this deiefting in miſery , lef+ 
ſens the health , and hafſtens death, Another madde-man in a 
Cage ouer-again(t, heard all the Bachelors diſcourſe, and ray- 
ſing himſeclfe yponan olde Matrefſe ypon which hee lay ſtarke 
naked, asked aloud, who-ie wasthat wasgoingaway ſound and 
in his wits. The Bachelor replied :: Itis 1, brother,thatam go- 
ing, for I hauc no need to (lay heere any longer ; for which I - 
render mfinttethankes to God, that hath done me ſo great a fa- 
uour. Take heed what you fay, Bachelor , reply'd the madde. 
man, let notthe Deuill deceiue you ; kee ail your foot, and 
be quiet hecre at home;and ſo you my a a bringing backe. 
Iknow (quoth the Bachelor)I am well, and ſhallneed to walke 
no more ſtations hither: You'r well, aid the mad-1mman. The 
enent will try ;God be with you : but I fweare ro thee by Jupi- 
ter, whoſe Maieſty I repreſent on earth , rhat for this dayes of- 
fence, I willcatvpall Sexill, for delivering thee from hence,and 
ſaying thou arrin thy wits ; Iwill take Ph a puniſhment on 
chis City, as ſhall be remembred for cuer andevuer, «Amen, 
Knowelt not thou, poore raſcall Bachelor , that I can doit, 
fince (as Ifay) Iam thundering 7piter, that carry in my hands 
the ſcorching bolts, with which I can, and vſe to threaten and 
deſtroy the world ? But in onething onely will I chaſtiſe this 
ignorant Towne; whichis, T hat forthree yeers together there 
ſhall fall no raine abour ir, nor the liberties thereof , counting 
from this time and inſtant hence-forward , that this threat hath 
becne. 
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beene made, Thou free ? thou ſound, thou wiſe, and I mad, TI 
licke,I bound ? as fure will I raine, as I meaneto hang my {.ite, 
The ttanders by gaue attention to the mad-man : but our Bache- 
lor curning to the Chaplaine, and caking him by the hand, {aid, 
Be not afraid, Sir, nor take any hecd to this mad-mans words : 
for if he be /#piterand willnotraine, I that am Neptmne the Fa- 
ther and god of the waters, willraineas oft as I lilt, and need ſhall 
require. To which(quoth the Chaplaine) Nay, Mr. Neprmne, it 
were not good angring Mr. [upiter,I pray (tay you here till, and 
ſome other timezar more leifire and opportunitie, we wil returne 
for youagaine, The Recor and (tanders by began to laugh, and 
the Chaplaine grew to bee halfe abaſhed : the Bachelor was va- 
clothed,there remained,and there the Tale ends. 

Well; is chis the Tale, Mr, Barber (quoth Do» Quixote ) that 
becauſcir fell out ſo pat, you could nor bur relate it? Ah, goodman 
Shaue(ter,voodman Shaueſter, how blind is he that ſees not light 
throughthe bottomeof a Meale-fiue ? and is ir poGible that you 
ſhould not know, that com pariſons made betwixt wit,& wit, va 
lour and yalour,beauty and beauty, and berwixt birth and birth, 
are alwayes odjous & 1ll taken? I am not Neprwe, god of the wa- 
ters,neither care I who thinks me a wiſe man, (I being none)one- 
ly I amtroubled to let the world vnderſtand the errour it is in, it 
not renewing that moſt happy Age,in web the Order of Knight 
Errantry did flouriſh : But our depraucd times deſeruenot to en- 
loy lo great a happines,as former Ages, when Knights Errant yn- 
dertook the defence of Kingdomes,the proteftion of Damoſels, 
the ſuccouring of Orphans,the chaſtizing the Proud,the reward 
ofthe Humble, Mott of your Knights now-a-daies , are ſuchas 
ruſsle in their (ilkes, their cloth of gold and (iluer, and ſich ricl 
[tuffes as theſe they weare, rather then Maile, with which they 
ſhould arme rchemſclues. You haue no Knightnovw that will lye 
vpon the bare ground, ſubject to therigour of theayre, armed 
Cap a Pie: None now that vpright on his ſtirrops, & leaning on 
his Launce,(trives to be head ſleepe(as they fay your Knights Er- 
rantdid: ) You haue none now,that comming out ofthis wood, 
enters 1nto that mountaine,and from thence tramples ouer a bar - 
ren anddef'irt ſhore of the Sea, molt commonly ltormy and vn- 
quict;and finding at the brinke of ic ſome little Cock-boar, witl:- 
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The Second Part 
out Oarcs,Saile,NMaſt, or any kindeof rackling,caſts himſelfe in- 
coir with yndanted courage , yeelds himlſelfe to the implacable 
waucs of thedeepe Maine, chatnow tolle himas high as Heauen, 
and then caſt him as low as hell, & he expoſed to the incuitable 
tempelt, when helealt dreames of ir, findes himſelfear leaſt three 
thouſand Leagues diſtant from the place where he embarqued 
himfelfe: and leaping ona remote and ynknowne ſhore, lights 
ypon ſuccetles worthy to be written in brafle,& not parchment. 
Burnow ſloth criumphs vpon induſtry,idlenetſe on labour, vice 
on vertue,preſumprion on valour , the Theorie' on the PraQtice 
of Armes, which onely lived and ſhined inthoſe golden Ages, 
and in thoſgKnights Errant. If not,tell me, who was more ver- 
ruous,more valiant, then the renowned Amadis de Gan! ? more 
diſcreet then Palmerin of England ? more affable and free , then 
Tirantethe White * more gallant then Liſuart of Greece? a greater 
hack(ter,or more hacked then Don- Belianis ? more vndaunted 
then Perian of Gawuls ? whoa greater yndertaker of dangers then 
Feliſmarte of Hircania ? who more {incere then E ſplandaant who 
more courteous then Don Cierongilio of Thracia ? who more 
ferce then Rodomant t-who wiſer then King Sobrinus ? who 
n:0rc couragiousthen Renal/as? who more inuincible then Rol- 
lay ? who more comely, or more courteous then Ropers? from. 
whom the Dukes of Ferrara at this day are deſcended(according . 
to Trrpin in his Coſmography.) Alltheſe Knights, and many 
more (Maſter Vicar) that I could tell you, were Knights Errant, . 
the very light and glory of Knight-hood, Theſe, or ch as theſe, 

are they I wiſh for , which if it could be, his Maieſty would bee 
well {erved, and might faue a great deale of expence, and the 
Turke might goe ſhake his eares. And thereforelet metell you, I 
ſcorne to kecpe my houſe, fince the Chaplaine deliuers mee not, 
and his Impiter (as 000d man Barber talkes)raines not; heeream 
[ char will raine when [ Iiit: this I ſpeake, that goodman Baſon + 
way know I vnderſtand him. 

Truly Mr:Don ©wixore (faid the Barber) I ſpoke icnot to that 
end, and {o help mee God, as I meant well, and you oughtnor 
trorelentany thing, I know well enough whether I ought or 
nozSir, replved Don Quixote, Then(quoththe Vicar) well,goe 
to: | haue not ſpokena word hicherto, I would not willingly 
remaine 
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remaine with one ſcruple which doth grate aud gnaw vpon my 
conſcience, ſprung from what M*. Den Quixote hath hcre told. 
vs. For thisand much more you hauec full liberty, good Maſter 
Vier (faid Do» Quixote) and therefore tell your {cruple, for. 
ſureitisno pleaſurero continue with. a ſcrupulous conſcience. | 
Vader correction (quoth tHe Vicar)thus itis,I can by no means. 
be per{\waded that all that troopeof Knights Errant which you 
named, were euer true,and really perſons of tficth and bone in 
chis world : Irather imagine all 15 fiftion, tales, and lies, or 
dreames fer downe by men waking, or to fay trulier , by men 
halfe aſleepe. There's another error (quoth Don Lxote ) into 
which many haue falne, who belicuc nor that there haue becne | 
ſuch Knights in the world : and Lmy ſclfe many times indiuers 
companies, and ypon ſeucrall occalions, hauc laboured to ſhew 
this common miſtake , but ſometimes haue failed in my pur- 
poſc,at. thers not;ſupporting it ypon the ſhoulders of Truth, 
which is ſo infallible, that I may fay, that with theſe very cyes 
I haue bcheld.4madss de Gan!, who was a goodly tall man,well

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be angry (anſwered Dos Quixote) thou maylt ſpeake freely, 
Sancho, and withoutany ditguiſe. Why then, firit ofall I muſt 
tell you, the common people hold you ora notable mad-man, 
and thatI am no lefſe te Theordinary Gentle-men 
fay, thatnot containing your ſelfe withinthe limits of Gentrie, 
you willneeds be-Dor your ſelfe, and bea man of honour, ha-

haue liued, haue ſcaped malicious calumniation. Ialirs Ceſar, 
that molt couragious, molt wiſe, molt valiant Captaine,was no- 
red ro be ambinous, and to be ſomewhat flouenly in his appar- 
rell and his conditions. eAlexaxder, who for his exploits ob- 
tained the title of Great, is ſaid to haue becnegiuen to drunken» 
nelle : Hercales, hee with his many labours, was faid to have 
beene laſciuious anda Striker : Don Galaor, brother to Awad;

ID On Qxixete was monſtrous penſatiue, expetting the 


Bachelour Carraſts, from whom he hoped to heare the 
newes of himfelfe in print (as Sancho had told him) and 
he. 
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hecould not beperſivaded that there was ſucha Hiſtory, lunce 
yet the bloud ofcnemies, killed by him, was ſcarſe dry vpon his 
{word blade, and would they haue his noble a&ts or Chiualry 
alrcady in che Prelle ? Notwithſtanding, hee thought that ſome 
wiſe man, or friend, or enemy, by way of cnchantment, had 
committed them to the Prelle: If atriend,then to excoll hum for 
che molt remarkable of any Knight Errant: Ifan enemy, to an- 
mihilate them, and dap vm bencach the baſelt and meanelt that 
cuer were mentioned of any inferior Squire, although (thought 
heto himſelfe) noa&s of Squire were euer divulged : butif 
chere were any Hiſtory, being of a Knight Errant, icmult needs 
be lofty and ſtarcly, famous, magnificent, and true. With this 
he comforted himſelfe ſomewhat, but began co bee diſcomfors- 
ted,tothinke that his Auchor mult be a Moore,by rcaſou of char 
name of Crde: and from Moores there could bce no truth cx 
ed ; for all ofthem are Cheaters, hnpoltors, and Chymilts. 

He feared likewiſe,that he might treat of his Louc with ſome 
indecency,that might redound co theletfening and preiudice of 
his Lady Dalcinea del Tobeſo rhonelty,he delired chathe might 
declare his conltancy, and the decorum that hee had euer kept 
roward her, contemning Queenes and Emprectles, and Damo- 
fels of all ſorts, keeping diſtance with violencics of naturall mo- 
tions. Sanchs and Carraſco found him thus totled and rurmoy. 
ledin theſe & many ſuch like imaginations, whom Doyx Onixote 
receiued with much courtelie. ; 

This Bachelour, though his name was Samſon, was not very 
rall, but a notable Wag-halter, leane-faced, but of a good ynder- 
ſtanding ; he was about foure and twenty yeeres of age, round- 
faced, flat-noſed, and wide-mouthed, all fignesof a malicious 
diſpoſition, and a friend to conceitsand merriment, as he ſhev- 
ed ie when he ſaw Dox Dnixoete; for hee fell ypon his knees be- 
fore him, ſeying, Good Mr. Den Quixore,giue me your Great- 
neiſe his hand, for by the habit of S*.

Toconclude,he is ſo gleaned, fo read,and ſo knowne to all ſorts 
of people, that they {care ſee aleane horſe patſe by, when they 
fay, There goeth Rojinante : And amongſt cheſe, Pages are molt 

iuen to read him : You have no great mans withdrawing raom 
that hath not a Don Quixote in him, ſome take him, if others 
lay him downe, theſe cloſe with him, they demand him : Laſt- 
ly, the Story is the molt pleaſing, the leaſt hurtfull for entertain» 
ment, that hath hitherto beene ſcene ; for all ouer it, there is not 
to be ſeene a diſhoneſt word, or onelike one ; nor an imagina- 
tion lefle then Caholike.

No doubt ot that(fzid Doz Zmrxore:) but ma- 
ny times icfals out, chattloſe char iaue worthily hoorded vp, 
and obtained greatfame by their writings, when thy commmr 
them to the Prelle,they cicher aitogetherlolc it,or in loineching 
letJen it. The reaſon of it(quoth Samſon)is uis,thatas the prin- 
ted workes are viewed by lcj{ure, their taulrs arc calily eipied, 
and they are ſo much the more pried into, by how much the 
greater the Authors fameis ; Men famous for their wits, great 
Poers,illuftrious Hiſtorians,are alwaics or for the molt part en+ 
uied by them, that haue a pleaſure and a particular paltunc, to 
iudgeof other mens writings,without publiſhing their owne. 
Thar'snot to bee wondred at (cries Doz Qnixote) for there bee 
many Diuines thatare nothing worthin a pulpit, and are excel- 
lenc in knowing thedefe& or excelle of him that preacheth. All 
this (laid Carraſco) S*. Don Quixote, is right, but I could wiſh 
ſuch Cenſurers were more milde, andleile ſcrupulous, in look-

No ſooner had Saxcho ended this diſcourſe, when the ncigh- 
ingof Kozmante came to j1is cares, which Don Qujxote tooke to 
be molt auſpicious, and reſolued within three or roure dayesaf- 
ter to make another ſally, and manifetting his minde to the Ba- 
chelor, asked his aduice to know which way hee ſhould begin 
hisiourney ; whoſe opinion was, That hee ſhould goe to the 
Kingdome of eAragen, andto the City of Saragoſa ; where, 
not long zfter, thcre were folemne Jults to bee held in honour 
of Sainz George, wherein heemight get wore fame thenallthe 
Knights of Aragon, which were aboue all other Knights, Hee 
praiſed his molt noble and valiant relolution, but withall defi- 
red him to be more wary in attempting of dangers, ſince hislife 
was not his owne, but all theirs alto, who needed his proteftion 
and ſuccour in their diltreſle.

You fay well, Necce, in that (quoth Don Quixote) and I 
could tell thee things G—_— linages, that ſhould admire 
thee, but becauſe I will not mingle Diuinity with Humanity, I 
fay nothing : Marke yechoe, to foure ſorts of linages (harken to 


me) may all in the world be reduc'd, and they are thefe. Some 


thar from baſe beginnings haue arrived at the greatelt honours. 
Ochers that had great beginnings, and fo conlerue themtill the 
end. Others, that though they Pad preat beginnings, yetthey 
end pointed likea Pyramy, having letſened & anryhilated their 
beginning, till itends in nothing. Others thereare (and theſe 
the moſt ) that neither had good beginning, nor reaſonable 
middle, and ſo they paiſe away without mention, as ahe 
linage of the common and ordinaric ſort of people. Let the 
houſe of the Orhomans bee an example to thice of the firl?, 
who had an obſcure beginning , bur roſe to the greatneſle 
they now preſerue, that from a baſe and poore | anc 
that gaue themtheir rſt beginning, haue cometo this height, 
tn which now we ſee them. Many Princes may bean inſtance 
of the ſecond linage, that beganim greatnetlce,and was ſo prefer- 
ued, without augmentation or diminution, onely kept their in- 
herirance, containing themſelues withinthelimirs of their own 
Kingdomes peacefully. Thouſands of examples there bee - 
fuc 
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ſach,as began in greatncile,and leticencd rowards their end, For 
all your Pharaos,your Prolowics of es/Egppt,your Ceſar vi Kam, 
wich all che hurzie (if I aay fo terme chem) of your iatuute 
Princes, Monarchs, Lords, Medes, Ailyrians, Pertians, Grect- 
ans, and Barbarians, all theic inages, all cheje Lordlhips cuded, 
pointed, and came to nought,alwell they gas thole char gaue theun 
beginning, for iris not pollible to fhinae any of their wuccetlors, 
and if ic were, hee mult bee 11 mcancand bale citace z with the 
common fort I haue nothing to doe, lince they only iiuc , aid 
ſcruc to increaſe the number of men , wachour delcruing imure 
fame, orclogie of their greatneile. 

Thus much (tooles)you may inferrefromall chat hath beene 
Gid, thatthe confulion of linages is very great ; and that tizuſe 
are the molt great & glorious, thatlhew ic uuche vercuc,wealch, 
and libcralicic of cher owners. © Vertue, weaich, and libcralicy 
(1 fay) for chat great manchac is vicious, will ve the more ſo, by 
his greatneile, and the rich man notliberall, is bur a couctous 
begger, for he that pallctieth riches, isnor happiein them,but in 
the (pending chem , not only in {pending,bucin well ſpending 
them. The poore Knight hath no way to ſhew he-isa Knight, 
bur chathe is vertuous, affable, well faſhioned, courteous, and 
well-bchaucd, and officious . not proud, not arrogant, not 
backebiring, andaboucall,charicable:for in a penie(that he giues 
cheerefully ro che poore)he ſhewes himſelfeas liberall,as he chat 
for oltencation giues an Alines before a mulcicude, and there is 
no man that ſees him adorned with thele yerrues, but although 
he know himnor, he will iudge of him, and chinke heis well 
deſcended : for if he were not, twere miraculous, & the reward 
of vertue hath beenealwaies praiſe, and the yertuous mult needs 
be praiſcd. 

There betwo courſes for men tocome to be wealthic and 
noble by, the one is Artes, tother Armes. I have more armes 
then learning,and was borne (according to my inclination that

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Ar the time that Don Quixote and Sancho were locked 
together,there palicd a-diſcourke betweene them, which the hs 
ſtorie cels with much punctualitie, and a true relation. | 

Sancho {aid ro his Malter, 1hauve now rcluc't my wife to let 
me poe with you whither {ocuer you pleaſe ; redutt you would 
fay,>anrcho(quoth Du» Qurxore:)1 hauc bid you more then once 
(it 1 have noc forgotten) 1aid Saxche, that you doe not correct 
my words,it to'be you vuderitand my meaning,and whenyou 
doenotynderitand chem, cry , Sancho,or Diuell, I ynderltand 
thee nor : anditI] doe not exprellc my felte, chen you may cor- 
rect me,for I amſo focible. 

I vnderitand thee not, Saxche (quoth Dox Quixote) for I 
know not the meaning of your focible. So focible 15(faid Saw- 
cho) lamſo, fo. Letle and letle doe 1 ynderſtand (tatd Don 
Dnixore.) Why if you do not vnderltand(faid Sarcho)I cannor 
do withall,I know no more,&God be with me, Thou meanelt 
docible 1 beleeue, and tharthou art ſo plianr, and ſo taking, that 
thou wilt apprehend what I ſhall tell thee,and learne what I ſhal 
inſtruc chee in;

Iiland prized, and foto diſcount forthe wages I recciued, can- 
titic for cantitie. Is not quantitie as much worth as cantitic, 
friend Sancho,anſwered Don Quixote? I vynderitand you now 
faid Sancbo, and dare lay any thing that I ſhould haue ſaid quan= 
titie, and not cantitie : but chat's no matter,feeing you haue vn- 
derltood. mee. I ynderſtand yee very well (anſwered Dor 
Lwnixete)and haue penterated the vemolt of your thoughts,and 
know very. weil, what marke youaymeat, with the ;nnumers. 
ble arrowes of your prouerbes, | 
Looke yee, Sancho, 1 could willingly affoord you wages, if T 
had found inany Hiſtories of Knights Errant, any example that 
might giue me light, through thelealtchinke, of any wages gi- 
uen monethly or yecrely ; but I haucreadall, or the molt part 
of their Hiltories, and doe not remember that cuer I haue read 
that any Koi ght Errant hath allowed any ſer Wages tO his 
Squire.Only I know,thatall liued ypon countenance,and when 
they leaſt dream of it, if their Maſters had had good lucke, they 
were rewarded. cither with an Iſland or ſomeſich thing equi- 
ualent, and at lealt they remained with honour and title. | 
If you, Sencho, vpon theſe hopes and additaments haue a 

mindetoreturneto my ſeruice, a Gods name; but to thinkethae 
I will plucke the old vic of Knight Errantry out of his bounds; 
and off the hindges , isa meere impollibiliry, So that, Senchs, 
you may goe home, and tell your Tereſa mine intention; andif 
that ſhce and you willrely vpon my fauour, bene quidem; and if 
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not, lct's part friends ; for if my pigeon-houle have Comyng, 
it will wantno Doues. Andrake this by the way, A good CxPc- 
&ation is better then a bad poſle(lion, and a good deinand bet- 
cer then an ill pay. I ſpeake thus, Sancho, that you may ſee, [ 
knowas well as you,to ſprinkle Prouerbes like raine-ſhowres. 
Laſtly, let me tell you, if you will not truſt co my reward, and 
run the ſame fortune with me, God keepe you, and make you a 
Saint, for I ſhall nor wane more obedient Squires, and more 
carcfull, and not ſo irkſome, nor fo ralkatiue as you, 

When Sancho heard his Malters firme reſolution, hee waxed 
clowdy, and the wings of his heart began to (toope ; for hee 
thought verily his Maſter would not goc without him, for all 
the creaſure in-the world. Thus being doubtfull and penfariue, 
Samſon Carraſecs centred, and the Neece defirous to heare how 
he per{waded her Malter that hee ſhould nor returne to his ad- 
ucntures. | 

Incame Samſon,a notable Crack-rope, and embracing himas 
at firſt, began inchisloud key : Oh flower of Chiualrie, brighe 
lighrof Armes, honour and mirrour of our Spaniſh nation:may 
it pleaſe almighty Godof his infinite goodnelle,thart he,or they, 
that hinder or diſturbe this thy third fally, that they neuer = 
it in the Labyrinth of their delires,nor let the ill they wiſh,for e- 
uer be accompliſhed, And turning tothe old woman, he faid ; 
Youncedenolonger pray the Orifon of Saint e Apolonia . for I 
know, the determination of the ſpheres, is, that Do» Owsxote 
put inexccution his loftie and new delignes,and I ſhould much 
burden my conſciencc, if 1 ſhould not perſwade and intimate 
vnto this Knight , that hee doe no longer withdraw and hold 
backe che force of |1is valerous arme,and the courage of his moſt 
valiant minde, for with his delaying he defraudes theretifving 
of wrongs, the protection of Orphans, the honor of Damlels, 
the bulwarke of warried women, and other matters of this qua- 
litte, which concern,apperrain,depend,& are annexcd ynto the 
order of Knig ht Errantrie, Go on then,my beautifull my braue 
Don Quixote,rather to day then to morro:v,let your Greatnetle 
be vpon the way,and if any thing be wanting to your tourner, 
heream 1 to ſupply with my wealth , with my perſon, andif 
neede 
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need be, to be thy Magnificence his $quire,which I ſhall hold a 
molt happy fortune. Then(faid Dov Qurxote)turningto 5anchey 
Did not ltcll thee, Sancho, that I ſhould want no Squires ? See 
who ofters himſelte ro mce: the molt rare Bachelour Samſon 
Carraſco,the perpetuall darling and dclighter of the Salamancan 
{chooles, found andattiuc of body,lilent,ſuttcring of heates and 
coldes, hunger and thirlt, with all the abilicies that belong to the 
$quire of a Knighc Errant : but heauen forbid, that for my plea- 
{ure, I hox and breake off the Columneof learning, the vellell 
of Sciences, and that I lop off the eminent branch of che liberall 
Arts : Remaine thou another Samſon in thy Countrey, honour 
it, and thoſe gray haires of thine aged Parents,for I will content 
my ſelfe withany Squire, lince Sancho daignes not to attend 
mee, 

I doe daigne, faid Sancho, (all tender)and the tearcs ſtanding 
in his eyes, and thus proceeds : It ſhall not be ſayd, Maſter, for 
me, No longer pipe, no /onger dance ; Nor am I made of hardeſt 
oake, tor all che world knowes, andeſpecially my Towne, who 
the Panſa s were, from whom I deſcend ; beſides, I know and 
haue ſearched out, by many good works,& many good words, 
the deſire that your Worſhip hath to doc me a kindneile, and if 
I have becne too blameto meddlein reckonings concerning 
my wages, it was to pleaſe my wite, who when ſhee once falls 
inco a vaine of per{wading, there's no hammer that doth fo fa« 
ſtenthe hoopes of a Bucket as ſhee doth, rill ſhee obraine what 
ſhe would haue; but howſoeuer,the husband muſt be husband, 
and the wife, wife ;and fince I am a man euery where (I cannot 
deny that) I will alfo bee fo athome, in ſpite of any : fo that 
there's no more to bee done, but that you make your will, and 
ſet to your Codicill, in ſich fort, that it may not bee reuolked, 
and er's {traight to our journey, that Mr. Samſons ſoule may 
not ſuffer ; for he faith, his conſcience is vnquiet, till hee haue 
perfwaded you to yourthird fally thorow the world, and I a» 
freſh offer my ſeruice faithfully & loyally,aſwell and better then 
ante Squire that euer {crued Knight Errant in formertimes, or 
in preſent,

there painthim our, yet hearing him now mention will and Co- 
dicill, ——— {tcad of reuoking, he belceuedall that he had 
rcad ot him,and confirmed lim to be one of the moit folemneſt 
Cox-coinbes of our age, and faid to himſelfe, chat rwo ſuch 
mad men, as Maltcr and man, were not inall the world agen. 

Now Don Quixote and Sancho embraced , and remained 
friends, and with the grand Carraſcs's approbation and good 
will (who was then their Oracle) it was decreed, that wichin 
three daies they ſhould depart, in which they might hauc time 
to prouide all things necetlary for their voyage, and to geran 
helmet, which Dex Qsixote ſaid, hee mult by all meanes carry, 
Samſon offcred him one, for he knew a friend of his would nor 
deny ic him, although ir were fowler with n:ould andruſt, then 
bright with ſmooth llcele. 

The Neece and the olde woman curſed che Bachelour vn- 
mercifully, chey core their hatre,ſcratchr their faces, and as your 
funerall mourners vic, they howled at their Maſters departure, 
as if he had beene a dead man. Thedeligne that Samſon had to 
perſwade him to this third fally, was, to doe what the Hiftory 
cels vs hcercafter, all by the aduice of the Vicar and the Barber, 
to whom he had before communicated it. Well, in thoſe three 
dayes, Dow Quixote and Sancho ficted themſclues with what they 
thought they needed, and Sancho bauing ſet downe the time to 
his wife, and Dore Quixote to his Necce, and theolde woman, 
toward night, without taking leaue of any body, but the Bache- 
lor,who would needs bring them halfe a league fromthe cowne, 
they tooke their way towards Toboſo. Don Ouixote vpon his 

ood Rezmantegand Sanche on his old Dapple, his wallets were 
fluffed with prouant, and his purſe with money that Don 
om gaue him for cheir expences. Samſon embraced him, 
& deſired himchathe might heare of his good or ill fortune, to 
reioyce for the one, or bee ſorry for the other, as the law of 
friendthip did require ; Don Quixote made him a promile, 
Samſon returned home, and theryo went on towards the fa- 
mous City of Tobeſo. |

B Lelled be the polwerfull eAla (faith Hamete Benengelt) at 41; amongſt 
which he thricerepeatcd, and fayd, that he rendredcheſe 25 much as 


benediRtions, to ſec that now Dor Dnixote and Sancho were 
ypon their march, and that the Readers of their delightull Hi- 
ſtory may reckon, thatfrom this time the exployrs and con- 
ceits of Don Quixote and his Squire doe begin ; Hee perſwades 
them they ſhould forget the former Chitalry of the noble 
Knight, and fix their eyes vpon his ARts to come, which begin 
now in his way towards T obeſo, asthe former did in the fields 
of © Mentiel, andirt is a ſmall requeſt, for ſo much as he is to per- 
forme, ſo he proceeds, ſaying : -_ | 
Don Qui:cote and Sancho werenow all alone, and, Sanifen was 
ſcarce gone fromthem, when Rozinante began to neigh, and 
Dapplcto ſigh; which, both by w and Squire were held 
for lucky ſignes, and an happy preſfaging, thoughif the truth 
vere tolde, Dapples lighs and brayings: were more.then the 
Horſes neighing : whereupon Sancheccolleted,that his fortune 
ſhould exceede and ouer-tophis Maſters ; building, 1 know nor 
ypon what iudiciall Aſtrologie, that ſure he knew, although the 
Hiſtory faycsnothing of it, onely he would often ſay, when he 
fell downeor (tumbled, he would haue beene glad, nor to haue 
goneabroad: for of (tumbling or falling camenothing, but tea- 
ring his ſhooes, or breaking a rib, and though he were a fool; 
yet he was not out in this. : 

Don Quixote ſaid vnto him ; Friend Sancho, the night comes 
on vsapace, and it will grow too darkeforys, torcach Toboſo 
ercit be day, whither I am determined to goe, before 1 vnder- 
take any aducnture, and there I meane to receiue a benedittion, 
and take leaue of the Pecreletſe Dwlcinea del Toboſo, after which 
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rousaduenture; for nothing makes Knights Errant more hardy, 
chen to ſee chemfſelues fauoured by their Miltrelles. I belecue 
ic (quoth Sch) but I doubt you will noc .ſ{peake wich her, at 
lealt,nor ſee her where you may receiuc her bleſſing, if ſhee giue 
youir not fromthe mud-wals, where 1 faw'her the firſt time, 
when I carried the letter and newes of your madde pranckes, 
which you were playing in the heart of Sierrs HMorens. 

Were thoſe mud-wals in thy fancie, Sencho,, (quoth Dox 
Onixote) where or thorow which thou ſaweſt that neuer- 
enough-praiſed gentlencife and beauty ? They werenor fo, but 
galleries, walkes, or goodly ſtone pauements, or how call yee 
vm? ofrichand royall Palaces. Allchis mighe bee (anſwered 
Sanchs) burro methey ſeemed no better, as I remember, Yet 
let's goethicher (quoth Don Quixete) for ſo I ſee her ; letrhem 
bemud-wals, ornot, or windowes ; all is one,” whether 1 ſee 
her thorow chincks, or thorow garden-lertices, for each ray 
that comes fromthe ſunne of her brightnelle ro mine eyes, will 
lighten mine vnderſtanding, and ſtrengthen mine heart, and 
make me ſoleand rare in my wiſdameand yalour. ' 

Trucly Sir (fayd Sancho) when I faw that ſunne, it was not 
fo bright, that itcalt any rayes from it, and belike twas, thar as 
ſhe was winnowing the wheat I rold you of, the duſt that came 
fromit, was like a cloud vpon her faceand dimmed it. Still 
doeſt thou thinke, Sancho (quoth Don Quixote?) Belecue and 
grow obſtinate, thatmy Miſkis Dalcinea was winnow ing, it 
beinga labor ſo vnhic for perſons of quality, that vſc other man- 
ner of excrciſesand recreation, which ſhew a flight-ſhaot off 
their nobleneſTe ? Thou doeſt ill remember thofe verſes of our 
Poct, where he paints out vnto vs, the exerciſes which thoſe 
foure Nymphes yſcd in their chriſtall habjcations, when chey 
aduanced their heads aboue the loued * Taga, and fat in the 
greene fields working thoſe rich embroyderies, hich che inge- 
nious Poet there deſcribes vmo vs, all which were of ga'd, of 
purle, and wouen with embolled pearles : ſuch was the worke 
of my Miſtris, when thou faweſt her, but that che enuy, which 
ſome baſe Enchanter beares ro mine affaires, turnes all that 
ſrould giue me deliphr, imoditiarent ſhapes,and this _— 
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feare, that che Hiſtoricof my exploits whichis in print(if fo be 
ſome Wizard my cnemic werethe Author)that he hath purone

his name was knowne to be Ereſtratas : the ſame alluſion may 

be had out of an Accident,that befell che great Emperor { harles 

che fift with a Knight of Rome. 

The Emperour was deſirous to ſee the famous Temple of the 
Rotunda , which in ancient tunes was called the Templeof all 
the Gods, and now by a better ſtile,ofall Saints, and ir 1s the 0n- 
ly cnrire edifice that hath remained of all the Gentiles in Rowe, 
and that which doth moſt conſcruc the Glory and Magniti- 
cence of it's founders : tis madelike an halfe Orange, exceeding 
large, and very lightſome, hauing but one window that giues 1c 
hols, or to ſay trucr, but one round Loouer on the top ot it: the 
Emperour looking onthe edifice, there wasa Romane Knight 
with him , that ſhewed him the deuicesand contriuing of that 
oreat worke and memorable archite&ure; and ſtepping from 
the Loouer, ſaid to the Emperour : athouſand times, mightic 
Monarch, haue I deſired to ſee your Maicſtie, and calt my ſelfe 
down from this Loouer,to leaue an cucrlalting fame behind me, 
' Tchanke you (faid the Emperour) that you haue not performed 
ic, and henceforward, I will giue you no fuch occalion to ſhew 
your loyaltic , and therefore I command you, that you neither 
ſpcake to me, nor cometo my preſence; and for all theſe words, 
he rewarded him. 

Ile tell you, Saxche, this deſire of honour is an itchin 
thing: Whatdo'ſt thou thinke caſt Horatixs from the Bridge 
all arm'd into deepe Tyber ? What egged Cartina to lanch him- 
ſelfe into the Lake?W hat made Hurine burne his hand? What 
forced Ceſar againſt all che South-ſayers to patle the Rabicon? 
And to gue you more moderne examples, What was it bo- 
red thoſe ſhips , and lefc thoſe valorous Spaniards on ground, 
guided by the moſt courtcous Cortez inthe new world ? 

* Alltheſe, andother greatand ſeuerall exploits, are, haue bin, 
and ſhall be the workes of}fame, which mortals dcefire as a re- 
veard, and part of the immoralitie, which their famous artes de- 
ſerue : rhough wethar be Chriſtian Catholicke Knights Errant, 
muſt looke more to the happinelle of another world (whichis 
Frernall in che Fchercall and Cele!Hallregions) then to the yani- 
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tle of fame, whichis gotteninthis preſent fraile age,and which, 
ler ic laſt as long as it wall, ir mult haue ending with this world 
which hath its limited time: fo that,oh Sarcho,our ations mult 
not patle the bounds, that Chriltian Religion (which wee Pro- 
felſe)hath pur vs in. 
In Gyants we mult kill pride: enuie in generouſnelle and 
noble brelts: anger in a continent repoled and quiet minde: 
ryotanddrowzinclle, in temperance and vigilance : laſciuiouſ. 
nefle, in the loyaltie we obſcrueto thoſe that we have made the 
Milſtretles of our thoughts:and(loth,by crauelling yp & downe 
the world, ſecking occaſions, tha may make vs (belides Chri- 
ſtians) famous Knights. Theſe, Sancho, are the meanes, by 
which the extremes of glory are obtained , which fame brings 
wich ic. ' 
All chat you haue hicherto ſpoken (quoth Sancho) I ynder- 
ſtand paſſing well: but I would faine haue you zolue me of one 
doubt, which euen now comes into my head. Refolue,thou 
would'ſt fay Sancho, (quoth Dor Quixote) [; peake a Gods name, 
for I leanſwer thee, as well as I can. Tell me,Sr, ſaid Sancho, 
theſe Inlies , or eAugufts, and all theſe famous Knights you 
talke of, that are dead, whereare they now ? The Gentiles, {aid 
he, vndoubtedly are in Hell : the Chriſtians, if they were good 
Chriſtians, eitherin * Purgatorie, or in Hell. Tis very well,but 
the Sepulchers wherethe bodies of theſe great Lordings lye in- # According 
terred, haue they Þ (iluer lampes burning before them, or are to the Kowuth 
their Chappell walles decked with Crutches , winding ſheets, 2Pinion,erro- 
periwigs, legges, and waxe eyes? and if not with theſe, d Kok ww 
with what ? The Sepulchers of the Gentiles (faide Dow \; —_ 
Lnixote) were for the molt part, ſumptuous Temples , the ged vp inthe 
aſhes of [lis Ceſars bodie were put ypon a huge Pyramis of Yapilts Chur 
ſtone, which at this day, is called Saint Perers needte. The Em. <5 
perour eAdriens Sepulchre was a great Caltlc as bigge as a pret- 
ty vulage,ic was called Moles Adriani,and at this day,the Caltle 
of Saint Angels in Rome: Queene Artemiſia buried her huC. 
band Manſee/rzs 1n a Sepulchre , which was held to bc one of \ 
the ſeucn wonders of the world : but none of all cheſe,nor ma- 
ny others the Gentiles had, were decked wich winding ſhectes, 
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nor any kinde of offrings or ſignes that teſlificd, they were 
Saints chat were buried in them. 

That's ic | cometo (id Saxcho:) and tell me now, which is 
more, toraiſea dead man, cr to kiila Gyant ? The anſwer is 
at hand (faid Don Q.5ivote:) To raiſe adead man. There I caught 
you (quoch Sancho) chen, thefame of him clut railcth the dead, 
gincs {1ght to the blinde, makesthelame walke, re(torcth licke 
men , who hathlaimpes burning beforc his Sepulciire , whole 
Chappcll is fill of denout people, w hich vpon their knees adore 
his Relickes, this man hath greater renowne, and in another 
world, thcneuer any of your Gentile Emperours, or Knights 
Erram ever left behind them, 

I grant you that(qd, Don Quixote). Wel,anſwered Sancho,this 
famc,theſe graces, 'theie p__ how call ve vm? haue the 


bodies and Relikes of Saints, that, by the approbation & licenſe + 


of our holy Mother the Church, haue their lampes,their lights, 
their winaing ſheercs, their crutches, their piQures, their heads 
cf haire, their eyes, and legges, by which they increaſe mens 
deuotions, and endeere their Chrittian fame ; Kings carrie the 
bodicsof Saints , ortheir Reliques vpon their ſhoulders, they 
kille the pieces of their bones, and doe decke, and inrich their 
Chappels with them,and their molt precions alcars. 

What will you haue meinferre from all this, Sancho (quoth 
Don Quixote?) I meane (ſaid Sancho) that we endeuour to be 
Saints, and we ſhall the ſooner obtaine the fame welooke after: 
and letmetell you Sr, thatyelterday or tother day,(for fo I may 
fay, irbeing not long ſince) there were two poore barefoote 
Friers canonized or beatified , and now many thinke them- 
ſelues happie, to kille or touch, thoſe yron chaines, wich which 
they girt and tormented their bodies, and they are more reue- 
renced, thenis (as[ faid) Reldans {word inthe Armoriec of our 
Lord the King, (God faue him:) Sothat (Maller mine) better 
itis, to he a poore Frier of what order ſocucr, then a valiant 
Knight Erran::adoozen or two of laſhes obtaine moreat Gods 
hands, then two thouſand blowes with the launce , whether 
they be 2iuen to Gyants,to Spirirs,or Hobgoblins. 

Althi> is true(an{yered Don Dnivere:)but al cannot be Friers, 
x and 
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and God Almighty hath many waies, by which he carries his 
Eletco heauen : Caualleric isa religion, and you haue many 
Knighrs Saints in heaucn. Thawnybe (faid Sarcho) but I haue 
heard, you have more Friersthere, then Knighrs Errant. That 
is (quoth Dox Quixote) becauſe the Religious in number are 
more chenthe Knights. Bur therearemany Knights Errant(faid 
Sancho.) Many indeede (quoth Don Qurxote) but fey thar de= 
ferue the name. | | 
In theſcand ſuch like diſcourſes they patlſed the wholenight, 
and the next day, withourlighting vpon any thing, worth rela- 
ron, for which, Dow 2«ixote was nota little ſorrie : at lall;the 
next day roward night they diſcouered the goodly Citic of To. 
boſo, with which ſight Don Qwixores ſpirits werereuiued , but 
Sancho's dulled, becauſe he knew not Dalcineas houſe fior cuer

I ſee it very 
well (quoth Sancho) and I pray God, wee come not to our 
graues : for itis no good ſigne to haunt Church-yards ſo late, 
eſpecially ſince I told you(as I remember) that this Ladies houſe 
Is.in a little Allie without patſage thorow. A poxe-on thee 
blockhead {faid Don Qzixote) where halt thou ever found, that 
Kings houſes and Palaces haue beene builr in ſich Allies? Sr, 
(quoth Sarcho)euery country hath their ſeuerall faſhions: Iemay 
be, here, in Tobeſo, they build their great buildings thus , and 
therefore pray S", giue me leauc, to looke vp and downe the 
Streets, or Lanes thatlic in my way, and it. may be, that in ſome 
corner 
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corner I may light ypon this Palace. (the Diuell take it)that thus 
mockes and nuileades vs. Speake mannerly, Sr, (quorh Dox 
Quixote) of my Miltrilles things, andlec's be merry and w ic, 
and ca(t not the rope after the bucket. 

I will forbeare(faid Saxcho) bur how ſhall I endure, that you 
will needs haue me be thorowly acquainted with a houle, I 
neuer {aw but once, and to finde it ac midnight, being you can- 
not finde it, that haue ſcene it a million of times? Sirrah, I thall 
grow deſperate (quoth Dsr Quixote) come hither herecicke. 
Haue not I cold thee a thouſand times ; thar I neuer faw the 
Peerelefle Dg/cinea, nor neuer crotled the threſholds of her 
Palace, and that I only am cnamoured on her by heare-fay, and 
the great fame of her beautie and diſcretion ?

Sancho, (ſaid Don Quixote) thou halt ſpokena thouſand ſen: - 


tences,incloſed in thecircle of thy ſhort diſcourſe ; The advice 
that thou haſt now giuen me, I hunger after, and molt louingly 
accept ofit : Come,ſfonne, let ys take ſhade, and thou ſhalt re- 
turne(asthou ſayelt)to ſecke,to ſee,and to ſpeake to my Millris, 
from whoſe diſcretion and courtelie, I hope for a thouſand mi- 
raculous fauours. Sancho ſtood vpon thornes,till!1c had drawne 
his Maſter from the cowne, leſt he ſhould yerifiethe lie of the 
anſwer, that he had carried him from Dalcinea, to Sierra Mo- 
re:4. So he haſtned himto be gone, which was preſently done, 
fome rwo miles fromthetowne, where they found a forrel?, or 
wood, where Don Quixote tooke ſhade: and Sancho returned 
tothe Citic toſpeake with Dalcinea, in which Embaſſte matters 
befell him,that require anew attention, and a ney þclicte,

Sanchotooke on him to fulfill his command, and co bring him 
now as goodananſwer as theformer. | 
Goe, Lad, (fayd Don Quixote) and bee not daunted when 
thou comelt before the beames of the Sunne of Beauty, which 
thou goeſt to diſcouer ; Oh happy thou,aboueall the Squires of 
the world, be mindfull,and forgetnot how ſhe entertaines thee;

This fayd,Sazcho turned his backe,and ſwitched his Dapple, 
and Don Onixote (tayd a horſe-backe, caling himſclfe-on his

{ed thougats, where we will leaue him, and wend with Sancho, 
who parted from his- Maſter no letle troubled and penfatiue 
then he ; infomuch, that hee was ſcarce out of the wood, when 
turning kis face, and ſeeing that Doy Qsixote was out of ſight, 
helighted fromhis Atle, and reſting atthe foot of a tree, hee be- 
gan to diſconrſe thus to himſelfe, and ſay : Now,brother San» 
cho, I pray let's know whither is your Worſhip going 2 To 
ſecke ſome Aile that you haueloſt ?

the hungry arinke, Allthis is well :and doc you know =

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houſe, Sancho ? My Maſter fayes, It is a Royall Palace,oralofty 
Towre. And haue you euer jeenc her, trow ? Neither hee nor 
I, never. And doe youthinke it were well, that the men of 7o- 
boſo ſhould know, that you were here to entice their Princelles, 
and to trouble their wenches, and ſhould come and grinde your 
ribs with bangs, andleaue you neuer a found bone ?

Allthings (fayd he) haue a remedy but death, vnder whoſe 
yoke wee mult all palle in ſpite of our teethes, when life cnds. 
This Maſter of mine, by a thouſand ſignes that I haue ſeene, is 
a Bedlam, fit to be bound, and I comenor a whit ſhort of him, 
andam the greater Cox-combe of two, to ſerue him, if the Pro- 
uerbe be true that ſayes, Like maſter, like may ; and another 
Thou art knowne by him that doth thee feed, not by him that doth 
thee breed... Hee being thus mad then, and ſubieR, out of mad- 
neſſe, to miſtaking of one thing for another, to judge blacke * 
for white, and white for blacke, as appeared, when he fayd the 
winde-mils were Gyants, and the Friers mules, Dromedaries, 
andthe flocks of ſheepe, armies of enemics, 'and much moreto

With this conceit Sarcho's ſpirit was at reſt, and hee thought 
his buſinetle was broughttoa good palle : and fo (taying there 
till it grew to be toward the Euening, that Dow Duixote might 
thinke he ſpent fo much rime in going and comming from T #- 
. beſo, allfell out happily for him: for when hec got vp to mount 
vpon Dapple, he might ſce three Countrey-wenches commi 
cowards him from Toboſo, vpon three Aile-Colts , whether 
male or female, the Author declares not, thought bee likel 
they were ſhee-afles, they being the ordinary beaſts that chol. 
Countrey-people ride on : but becaule it is not very pertinent 
to the ſtory, we neede not {tand much vpon deciding that. In 
fine, when Sancho ſaw the three Countrey-wenches, he turned 
back apaceto finde out his Maſter Don Quixote,and found him 
ſighing, and vtteringa;chouſand amorouslamentations. 

As | -o_ as Don Quixote ſaw him, heſayd ; How now,San- 
cho, what is the matter? May I markethis day with a, white or a 
blacke ſtone ? *T were fitter (quoth Sexcho) you would marke 
it with red Oker, as the Inſcriptions are vpon Profeilours 
chaires, thatthey may plainely read that ſeerhem. Belike then 
= Don Qazixote) thou bringelt good newes. So good 
(fayd Sancho) that younced no more but ſpurre Rozinante, and 
ſtraight diſcouer the Lady Dmlcines del Toboſo, with two Da- 
mozels waiting on her, comming to ſee your Worſhip. Bleſ- 
ſed God! friend Saxcho,what fayelt thou(quoth Dow Onixote?) 
See thoudecciue mee not with thy falſe mirth to glad my true 
ſorrow, 

What ſhould [ get by deceiuing you (quoth Sancho) thera- 
* ther yuur ſelfe being ſo neere to diſcouer the truth ? SpurreSir, 
rideon, and you ſhall ſee our Miltris the Princelſe comming, 
clad indeedeandadornedlike her ſelfe : She and her Damozels 
area very ſparkeof gold : They areall ropes of pearle, all Dia- 
monds, all Rubies, all cloth of gold, ten ſtories high at leaſt : 
Their haires hung looſe ouer their ſhoulders, that werelike fo 
many Sun-beames playing with the winde, and beſides all this, 


they are mounted ypon tlirce flea-bitten Nackneyes, the _ 
Ight 
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ſight that can be. Hackneyes thou would'lt ſay, Sancho. Hack- 
ney or Nackney (quoth Saxcho) there is little difference : bur let 
them come ypon what they will, they are the brauclt Ladies, 
that can be imagined, eſpecially , My Ladic the Princcile Da- 
cines that dazels the fences. 

Let's go,{onne Savcho(quoth Dow Quixote) and for arcward

Now God keepe me from the Deuill(quoth Sarcho:)and is it

may be, you ſhall pull off my beard if that be ſo. Well, I tell 
you, friend Sawcho, tis as ſure thatthey are Hee,or Shee Alles,as 
Iam Don Quixote dels Mancha, and thou Sancho Payſa ; at 
lealt to me they ſeeme fo. 

Peace,(ir(quoth Sancho) and fay not ſo,but ſnufte your eyes, 
and reverence the Miſtrisof your thoughts,for now ſhe drawes 
neere : and fo ſaying, headuanced to meet the three Countrey- 
wenches, andalighting from Dapple, tooke one of their Atles 
by the halter, and faſtning both his knees to the ground, fayd, 
Queene, and Princetſe,and Dutchelle of beauty,let you Haugh- 
tineſle and Greatnelle be pleaſed, to receiue into your graceand 
good liking,your captiv'd Knight that ſtands yonder turnedin- 
to marble, all-amazed and withour his pulſe, to-ſee himſelfe be- 
fore your Magnificent Preſence, I am Sancho Panſa his Squire, 
and.

And now Don Quixote was on his knees by Sancho, and be- 
held with vnglad, bur troubled eyes , her that Sancho called 
Queene and Lady ; but {ecing he diſcouered nothing in her bur 
a Councrey-wench, and not very well-fauoured, .for ſhee was 
blub-facd,and fat-noſed ;he was in ſome ſuipence,& qur(t not 
once open his lips.

Which when one of the other two heard, 
after ſhe had cryed out to her Alle, that was curning aſide, ſhee 
faid : Look how theſe Yonkers come to mockeat poore Coun- 
trey-folke, asif wee knew not howto returnetheir flouts yp- 
on them : get you gone your way, and leaue vs, you had belt. 
Riſc, I. (quoth Don Qnixore) atthis inſtanc, for [ percetue 
now, that mineill fortune, not ſatisfied, hath ſhut vpall the paſ- 
fages by which any content might come to this my wretched 
ſoule withinmy fleſh. Oh thou, the extreme of all worth to bee 
delired,the bound of all humane gentlenetle,the only remedy of 
this mine affitedheare that adores thee, now that the wicked 
Pnchanter perſecutes me, and hath pur clouds and Cataracts in 
mine eyes, and for them onely, and noneelle, hath transformed

The Countrey.wench 
chat played Delcinea's part, was no ſooner free, when ſpurrinp 
her Hackney with a prickle ſhe had at the endof hercudpell,ſhe 
beganto run apace z andthe Alle feeling the ſmart of 3r more 
then ordinary, began to wince fo falt, char downe came my 
Lady Dwlcinea: which when Don Dnixote ſaw, hee cameto 
help her-vp, and Sancho wenrtto order and gird her pack-ſaddle, 
that hung at the Alles belly ; which being ficted, and Dex 
Qaixote about to lift his enchanted Miſtris.in his armes to her 
Aile, ſhee being now got vpon her legs, faucd him that labour; 
for (teppinga little backe, ſhee. ferchr a rife, and clapping, both 
her hands vponthe' Atles crupper, (hee lighted as iwitt asan 
Hawke vpon the pack-faddle, and fate altride like a man. 

Then fayd Sanebs : By Saint Rogue our Miltris is as lightas a 
Robin-ruddocke, and may teach the cunningit Cordexan or 
OUexicanian core ontheir Ginets : At one ipring ſhee hath 
leapt owrr the —_— and without ſpurres makes the Hackney 
run likea Muske- Cat, and her Damozcls come not ſhort of her; 
for they flic-like the winde. And he faid true: for when Dulci- 
ea was onceon horſe-backe, they all-made after her, and ſet a 
running for two miles, without looking behinde them. 

'Don Onixote (till looked after them, bur whenthey -wereout 
of light, turning to Sancho, he fayd; Sancho, how thinkeſt thou? 
How much Enchanters doc hate mee ? And ſee how farre their 


malice extends, and their ajme at mee, ſincethey haue depriucd . 


me of the happineſle I ſhould haue recciued, ro haue ſeenemy 
Miſtrisin her erue being. Indeed I was borne to be an example 
of ynfortunate men, to. be the Marke and Butt,at which Ill-For- 
tunes arrowes ſhould be ſent. And thou muſt note, Saxcho,thar 
theſe Enchanters were not content to haue changed and tranſ< 
formed. my Dalcinea : bur they hauedonc it into a ſhape, ſo baſe 
& vgly,as of a Country-wench thou ſawelt,& withall,they haue 


taken from her, that which1s ſo proper to herand great Ladics, . 


to wit,her ſweet ſent of flowres and Amber: for let metell thee, 
Sancho, that when I went to helpe Dalcinea to her Hackney

but ſo my Lady Dulcinea haue health and content, we will beare 
and paſlc it ouer here aſwell as we may, ſeeking our adventures, 
and lecrime alone, who is the beſt Phiſician for theſe and other 
infirmities. 


Don Quixote would haue anſwered Sancho Panſa:buthe was | 


interrupted by a —_ that came crolle the way,loaden with 
the molt different and (trange perfonages and ſhapes, that might 
be 
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be imagined. He thar guided the Mules, and ſerued for Wago- 
ner, wasan vgly Deuiii. The Wagons telte was open without 
Tilcor Boughes. The firtt ſhape chat prelented it tclfe to Dor 
Quaixores eyes, was of Death her ſelfe, with a humane face, and 
next her an Angel wich large painted wings. On one lide ttood 
an Einperour, with a crowne vpon his head, to {ce to of gold, 
At Deaths feer was the god called Cupid , nor bliud-toldea, but 
wich-his Bow, his quiver, and arrowes. There was alſo a Knight 

compleatly Arm'd,only he had no Murrionor headpeece, buta 

hat full of dire colour'd plumes : with theic chere were other 
perlonages of ditterent falhions and faces. 

All which ſcene ona ſuddaine, in tome ſort troubled Dex 
@xixote, and atirighred Sancho's heart, bur (traight Don Quixote 
was tocund , belccuing , chac ſome rare and dangerons Aduen- 
ture was oftred vnto nun, and with chis thought, .and a ininde 
diſpoſed co giue the ouſer roany periil, he gor humiclte before 
the Wagon, and wich a ioud aurhreacning voice, cried out ; 
Carter, Coach man, or 1)-uill, or whacſoe re thou art, be not 
ſlow cocell me, whothou art, whither thou gocſt, and what 
pcople theſe are thou carrieit in thy Cart coach, rather like Cha- 
rons boate, then Waygons now in vie. 

To which,the Deuill tfaying che Cart,gently replide,S*, we 
are Players of Thomas Angulo's Companic, we inaue playd a 
play called the Parliament K. Death, againlt ch1s Corp Chr:ſts 
rydeina towne behind theridge of yonder mountaine,and this 
afccrnoone'weare to play it againe at the rowne you lee before 
vs, which becauſeir is ſo neere, to fauea labour of new attiring 
vs, we gocinche ſamecloathes in which weare to A. That 
yong man playes Death :chat other an Angel: that woman our 
Authors wife, the Queene, a fourth there, a Souldier, a fift the 
Emperour, and I the Deuill, whichis one of the chicfeft Actors 
inthe play, for I haue the belt part. If youdelire ro know any 
thing elſe of vs, askeme, and I ſhall ke you molt punctual- 
ly, 7A as I ama Deuill, nothingis vnknowne to me. 

By thefaith of a Knight Errant (faid Dow Qwu1xote) asſoone 
as cuer | ſaw this Waggon, I imagincd ſome (trange Aduenture 
towards, and now 1 {ay it is fitto be fully fatisfied of chele ap»

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paricions,by touching themwichour hands, God be with you, 
honeſt people ; At your play , andſce whether you will com. 
mand any thing whercin 1 may&eſeruiceableto you, for I will 
be ſo molt checrefully and willingly : for ſince I was a boy, I 
haue loued Maske-ſhewes , andinmy youth , I hauc bcene ra- 
uviſhed with Stage-playes. 

Whil(t chey were thus diſcourſing, it fell out, thar one of the 
company came toward them, clad tor the Foole in the Play, 
with Morrice-bels, and at the end of (ticke,he had three Cowes 
bladders full-blowne, who thus masked, running toward Dex 
Quixote, began to fence with his cudgell, and to thwackethe 
bladders ypon the ground, and to friske with his bels inthe 
are : which dreadfull ſight fo troubled Rozimante, that Don. 
Owixne not able to hold him in (for hee had gotten the bridle 
berwixrhis teeth) he fclla running vp and down the ficld, much 
ſwifter then his anatomized bones made ſhew for. 

' Sancho, that conſidered in what dangerof being throwne 
downe his Maſter might.bee, leapt from Dapple, and with all 
ſpced ran to help him; bur by that time he came to him, he was 
vpon the ground, and Rezinante by him,for they both tumbled. 


- copether. This was the common palle Rozinaxtes trickes and 


boldneile came to. But no ſooner had Saxcho left his horſe- 
back-ſhip to come to Don Quixote, when the damning Deulll. 
with the bladders leapt on Dapple, and clapping him with 
them, the feare and noyſe, more then the blowes, made him fly 
thorow the field, rowards the place where they were to play. 
Sancho beheld Dapples carcereand his Maſters fall, and knew 
not to whichof the ll chanccs hee might firſt repaire : Bur yer 
likea good Squire and faithfull feruant, his Maſters love pre- 
uailed mere with him, then the cockering of his Ate : though 
cuery hoylting of the bladders,and falling on Dapples buttocks, 
wereto him trances and tydings of death, and rather had hee 
thoſe blowes had lighted on his eye-bals, then on the leaſt hairc 
of his Aitles taile, 

In this perplexity hee came to Don Dnuixote, who was in a 
great deale worſe plight then he was willing to ſee him 1and he - 
ping himon Roz wartre, fayd ; Sir, the Dewll hath carried away 
Dapple, 
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Dapple, What Deuill (quorh Dor Quixote?) Hee with the 
bladders, replied Sancho. Well, 1 will recoucr him ( layd Don 

#ixote) though he ſhould locke him vp with him in chedar- 
kelt and deepelt dungeons of Hell : Follow me, Sancho, for the 
waggon goes but ſlowly, and the Mules ſhall farisfie Dapples 
loile. There isno neede (fayd Sancho:) temper your choller, for 
now l ce the Deuill hath lefe Dapple, and hee returnes to his 
home, and he fayd rue, forthe Deuill hauing talne with Dap- 
ple, tolmitate Don Quixote and Roxinante, he went on foot to 
the towne, and the Aile came backe to his Maſter. 

Forallthat(fayd Don Quixote) it were fit to take reuengeof 
the Deuils vamannerlincile ypon ſome of thoſeuin the waggon, 
eucnof the Emperour himſclfe. Oh never thinke of any ſuch 
matter {ſayd Sancho) and take my counſel , that is, neuer to 
meddle with Players, for they arc a people mightily beloued : 
I haue knowne oneof vm in priſon tor two murders, and yet 
ſcap'dScot-free : Know this, Sir, that as they are merry Ioujall 
Lads, all men loue, eltceme, and helpe them, eſpecially if they 
be the Kings Players, and all of them in cheir faſhion and garbe 
are Gentle-man-like. 

For all that (fayd Don 2wixote) the Deuill.Player ſhall not 
ſcape from me & brag of it, though all mankind help him:& ſo 
laying, he $7 to the waggon,that was now ſomewhat neere the 
towne, and crying aloud, fayd ; Hold, ſtay,merry Greekes, for 
llemake yee know what belongs tothe Ailes and furniture, be- 
longing to the Squires of Knights Errant. Do» Quixotesnoyſe 
was ſuch,that thoſcof the waggon heard ic, and ghelling at his 
intention by his ſpeeches, in an inſtant Miſtris Death leaprout 
ofthe waggon,6c after her the Emperor, the Deuill-Waggoner, 
and the Angell, and the Queene too with little Cupsd, all of 
them were traightloaded with (tones,and put themſelues in or- 
der, expeCtting Dox Quixote with their Peebles poynts. 

Dor Quixote, that ſaw themin fo =—_ a Squadron, ready 
to diſcharge — their ſtones, held in Rozimantes reines,and 
began to conlider how he ſhould ſer ypun them, with leaſt ha- 
Zard to his perſon. Whilſt he thus ſkayd, Sancho cameto him, 
and ſecing him ready to give the on-ſer, ſayd ; Tisa meere mad- 
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the ſtones. 


-on their voyage : And this was the happy end o 
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neile, Sir, to attempt this enterpriſe : I pray conſider, thatfor 
your * riucr-ſops, there are no defcniiue weapons inthe world, 
bur to be ſhut vp and inlayd vnder a brazen bell ; and confider 
likewiſc,ris rather raſhnes then vaiGur, for one man alone to ſcr 
vponan Army,wherein Deathis, and where Emperors fightin 
perſon, and where good and bad Angels help: and if the conli- 
dceration of this be not {uthcient, may rhis mooue you to know, 
that anongit all chefe (chough rhey ſeeme to be Kings, Princes 
and Emperours, there is no Knight Errant. 

Thou haſt hit ypon tne right, Sancho (fayd Don Qwuixote)the 
very poynr that may alter 1ny determination : Lneicher can nor 
mult draw my ſword,as I haue often told thee, againſt any that 
benor Knights Errant. Ie<concernes thee, Sancho, if thou mea- 
neſt ro bcc revenged forthe wrong done thine Alle, and Ile 
encourage chee, and from hencegiue thee wholeſome inltrutti- 
ons. There n=cdsno being reucnged of any body (ſaid Sanche) 
for chereis no Chriſtianity init ; belides,mine Atlc ſhall be cons 
rented to pur his cauſe to me, and to my will, which is, to live 
quietly as long as Hcauen ſhall afford melife, 

Siace this is thy determination (fayd Don Quixete) honeſt, 
wiſe, diſcreet, Chriſtian-lke , pure Sancho, let vs leaue theſe 


-dreams,& ſeek other better & more recall aduentures : for 1 ſee, 


this Countrey is like to afford vs many miraculous ones. So he 
turned Rezmmantes reincs,. and Sancho tooke his Dapple, Death 
with all the flying Squadron returned ro the wagon, and went

Deaths aduenture : thankes to the good aduice that Sancho 
Panſa gaue his Maſter : to whom there happened the day afrer

For all chat (quoth Dox Quixote) it thou, Saxcho, had(tlet 
me piue che on-ſer (as I delired) thou hadl(t had to thy ſhare, at 
lcaſt, che Empreſles golden crowne, and (pids painted wings, 


ID O» Quixote & his Squire palled the enſuing night,afcer 


. for Thad caken vmaway againlt che haire, and given ym thee. 


Your Players ſcepters and Emperours crownes (layd Saxcho) 
areneuer of pure golde, butleate and Tinne. 

Tis true (anſwered Don Quixote) for it is very neceſſary, 
that your Play-ornaments bee not fine, but counterfet and ſce- 
mingzas the Play ir ſelfe is, which I would hauethee, Sancho, to 
eſtecme of, and conſequently che Aetors too, and the Authors, 
becauſe they are the Inſtruments of much good roa Common- 
wealth, being like Looking-glatles, where the ations of hu- 
manelifeare liuely repreſented,and there is no compariſon,thar 
doth more truely preſent to vs,what we are, or what we ſhould 
be, then che Comedy and Comedians : If nor, tell meehaſt not 
thou ſcene a Play atted, where Kings, Emperours, Biſhops, 
Knights, Dames, and other perſonages are introduced 2 One 
playes a Ruthan, another the Cheater, this.a Merchant, t'orher a 
Souldier, one a crafty Foole, another a fooliſh Louer : And the 
Comedy ended, and the apparrell taken away; all the cehearſers 
arerhe ſamethey were. 

Yes marry haue I, quoth Sa»chs. Why, the fame thing 
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(fayd Don Quixote) happens inche Comedy and Theater of 
this world, where ſome play the Emperours,other the Biſhops; 
andla(tly,all the parts that may bein a Comedy : but in the end, 
that is, the end of our life, Death takes away all the robes that 
madechem differ, and art their buriall they arc cquall. A brave 
compariſon (quoth Sancho) but not ſo-{trangeto me, that haue 
heard it often, as that of the Chetle-play, that while the game 
laſts, euery Pcere hath it's particular motion, and the game en. 
ded, allare mingled and ſhuffled rogether, and caſt intoalethern 
bag, which is a kinde of buriall, 

Euery day, Sancho (quoth Dox Qzixete)thou growelt wiſer 
and wiſer, It mult needs bee (fayd Sancho) that ſome of your 
wiſdome mult cleaue to me;for groundsthat are dry and barren, 
by mucking and tilling them, giue good fruic : I meane, your 
conuerlation hath beene the mucke, that. hath beene ca(t ypon 
the (terill ground of my barren wit ; andthe time that I haue 
ſerucd you, therillage, wich which I hope torender happy fruit, 
and ſuch as may not gaine-fay or ſlide out of the paths of good 
manners, which you haue made in my withered ynder(tanding; 

Don Onuixore laughedat Sencho's affected reaſons, and it ſec- 
med true to him, what hee had fayd touching his reformation: 
for now and then his talke admired him, although for the mot 
part, when Sancho ſpoke by way of contradicton, or like a 
Courtier, he ended his diſcourſe with a downefall, from che 
mount of his ſimplicity, to the profundity of his ipnorance:bue 
thar, wherein he ſhewed himſelfe moſt elegant and memorable, 
wasin vrging of Proverbs, _ they were neuer ſo much 
againſt the haire of the preſent bulinelle, as hath been ſeene,and 
notedin allthis Hiſtory. 

A oreat part of the night they paſſedin theſe and ſuch like 
diſcourſes, but Sancho had agrear delire to let fall the Potr-cul- 
lices (as hecalled them) of his eyes, and ſleepe ; and fo vndreſ- 
ling his Dapple, heturned him freely to graze : with Rozinantes 
{addle he medled nor, for it was his Maſters expreiſe command, 
char whilſt they were in field, or flept not within doores, hee 
ſhould not vnſaddle him, it being an ancient cuſtome obſerued 
by Knights Errant, to take the bridleand hang it atthe faddle- 
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of Don Quixote. 71 
ummell : but beware taking away the laddle, which Sancho 
obſcrued,and gaue him the fame liberty,as to his Dapple,whole 
friendſhip and Rozmmantes was ſo ſolc and ynited,that the report 
gocs by tradition from father to ſonne, thatthe Auchor of this 
true Hiſtory made particular chapters of ir, oncly to keepe 
che decency and decorum dueto ſo herojkea Story : he omitted 
ic, alchough ſometimes he forgets his purpoſe herein,and writes, 
that as the two bealts were together, they would ſcratch one 
another,and being wearied and ſatisfied, Rozinante would crolle 
hischroce ouer Dapples necke, ar leaſt halfe a yard ouer the 0- 
ther ſide: and both of them looking wiltly on the ground,they 
would (tand thus three dayes together, atleaſt as , -_ as they 
were letalone, or that hunger compelled them not to looke after 
their prouander. 

Tisfayd (I fay) thatthe Author in his Story,compared them 
in their friendſhip, to N:ſns and Eurialzs,to Prlades and Oreſtes, 
which, if it were fo, it may be ſeene(to the generall admiration) 
how firmeand (tedfaſt the friendſhip was of theſe two paciticke 
bealts, to the ſhame of men, that fo ill know the rules of 
friendſhip one to another. For this, it was fayd, No falling 
out,like to that of friends. And let no man think the Author was 
vnreaſonable,in hauing compared the friendſhip of theſe beaſts, 
co the friendſhip of men ; for men haue recciued many Items 
from beaſts, and learnt many things of importance, as the Storks 
dung, the Dogs vomit and faithfulne(lc, the Cranes watchful- 
nelle, the Ants prouidence , the Elephants honelty , and the 
Horſe his loyalty, 
© Arlength Sancho fell faſt aſlecpe at the foote of a Corketree, 
and Don Quixote repoled himfelfe vnder an Oke. But notlong 
after, a noiſe behind waked him,and riling ſuddainly,helcoked 
and hearkned from whence the nojſe came, and he ſaw tr: 0 
men on horſebacke, and the one tumbling from his ſaddle, faid 
cothe other ; Alighr,friend, and vnbridle our horſes, for me 
chinkes this place hath paſture enough forthem, and befits the 
hlence & ſolitudeof my amorous thoughts : thus he ſpoke,& 
{trerch: himfelfe vpon the ground in an inſtant, but cafting him- 
icite down,his Armour wherwith he wasarmed made, a noiſe: 
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a manifeſt token that made Don Quixote, thinke hee was 
ſome Knight Errant, and comming to S«ncho, who was falt 
allcepe , heepluck't him by the Arme, and toldc him ſoftly, 
Brother Sancho ,. wee haue an Aduenture. God grant ic bee 
good (quoth Sarch:) and where is this: Maſters Aduentures 


Worſhip ?. Where, Sazchs, replide Dow Quixote, looke on one 


fide, looke, and there thou ſhalt ſee a Knight Errant (trerche, 
who (as it appearestome)is not ouermuch ioyed, for | ſaw him 
calt himſelte from his horſe, and ſtretch on the ground , with 
ſome ſhewes of griefe,and as he fell, he crotled his Armes. Why, 
in what doe you perceiue that this is an Aduenture (quoth S4a- 


cho?) I willnot fay (anſwered Dor Quixote) that this is alroges- . 


ther an Aduecnture , but an introduttiontoit, for thus Aduen- 
tures begin, 

Bur harke, it ſeemes he is tuning a Lute, or Viall, and by his 
ſpictivg andcleering his brelt, he prepares himſelfeto ling. In 
good ich you fay right (quoth Sancho) and tis ſome enamou- 
red Knight. There is no Knight Errant(faid Dov Quixote) thar 
is not ſo: let vs giuecare,and by the circumſtance,we ſhall ſearch 
the Laberynth of his thoughts, ifſo behe ling: for out of the a= 
bundance of the heart;the _— ſpeaketh. Sancho would haue 
replied to his Maſter: But the Knight of the woods voice

Your Maſter indeed (faid Sancho) belike is an Eccleſiaſtical 
Knight, and may doe his good Squires theſe kindnelſes:butmy 
Maſteris meerelyLay,though T remember,chat frac gorigns of 
good diſcretion (though out of bad intention) countelled him, 
that he ſhould be an Archbiſhop:which he- would not be,but an 
Emperour: and I was ina bodily feare,. left he mighe hauca 
mindeto the Church, becauſe I held my ſclfe vncapable of be- 
nefits by it: for let me tell you, - 4 ro you I ſeemea man, yet 
in Church matters Lama very beaſt. Indeed,S*, (faid _— 
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Wood) Youarein the wrong : for your 1land-Gouernments 
are notal fo ſpecial, bur that ſomeare crabbed, ſome poore, ſome 
diſtaſtefull ; and laſtly, the ſtatcliclt and beſt of all brings wich jc 
a heauy burden of cares and inconueniences , which hee (co 
whomir fallsro hislot) vndergoes, Farre better it were, thae 
we, who profellc this curſed ſlauery, retire home, and there cn- 
eertaine our ſelues with more dclightfull exerciſes, to wit, hun- 
tingand fiſhing ; for whar Squire 1sthereinthe world ſo poore, 
that wants his Naghis braceof Grey-hounds,or his Angle-rod,

I wantnone. of this (fayd Sancho: ) trucitis, T haveno Nag, 
but I haue an Alle worth two of my Maſters Horſe : An ill 
Chriſtmas God ſend mee, (and let ic be the next-enſuing) if I 
would change for him, though I had foure buſhels of barley to 
boot : you laughatthe price of ny Dapple, for dapple is the co» 
lour of mine Alle : well, Grey-fiounds1 ſhall not wane neither, 
there being enow to ſpare in our towne ; belides, the ſport is 
beſt at another mans-charge. 

Indeed, indeed, Sr. Squire(fayd he of the Wood)I haue pro- 
poſedanddetermined with my {elfe, toleaue theſe bezelings of 
theſe Knights, and returne to my Village, and bring vp my 
children, for I havethree, like three Orient-pearles. Two haue 
I (fayd Sancho) that may bee preſented to the Popein-perſon, 
eſpecially one, a-wench, which I bring vp to beea Counteile 
(God ſaue her) althoughit grieue her mother. And how olde 
(asked he of the Wood) is this Lady-Countelle that you bring 
vp ſo?

2 ching well, the common people vic tolay ; Ah whorcton 
whoremalter, how braucly he did it? fo thar, that which icemcs 
to be adiſpraile, in that fences anotable commendation , and 
renounce you thoſe ſonnes and daughters, that doe not the 
workes, that may make their parents deſerue ſuch like praites. 
I doerenounce (fayd Sancho) and if you meant nootherwilc ; I 
pray you clap a whole whorc-houſe at onceyponmy wife and 
children for all they doc or fay, arc extremes worthy of ſuch 
praiſes, and 1o I may ſec them, God ddiuer me out of this mor- 
call linne, thats, outof this dangerous profeſſion ot being a 
Squire, into which 1 haue this ſecond time incurred, being u- 
ticed and. decaiucd with the purſe of the hundred duckars, 
whicht found one day in the heart of Sierr« Morena, and the 
Dcuill calt chat bag ot Piltolers beforemine eyes : (me thinkes) 
eucry foot Itouch it, hugge it, and carry it to minchouſe, ſer. 
kaſcs,.and rents, and liue ikea Prince, and ſtill when I thinke 
of this, all the royle that I patle. with this Block-head niy Ma- 
ſter,{cems calic and tolerable to me,who{I know)is more made 
man then Knight. : 

Heercupon (fayd he ofthe Wood) iris ſayd; that, Allconer, 
all loſe: And now youralke of mad-men, I thinke,my Maſter is 
the greatelt in the world, he is one of them that cries, Hang ſor- 
70w zand that another Knight may recouer his wits, heel make 
himiſclfe mad ,. and. will {ceke y ins that, which perhaps once 
found, will tumble him vpon his ſnowt. And is hee amorous 
haply 2 Yes (fayd hee of the Wood) heeloues one Cafildea de 
Vandalia, the molt raw and moſt rolted Lady inthe world z but 
ſhe halrs nor on that foot of her rawnelile, for other manner of 
lmpolturcs doe grunt in thoſe encrailes of hers, which erclong 
will beknowne. 

There4s no way fo plaine(quoth Don Quixote)that hath not 
ſome rubbc,or pit,or as the Prouerbe gocs, In ſome houſes they 
lecthe bcancs,and in mine whole kettles full, So madnetle hath - 
More 
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more companions, and more necdic ones then wiſedome. But 
chat which is commonly ſpoken be true, that to haue compa. 
nions in miſery is alightner of it , youmay comfort me, thar 
ſerue as ſotriſh a Malteras I doe. Sottiſh but valiant, (anſwered 
he of the wood) but more knaue then foole or then yaliant, 
Itis not ſo with my Maſter, faid Sancho : for he is ne're a whit 
knaue ; rather he isas dull asa Beede,hurts no-body ,does good 
®all, he hath no malice,achilde will make him belecue tis night 
at noone day: and for his {implicitie, Iloue himas my hcart- 
{trings, andcannor finde in my heart, to lcauc him for all his 
fopperies. For all that, Brother and friend , ({aid he of the 
wood) if theblindeguidethe blinde, both wil be in danger to 
fallintothe pit. © 

Tis better to retirefaireand ſoftly , and returne to our loued 
homes : for they «that hunt after Aduentures, doc not alwaies 
lightrvpon good. Szxcho ſpit often, and as itſceomed, akindeof 

wyand dry matter: which noted by the charitabletwooddy 
Squire,he aid, Methinkes, with our talking, our tongues cleaue 
coour roofes:; but I have {uppler hangs at.the pummellof my 
horſe, as goodas touch: and riling vp, hereturncd preſently 
with a Borracha of wine, and a bak'tmeatcat lealt halfe a yard 
long, anditisnolye, forit wasof a Parboiled Cony fo large, 
that Sancho, when he felt it, thought ichad becne of a Goate, and 
not a Kid : which being ſeene by Serchs, he faid , And had yee 
this with you too,S" ? Why, what did yce thinke (laid the 0« 
ther)doe you take me to be lone hungry Squire ? I haue better 
prouiſion at my horſes crupper , then a Generall carries with 
frm vpon a March. Sencho fell to, without inuitation, and 
champed his bitsinthe darke, as if he had ſcraunched knotted 
cordes, and faid, I marry, $*, you. are atruc Lepall Squire, 
round and ſound, Royall and Liberall(as appcares by you fealt) 
which if it came not hither by way of Enchantment, yetit 
ſeemes fo atleaſt, and ikeno vnfortunate wretch, that only car-

ſtrength , with all circumſtances belonging to wine? But no 
marucile, if in my linage by my fathers {ide , Ihadewo of the 
molt excellcnttaſters that were knownein along time in /Mav- 
cha:for proofeof which, you ſhall know what befell them. 
They gaue to theſe two ſome wine to taſte out of a Hogf- 
head, asking cheir opinions, of the ſtate, qualitic, goodneiſc or 
badnelle of the wine: the one of them prooued it withthe tip of 
his tongue,theother only ſmelt to it.

Mongſt many diſcourſes that paſſed berwoene Dos 
Qxixote , and the Knight of the Wood, the Hiſtory 
faics, that he of the wood faid to Dow Quixote, In 
briefc,S* Knight, I would haue you know, that my deltinie, or 
to ſay better , my cleftion enamoured me vpon the peereleiſc 
Caſildeade Vandalia, Pecrelelle I call her, as being fo in the 
greatnele of her Stature, and inthe extreme of her being and 
þcautic. This Caſildea (I tell you of) repaide my good and ver- 


tuous deſires, in employing me (as did the {tepmorher of Her- 


en/es, in many and different perils, promiſing me. at the accom- | 
pliſhing of cach one, in performing another, I ſhould enjoy my | 
wiſhes: but my labours hauc beene ſolinked one vponanother, | 
that they are numberletle, neither know I which may be the lalt |

co giucanaccompliſhment to my lawfull deſires. 

Once the commanded me to gue dehianceto that famous Gy- 
antelle of Sexil, called the Gira/da, who is ſo valiant & foftrong 
(as being madeof bralle, and wichour changing placc)is the 
molt mooucableand turning woman in the world. 1 came, 1 
faw, and conquered her, and made her ſtand (till, and keepedi- 
ſtance ; for a whole weeke together, no windes blew , bur the 
Norch ; Ocherwhiles ſhe commanded me to lifc yp the anci-

darke profundicie. I ſtaide the motion of the Grralda, I waicd 
the Buls of Gui{ardo, I calt my {elfe downe the (teep Caue, and 
brought to [ight the ſecrers of that botrome, bur my hopes were 
dead, how dead ? her diſdaines (till living, how liuing 2 Laſtly, 
ſhe hath now commanded me, that I run ouer all the Prouinces 
of Spaine, & makeall the Knights Errant,that wander in them, 
confelle, that ſhe alone goes beyond all other women in beauty, 
and chat Iam the valianteſt, and moſt enamoured Knight of che 
world: in which demand I haue travelled the greatcit part of 
Spainc, and hauc ouercome many Knights , that durlt contra» 
dit me. Bur that which I prize and elteeme molt is, That I © 
haueconquer'd,in ſinglecombate, that fo famous Knight Dos 
Duixote de 1a Mancha, and made him confetle that my Cafildes 
15 fairer then his Dwlcirea, and in this conqueſt only I make ac- 
count, that I haue conquer'd all che Knights inthe world, be- 
cauſe the aforeſaid Dor Quixote hath conquered them all, and I 
hauing ouercome him, his tame his glorie, and his honour,hath 
beene transferred and patledouer to my perſon , and the Cone 
querouris ſo much the moreeſtecemed : by how unvchthe con- 
quered was reputed, fo that the innumerable exploits of Dozx 
Laixote now mentioned,are mine, and patle ypon my account. 
Dex Quixoterdmired to heare the Knight of the wood, and 
wasathouſfand times abour to haue given him the ive, and had 
his Thess lyeft, vpon the point of hiscongue : bur hee defer'd 
It as well as he could , to make hin confetle with his owne 
G mor! 
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mouth that helyed, and ſo hetold him calmely. That you may 
haucouercome (S* Knight) all the Knights Erranr of Spaine, 
and the whole world, I grantyce; but that you haue ouercome 
Don Quixote de la Mancha, 1 doubt it, it might be ſome other 
like him, though few there be ſo like. Why not? replide he of 
the Wood : ] can atlure you, Sir, I fought with him, ouer- 
came, and made him yeeld. Hee is a tall fetlow, withred faced, 
lanke and dry in his limbes, ſomewhat hoary, ſharpe-noſed and 
crooked; his muſtachoes long, blacke, and falne ; hee marcheth 
ynder the name of The Knighr of the Sorrowfull Conmenance : he 
prelles the loine, and rules the bridle of a famous horſe called 
Rozinante, & hath for the Miſtris of his thoughts, one Dwlcinea 
del Toboſo, ſomerimes called eA1donſa Lorenſo,iu(t as mine,that 
becauſe her name was Caſilda, and of Azdalzia, I call her (afit- 
dea de Vandalia: and ifall theſe tokens be not enough to coun» 
tenance the truth, heere is my ſword char ſhall make incredulicy 
ic ſelfe belicue ir. Haue patience,S* Knight(quoth Dex Quixote) 
and hearc what I ſhall ay. Know , that this Dow Quixote you 
fpeake of is the greatelt friend I haue in this world,and ſo much 


that I may tell you, I loue him as well as my ſclfe, and by the? | 


ſignesthat you haue giuen of him, ſopunctualland certaine, I 
cannot but thinke it is he whom you haue overcome. On the 
other (ide, I ſee with mine eyes, and fecle with my hands, that it 
isnot poſlible it ſhould be he, if ic be nor, that, as he hath many 
Enchanters that be his enemies,eſpectally one,that doth ordina- 
rily perſecute him, there be ſome one that hath taken his ſhape 
on him, and ſuffered himfelfe to be ouercome, todefraud him 
of the glory which his noble chiualry hath gotten and layd vp 
for him thorowoutthe whole carth. And for confirmation of 
this, I would haue yon know, that theſe Enchanters mine enc- 
mies (not two dates ſince) transformed the ſhape and perſon of 
the faire Dulcimea del Toboſo,into a foule & baſe country wench, 
and in this ſort belike they haue transformed Dox Quixote: and 
if all this be nor ſufficient rodirect you in the truth, here is Don 
Owixore himfelfe, that will maintaine it with his Armes on foot 
or on horſe-back,or in what manner you pleaſe:and he graſped 
his ſword, expefting what reſolution the Knight of the Wood 
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would take,who with a [tayed voyce,anſwered & fayd:A good 
Pay-malter needs no {urery : hee that could once, Don Ynrxore, 
oucrcoin you when you were transformed,may yery well hope 
co rcltore you to your proper being. But becaule it becoines not 
Knighesro doe their tears in the darkelike high-way-robbers 
and Rufhans, let vs (tay for the day, that the Sunne may behold 
our actions ;and the condition of our combate ſhall be, that he 
that is ouercome, ſhall (tand to the mercy of the Conquerour,to 
do wich him according to his will, fo farreas what he ordaineth 
ſhall be fitting for a Knight. 

I amouer-loyed with this condition and agreement (quoth 
Don Quixote.) And (this ſayd) chey went where their Squires 
were, whom they found ſnorcing, andiultas they were, when 
ſleep firit (tole ypon chem. They wakened them,and comman<- 
ded they ſhould make their horlcs ready : for by lun riling,they 
meant to haue a bloudy and ynequall lingle corabate. At which 
newes Sancho was altoniſhtand amazed, as fearing his Maſters 
fafery, by reaſonof the Knight of the Woods valour, which he 
had heard from his Squire : but without any reply, the two 
Squires went to ſeeketheir catcel:for by this thethree horſes and 
Dapple had ſmelt out oneanother, and were together. 

By the way, he of the Wood fayd to Sancho, You mull vn. 
derſtand, Brother , that your Combarants of eAndaluzia vic, 
when they are Sticklers inany quarrell, not to (tandidlely with 
their hands in cheir pockets, whilit rheir friends are fighting 1 
tell yourchis, becauſe you may know, that whilſt our Malters 
areatit, we multskirmiſh too, and breake our lances to ſhivers. 
This cuſtome, S* Squire ( anſwered Sancho) may be currant 
there, and palſe amongſt your Ruffians and Combatants you 
talke of : but with your Squires that belong to Knights Errant, 
not ſo much asa thought of ic. Atlealt, I haue not heard my 
Maſter ſo much as fake a word of any ſuchcuſtome, and hee 
knowes wichout bookeall the ordinances of Knight Errantry. 
But let mee grant yee, thar tis an expreſle ordinance that che 
Squires fight, whilſttheir Maſters doe fo : yet I will nor fulfill 
that, bur pay the penalty that ſhall be impoſed vpon ſuch peace- 
able Squires : for I doe not — it will be abouc cwo pound 
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Alluding ro Of wax,and I had rather pay them, for | know they will coſt me 
ſome penal- letle, rhenthe line that I thall ſpend in making tents cocure my 
ties enioyned head, which alrcady I make account is cut and diuided in two ;

belides, tis impollible I ſhould hght', having never a ſword, 
and I ncucr woreany, 

For that (quoth he of the Wood) lletell you 2 good remedy, 
E haue heere two linnen bags of one bignetle, you ſhall have 
one, and I the ather,and with theſe equall weapons, wee lt hghe 
at bag-blowes, Let vs doc ſo and you will ({ayd Sancho)for this 
kinde of fight will rather ſerueto dult, thento wound vs. Not 
ſo (faydthe other) for within the bags (that the winde may not 
carry them to and fro) wee will put halfea doozen of delicate 
ſmooth pebbles, of cquall waight, and fo we may bag-baſte one 
another, without doing any great hurt. Looke ye, body of my 
father (quorh Sancho) what Martins or Sables furre, or what 
fine-carded wooll he puts in the bags,not to beat our our brains, 
or make Priner of our bones: but know, Sir, if they were lilke 
bals,] would not fight : let our Maſters hghr, and heare on it in 
another world, let vsdrinke and live, for time will bee carcfull 
to take away our liues, without our (triuing to endthem before 
their time and ſeaſon, and that they drop before they are ripe. 
For all that (ſavd he of the Wood) we mult fight halfe an houre. 
No, no (fayd Sancho) I will not beſo diſcourteous and vngrate« 
full, asto wrangle with whom I have eaten and drunke, let the 
occalion bee neuer fo ſmall, howmuch more I. being without 
choller or anger , who the Deuill can barely withour theſe 
fight? 

Ges this (favd heof the Wood)lIle giue you a ſufficient caule, 
which is, that before wee begin the combate, I will come mee 
finely to you, and giue you three or foure boxcs,and{irike you 
tro my feer, with which I ſhall awake your choller, although ir 
fleepelikea Dormouſe. Againſt this cut Thaue another (quorth 
Sancho) that comesnot ſhortofir,] will take me a good cudgell, 
and before you waken my choller, ] will make you ſleepe io 
ſoundly witch baſtinadoing you, that it ſhall not wake but inan- 
other world, in which it ſhall be knowne:; that Tam not hee thar 
will let any man handle my face ; andeuery znan looke tothe 
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of Don Quixote. 85 
ſhaft he ſhoots: And the belt way weretolet euery mans choller 
flcepe with him, for no man knowes what's in another, and 
many comefor wooll, that returne ſhorne, and God bleſled che 
Peace-makers,and curſed the Quarreller for if a Cat ſhut into a 
roome, much baited and ſtraightned, turne to be a Lyon, God 
knowes what I that am a man, may turneto : Theretore, from 
henceforward, S*.Squire, ler mee intiniate to you, that all the 
euilland miſchicfc chat ſhall ariſe from our quarrcil, bee ypon 
your head. Tis well (quoth he ofthe Wood) let ic be day, and 
we ſhall chriue by this. 

Andnow a thouſand ſorts of painted birds began to chirp in 
therrees, and intheir different delightfull rones, it ſcemed they 
bad good morrow, & ſaluted the Peth Amnrora,that now diſco 
ucred the beauty of her face,thorow the gates & bay-windowes 
of the Eaſt, ſhaking from her lockes an infinite number of li- 

uid pearles, bathing the hearbes in her {\weet liquour,thar it ſee- 
med they alſo ſprouted, and rained white and ſinall pearles : the 
willowes did ditill their fauoury ſara, the fountaines laugh. 
ed, the brookes murmured, the woods were cheered, and the 
fhelds wereenriched with her comming. 

But the brightneſle of the day ſcarce gaue time to diſtinguiſh 
things,when the firlt thing char offeredat ſelfe to Sancho's light, 
was the Squire of the Woods noſe, which was ſo huge, that ic 
did as it were ſhadow his whole body.

like a young raw Ancient, and refolued with himſelfe to endure 
two hundred boxes, before his choller ſhould waken co fight

Don Quixote beheld his oppoſite, and perceived thar his hel. 
met was on and drawne, ſo that he could not ſee hisface, bur he 
faw that he was well ſer in his body, thoughnot call ; ypon his 
armour he wore an vpper garment orcallocke, to ſee roof prre 
cloth of gold, with many Moones of ſhining Looking-glaſles 
| Gy tpred 
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{pred aboutic, which made him appeare very braue and gorge. 


ous, a great plume of greene feathers waued about his Helmer, 
with others white & yellow, his Lance which he had rearcd vp 
again(t a tree, was very long and thicke, and with a ltcele pike 
aboue a handfulllong Dor Quixote obſcrued and noted all, and 
by what he had ſeene and marked, iudged that the fayd Knight 
mult needs be of great ({trength : Bur yer he wasnot afrayd (like 
Sancho)and witha bold couragethus ſpoke to the Knight of the 
Looking-glaſſes: If your eagerneſleto fight, Sir Knight, haue 
not ſpent your courtelie, for it, I defire you to lift yp your Vi- 
ſor aliccle,that I may bchold whether the liuclincile of your face 
beanſwerableto thar of your diſpolicion, whether vanquiſhe or 


- Vanquiſher you bein this enterprize. Sir Knight (anſwered he 


of the Looking-glalles) you ſhall hauetime and leiſure enough 
ro ſee me, andit 1 doe not now fatisfie your deſire, it is becauſe 
I chinke I ſhall doe a great deale of wrong to the faire Cafidea 
de Vandalia, todclay fo much time as to lift yp my Viſor, till I 
haue firſt made you confetle what I know you goeabout. Well, 
yet while we get a horſc-backe (fyd Dov Qwrxote) you may 
reſolue me whether I be that Don Qaixore whom you ſayd, you 
had vanquiſhed. 

To this I anſwer you(faid he of the Looking-glatles) You are 
as like the Knight I conquered, as one eggeis to another : Bur, 
25 vou ſay, Enchanters perſecure you, and therefore I dare not 
affirme whether you bee heeor no; It ſuſhceth (quoth You 
Qnixote) for mee, that you belecue your being deceiued : but 
that I may entirely fatisfie yon, ler's to horſe, for inletſe time 
chen you ſhould haue ſpent in lifting vp your Viſor(if God, my 


Mittritſe, and mine Arme defend me) will I fee your face, and: 
you ſhall fce that I am not the vanquiſht Don Quixote you 


ſpeake of. 

And heere cutting off diſcourſe, to horſethey goe, and Don 
Onixote turn'd Rozinante about, to take ſo much of the field (as 
was fit for him) to returne to encounter his enemie, and the 
Knight of the Looking-glaſſes did thelike. Bur Don Quixote 
was not gone twenty paces from him, when he heard thathe of 
the looking-glalles called him, So the two parting the way,heof:

the Glaſſes fayd, Bemindefull, $*. Knight, that the condition 
of our combarte is, that che vanquiſhed (as I hauetold you be- 
fore) mult ſtand co the diſcretion of the Vanquither. I know is 
(fayd Don Quixote) lothat what is impoled and commanded 
the vanquilhed, be wixhinthe bounds and limits of Cauallery, 
So it is meant, fayd he of the Glatles. 

Heere Don Quixote ſaw the itrangenoſe of the Squire, and 
hedid nort1efſe wonder atthe (ight ofie.chen Sancho; infomuch 
that he deemed [um a moniter, or ſoine new kinde of man not 
vſuall in che world. Sancho, that faw his Maltcr goeto fetch his 
Careere, would not tarry alone wich Noſe awtem,fearing that ar 
one ſnap with cothers Noſe vpon his, their fray would bee en- 
ded, rhac either with the blow, or it, hee ſhould come co the 
ground. So heran after his Maſter,laying hold vpon one of Re- 
zinaxtes (tirrup leathers, and when hee thought ittime for his 
Maſter to turne backezhe fayd ; I beſecch your Worſhip, Maſter 
mine, that before you fall co your encounter, you helpemee to 
climbe vp yon Cork-tree, from whence [ may berter, and with 
moredclight, then from che ground, ſecethe gallant encounter 
you ſhall make with this Knight. 


Rather, Sancho (fayd Dov Qnixote)thou wouldelt get aloft, 


, a into a ſcatfold, ro fee the Buls without danger. Let mee deale 


truely (fayd Sancho) che vgly noſe of that Squire hath aſtoniſhe 
mec,and I dare not come necrehim. Suchanoneitis (ſayd Dox 
nixote) that any other but I, might very well beafrayd of it, 
and therefore come, and [Ile hel pe thee vp, 

Whilit Dox Quixote was helping Sanchovp into the Cork- 
tree, he of the Looking-glalles tooke vp roome for his Careere, 
and thinking that Don Quexote would haue done thelike, with- 
out looking for trumpets ſound, or any other warning-ligne, he 
rurned his horſes reines (no better to ſcero, nor ſwiftcr then Ro- 
zinante) and with his full ſpeede (which was a reaſonable trot) 
hee went to encounter his enemy : but ſecing him bulied in 
the mounting of Sancho, hee held inhis reines, and ſtopped 
in the mid(t of his Carecere, for which his horſe was moſt 
thankefull, as being vnable to mooue. Don Dnixore, who 
thought his enemy by this came flving, ſer ſpurres luſtily ro Re- 
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88 The Second Part 


zmantes hinder-flancke,and made him poſtin ſuch manner,thae 
the Story fayes, nowonely he ſeemed to run, for all therelt was 
plaine trotting heeretofore. And with this vnſpeakable fury, he 
came where heof the Looking-glatles was gagging his ſpurres 
into his horſe, to the very hoopes, without bcing ableto re- 

nooue him a fingers length from che place, where he had fer vp 
his re{l for the Carcere. 

In this good time and coniunAure, Don Quixote found his 
conrrary puzzlcd wich his horſe, & troubled with his lance ; for 
either hecould nor, or elſe wanted timeto ſet ic in his reſt. Dox 
On:.xote that never looked into theſe inconueniencics, ſafcly and 
without danger, encountred him of the Looking-elaſſes fo fu- 
rioutly, thatin ſpight of his teeth hee made him corre to the 
ground, from his horſe-crupper, with fuch a fall, that (tirring 
neither hand nor foot, hee made ſhew asf hee had beene dead. 
Saxchs ſcarce ſaw him downe, when hee (lid from the Cork- 
tree, and cameinall hate to his Maſter, wito diftnounted from 
Rozinante, got vpon himofthe Looking-plaſles, and vnlacing 
his helimer, to ſee if he were dead, or ifhe werealiue,to giue him 
aire, he ſaw : (Whocan tell without great admiration, wonder 
and amaze to him that ſhall heare ir?) he ſaw (fayes the Hiſtory) 
the ſelfefame face, the ſame vifage,the fame aſpect, the ſame phi-, 
ſiognomy, the ſame ſhape, the | an per{pectiue of rhe Bachclor 
$amſon Carraſco, and as he ſaw it, heecryedaloud, Come Sax- 
cho, and behold what thou mayelt ſee, and not belceue, runne 
whore-{onne, andobſerue the power of Magicke, what Wir« 
chesand Enchanters can doc, 

Sancho drew neere, and {aw the Bacheiour Samoan Carraſco's 
face, & ſo began to makea thouſand crolles,& to bletTe himſelfe 
as ofr. Inall this while the ouerthrowne Knighe madeno ſhew 
of living. And Sarcho fayd to Don Oxixote , | an of opinion, 
Sir,thar by all means you thrutt your ſword down this tellowes 
throte, that is ſolike the Bachelour Samſon Carraſes, and fo per- 
haps in him,vou ſhall kill ſome of your enemies the Enchanters. 
Tis not ill aduiſed (quoth Dox Ovixore.) So drawing out his 
ſword,to put Sancho's counſel in execution,the Knights Squire 
came in, his noſe being off, that had ſo diſ-hgured him, and fayd 
aloud :;

aloud: Take heede,Sr Don Prrxore,what you doe; for hee that 
is now at your Mercy , is the Bachelor Samſon Carraſco your 
friend, and 1 his Squire. 

Now Sancho ſccing him without his former deformity , ſid 
to lim, And your nole? To which heant\vcred, Hereirisin my 
pocket: and putting his hand to his right tide, hee pulled our a 
paſted noſe, and a varniſht vizard,of the manifacture deſcribed. 
And Saucho moreand more beholding him,wicha loud and ad+ 
miring voyce faid, Saint Afary defend me; andisnot this The- 
mas Cecial my neighbour and my Gollip ? And how fay you 
by that (quoth the vn noſed Squire?) Thomas Cecial Tam, Goſ- 
fip andtriend Savcho, and(treight I will tell you, the conueyan- 
ces, llcights and trickes that brought mee hither: in the meane 
timerequelt and intreat your Malter, that he touch not, miſuſe, 
wound or kil the Knight of the Looking-glalles,now at his iner« 
cy; for doubtlelle it is the bold andall-aduized Bachelor Samſox 


Carraſcoour Country man. 
By chis time the Knight of the Looking-glatſes came to him- 
felfe, which Don Quixore ſeeing, hee clapr the bare point of his 
{\vord vpon his face,& ſaid, Thou diclt, Knight,ifthou confelle 
not, that the pecreletle Dalcmea del Tobeſo excells your Caſpl- 
dea de Vandaliain beauty : and moreouer, you ſhall promiſe (if 
from this battell and fall you remaine with life)to goe to the Ci- 
tic of Toboſo, and preſent your ſclfe from me before her, that ſhe 
may diſpole of you as ſhe pleaſeth : and it ſhe pardon-you, you 
ſhall returne to me ; for the erackeof my exploits will bee your 
guide, and bring you where I am, to tell mee what hath patled 
with her, Theſe conditions (according tothoſe wee agreed on 
before the barrell) excced not the limits of Knight Errantrie. 
I confelle, ſaid the falnKnight, that the Lady Dulcmea del To- 
boſo's torne and foule ſhooe, is more worth then the ill-combed 
haire (though cleane)of Ca/ildea: and here Ifpromiſe to goe and 
come from her preſence to yours, and giue you cntire and par- 
ticular relation of ail vou require. You ſhall alſo confetle and 
belicue (added Dox Quixote) that the Knight whom you over» 
came, neyther was, nor could be Dox: Duixote de la HMancha, . 
but ſome other like him, as I confetleand belicue, that you, al- 
though:

though you ſeemeto bethe Bachelor Samſon Carraſes, are not 
he, bur one like him, and that my enemies haue att you into his 
ſhape,thar I may with-hold and tempet the force of my choller, 
ws vic moderately che glory of my conquelt. Iconfellc,iudpe, 
and allow of all as you confelle, judge, and allow (anſweredthe 
backe-broken Knight.) Let meriſc, pray you, if the blow of 
my fall will let mec ; for ic hath lefr me in ll caſe. Dow ©wixote 
helped himto riſe, and Thomas Cecial his Squire,on whom Sav- 


cho (till caſt his eyes, asking him queltions, whoſe anſyieres gaue 


him manifeſt ſignes, that hee was Thomas Cecial indeed, as hee 
ſaid, bur the apprehenſion that was made in Sancho, by what his 
Maſter had fl , thar the Enchanters had changed the torme of 
the Knight of the glalles into Samſon Carraſco's , made him 
not belecue what he ſaw with hiseycs. To conclude, the Ma- 
ſter and Man remaincd Kill in their errour : and he of the glatles 
and his Squire very moody and ill Errants, left Dow Ow:zore, 

urpoling ro ſecke ſome towne where hee might ſeare-cloth 
Fim ſelfe, and ſettle his ribbes. Don» Quixote and Sancho held on 
their way to — where the(tory leaues them, to tell who 
was the Knight of the Glallesand tus Nolie Squire.

ID On Quixote was extremely contented, glad, and vaine- 


glorious, that hee had ſubdued fo valiant a Knight, 

as hee imagined hee of the Looking-glalſes was, 
from whoſe knightly word he hoped ro know 2 che Enchant- 
ment of his Milfris were certaine, fince of necellity the faid van- 
quiſhed Knight was to returne,(on paine of not being ſo):ore- 
lace what had happened vnto him: bur Dex 2nixote thought 
one thing, and he of the Glatles another , though for the pre- 
ſent he minded nothing , but to ſeeke where hee might ſcare- 
cloth himſclfe. The hiſlory then tels vs, that when tlic _ 
or

lor Samſon Carraſco aduiled Dov Quixote thathe ſhould proic- 
cute his torlaken Cauallery, hee ence hrit of all into counkcll 
with the Vicar and the Barber, to know what meanes they 
ſhould vie , that Don Qu1xete might bee perſwaded to tay at 
home peaccably and quiccly, wichour troubling himieife with 
his valucky aduentures: from which counſale by the common 
conſent of all, and particular opinion of C arraſco,it was agreed , 
that Dow Quixote ſhould abroad againe, lince it was impollible 
ro tay him, and that Samſov ſhould meet him vpon the way 
likea Knight Errant, and ſhould fight with him, {ance an occali- 
on would not be wanting, and fo tooucrcome him , which 
would not be difficult, and chat there ſhould be a coucnanc and 
agreement,that the vanquiſhed ſhould (tand to the courtelic of 
the vanquither , ſo that Dow Dwmrxote being vanquiſhed, the 
Bachelor Knight ſhould command him to get him home to his 
rowne and houſe, and not to ſtirre from thence in two yeeres af- 
ter, or till hee ſhould command him to the contrary: the which 
1a all likelihood Don Qaixote once vanquiſhed would infallibly 
accompliſh, as vnwilling to contradi&t or bee defeRiue in the 
Lawes of Knighthood, andit might fo be, that in this cime of 
ſequeſtring,he might forgerall his vanities,or they might finde 
our ſome conuenient remedy for his madneile. Carraſco accep- 
ted of it, and Thomas (ecial offered himſelfe to be his Squire, 
Sancho Panſa's neighbour and Gollip,a merry knaue and a wit- 
tic. Samſon armed himſelfe (as you haue heard) and Thomas 
Cecial firted the falſe noſe to his owne, and clapt on his vizard , 
that he might not be known by his Goſlip , vvhen they ſhould 
meete.So they held on the ſame voyage with Don Quixote, and 
they came euen iult as hee vvas in the aduenture of Deaths 
Wagon. Andat laſtthey lighted on themin the Wood, vyhere 
what befell them , the diſcreet Reader hath ſcene, and if it had. 
not beene for the ſtrange opinion that Dox Quixote had, that 
the Bachelor yvasnot the ſelfe-fame man, he had beene ſpoyled 
for cucr for taking another Degree, ſince he miſt his marke. 
Thomas Cecial that ſaw . ill vic hee had made of his 
hopes, and the bad effett thathis journey tooke, fayd to the 
Bachclor, Trucly, M" Samſon, we hauc our deſerts ; things are -

eaſily conceiued , and enterprizescalily vndertaken, but very 
hardly performed. Don Qntxote mad, we wile, bur hee is gone 
away ſound and merry, you arc heere bruiſed and forrowfull. 
Letysknow then vyho is the greatelt mad-1man, heethat js fo 
and cannot doe vvithall , or hee that is fo for his pleaſure 2 To 
which (quoth Samſon ) The difterence betweene theſe madde

itis ſo (faid Thomas Cecial) | that for my pleaſure was madde, 
when I vyould necdes be your Squire ; for the ſame reaſen [ 
will leaue the office, and returne home tomy owne houſe. Tis 
fit you ſhould (ſaid Samſon) yet to thinke chat] will doe ſo,till [ 
have ſoundly banged Dow 2nixote, is vaine, and now I goe 


not about to reſtore him to his wits, but co reuenge my fſelfeon | 


him : for the intolerable paine I feele in my ribbes,will not per- 
mit mee a more charitable diſcourſe. Thus they two vvent on 
parlying til they.cameto a Towne, vv here by chance they ligh- 
ted ypon a Bone-ſetter , who cured the vnfortunate Samſoy. 
Thomas Cecial went homeand [eft him, and hee ſtayed muling 
vpon his reuenge: and the Hiſtory heercafter will returne ta 
him, whichat preſent muſt makemerry with Dor Quixote.

CHAF. XVI, 
what befell Don Quixote with a diſerret Gen- 


tleman of Mancha. 


On Auixote wenton his journey with the joy, content, 

and gladnelle,as hath beene mentioned, imagining that 

for the late viftory,he was the molt valiant Knight that 

thatage had in the world , he made account that all aduentures 
chat ſhould from thence forward bctall him, were brought to a 
happy and proſperous end : he cared not now for any enchant- 
ments,orenchanters:he forgotthe innumerable bangs char in the 
proſecution of his Chiualrie had been given him, and che (tones 
calt,that ſlrooke our halfc his tcerh, andthe Ig 
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of Don 9)ujxote. 93 
che Galli-flaues, and the boldneile and ſhowres of ſhakes of the 
Tangneſes. 

tn concluſjon, he ſaid to him(elfe, that if hee could finde an 
Art, manner, or meancs how to diſ-enchant his Miſtrcetle Dalci- 
nea, hee would not enuy the greateſt happinelleor proſperity 
chat ever any Knight Errantot former times had obtained. 

Hee was alrogether bulied in theſe imaginations, when 
$axchotold him : How fay you Sir, chat I hauc (till before mine 
eves that jll-fauourcd, more then ordinary noſe of iny Goſlip 
Thomas Cecial ? And doe you happily, Saxcho, thinke that the 
Knight of the Looking-glatles was the Bachelor Samſon Car- 
raſeo, and his Squire Thomas Cecial your Gollip ? 1 know not 
whar to ſay to ir (quoth Saxcho) onely I know, that the rokens 
he gaue me, ofmy houle, wife, and children, no other could 
giue ymmee buthe, and his face, (his noſc being off) was the 
fame that Thomas Cecrals, as I haue {eenc him many times in our 
Towne, and next houſeto mine, and his voyce was the fame. 
Let ys beereaſonable, Sancho, ({aid Don Quixote:) Come hi- 
ther; How canany man imagine thatthe Bachelor Samſon Car- 
raſco, (ſhould come like a Knight Errant, armi'd with Armes of- 
fenſ{iveand defenſue, to fight wich me ? Haue I cuer giuen him 
occaſion, that he ſhould dogge mee ? AmI his Rinal, oris hea 
Profeflor.of Armes, to enuy the glory that I haue gotten by 
them 2 Why what ſhould I-fay (anſwered Sanchs) when faw 
that Knight (be he who he will) looke fo like the Bachelor Car- 
raſco, and his Squire to Thomas Cectai my golhp? andif it were 
an Enchantment (as you ſay ) vvere there no other two in the 
vvorid.they might lcok like. All is iuggling & cunning(quoth 
Don Quixote) of the wicked Magicians that perſecuteme, who 
fore-ſectng that I ſhould remaine Vitor inthis combat, had 
prouided that the vanquiſht Knight ſhould pur on the ſhape of 
my friend Carraſco, that the friendſhip I beare him might me- 
diace betwixt the edge of my ſword, and the rigor of my arme, 
andremper my hearts iult indignation ; and.ſo,that he mighte{ 
eape with his life, that with trickes and devices fought to take a- 
way mine. Forproofe of which, oh Sancbo, thou knowelt by 
experience, that vyillnoclet thee lyc or bedecciucd , how aalic 
at

it is for Enchanters to change one face into another, making the 
beautifull deformed, and the deformed beautifull : and ir is noe 
two dayes, lince with thine owne eyes thou ſawelt the beaury 
and liuclineſle of the peereletle Dulcinea in it's perfeGtion , and 
naturall conformity, and I ſaw her in the foulenetle and meane- 
nelle of a courſe milke-maide, with bleare eyes, and ſtinking 
breath, ſo that the peruerſe Enchanter, thatdurlt cauſe ſo wick- 
ed a Metamorpholis, *tis not much that hee hath done the like 
in the ſhapes of Samſon Carraſcoand Thomas Cecial, to rob me 
of the glory of my conquelt. Notwithſtanding I am of good 
comfort ; for in what ſhape ſoeuer it were, I haue vanquiſhed 
mine enemy. God knowes all ( ſaid Sarcho ) and whereas hee 
knew the transformation of D#/cwea had beene a tricke of his, 
his Maſters Chimera's gaue him no fatisfattion : bur hee durſt 
notreply a word, for feare of diſcouering his cozenage. 
Whileſt they were thus reaſoning, one ouertooke them that 
came their way, vpon a faire flea-birtten Mare, vpon his backe a 
riding-coate of fine greene cloth, vyclted with cawny Veluet, 
with a Hunters cap of the ſame; his Mares furnicure was for the 
field, and after the Genet faſhion, of the ſaid tawny and greene, 
he worea Mooriſh Semiter, hanging at a broad Belt of greene 
and gold, his buskins were wrought with the ſame that his belt 
was, his ſpurs werenot gilt, but layd on with a greene varniſh, 
ſo ſmooth and burniſhr, that they were more ſurable to the reſt 
of his clothes, then if they had bcene of beaten gold. Com- 
ming neerc,he ſaluted chem courteouſly,and ſpurring his Mare, 
rode on : But Do Quixote ſaid to him, Gallant, if you goc our 
way , and your halte be nor grear. I ſhould take ic for a favour 
that wee might ridetogether. Truly Sir,faid he with the Mare, 
I ſhould nor ride from you, but that I feare your horſe will bee 
vnruly with the company of my Mare. You may wel, Sir ({aid 
Sancho) you may well reynein your Mare: for our horſe js the 
honeſteſt and manerlieſt horſe in the world ; heis never vnruly 
vpon theſe occaſions ; and once when hee flew out, my Maſter 
and I payd for it with a witnelſe. I fay againe, you may ftay if 
you pleaſe, for although your Mare were given him betweene 
two diſhes, he would not looke at her. FY

The Paſſenger held in his reines, wondring at Dow Quixeres 
countenance and polture, who was now without his helmet, for 
Sancho carried it in a Cloke-bag ar the punmell of Dapples 
pack-ſ{addle : and if heein the Greene did much looke at Dow 
Quixote, Don Quixote did much more eychim, taking him to be 
a man of worth ; his age ſhewed himto bee abour fitcy, having 
few gray haires, his face was ſomewhat ſharp, his countenance 
ofan cquall temper : Laſtly, in his faſhion and poſture, hee ſce- 
med to be a man of good quality. His opinion of Dor 2uixote 
was , that hee had neuer {eene ſuch a kinde of man before ; the 
lanknelle of his horſe, the talnetle of his owne body, the ſpare- 
nellc ad palenetle of his face made him admire ; hisarmes, his 
gelture and compolition, a ſhape and pifure,asit werezhad not 
beenc ſeene (many ages before) in that Countrey, 

Don Qzixote noted well wich what attention the Traveller 
beheld him, and in his ſuſpence read his delire, and being ſo 
courteous and fo great a friend, to giue allen content, betore 
he demanded himany thing, to preuent himyhe fayd : This out- 
{ide of mine that you haue ſcene, Sir, becauſe iris ſo rareand 
different fro others now in vſe, may (no doubt) have bred ſome 
wonder in you: which you will ceaſe, when I ſhall tellyou, as 
now I doe, that Iam a Knight, one of thoſe (as you would ſay) 
that ſeckecheir fortunes, | out of my Countrey,engaged 
mineeltare, left my pleaſure, commicted my ſelfe ro the Armes 
of Fortune, to carry me whither ſhe pleaſed. My deſire was to 
raiſcagainethe dead Knight Errantry, and long agoe (tumbling 
heere, and falling there, caſting my ſelfe headlong in one place, 
and riling vp in another, I haue accompliſhed a great part of my 
delire, ſuccouring Widdowes, defending Damozels, fauouring 
married women, Orphans, and diltrefſed children (the proper 
& naturall othce of Knights Errant)ſo that by my many valianc 
and Chrittian exployts, I haue merited to be in the Prelle, in all 
or mo{t nations of the world : thirry thouſand yolumes of my 
Hiſtoryhave beene printed, and thirty thouſand millions more 
areliketo be, if Hrauen permit. Laſtly,to ſhut vpallin a word, 
Fam Don Q-»xote dela Mancha, otherwiſe called, The Knight 
of the Sorrowfuil Conntenance : And though one ſhould not 
praiſe 
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praiſe himſclfe, yetT muſt necds docir, that is, there being none 

elent thar may docir for me : fo that, kinde Gentle-man, nei- 
cher this horſe, this lance, nor this ſhicld,nor this Squirc,nor all 
theſe armes together, nor the paleneſle of my face, nor my {len- 
der macilency, ought henceforward to admire you, you know- 
ing now who am, andthe profeſſion I maintaihe, 

This fayd, Don Quixote was lilent, and hee with the greene 
Coat wasa great while cre he could anſwer, asif hee could nor 
hic ypon'r ; burafter ſome pauſe, hee __ : You were in the 
righe, Sir Knight, in knowing, by my {uſpenſion, my deſire: 
but yet you haue nor quite remooued my admiration, which 
was cauſed with ſeeing you, foralthough char, as you fay, Sir, 
thatto know who you are, might make me leaue wondring, ic 
is otherwiſe, rather ſincenow I know it, I am in more ſuſpence 
and wonderment. Andis it poſlible, that at this day there bee 
Knights Errant in the world ? And that there bee true Hiſtories 
of Knight-hood printed ? I cannot perſwade my ſelfe,that there 
are any now that fauour widowes, defend Damozels, honour 
married women,or ſuccor Orphans, & I ſhould neuer haue be- 


leened ir,if 1 had notin you beheld ir with mine eyes: Bleiſed be 


Heavens ; for withchis Hiſtory you ſpeakeof, which is printed 
of your true and lofty Chiualry, thoſe innumerable faltities of 
fained Knights Errant will be forgotten, which the world was 
full of ; fo hurtfull tro good cducarion, and preiudiciall to true 
Stories. 

There is much to be fpoken (quoth Den Quixote) whether 
the Hiſtories of Knights Errant were fained or true, Why, is 
there any that doubts (fayd he in the Greene) thar they bee not 
falſe ? I doe (fayd Don Qzixote) andlerir ſuffice, for if our jour- 
ney laft, I hope in God to let you ſee, that you haue done ill, to 
beeled with the ſtreame of them that hold they are not true, 
Atthis laſt ſpeech of Don Quixote, the Traveller ſiiſpz&ted hee 
vas ſome Ideot, andexpetted when ſome othersof his might 
c-nfirme it; but beforethey ſhovid be diuertcd withany orher 
diſcourſe, Dor Quixote delired ro krow who he was, lince hee 
had imparted to him his condition and life : Hee jn the Greene 
made anſwer I, Sir Knight of the Sorrowfull Conntenance, ama 
Gentle-man 
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of Don Quote. 97 
Gentle-man borne in atowne, where (God willing) wee ſhall 
dineto day : I am well to liue, my 11ame is Don Diego de Me 
renda, I ſpend my life with my wife, and children,and triends : 
my ſports are hunting and fiſhing : but I hauencither Hawke 
nor Grey-hounds, onely a tame Gock-Parrridge, or a murde- 
ring Ferrer, ſome (ix doozen of bookes, ſome Spauilh, ſome 
Larne, ſome Hiſtory, others Deuotion : your books of Knight- 
hood haue not yet centred the threſhold of my doore, 1 domore 

turneouer your prophane bookes then religious, if they be for 
honeſt recreation, fuch as may delig/tfor their language, & ad- 
anire,& ſuipend for their inucarion, althoughin Spame tiiere be 
few of theſe. Sonietumes 1 ding with my avig!1bors 44 tions, 
& otherwhiles jnuice them : my mecales arc near & [tain tyiny, 0 
nothing tcarce: I neither Jaue ro back-viteny tcutgnos oO |.c.re 
others docit : I ſcarchnotincooricy mens lives, or a2 a 4 1 £2 
to other mens actions, I heare every day a Maiic part ray goods 
with che poore, withour making amulter of my good deeds, 
that I inay not giue way to hypocriue and vaine-glory to enter 
into my hearc, enemies tl1at cally ceale vpon the warlelt breſt : 
I ſtrive ro make peace betweene ſuch as are at ods. 1am deuored 
toour þlelled Lady, andalwayes truſt in Gods infinite mercy. 
Sancho was mo(tartentiueto this relation of the life and enter- 
tainements of this Gentle-man, which ſeemin g tohim to bee 
ood and holy, and that hethatled ic, worked miracles,he flung 

Fimſelf from Dapple, and in great haſtelayd hold of hisrighc 

ſtirrup,and with the teares in his eyes often kitled his feet: which 

being ſeene by the Gentle-man, heeasked him 5 What doe ye, 

Brother ? Wherefore be theſe killes ? 

Ler me kiſſe(quoth Sancho:) for (me thinkes)your Worſhip 

is the firſt Saint, that in all the dayes of my lite, 1 euer faw a 
horſe-backe. I am no Saint (fayd he) bura great ſinner, youin- 
deed, Brother, are, and a good foule, asyour ſimplicity ſhewes 
you to be. Sancho went againe to recouer his pack-faddle, ha- 
uing (as it were) brought into the market-place his Malters 
laughter out of a profound melancholy, and cauſed a new adwi- 
ration in Dex Diego. 

Don Quixote asked him how many ſonnes hee had ; who 

| told 
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rold him,that one of the things in which the Philoſophers Sun. 
mum Bonum did conſiſt (who wanted the true knowledge of 
God) was in the goods of Narture,in thoſe of Fortune,in hauin 
many friends , and many and vertuous chuldren. J, Sir Doy 
Onixete (anſwered the Gentle-man) haue aſonne, whomif I 
had not, perhaps you would judge mee more happy then Iam, 
not that he is ſo bad, but becauſe not ſo goed as ] would haue 
him:he is about cighteen yeers of age,ſix of which he hath ſpent 
in Salamancajlearning the tongues Greeke & Latin,and when 
had a purpoſethat he ſhould fallto other Sciences, I found him 
fo beſorted with Poeſie, and that- Science (if ſo it may bee cals 
led) thatitis not poſſible to make him looke ypon the Law 
(which I would hauehim ſtudy) nor Diujnity the Queene of 
all Sciences. I would he were the crowne of all his linage, ſince 
weeliue inan age, wherein our King doth highly reward good 
learning : for learning without goodnelle, is like a pearle caſt in 
a Swines fnowt : all the day long hee'ſpendsin his Criciciſmes, 
whether Homer ſayd well or illin ſuch a verſe of his Iliads,whe- 
ther Martial were bawdy or noin fuchan Epigram, whether 
ſuchor ſuch a verſe tn _ ought co be vnder{tood this way or 
that way. Indeed, all his delight is in theſe aforefayd Poets;& in 
Horace, Perſius, Inuenal, and Tibmllus ; but of your moderne 
writers he makes ſmall account : yer for all the grudge he beares 
to moderne Poeſie, hee is mad vpon your catches, and your 
glofling vpon foure verſes, which were ſent himfrom Salamas- 
ca, and that I thinkeis histrue ſtudy. 

Toall which, De» 2sixotean{wered; Children, Sir, are pic- 
ces of the yery entrailes of their Parents, ſo lerthem bee good 
or bad, they mult louethem, as wee mull loue our ſpirits that 


giue vs life: It concernes their Parents to dire them from their - | 


infancie in the pathsof vertue,of good manners, znd good and 
Chriſtian exerciſes, that when they come to yeereszthey may be 
the ſtaffe of their age,and the glory of their poſterity :and I hold 
itnot ſo proper, to force them to ſtudy this or that Science, 
though to perſwade them werenotamille,and choughir benor 
toſtudy to gethis bread (the Student being ſo happy, that God 
hath given hith Parents ableto leaue him well) mine opinion 
thould 
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of Don Quixote. Dy 

ſhauld bee, that they let him follow that kindeof ſtudy hee is 
molt inclined to, ard though that of Poetry be leile profitable 
then delightful, yer ic is none of thoſe, that will diſhor:our the 
Profetiour. 

Poetry,Signior,in my opinion, likeatender virgin,young & 
molt beauritull, whom many other virgins, to wit, all the other 
Sciences,are to enrich, polith, and adorne,theisto be ſcrued by 
them all, andak{ areto bce authorized by her ; butthis Virgin 
will not bee handled and hurried vp anddownethe ſtreets, nor 
publiſhed in every market-nooke, nor Court-corners. Shee is 
made of a kind of Alchymie,that he that knowes hoyv to handle 
her, will quickly turne herinto the pureſt gold of inc{timable 
value, he that enioyeth her, mult hold her ardittance,not icrting 
her laſh out in yncleane Satyrs,nor in dull zonners, the mult nor 
by any meanes bee vendible, exceprin Heroyke Poems, inla- 
mentable Tragedies, or pleaſant and artificiall Comedies : Shee 
mult not be meddled with by Ieſters, nor by the Ignorant vul- 
gar,1vncapable of knowing or eltceming the treaſures that are 
locked vp in herz & think not, Sir,that I call here only the come 
mon people vulgar, for whoſocuer isignorant, be he Potentate 
or Prince,he may and muſt enter into the number of the vulgar: 
ſo that hee whe ſhall handle and efteemeof Poetry with theſe 
Requilites I hauedeclared,he ſhall be famous,and hisname ſhall 
be extolled inall che Politique nations of the world. 

And wheras, Sir, you {ay your ſonne negle&s moderne Poe- 
te, I perſwade my ſelfe he dothnot well in ir, and the reaſon is 
this : Great Homer neuer wrote in Latine, becauſe he was a Gre- 
cian znor Virgil in Greeke, becauſe he was a Latine : Indeed all 
yourancient Poets wrote inthe tongue which they learnt from 
their cradle, and ſought not after ſtrange languages to declare 
their lofty conceits. Which being ſo,it were reaſon this cultem 
ſhould extend it ſelfe thorow all nations, and that your Gervias 
Poet ſhould not be vnder-yalued, becauſe hee writes in his lan- 
guage, nor the Caſtilian, or Biſcayner, becauſe they write in 
theirs. But your ſonne (as I ſuppoſe)dorh not miſlike moderne 
Poelie, but Poets thatare meerely moderne, without know- 


ledge of other tongues, or Sciences, that nay adorne,rowze vp, 
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Fs and (trengthen their natural impulſe, & yer in this there inay be 
0 $i! anerrour. For it isa truce opinion, that a Pect is borne ſo, rhe 
th meaning is, a Poet is narurally borne a Poct from his mothers 
i | wombe, and wich that inclination chat Heauen hath giuen him, 
i 1 withour further (tudy or Art, he compoſeth things, that veritic 
(54Þ +4 his faying that ſayd, E/# Dems in nobts, ec ? 

6 Lec mecalfo ſay, thac the naturall Poct, that helps himſelfe 
with Arrt, ſhall bee much better, and haue the aduancage ofthar 
Poet, that onely out of his Art ſtriues to be fo : the reaſon is, be- 
cauſe Art goes not beyond Nature, but oncly perfects ir, fo rhat 
Nature and Art mixt together, and Art with Nature, make an 
excellent Poet, Letthis then be the ſcope of my diſcourſe, Sir, 
tet your ſonne proccede whither his Starre cals him: forif he 
be lo gooda Student,ashe ought to be, and haue happily moun- 
ted the firlt ſtepot the Sciences, which is the languages, with 
then (by humnſelfe) hee will aſcend to the top of humanelear- 
ning,whichappcares as well in a Gentle-man,and doth as much 
adorne, honour, and en-noble him,as a Miter doth a Biſhop, or 
alooſe Callocke a Ciuilian. Chide your ſonne, if he write $a- 
tyrs that may preiudice honeſt men,punith him,and teare them:

Sancho (chat was vveary of it) wentour of the way to begalittle 
milke of ſome ſhepheards norfarre off, curing of their ſheepe:1o 
the Gentleman (till maintained talke wich Doz Quixote , becin g 
vyonderfully taken and facisfied vvith his vvite diſcourſe. Bur 
Dex Quixotelifting vp ſodainly his eyes, faw that in the vyvay 
toward them, there came a Cart full of the Kings Colours, and 
taking itto be ſomerarcaduenture, heecalled to Saxcho for his 
Helmet. Sancho hearing himlclfe called on, left che ſhepheards, 
and ſpur'd Dapple apace, and came to his Maſter, co whoma 
raſh and ſtupendious aduenture happened, 
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where us ſhewed the laſt andextremeſt hazard, te which 

« the unheard of courage of Don Quixote did or ceuld ar- 

rine, with the proſperous accompliſhment of the «a\entare 
of the Lyons. ; 


Senchs, to bring him his Helmet, he vyas buying curds 

vvhich theShepheards ſold him; and being haſtily layd 

at by his Maſter, he knew not vvhat todoe yvith them, or how 
them, for heehad payed for 
them; ſo hee bethought himſelte, and claptthem into his Ma- 
ſters Helmet, and this good order taken, hee vveptto ſee vyhar 
he vyould haue : who, vylien he came, layd, Giue mee, friend, 
tharfame Helmet, for eyther I know not yvhar belongs to ad- 
ventures, or that I ſee yonder 15 one that vvill force mee to take 
Armes. Hee of the greene coat that heard this , curned his eyes 
cucry vvay,and faw nothing but a Cartthat came coward them, 
vvitnewoor three finall flags, vvhich made him thinke that the 

hid Cart carried tne Kings money, and fo he told Dox Quixote: . 
but he belceued him nor, alwaics thinking that euerv thing hee 
law, vvas aducnture vpon aduenture: ſo hee anſwered the Gen- 
tleman, Hechat is vvarn'd, is halfe arm'd : there is nothing loſt 
n being prouided ; for I knojy by experiznce,that I havcene- 
3 mies 
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mies viſible and inviſible, and I know not vvhen , nor vvhere, 
nor at yvhat time, or in vvhat#hape they vvill ſer vpon me : and 
turning to Sancho , hee demanded his Helmet, vvho vvanting 
leyſure to take the Curds out , was forced to giueit him as tt 
vyas. Don Quixote tookeit, and not perceiving vvhat vyas in 
ic, claptir ſodainly vpon his head;and as the Curds were {que- 
z2d and thruſt cogether, the whay began to runne downe Do 
Quixotes face and beard; at vvhich he vvas in ſucha fright, that 
hecryedoutto Sancho, What ailes me , Sancho? for me-thinkes 
my $kull is ſoftned , or my braines melt, or that I ſweat from 
trop totoe;and if ic be ſweat, I allure thee iris not for feare, I be- 
lecue certainely that I am like to haue a terrible aduenture of 
this ; give mee ſomething ( if thou halt it) to wipe on , for this 
and. vn of ſwear blindes me. Sarcho was lilent and gaue him 
acloth , and with itthankes to God, that his Maſter fell not in- 
to the bulinetſe. Don Quixote wiped himſclfc,and rooke off hr 
Helmet to ſee what it was, that (as hee thought) did be-numme 
his head, and ſecing thoſe white ſplatches inhis helmet, hee pur 
vm to his noſe, and ſmelling to them, ſaid, By my Miſtrelle 
Dlcinea del Toboſo's life, they are Curds that thou haſt brought 
me hecre, thou baſc traitor, and vnmannerly Squire. To which 
Sancho verv — and vvich a great deale of pawſe, anſiwe- 


red. Ifthey becurds, glue them me,pray, and Ilecate ym : but F 


let the Deuill eat vm, for he put vm there. Should I be ſo bold 
as to foule your worſhips Helmet ? and there you have found(s 
I cold you) who didit. In faith Sir, asfurc as God lives, I haue 
any Enchanters too that perſecute me as a creature and part of 
you, and I warrant haue put that filth there, ro ſtirre you vp to 
choller, and to make you bang my (ides ( as you yſe to doe.) 
Well, I hope thistime they haucloſt their labour , for I truſt in

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ching for his ſword, & graſping his Launce, he cried out: Now 
comeon' what will, for here 1 am, wich acourage to mect Sa« 
can himſelfein perſon. 

By chis, the Cart with the flags drew neere, in which there 
came no man bur che Carter wich his Mules, and another ypon 
the ftormolt of chem. Dox Qrnixore put himſelfe forward , and 
asked ; Whicher goe ye, my malters? whar Carr is this ? whac 
due you carry init? and what colours be theſe? To vvhichthe 
Carteranſwered, The Cartis mine, the Carriage is two fierce 
Lyons caged vp, which the Generall of Oran ſends tothe King 
at Court fora Preſent : theſe Colours be his Maicſties , in ſigne 
that what goes here is his. Andare the Lyons bigge,ſayd Don 
Quixote? So bigge (id he that went toward the Carr doore ) 
char there neuer came bigger our of Africe into Spaine , and I 
am their keeper, and hauecarricd others, bur neuer any fo big : 
they are Malcand Female, the Malc is in this firlt grate, the Fe- 

male inthe hindermolt,andnow they are hungry,tor they have 
not cat today, and therefore I pray Sir giue vs way ; for we had 
ncede come quickly where wee may meatethem. To which 
(quoth Dow 2uixete ſmiling alittle) Your Lyon whelps to me? 


; tome your Lyon whelps? and atchis time of day ? Well,I vow 


to God, your Generall chat ſends vm this way ſhall know, whes- 
ther I be one thatam afraid of Lyons, Alight, honeſt fellow,and 
if you be the Keeper, open their Cages, and let me your beaſts 
forth ; for I'le make ym know in the middeſt of this Champian, 
who Don Quixote is,in ſpight of thoſe Enchanters char ſent vm. 
Fye, fye, ( {aid the Gentlemanat this inſtant co himſelfe ) our 
Knight ſhewes very well what hc is, the Curds haue ſoftned his 
skull, and ripened his braines. By this Sancho came to himand 
hyd ; for Gods loue handle the matter ſo,Sir, that my Maſter 
meddle not with theſe Lyans ; for if he doe, they'l worry vs all.

feare, or belceuc hee vvill fight vvich vvilde beaſts ? Hee is

The Gentleman replyde, That heſhould conſider well of it, for 


he knew he was decciued. Well,Sir,({ayd Dox Quixote) if you 


will not be a ſpeator of this (which you thinke Tragedy)priy 4 


ſpurre your Flea-bitren , and put your ſelfe in fafery. Whic 


when Sancho heard, with teares in his eyes, he beſeeched himto | 


deſiſt from that enterprize, in compariſon of which, that of the 
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Winde-Mils was Cakebread, and that fearcfull one alſo ofthe Þ 
Fulling-Mill, or all the exploytsthat cuer he had done in his life. Þ 
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Looke ye, Sir (faid Sancho) heere's no Enchantment, nor any 

ſuch ching ; for [ haue looked chorow the grates and chinkes of 

the Cages, and have ſeenea claweof acrue Lyon, by yyhich 
clawe | glictle the Lyonis as big as a mountain, 

Thy teareatlealt (fayd Don Qnrxote) will make hiinas bigge 
as halfe the world. Get thee out ofthe way , Sarche, and leaue 
me, and 1f I die inthe place, thou knowelt our agrecinent , re- 
payre to Dalcinea, and that's enough. 

To theſe hee added other reaſons , by which hee cut off all 
hope of his leauing the proſecution of that fooliſh enterprize. 

Hee of the Greene coate would haue hindered him, but hee 

found himlſelfe vnequally matched in weapons, and thought it 
no wiſedome to deale with a mad-man ; for now Dex Quixote 
appeared no otherwite to him, who haltning the Keeper attcſh, 
and reiterating his threats, made the Gentleman ſer ſpurs to his 
Mare, & Sancho to his Dapple, and the Carter to his Mules,ech 
of chem ſtriving to getas farre from the Cart as-they could, bc- 
fore the Lyons ſhould be vnhampercd. 

Sancho bewailed his Maſters lofle ; for he belecued certainely 
that the Lyon would catch him in his pawes, he curſed his for 
tune, and thetime that cuer hee cameagaine to his Maſters ſer- 
uice. Butforall his wailing and lamenting,he left not punching 
of Dapple, to make him get farre enough | the Carr. 

The Keeper, when he law thoſe that fledde farre enough off, 
began anew-to requireandintimate to Doy Quixote, what hee 
had formerly done: whoanſwered, That hee heard him, and 
that hee ſhould leaue hisintimations; for all was necdletle, ard 
that he ſhould make haſte. 

Whyleſt the Keeper was opening the firlt Cage, Dow Quixote 
began to con(ider, whether it were beſt ro fight on foot, oran 
horſebacke: Andartlaſt hedetermined it ſhould be on foot, fea 
ring that Rozinante would bceafraid to looke vpon the Lyons: 
and thereupon hee leap'd from his horſe, caſt by his Launce, 
buckled his Shield ro him, and vnſheathed his ſword faire-and 
ſoftly; with a marucllous courage and valiant heart,he marched 
toward the Cart , recommending himſclfe firſt ro God, and 
then tohis Lady Delcines. 

And 
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And heerc is to be noted, that when the Author of the true 
Hiſtory cameto this pallage, hee exclaimes and crics, O (trong 
(and beyondall compariton) couragious Dow ©nixote ! thou 
Looking-glafle, in which all che valiant Knights of the World 
may bchold chemſelues : thou new and fecond Don Manuel 
de Leon, who was the honor and glory of the Spaniih Knights: 
with what words ſhall I recount this tearefull exployt? or with 
what arguments ſhall I make ir credible to enſuing times ? or 
whart praiſes will not fit and ſquare with thee ? though they may 
ſceme Hyperbolesaboucall Hyperbeles? Thou onfoor,alone, vu- 
danted and magnanimous , wich thy ſword onely, and that 
none of your cutting Foxe-blades, with a Shield, not of bright 
and ſhining ſtecle, expeRelt and attendeit two of the fiercelt 
Lyons thatcuer werebred in African woods. Ler thine owne 
deeds cxtoll thee, braue Marchegan: for I mult Icauc ym here 
abruptly, ſince I want words to endeerethem. 

Heerethe Authors exclamation ceaſed, and the thred of the 
ſtory went knitting it ſelfe on, faying : 

The Keeper ſecing Don Quixote in his polture, and that hee 
muſt needs letlooſe the Male Lyon;on paine of the bold Knight 
his indignation, he ſetthe firſt Cage wide open, where the Ly. 
on ( as is faide) was, of an extraordinary bigneſle, fearefull 
and ygly to ſee to. The firſt thing hedid, was to cumble vp and 
downe the cage, ſtretch one pawe, and rowlſe himſelfe, | ear 
with he yawned,& gently ſneezed, then with his tongue ſome 
two handfuls long, helicked the duſtout of his eyes, and waſh- 
ed his facez which done, he thruſt his head out of the Cage, and 
looked round abouthim , wich his eyes like fre coales : a ſight 
and geſture able to make Temerity ir felfe afraid. Onely Dos 
Oxixote beheld him carneltly, and wiſhed he would leape out of 
the Cart, thatthey might grapple, for hee thought ro ſlice him 
in pieces. Hicherto camethe extreme of his not-heard-of mad- 
nelſe : but the generous Lyon, more courteous then arrogant, 
negleRting ſuch childiſhnelle, and Branades , after hee had loo- 
ked round about him (as is ſaid) turned his backe, and ſhewed 
his tayle to Dow Quixote, and yery quietly lay downe againe in 
the Cage. W hich Do Quixote ſceing,he commanded . Kee- 
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of Don &uzxore. log 
per to giue him two or three blowes, to make him come forth. 
No, not I (quoth the Keeper) for if I vrge higg, I ſhall bee the 
firlt he will ceare in pieces. 1 pray you, Sir Knight, be conten- 
ted with your daies worke, which 1s as muchas could in yalour 
be done, and tempt not a fecond hazard. The Lyons door was 
open, hee might haue come out if he would ; but ſince hee hath 
not hitherto, he willnotcome forth all this day. You haue well 
ſhewed the ([toutnetleof your courage: no braue Combarane (in 
my opinion ) is tyed to more, then to defie his Enemy, and ro 
expect him in ficld;and if his contrary come nor, the diſgrace is 
his, and he that expected, remaines with the prize. 

Trucirtis ( an{wered Dor Quixote) friend, ſhut the dore, and 
giuc mea certificatein the beſt forme that you can, of what you 
have ſcene me doe here: to wir, That you opened to the Lyon, 
char I expeted him, and heecamenotour z that I expected him 
againe, yetall would not doe, but heelay downe. I could doe 
no more. Enchantments,auanc, God maintaine right and truth , 
and crue Chijualrie: ſhut (as I bad you) whileſt I make ſignes to 
them that are fledde, that they may know this exployt from thy 
relation. The Keeper obeyed, and Don Quixore putting his 
handkerchiefe on the poynt of his Launce, with which hee had 
wiped the Curd-ſhowre from off his face, he began to call thoſe 
that fledde, and neuer ſo much as looked bchinde them, all ina 
troope, andthe Gentleman the foreman : but Sancho ſeeing the 
white cloth, faid, Hang mee, if my Maſter haue not vanquiſhed 
the wilde beaſts, (ince he calls vs. All of them made a ſtand,and 
knew it was Don Dxixorethar madethe ligne.So lefſening their 
feare, by little andlictle they drew neere him, till they could 
plainely hearethar he called chem. Ar length they returned to 
the Cart, & Don = ſaid ro the Carter ; Youke your Mules 
againe, Brother, and ger you on your way:and Sanche,giuchim 
two piſtolers in gold, for himand the Lyon-keeper, in reco 


pence for their ſtay. Witha very good will, (faid Savcho) but 


what's become of the Lyons? are they aliue or dead ? Thenthe 
Keeper faire and ſoftly began to tell them of the bickering , ex- 
tolling, as well as hecould, Do» 2wixoresvalour, at whoſe fight 
the Lyon trembling, would not, or durſt not fallie from the 
Cape, 
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Cage, alchoughthe dore were open a pretty while, and that be- 


caulc hee had tolg the Knight, that to prouoke the Lyon, was 

co tempt God, by making him come out by force (as he would 
that hee ſhould be prouoked in ſpight of his teeth, and againſt 
his will) he ſuffered the doore to be ſhut. What thinke you of 
this, Sancho, (quoth Don Quixote?) Can Enchantment now pre- 
uaile again(t crue Valour ? Well may Enchanters make mee yn- 
fortunate, but *dis impoſlible they ſhould bercaue mee of my 
valour. | 

Sancho beſtowed the Piltolets, and the Carter yoaked , the 

Keeper tooke leaue of Don Dnixete, and thanked him for his 
kindneſſe,and promiſed him to relate his valcrous exploit to the 
King himſelfe , when hee came to Court. Well, if his Maieſty 
chance to aske whoir wasthart did ir, tell him, The Knight of the 
Lyons : for henceforward, I will thatmy name be trucked, ex- 
changed, turned and changed now, from that I had of The 
Knight of the ſorrowfull Comnenance; and in this Ifollow the ans 
cient vie of Knights Errant , that would change their names 
when they pleaſed, or thought it conuenient. 

The Cart went onat's way, and Don Onixote, Sancho,and he 
inthe greene, held on theirs. Inall this while, Don Diego de 1%- 
randa ſpoke nota word , being bulied in noting De» Onixotes 
ſpeeches and aQtions, taking him to bee a wiſe mad-inan, or a 
mad-man that came ſomewhat ncere a wiſe-man, Hee knew no- 
thing as yet of the firlt part of his Hiſtory, for ifhec had read 
that, he would havelcft admiring his words and deeds, fincehe 
might have knowne the nature of his madneſle : but for hee 
knew itnot, he hcld himto be wiſcand mad by firs ; for vyhat 
hee ſpoke, was conſonant, elegant, and well delivered : but his- 
actions were fooliſh, raſh, and vnaduiſcd : and (thought hee to 
himſelfe) What greater wadnellecould there be,th:ento clapon 
2 helmet full of Curds, and ro make vs beleene that Enchanters 
hid foftned hisskull? or what greater raſhnetle or foppery,then 
forcibly to venter vpon Lyons ? Dow Qrnizote drew him from 
theſe imaginations, ſaving, Who doubts, Seignior Dov Diego de 
Mirada, but that you will ho'd me in your opinion for an idle 
{cliow, ora mad iran :; and ro marucli chat I be held fo ; for my 
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attions teſtifie no le{le: forall chat, I would haue you know,thar 
I am not ſo mad, or ſo ſhallow as | ſecme. It is a brave light ro 
ſee a goodly Knight in themid(t © of the Marker-place before 
his Prince, to giuea thruſt with his Launce to a fierce Bull. And 
itisa brauc lightroſee a Knight armed in ſhining armour patle 


about the Tur-yard at the cheerefull Juſts before the Ladies; and foot-men to 


all choſe Knights are a braue {ight that in Military exerciſes ( or 


ſuch as may ſceme {o) doe enterraine, reuiue, and honour their 


Princes Courts : butaboucall theſe, a Knight Errant isa better. places, 


fight, that by Defarts and Wildernelles, by crotle-waies and 
Woods, & Mountaines, ſearcheth afterdangerous Aduentures, 
vvith a purpoſe co end them happily and fortunately , onely to 
obraine glorious and laſting Fame. A Knight Errant (I Fae is2 
berrer (light, ſuccouringa widdow in ſome Defart, then a Courr 
Knight courting ſome Damozell inthe City, All Knights haue 
their particular exerciſes; Let the Courtier ſerue Ladies , autho» 
rize his Princes Court with liverics, ſuſtaine poore Gentlemen 
at his Fable, appoint luſts, maintaine Tourneyes, ſhewhimſclfe 
noble, liberall, and magnificent, and aboue all, Religious, and in 
cheſc he (hal nad with his obligation, Burfor the Knighe 
Errant, let him ſearch the corners of the world, enter the moſt 
intricate Eabyrinths, cuery foote vndertake Impollibles, and in 
the Defarts and Wildernetle: lethim reſi(t the Sunne-beames in 
the mid(t of Summer, and the ſharpe rigor of the windes and 
froſts in Winter : Letnot Lyons fright him, nor: ſpirits terrific 
him,nor Hobgoblins make him walls for to ſeeketheſe, to ſet 
ypon them, and toouerconne all, arc his prime exerciſes. . And 
finceir fell comy lot to bee one of themumber of theſe Knights 
Errant , I'cannot but vndergoe all that I think comes vnder the 
juriſdition of my profeſſion, So that the encountring thoſe 
Lyons did direttly belong to me, though Iknew itco bean ex+ 
orbitantraſhneile ; for well I know,that yalour isa vertue be- 
twixttwo vicious extremes , as cowardiſe and ralhncile : but it 
k lefſe dangerous for him that is valianr,to riſc toa point of faſh- 
nelle, then to fall or touch vpon the Coward. For asitis more 
eatie fora prodigallman to be liberall,then a couetons, ſoit is ea+ 
her fora raſh man to be truely valiant, thena Coward to come 
to 
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totrueyalour, And touching the on-ſetin Adventures, belicue | 
mee Signior Don Diego, it es playing a good trumpthena | 
ſmall, for ic ſounds better inthe hearers cares. Such a Knight is 
raſh and hardy, then, ſuch a Knights fearefull and cowar Y-

dcath with arrowes by Phehxs, and that the Muſes neuer 
come within their threſholds. Speake, Sir, if you pleaſe, ſome 
of your lofticr verſes, that I may altogether feele the pulſe of 
your admirable wit. 

How fay you by this, that Don Lorenzo was pleafed, when 
he heard hiniſelfethus praiſed by Don Quzixore,alchough he held 
him to be a mad man 2?

(being well entertained) in Don Diego's houſe, at the end of 
which he deſired to take his leauc, & thanked him for the kind- 
nefſeand good welcome he had receiucd: but becauſe it was not 
ht chat Knights Errant ſhould bee too long idle, hee purpoſed 
ro exerciſe bis Function,and to ſcekeafrer Aduentures he knew 
of ; for the place whicher hee meant ro goceto, would giue him 
plenty cnough to pale his time wich, al it were fit for him to

butthat fir(t ofall hemcant to goero Monteſino's vault,of which

to doe, but to leaue on one hand the ſtraight and narrow path of 
Pocſie, and to take the moſt narrow of Knight E rantry,, ſuff- 
cient to make you an Emperour,ere you would iP, yhat*s this? 

With this Epilogue Don Quixote ſhut vp the Comedy of his 
madnelle, onely this he added: God knowes, I would willingly 
carry Signior Don: Lorenzo with me, toteach him,what belongs 
to pardoning the humble,to curbing and reſtraining the proud; 
vertues annexed to my profeſſion : bur ſince his ſlender ageis 
not capable, and his laudible enterpriſes will not permit him, I 
am onely willing to aduize you, that being a Poet, you may be 
famous, if you gouerneyour ſelfe by other mens judgements, 
more then by your owne ;. for you hane no parents that dif 
like cheir owne children, faireor foulc, and this errour is more 
frequent in mens vnderſtandings. 

T he Father and the Son afreſh admired at Do» Owivores oft 
interpoſed reafons, ſome wiſe, ſome fooliſh, andat his obſtjnate 
being bent altogether vpon his vnlucky Aduentures, which hee 
aimed ar,as the markeandend of his deſire.they renewedagaine 
cheir kinde offers and complements wich him ; but Dow ©arxete 
caking his leaue of the Lady of the Caſtle,mounted his Rozinar- 
ze, and Sancho his Dapple; ſo they parted.

vvhen hee ouertooke two men that ſeemed tobe Par 

ſons, or Schollers, vvith rwo Husbandmen that vvere 
mounted ypon fourc Alles. One of the Schollers had(as ic were 
ina Portmantue) a picce of vyhite cloth for Scarlet, wrapped vp 
ina piece of greene Buckeram, and ewo payre of Cotron Stoc- 
kings : the other had nothing but two.

The Husbandmen had other things, vvhich ſhewed 
they came from ſome Market Towne, vyhere they had bought 
them tocarry home to their village ; ſoas yyell the Schollers as 
the ndepton fell into the ſame admiration, thatall chey had 
done yvho firſt ſaw Don Quixote, and they longed to know 
vvhat manner of fellow he vvas,ſfo different from all other men. 
Don Drixotefaluted them, and after hee asked them vvhither 
they vvent,& that they had faid they vventhis vvay,he offered 
them hiscompeny , and delired them to goe ſoftlyer, for that 
their young Alles trauelled faſter then his Fork : and to oblige 
them the more, he told them vvho he vvas, and of his ary 4 
on, thathe was a Knight Errant, that he vvent to ſeeke Aduen- 
tures round abour the yyorld. Heetold them his proper name 
vvas Don Quixote dela HMancha, but his ordinary name, The 
Knight of the Lyons. 

All chis roche Husbandmen was Heathen Greek, or Pedlers 
French : but not to the Schollers, yvho ſtraight perceived the 
weakenelle of Do» Quixotes braine : Notwithſtanding they be- 
held him vvich great admiration and reſpe&t , and one of them 
aid, Sir Knight, if you goe no ſet iourney, as they which ſecke 
Adventures ome doe, I pray goe vvith vs, and you ſhall ſee 
one ofthe braueſt and molt ſumptuous mariages that euer vvas 
kept in the Mancha, or in many leagues round about, Dow

Shecis cal- 
led,the moreto ſet her out, Quiteria the fairc,and he Camachothe

but none of theſe, nor others I haue told you of,are like ro make 
this marriage ſo remarkeable, as the deſpiſed Baſiline. This Bus 
filis is a neighbouring ſwaine of Qwiteria's Towne, yvhoſt 
houſe was nextdore to her Fathers. From hence Loue tooke oc- 
caſion to renew vnto the world, the long forgotten loues of Py. 
ramu and Thyibe ; for Bafilins loued Owiteria from a childe, 
andſhe-an{wered his deſires with a thouſand loving fauors, So 
that ir grew a common talke in thetowne,of the louc betweene 
the two little ones. Quiteria began to grow to ſome yeeres,and 
her Father began to deny Bafilims his ordinary accelle to the

Ginebraher ſelfc, if ſhe were now alive, in ſpight of Lenſarote, 
and-all that wou!d gain-fzy ir. There's for my wife now(quoth 
Sauchothat had beene all this while ſilent ) that would haue eue- 
xy one marry vvith their equals, holding her ſelfe to the Pro- 
uerbe, that ſaycs ; Like rs lhe (quorh the Dewill to the Collier.) All 
that I deſire, is, that honelt Baſilins (for me thinkesI loue him) 
were marricd to Quiteria, and God giuevmioy (I was laying) 
thoſc that go about to hinder the mariage of two thatloue well, 
If all that loue well (quoth Dov Quixote) ſhould marry , Pa-

lie keepe thee continually awake, nor let careto pay i!1y dc» 
make thee watchfull, or how another day thou and thy /; 
but {treightned family may live, whom neither ambicLun irc: 


bles, nor the worlds yaine pompe doth weary, lince the bou:. 
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of thy deſires extend no further then to chinking of chine Alle ; 


for, tor thine owne perſon, that thou halt commitred to m 
charge, acounterpoiſe and burden chat Nature and Cuſtome 
harh layd vpon the Maſters. The ſervant (leepes, and the Ma. 
ſter wakes, thinking how he may maintaine,good him,and doe 
him kindnelles : the griefethatis, to ſee heauen obdurare inre, 
leeuing the carth with ſcaſonable moylture, troubles not the ſer- 
uant, but it doth the Maſter,that muſt keepe in (terility and hun- 
ger, himthat ſerued himin abundance and plenty. 

Sancho anſwered not a word toall this, tor hee was afleepe, 
neyther would hee haue awaked ſo ſoone , if Dow Quixote had 
not made him come to himſelfe with the little end of his Lance. 
Atlength he awaked, ſleepy and drowſie, and turning his face 
round about, hee faid, From this Arbor (if I bee not deceived) 
there comes a{teame and ſmell rather of good broyled raſhers, 
then Time & Ruſhes : A marriage that begins wirh ſuch ſmells, 
(by my Holidam) I thinke twill be braue and plentifull.

In this fortboth the ſhewes of che two Squadrons, came in 
and out, and each of them performed their changes, and ſpoke 
their verſes, ſome elegant, ſomeridiculous, Dox Onixore onely 
remembred(for he had a great memory)the rehearſed ones,and 
now the whole troope mingled together, winding in andour 
with great ſpritelineile and dexterity, and ſtill as Lowe went be- 
fore the Caſtle, he ſhota flight aloft, bur Money broke gilded 
bals, and threw into it. 

Atlaſt, after Moneyhad danc'd a good while, he drew outa 
on urſe made of a Romane Cats skinne, which ſeemed to be 

ull of money, and caſting irinto the Caſtle, with the blow, the 
boords were diſ-joyned, and fell downe, leauing the Damozell 
diſcoucred, without any defence. Morey came with his afli- 
ſtants, and caſting a great chaine of golde about her necke, they 
made a ſhevv of leadingher captine : Which when Leze and his 
Party ſaw, they made ſhew as if they would haue reſcued her, 
andall theſe motions were to the ſound of the Taber, with ” l- 
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full dancing, the Sauages parted chem, who very ſpeedily went 
to ſer vpand ioyne the boords of the Calile, and the Damozell 
was encloſed there anew :and. with this the dance ended, to the 
great conrent of the Spectators. 

Dozx Pnixote asked one of the Nymphs, Who had fo dreſt 
and ordercd her ? Sheeanſwered, A Parſon of the towne, who 
had an excellent capacity for ſuch inuenctons. Ile lay a wager 
(fyd Doi Quixote) he was more Baſilire his friend then Cama- 
cho's, and that he knowes better what belongs to a Satyr then to 
Euen-ſong ; he hath well fitted Baſilirzs his abilities to the dance, 
and Camachbo's riches, : 

Sancho Panſa that heard all, ſayd; The King ts my Cocke, I 
hold with Camacho.

2ts, as I haue out of Camacho's: and with that ſhewed him the 
kettle full of Geeſe and Hens, and laying hold on one, he fell to 
it merrily and hungerly, and for Ba/lie abilities this he fayd to 
their teeth : So much thou art worth as thou haſt, and ſo much 
as thou haſt, thou art worth, An olde Grandam of mine was 
wont to fay, there were but two linages in the world, Hawe- 
wich, and Haxe-little z and ſhe was mhndy enclined to the for- 
mer : andatthis day, Maſter, your Phylician had rather feele a 
hauing pulſe, then a knowing pulle, andan Alle couered with 
golde makesa better ſhew then a horſe witha pack-ſaddle. So 
that I ſay againe, I am of Czmacho's ſide, the ſcumme of whoſe 
potsare Geeſe, Hens, Hares, and Conics, and Bafilizs his, bee 
they necre or farre off, but poore thin water.

lire thee1s (oh fatall ffarre of mine)thatthehand thou requirel?, 
and that that thou wilt giue me, thatit be not for faſhion-fake, 
nor once more -to- deceiue mee, butthat thou confetſe and fa 
wichour being forced to ir, that thou giueſt me thy hand freely, 
as cothy lawfull Spouſe, ſince it were vnmercifull mm this trance 
to decetue mee, or to deale falſely with him that hath beene ſo 
true to thee. In the middeſt of this diſcourſe he fainted, {o that 
all the (tanders by thought now he had beene gone, .Quiteria all 
honeſt and ſhamefaſt, laying hold vvith her righthapd qn. Baſe 
le his, ſaid to him No force can vvorke vpon my will, and fo 
| giue thee the freeſt hand I haue to be thy lawfull Spouſe, and 
receiue thine, if thou giue it me asfreely, and that the anguiſh of 
thy ſodaine accident doe not roo much trouble thee. 1 giue ir 

( ſid Bafilins) liuely and couragjouſly, with the beſt ynderſtan= 

ding that heauen hath endued mee withall, and therefore take 

me, and Ideliver my ſelfeas thy eſpouſall; and I (faid Quiteria) 
asthy Spouſe , whether thou liuelong , or yyhcther frommy 


armes they carty thee to thy graue. 


This young man(faid Sancho) being ſo wounded,talks much 


- methinks, let himleaue hiswooing, and attend his ſouls health, 
> vvhich methinks appeares morcin his tongue,then in his teeth, 


Bafiliu and Qwiteria hauing their hands thus faſtned,the Vis 
car, tender-harted and compaſſionate, powred his bleſling vp- 
on them, and prayed God to giue good reſt tothe ney-pmarried 

mans : 
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mans ſoule, yvho as ſoone as he receiued chis benediQtion , ſo. 
dainely (tarts vp, and with an ynlook's for agility, drew out the 
Tucke whith was ſhearhed in his body. All the ſpectators were 
in amaze, and ſome of them, more our of ſtmplicity then curio. 
lity, began to cry out , A Miracle, a Mirade : but Baſilimsre- 
ply'd, No Miracle, no Miracle bur a Tricke,a Tricke. But the 
Vicar,heed-lefcand aſtoniſht, came with both his hands to feele 
the wound, & found that the blade had neyther palled chorow 
fleſh or ribbes, but chorow a hollow pipe of yron, that he filled 
withbloud well firted in that place,and(as after ic was knowne) 
prepared fo,that it could not congeale. Aclaſt the Vicar and Ca» |

Dow Quixote cryed aloud, 
Hold, hold, Sirs ; for there is no reaſon that you ſhould cakere- 
uengefor the wrongs that Loue doth vs : and obſcrue, that loue 
and warreare all one : and as in warre it islawfull to ve ſleights 
and ſtratagems roouercome the cnemy : So in amorous (trifes 
and competencies, Impoltures and jugpling tricks arc held for | 
good, to attaine to the wiſhed end, ſo it bee nor in preiudice Þ 
and diſhonour of the thing affefted.

ineloquence. The good Sancho recreated himielfe .three daics 
atthe AO—_ charge, & now knew that Qwuiteriaknew 
nothing of the fayned wounding, but.that it was a tricke of Bu 
filizs, who hoped for the:ſuccelle that hath been ſhewed : true 
was;that he had made ſome of his louing frends acquainted with 
his purpoſe, thatthey might helpe himar need, and make-goed 
his deceit. They cannot be called deceirs (quoth Dov Oixete) 
that are doneto a vertuous end,and that the marriage of a louin 
couple was an end moſt excellent : but by the way , you mul 
know that the greateſt oppolite that Loue hath, is want & con- 
tinuall neceflity ; for Loucis all mirth, content 8 gladſomenes, 


and the morc, when hee that loues, enioyes the thing loued ; x | 
gain(t which ,.neceſlity and pouerty are open and declared ene- 
mies. All this he ſpoke with a purpoſe to aduiſe Baſiline, that he 
ſhould leaue exerciſing his youthfull abilities ,that alchough they

| | goodas Iwould hauc her. Thou doſt ill, Saxcho ( quoth Don 
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rapplc viti it , and other rauenous birds; but ſhice that is con- 
{tanc againlt all theſe atlaulrs, doth well deſerueto bee her huſ+ 
bands crowne, Marke,wiſc Baſil124 (proceeds Don Quixete)-it 
wasan opinion of I know not what fageman, that there was 
but one good woinaninthe world, and his aduice was, That c- 
very man ſhould chinke that was married, that his wife was ll:e, 
and ſo he ſhould be {urero liue contented. I neuer yer was mar- 
ried, neyther haue I any thought hicherto char way ; notwich- 
{tanding, I could beableto byes any man counſell hcercin char 
ſhould askec it, and how he ſhould chooſe his wife. 

Firlt of all I would have him rather reſpe& fame then wealth, 
for the honelt woman gets not a good name onely with being 
good, but in appearing to; tor your publike looſenetle and li- 
berty doch morc preiudicea womans honelty , then her linning 
ſecretly. If you bring her honelt co your houle,cis calie keeping 
her fo, and co better her in that goodnelle; butif you bring her 
diſhoneſt, tis hard mending her ; foricisnot very pliable to 

alle from one extreme into. another, I ſay not impollible : but 
hold ir to be very difficult. | 

Sancho heard all this,& faid co himſelfe,This Maſter of mine, 
when-l ſpeake matters of marrow and ſubſtance, is wont co tell 
me, that 1 may takea Pulpit in hand, and preach my fine knacks 
ypand downethe world: but I may ſay of him, that when hee 
once beginsto thred his ſentences, he may not onely take a Pul- 
pitin hand, but in each finger too, and pgoe vp and downe the 
market places, and cry, Who buyes my ware? The Devill rake 
thee,for a Knight Errant, how wiſe he is! On my foule I thoght 
hee had knowne onely what belonged to his Knight Erranery ; 
but he ſnaps ataall, and chere 1s no boar that hee hath not an oare 
in. Sazcho ſpoke this ſomewhat aloud , and his Maſter ouer- 
heard him,and asked, What is that thou art grumbling, Sancho? 

I fay nothing, neyther doc I grumble, ( quoth hee) 1 was onely 
faying to my ſelfe , that I wauld I had heard you before I vvas 
married, and perhaps I might now haue ſaid, Fhe ſound man 
needsno Phyſician. Is Tereſa ſo bad, Sancho, faid Dow Quixote?

"There's noleueloſt (quoth Serchs:) for ſhe ſpeakes ill of me 
roo, when ſheeliſt, eſpecially when ſhee is iealovs, for then the 
Devill himſelfe will not cope with her. Well, three dayes they 
ſtayed with the married Couple, where they were welcommed 
like Princes. Don Quixotedclired the sKilfull Parſon to prouide 
him a Guide that might ſhew him the way to Morntefino's Caue, 
for he had agreatdelireto enter into it, and to ſee with his own 
&es,if thoſe wonders that were told of it vp & down the Coun.

Sancho, that was very attentiue to the Schollers narration, af- 
ked him: Tell me,Sir, ſo God direct your right hand in the Im- 
preſſion of your bookes : Can youtell mee ? (For 1 know you 
can, fince you know all) who was the fir{t manthat ſcratcht hs 
head, for 1 belceuc it was our firft father «Adam ? Yes marry 
was it {fayd he) for Adam,nodoubt, had both head & haire, & 
being the firlt man in che world, would ſometimes ſcratch him- 
ſelfe. I beleeue it (quoth Sancho: ) buttell me now, Who was 
che fr(t Vaulrerin the world ? Truely, Brother (fayd he) I can- 
notat preſent reſolue you, I will ſtudy ir when Icome tomy 
bookes, and then Ile fatisfie you, when wee ſee one another a- 
gaine, for I hope this will not be the laſtrime. Well, Sir (fayd 
Sancho) never trouble your felfe with this,for now I can refolue 
the doubt: Know, that the firſt Tumbler in the world was Lu- 
we peg he was caſt out of Heauen,and came tumbi::g down 
to Hell. 

You fay true (quoth the Scholler.) And Don Qnizote fayd ; 
This anfwer, Saxcho, is none of thine, thou haſt heard ſome bo- 


dyſay ſo. Peace, Sir (quoth Saxcbo) for if 1 fall to queſtions - 
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and anſwers,l ſhallnot make an end between this and morning: 
And to aske fooliſh queſtions, and anſwer vnlikeli-hoods, [ 
want no help of my neighbours. Thou halt fpoker; more, Sax« 
cho, then thouthinkelt for (quoth Dox Quixote) for you haue 
ſome that are moſt bulied in knowing and auerring things, 
whoſe knowledge and remembrance is not wortha butcon, All 
thar day they patled in theſe and other delightful diſcourſes,and 
atnightrhey lodged in alittle village, from whence the Schol- 
ler told them they had but two little leagues to Monteſino's Caue, 
and thar if he meant to.enter it, he muſt be prouided of ropes,to 
tic and [ct himſelfe downe into the depth. Don nixote ſayd, | 
that though it were as deep as Hell, he would ſee whither itret- 
ched: ſorhey bought a hundred fathome of cordage,& the next 
day at two of the clocke, they came to the Caue, whoſe mouth 
is wide and ſpacious;but full of briers, & brambles, & wilde hy: 
erces,& weeds ſo intricate & thick, that they altogether blinde 
and damit vp. When they came to it,Sercbo and the Schollerz. 
lighted, and Dez Quixote, whom they tied ſtrongly with the 
cordage : and whileſt they were ſwathing and binding of him, 
Sancho ſayd to him z Take heede, Sir, what you doe, doenot 
bury your ſelfe aliue, and doe not hang your ſelfe like a bottle to 
be cooled in ſome Well; for it neithertconcernes nor belongs to 
you, to ſearch this place worſe then a Dungeon. 

Binde me and peace (quoth Dor Quixote) for ſuch an enter. 
prize asthis,Sancho,was reſcrued for me. Then faid the Guide, 
I beſeech you, Signior Dox Quixote, that you take heede, and Þ 
looke about vou with an hundred eyes, to ſee what is within; Þ 
for perhaps you may meet with things that will be fit for raceto 
put in my booke of Transformations. He hath his Inſtrument 
in his hand (quoth Sancho) that knowes how to vſe it. 

This fayd, and Doz Quarxotes binding ended (which was not 
ypon his harneſTe, but ypon his arming doublet)he ſaid. Wedid 
vnaduiſedly, in not prouiding our ſelues of fome ſmall bell, chat 
might haue beene tied wich mee to the ſame cord, by whoſe 
Gund, you might know that I were (till coward the bottome 
and aliue: bur {ince there is now no remedy, God beeour good 
ſpecde, and (trajght he kneeled ypon his knees, and madeaſol Þ 
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prayer to God Almighty, deſiring his ayde, and to giuehim 
good ſucceile in that (to ſeeto) dangerous and ſtrange Aduen- 
cure, and chen (traight-wayes heecried aloud ; Oh chou Mi- 
ſtris of my a&tions and motions, molt excellent, pecreletle Dul- 
cinea del Toboſs, if it be poſſible, thatche prayers and requeſts of 
this chy happy Loucr come co thine carcs, harken, 1 beſecch 
thee, by thy vnheardof beauty, deny notnow vato methy fa- 
uonr and protettion, which I ſo muchneede : I goc weak my 
ſclfe headlong to a plunge, and (inke my ſelfe into thee Abifſar, 
chat preſents1t ſelfe ro megthat the world may know,thatif thou 
fauour me, there ſhall be nothing impollible for mce to vnder- 
pocandend. 

And in faying this, hee cameto the mouth, but ſaw he could 
not come neereto bee let downe, excepe ic were by making 
way with maine force, or with cutting thorow, and ſo layin 
hand on his ſword, hee began to cutand ſlaſh the weedes that 
wereat themouthof the caue; at whoſe ruſhing and noyſe, there 
cameout an infinite Company of Crowes and Dawes, fo thicke 
and fo haſtily, chat they tumbled Dor Quixote on the ground, 
and if hee had beene as ſuperſtitious, as good Chriſtian, hee 
would haue rakenit for anill (igne, and not haueproceeded. 

Well, he roſc,and ſeeing the Crowes were all gone, and that 
there were noothernight-birds, as Bats, that came our amonegl? 
the Crowes, Sancho and the Scholler lechimdowae, to ſearch 
the bottome of that fearefull Caue ; but Sewcho firſt beſtowed 
his benediction on him, and making a thouſand croſſes ouer 


him, ſfayd; God andthe Rocke of France, together with the Tri- Scueralt pla 
nity of Gaeta, guide thee, thou Flower, Creame, and Scumme ces of deuoti- 


of Knights Errant : There thou goclt, Hackſter of che world, 
Heart of ſtcele, and Armes of bratle, God againe be thy Guide, 
anddeliuerthce found and without skarre, to thelight of this 
world which thou leauclt, to bury thy ſelfe in the obſcurity 

which thou ſcekelt. 
The Scholler did (as ic were) make thefamekinde of withes 
and deprecations, Don Quixete cricdout, that they ſhould yer 
giue him more rope, which they gaue by little and liede : and 
when his voyce (that wasſtoptinthegutrers of the Caue)could 
| L be 
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beno longer heard, and thatthey had let downe their hundred 
fachome of rope, they were of opinion to hoy(t him vp againe, 
ſince they could give him no more cord; for all thac,they ttayeq 
ſome halfean houre,and then began calily to dravy vp the rope, 
& without any wa.t,which made themthink Dor Quixote was 
within, and Saxcho belecuing it, wept bicterly, and drew vp a. 
pace, that he might bee ſatisfied : but comming ſomewhart neere 
foure-{core fathome, they felt a waight, which made them very 
much re1oyce. ; 

At length when they came to ten, they plainely faw Dey 

wixote :to whom Sanche cryed out, ſaying ; Youare well re 
turned, Sir,for we thought you had (tayed there for breed. Bur 
Dex Quixote did not anſwer a word : but drawing himaltoge- 
ther out, they ſaw that his eyes were ſhut, as if hee were allcepe; 
they ttretcht him on the ground, and ynbound him, and foral 
this he awaked not. But they 1ſo turned, totlſed & ſhaked him, 
char a pretty whileafter he came to himſelfe,lazing himſelfe,asif 
he had wakened out of a greatand profound ſleep, and looking 
wildely round-abour him, fayd ; God forgiue you, Friends, for 
you haue raiſed mee fromone of the delicatelt and plealingeſt 
lives and fights that euer was feene by humane eye : Now at 
length I percciue,that all the delights of this world doe palielike 
aſhadow or dreame, or wither like a flower of the held : Oh 
vnhappy Aonteſino's, oh ill wounded Durandarte, oh lucks 
les Balerma,oh mournfull Guadiana,& you vnfortunate daugh- 
ters of Kuydera, that ſhew by your waters, thoſe your faire eyes 
wept. 

The Scholler and Sancho gaue eare to theſe words which Don 
Quixote ſpake, asif with great paine they came from his yery 
entrailes : They delired him to let them know his meaning, and 
torell them what he had ſeene in thathelliſh place. Hellifh, call 
ye it, fayd Don Onixote ? well, call itnot fo, for it deſerues 110t 
the name, as ſtraight you ſhall heare: Hee deſired them to giue 
him ſomewhart to cat,for he was exceeding hungry. They layd 
the Schollers courſe wrapper vpon the greene gralle, and went 
to the Spence of their wallets, and allthree of them being ſer like 
good fcllowes, eat their Beauar, and ſupped all together, = 
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clorh taken vp (Dow Quixote fayd) Sic {till Ho, letmone of you 
riſe, and marke me attcntiuely, |

with his temperate beames, gaue Don Q#ixote leaue, with 
out heat or trouble, to relate ro his two conſpicuous Auditors, 
whar he had ſeene in Moneſino's Caue; and he began,as tollow- 
eth : Abouta twelue or foureteene mens i1cigiits 113 the protune 
dity of this Dungeon, onche right hand, tlicrc1s a Concaulty 
and Space ableto containea Cart, Mules aiid ali; tome light there 


[ T was well toward foure of che clocke,when the Sunne,co-

found ſleep came vpon me,and when Ilealt thought of it, with- 
out knowing how, nor which way, Iawaked out of it, and 
found my ſelf in the middelt of the faireſt, moſt pleaſant, and 
delightfull medow, that euer Nature created, orthe wiſeſt hu- 
manediſcretion can imagine ;, 1 ſnuffed mine eves, wiped them, 
and fa that I yyasnotallcepe, butreally ayyake, notyvirhſtan-

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ding I felrypon my headand my breſt, to be aſſured, if I were 
there iny {elfe or no in perſon, or thatit were ſomeillulion, or 
counterfet ; bue my touching, feeling, and my reaſonable dif.

ſent, the ſame that I am now, 

By and by 1 ſaw a Princely and ſumptuous Palace or Caſtle, 
whoſe walsand battlements feemed to bee made of tranſparent 
Criſtall, from whence (vpon the opening of two great gates) [ 
faw that there canze towards me areucrend olde man, clad inx 


tawny bayes frocke, that he dra ged ypon the ground; ouer hiz ; 


ſhoulders and breſt, he wore a tippert of greene fattin, like your 
fellowes of Colledges, and vpon his capa blacke Alan bonet, 
and his hoary bcard reached down to his girdle, he had no kind

chis tranſparent Caltic doth conceale, of which Iam the Gouer- 
nour, and perpetuall chicfe Warder, as-bcing the fame Montef- 
or, from whomthe Caue takes name; 

Scarce had he told me that he was Mowteſmeor, when I asked 
him, Whether it were true that was bruited heere in the world 
aboue, that he had taken his great friend Dwurandartes heart out 
of the midſt of his boſome witha little dagger, and carrieditto 
the Lady Belerma (as he willed) atthe inſtant of his death ? Hee 
anſwered me, tharall was true, but onely that of the dapger, for 
x w23-no-dagper, but alittle Stilletto, as ſharp asa a g 
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Belike (quoth Sancho) ir was of Ramon de Hozes the Sevilli- 
ans making, Iknow net (fayd Don Quixote) bur was not of 
that Stilletro-maker,for heliucd but the other day, and that bat- 
tcll of Rewceſwalles, where this accident happened, waz many 
yeeres lince : butchis auerring is of no importance orler,neither 
alcers the truth, or Stories text. 
You fay right (quoth the Scholler), for 1 harken with the 
eate{t delight in the world, With no letle doe I tell ic you 
Cayd Dor Owuixoce) and proceede ; The vencrable Monteſinos 
brought me into che Criltalline Palace, wherean alow Hall, cx- 
cceding freſh and coole, all of Alabaſter, was a great Sepulcher 
of Marble, made with (ingular Art, ypon which I aw a Knight 
layd at length, not of Bratle, Marble, or Iaſpar, as you victo 
hauc in other combes, butof pure fleſh and bone, hee held his 
righthand (which was ſomewhat hairy and (inowy, a ligne 
that che owner was very ftrong)vpon his heart-lide,and before 
I asked Montefovor ought, that ſaw mee in ſuſpence, beholding 
che combe, he ſayd : 
This is my friend Daraxdarte,the flower and mirror of Chi- 
ualrie, of the enamourcd and valiant Knights of his time: He is 
kept hcere enchanted, as my ſelfe and many more Knights and

no body knowes, which the times will bring to light, that I 
hopearc not farre off: allthar I admire is, (ſince I know for cer- 
taine, asit is now day, that Duravdarte dyed in my armes , and 
that after he wasdead, I cooke out his heart, and ſurely ic weigh- 
ed aboue two pounds; for according to naturall Philoſophy,he 
that hath the biggeſt heart, is more valiant then he chat hath but 
alelſe : which beeing ſo, and that this Knight died really ) how 
he complaines and {ighes ſomerimes as if he were alive ? Which 
fid, the wretched 'Dwrandarte, crying out aloud, ſaid ; Oh my 
Coulin © Montefines, the Jalt thing that I requeſted you when I 
was dying, and my ſoule departing, was, That you vyould car- 
ry my heart to Belerma, taking it out of my boſomegcither with = 
ponyard or dagger : which when the vencrable Aontefinos 
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heard, he kneeled before the greeued Knight,and with teares in 
his eves,faid; Long lince, Oh Duravdarre,long lince my dearclt 
Coulin, 1 did whaz you en-ioyn'd me in that bitter day of our 
loile ; I rooke your heart, as wellas I could, without leauing the 
leaſt part of ir in your breſt: | wipedir with a laced handker- 
chiefc, and poſted with it towards France, having fir{t layd you 
in the boſome of thecarth, with ſo many teares as was ſufficient 
ro waſh my hands, orto wipe off the bloud from thew, which 
had gorten by ſtirring them in your entrailes: and for more a{+ 
ſurance that I didit, my deareſt Coulin, at the firſt place I came 
to from Roweeſualle, I calt falr vpon your heart, thar ic might 
not ſtinke , and might be freſh; and embalmed whenir ſhould 
cometo the prefence of the Lady Belerma , who with you and | 
me, Guadiana your $quire,the watting-woman Raydera,and her 
ſeuen Daughters, and her two Neeces, and many other of your 
acquaintancesand friends, haue beene enchanted heere by Aer- 
lin that Wizaid long lince, and thought be aboue fiue hundred 
yceres agoe, yet none of ys is dead ; onely Ruydera, her Daugh- 
cers and Neeces are wanting, whomby reaſon of their laments- 
tion, Merlin that had compaſſion on them, turned them into fo 
many Lakes now liuing in the world: : and in the Province of 
Mancha they are called the Lakes of Rwyders , ſcuen belong to 
the Kings of Spaine, and the twe Neeces to the Knights ooh 
molt holy Order of Saint [obw. Gnadiava your Squire, wailing

To which heanfwered, Pardon me Signior Do» Quixore,for 
I cenfeile I did ill, and not wel to ſay, the Lady Dwlcimea would 
ſcarce equall the Lady Belerma, (inceirt had beene ſufficient, that 
I vnder{tood ( 1] know not by what arme ): that you archer 
Knight, enough to haue made me bire my rongue, before I had 
compared her with any thing but heauen it ſelfe. With this fi 
tisfaction that Morte/inos gaue me, my heart was free from that 
fodaine paſsion I had , to. heare my Miltre(Ie compared to Be- 
lerma. | 

And I maruell ( faid Sancho) that you got not to the olde 
Carle and bang'd his bones, and pulled his beard , without lea» 
ving himahairein ic. 

No,friend Sancho,faid he, it was not fit for meto doe fo ; for 
weeare all bound to reuerence our Elders, although they beno 
Knights, and moſt of all when they are ſo, and are enchanted, 1 
know well enongh, I wasnor behinde-hand with him in other 
queſtions and an{weres that pafled berweene vs. Then ſaid the 
Scholler, I know not,Signior Don Quixete, how you-in fo lit- 
tle time ( as it is ſince you went downe ) have feene ſo many 
things, and ſpoken brnlracifo much, How long is ir{quoth 
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he) ſince wentdowne ? A lirtle more then an houre ( ſaid Sav- 

cho.) That cannot be (replyed Don Quixote) becaulc it vyas

beleeuea word of all this you haue ſpoken. Why ner, ſaid the 
Scholler? doe youthinke Signior Don Quixote would lye tor | 
vs, for though he would, hee hath not had time to compoſe or 
inuent ſuch a million of lies? I doe nor beleeve (quoth Saxcho ) 
that my Malter lies. But vvhat doe you belccue then (-quoth 
Don Dnixote ?) Mary I beleeue ( laid Sancho) that that Merlm, 
or thoſe Enchanters that enchanted all chat rabble, that you fay 
you haue ſeene and conuerſed with there below,clapt into your 
apprehenſion or memory all this Machine that you haue told 
vs,and all thar remaines yet to be told, All this may be,Sancho, 
ſaid Don Quixote;but 'tis otherwiſe; for vv hat 1 haue rold,I ſaw 
vvith theſe eyes , and felt yvith theſe hands : bur vyhat vvilt 
thou ſay when I ſhall tell thee, that, amongſt infinice other mat- 
ters and'yvonders, that ,Monteſinos ſhewed me,which at more 
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thee: He ſhewed methree Country wenches,that went leapin 
and frisking yp and downe thoſe pleaſant fields like Goars, = 
I ſcarce law them, yyhen I perceiued the one was the pecrleile 
Dw#lcinea, and theother two the ſelfe-fame that wee ſpoketo 
when vycc left Toboſo. I asked Montefinor whether hee kney 
them : yyho anſwered me, Not : but that ſure they vvere ſome 
Ladies of quality there enchanted, that but latcly appeared in 
thoſe fields, and thatit vyas no vvonder ; forthat there vyere 
many others of former times & theſe preſent,that were enchan- 
ted in ftrange anddifferent ſhapes, amongſt whom hee knew

I knew her, faid Dow ©#ixote, by the fame clo- 
thes Ge had on at ſuch time asthou ſhewd'[t her me : I ſpoke to 
her, but ſhe gauemenot a word, but turned her backe,and ſcud- 
ded away (o fait, that a flight would not haue ouertaken her : 1 
meant to haue followed her, and had doneit, but that Xſonteſs- 
wos told mee it was in yaine, and therather, becauſe ic was now 
high time for me to returne out of che Caue, He rold me mw

wiſe, that in procelle of time, he would let me know a 
of diſcactonting Dwrandarte,and Belerma & himfelfe; rogerher 


with all the re(t that were there: Bur thacrwhiech moſt greened 
me, was; that while(t 1 was thus talking wich CMonteſinos, one 
of the vnfortunare Dwlcinea's companions came on one ſide of 
me (1 not percciuing it) and with teares in her cyes, and hollow 
voycc laid rome; My Lady Dalcineadel Toboſo commends het 
to-you, and defiresto know how you doe: and withall, becauſe 
ſheis in great _— ſhe dclires you wich all earneſtnetſe,char 
you would be plcafcd to lend her three ſhillings vpon this new 
Cotron Perticote that I bring you, or what you can ſpare ; for 
ſhe will pay you againe very thortdly. This metſage held me in 
ſuſpence and admurarion: fotharturning to Signior Morteſmor, =

that beenchantedarein want? To vyhich he anſwered, Belecue

He Tranſlator of this famous Hiſtory out of his Origj

tance, eſpecially hauing ſd authentike an author as Signior D#- 
raxdarte. The fourthis, to haue knownefor a certaine the true 
ja of the Riuer Guadiana, which hath hitherto becne con» 
cealed. 
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You haue reaſon (fayd Don Quixote: ) but I would faine 
know of you, now that it pleaſed God to giue you abilities tg 
print your bookes, To whom will you dire&t them ? You haue

Not farre from hence (fayd the Scholler) there is a Hermi- 

. tage, where dwels a Hermit, that they fay hath been a Souldior, 
and is thought to bee a good Chriltian, and very diſcreet, and 
charitable. Beſides the Hermitage, he hath alittle houſe, which 
he hath built at his owne charge, yetthovghic be lictle, it is fit 
roreceiue gheſts. Hath hce any Hens, trow (fayd Sancho?) 
Few Hermits are without vm (quoth Dor Osixote:) for your 
Hermits now adayes, are not like thoſcthatliued in the Defarts 
- of «Egypt, that were clad in Palme-leaues, andliued vpon the 
roots of theearth:but miſtake me not, that becauſe I ſpeake well 
of them, I ſhould ſpeake ill of theſe, onely the penitency of 
theſe times.comes not neere thoſe : yet for ought I know, all 
are good, atleaſt I think fo, and if the worlt come tro theworlt, 
your Hypocrite that faines himſclte good, dorh lefle hurt then 
he chat ſir;nes in publike. 

As they were thus talking,they might eſpy a Foot-man com-

I cannot ſtay,Sir({ayd he)becauſe 
ets Ale- 5” theſe weapons that you ſee I carry, muft bee vied to morrow 
houſes vpon morning: ſo ] muſt needs go2on my way, Farewell : Bur if vou 
the High- will know why I carry them,] ſhall lodge to night in theÞYexte 
Wayes. abouethe Hermitage, and if you goc that way, there you ſhall 
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haue me, and I will ecll you wonders: and fo once more, Farc- 
well. Sothe Mule pricked on lo falt, that Don Quixote had no 
ciſure co-aske him, what wonders they were; andas hec was 
curious, and al wayes defirous ofnouelrics, hee tookeorder that 
they thould preſcncly go and patle that night inthe Vere, with» 
our couching ar the Hernurage, where the Scholler would haue 
{tayed that night. 

Soall three of them mounted, went toward the Vente, whi- 
ther they reached foinewhar before it grew darke, and the 
Scholler inuired Don Qwixore to drinkea fip by the way at the 
Hermitage : which as ſoon as Saxchs heard, he made haſte with 
Dapple, as did Do Qwixote and the Scholler likewiſe : bur as 
Sancho's ill lucke would haueir, the Hermic was not at home, as 
was told them by the Vnder- Hermit : they asked him whether 
he had any of the dearcr fort of wine # who anſwered, His Ma- 
ſter had none: burif they would haue any cheape water, hee 
would giueirthem witha good will. If my thirſt would bee 
quencht with water, wee might haue had Wels to drinke at by 
the way. Ah Camacho 1 marriage, and Dox Diego's plentv,hoiv 
of ſhall ] mitle you ? Now they lefr che Hernutage, and ſpur= 
red roward the Yexte,and a little before them, they ouertooke a 
Youth, that went not very faſt beforethem ; ſo they ouertooke 
him : he had a fivord vpon his ſhoulder, and vponir, as it ſee- 
med, a bundle of clothes, as breeches, and cloke, and a ſhirt ; for 
he wore veluet terkin, that had ſome kinde of remainder of fat- 
tin, and his ſhirt hung out, his (ſtockings were of lilke, and his 
ſhooes ſquarear toe, afcer the Court-fathion, he was abour cigh- 
teene yeeres of age, and attiue of body to ſee ro: to pallethe 
tediouſnctle of the way, he went (inging ſhorr pieces of ſongs, 
and as they came nterehim, he made an end of one, which the 
Scholler (they fay learnt by heart) and ic was this :

I come to any towne, and | haueno money to buy others with, 
ſoas well for this, as toaire my ſelfe, I goe till I can ouer-take 
certaine companicsof Foot, which arenotaboue twelue leagues 
from hence, where I ſhall get mea place, and ſhall not want car- 
riages to trauell jn, till I come toour imbarking place, which 
(they fay) muſt bein Cartagena, and I had rather hauethe Kin 
to my Maſter, and ſeruc him, then a beggerly Courtier. A 
have you any extraordinary pay, ſayd the Scholler ? 

Had I ſcrued any Grande, or man of quality (fayd the Youth) 
no doubt I ſhould ; for that comes by your ſeruing good Mz 
Ners, thar outof the Scullery men cometo bee Licutenants or 
Capraines, or to hauc ſome good pay : but I alwayes had theill 
lucke to {erue your Shag-rags and Vp-ſtarts, whoſe allowance 
was fo bare and ſhort,that one halfe of it (till was ſpent in ſtarch. 
ing me a ruffe, and it is a miracle, that one ventring Page + 
nonglt an hundred, ſhould euer get any reaſonable fortune. 
But tell me, Friend (quoth Dos Oxixete) Is it poſſible, thatin 
all the time yo ſerued, you neuer gota Liuery ? Two (fayd the 
Page : ) Butas he that gocs outof a Monaſtery, before hepro- 
fetlcth, hath his habir taken from him,and his clothes given him 
backe : ſo my Maſters returned me mine, when they had ended 
their buſineſſes, for which they came to the Court for, andre- 
turned to their owne homes, & with-held their Liuerics, which 
they had onely ſhewed for oltencation, 

A notable * Efþilscherio, as faith your Iraliar (quoth Das 
Ou xe) for allthar, thinke vour ſelke happy that you are come 
from the Court, with ſo good an intention, for there is nothin 
inthe worid berrer, nor norc profitable,then to ſerue God ff 
arid next, your Pruiceand natt:rall Maſter, eſpecially jnthepri- 
{tice of Armes, by which, if not more wealth, ver at lea}, more 
f:onoUur 15 obtained, then by Learning, as I] have fayd many 
tires, chat though Learning hath raiſed more houſes then 
Armes, yet your Sword-men havea kindof(] know rot whit) 
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of Don Qnixote. 61 
aduantage aboue Schollers, with a kinde of ſplendor, that doth 
aduantage them ouer all. 

And beare in your minde what I ſhall now tell you, which

'Þ O N Ovwixoteſtood vpon thornes, till hee might heare 


and know the promiſed wonders, of the man that car- 

ried the Armes, and went where the Yexter had tolde 

him, to ſecke him 3-where finding him, hee fayd ; Thar by ll 

- meanes he mult tell him preſently, what hee land promiſed him 

vponthe way. The mananſwered him, The ſtory of the won- 

ders requires moxelciſure, and mult not bee told thus Randing: 

ood Sir let mee makeanend of prouandring my Beaſt, and I 
willell youthings that ſhall adnureyou, 

Let not that hinder you (quoth Dex Quixote) for Ile helpe 
you : and ſo he did, ſifting his barley, and cleanſing the man- 
ger (a humility that obliged the fellow to tell him his tale hear- 
tily : ) thus {itting downe vpon a bench, Dou Quixoteby him, 
with the Scholler, Page, and Sancho, and the Venter, for his 
complete Senate and Auditory, he began: _ 

You ſhall vnderſtand, that ina towne, ſome foure leagues and 
an halfe from this Yerre, it fell out, that an Alderman there, by 
a trick and wile of a wench, his mayd-ſeruant (which werelon 
to tell how) loſt his Atle, and though the ſayd Alderman vied 
all manner of diligenceto finde him, it was impoſſible. His Ailc 
was wanting (as the publike voyce and fame goeth) fiftecne 
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dayes: when the Alderman char lolt him, beingin the marker- 
place, another Alderman of the fame towne told him ; Pay mice 
for my newes, Gollip, for your Ailc is torth-comming, I will 
willingly, Gollip (fayd the other)butler me know where he is?

You ſhall doe mea great kindnelle (quoth 
he) and I will repay you (if neede be) in che like kinde. 

Witch all theſe circumſtances, iuſt as 1 rell you, all that know 


- thetruth, relate it : In fine, the rwo Aldermen, afoot and hand 


to hand, went to the Hils,and comming to the place where they 


thought to finde the Afle, they mitſed of him, neither could 


they finde him, for all their ſeeking round-about. Seeing then 
there wasno appearance of him, the Alderman that had ſeene 
him, ſayd to the other z Harke you, Goſlip, I haueatricke in my 
head, with which we ſhall finde out this Beaſt, though hee bee 
hidden ynder ground, much more if jn the mountaine : Thus 
itis, Ican _ excellent well, and ſo can youalirtle: well, tis a 
match, A little, Goſſip (quoth the other) Verily, Ile take no 
ods of any body,nor ofan Aflc himſelfe.

and ſhall thinke I know ſomething, lince I haue gotten a quali 
ty, for though I cuerthought I brayed well, yet Ineuer thought

Let me tell you ({ayd the other) there bee rare abilities in the 
world, thatare loſt andill-imployed,in thoſe that will not good 
them-ſelues with them. Ours (quoth the Owner)can do vsno 
pood, but in ſuch buſinelles as wee hauc now in hand, and pray 
God inthis they may, | 

T his fayd, they diuided themſclues apaine, and'returnedto 
their braying, andeuery footthey were ; KEY and met ; till 
they agreed vpon a counter-{igne, that to know twas them» 
ſclues, and not the Alle, they ſhould” bray twice together : fo 

that with this doubling their brayes, euery ſtirch-while they 

compaſled the hill, thelol Alle not anſwering ſomuch, as by 

theleaſt figne z burhow could the poore andill-thriuing Bealt 

anſiver, when they found him in the Thicket eaten with 

Wolues ?

of nothing, made the people of other rownes, that when they 
fawany of ours, they ſhould bray as hicting vs in the teeth wich 
our Aldermens braying. :

To whichthe Venteranſwered; He isa famous Puppet-Ma- 
Rer,rhar chis long time hath gone vp & down thele parts of A- 
ragon, ſewing this motion of Meliſendra,& Don Gayeros,one 
of the belt hittorics that hath bin repreſented thele many yceres 
in this kingdom. Belides, he hath an Ape,theltrangelt that cuer 
was ; for it you aske him any thing, he marketh whar you aske, 
and gets vp vpon his Maſters ſhoulder, and tells him in his eare 
by way ofan{wer, what he was asked : which Maſlter Peter de- 

'clares : hetellsthings to come,as well as things palt,and though 
he doe not alwaies hit vpon the right, yet he ſeldome erres, and 
makes vs beleeue the Deuill is in him. T welue pence for cucry 
anſwer we giue,if the Ape doeanſwer, I meane, if his Maſter

N Mailer 
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Maſter Petey would haueno more to doe with him; for hee 
knew him too well. So he got vp before the Sunne, and gathe. 
ring therelikesofthe Motion rogether, and his Apezhe betooke 
him to-his Aduentures. ThePexter that knew not Don Lmnixore, 
wondred as muchart his liberality,as his madnes. To conclude, 
Sancho payd him honeſtly, by his Maſters order, and taking 
ſeaue, about eight of the clocke they leftthe Vexte, and went on 
their way, where wee muſt leaue them ; for ſoit is fit, that we 
may come to other matters pertaining co the true declaration of 
this famous Hiſtory.

who Maſter Peter & bis Ape were,with the ill ſacceſſe thit 
Don Quixote had in the Aduenture of the Br aying, 
which ended net ſo well, as he would, or thiught for. 


14 Hamete, the Chroricler of chis famous Hiſtory, be. 
( ginnes this _— with theſe words : I ſwearelikez 

Cacholike Chriſtian... To which the Tranſlatour fayes, 
Thar Cidiis ſwearing like a Catholike Chriltian, hee being 
Moore, as vadoubredly he was, was ne otherwiſeto be vnder- 
ſtood, then thar as the Catholike Chriltian, when hee ſweares, 
doth or ought to ſwearc truth, ſo did he,as if he had ſwornelike 
a Carholike Chriſtian, in what hee meantto write of Doy Qui 
xote,efpecially in recounting who Mr. Peter & the propheſying 
Ape were, .that madeal!l the Countrey aſtoniſhr at his fore-tel- 
ling things. He fayes then, that hee who hath read the former 
part ofthis Hiſtory, will have well remembred thar ſame Gines 
de Paſſ1monte,whom Do» Quixote, amongſt other Gally-{]aues, 
freed in Sierra © Morena, a benefit for which afterward hee had 
ſmall thankes, and worſe payment, from that wicked and vn- 
grarefull Rowr. 

This Gines de Paſſamonte, whom Don Oxixote called Gine/ille 
de Parapilla, was hee that (tole Sazcho's Dapple ; which, becauſe 
neicher the manner nor thetime were putin the firſt part, made 
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of Don Quixote. I79 
many attribute the faulc of the Impreſſion, to the Authours 
weakenetle of memory. Bur true 1r is, that Grnes [tole him, 
a5 Sanchollept vpon his backe, viing the lame uicke and device 
of Brunelo's, when as Sacripante being vpon he licge of «41- 
braca_ hc ltolehis horſe from vnder his legs ; and atier Sancho 
recouered him againe, as was ſhewed. 

This Gines, tearefull of being found by the Iuſlices that 
fought after him, co puniſh him for his infinice villanies and 
faulrs,thar were fo many and fo grear,that him ſelfe inade a orcat 
voiume of chem, determined to get him into the Kingdomeof 
eAragon, and ſo coucring his Ife cye, to apply himſclfe to the 
office of a Puppet-man ; for this and iuggling hce was excellenc 
at. Ir fell out fo, that hee bought his Ape of certaine captiue 
Chriitians that came out of Barbary, whom hee had j;uutrutt ed, 
char vpon making a cercaine ligne, hee ſhould leape vpun his 
ſhoulder, and ſhould tumble, or {ceme co doe 1o, atkalt, foune- 
thing in hisecare. ; 

This done, before he would enter into any towne with his 
Motion or Ape, he informed himicltein the necre{trowne, or 
where hee belt could, what particulars had happened in ſuch a 


place, or to ſuch perſons, and bearing all well in minde,the fir(t 


thing he did, was to ſhew his Motion,which was ſometimes of 
one Story, otherwhiles of another : burall merry, delightful, 
and familiarly knowne. 

The ſight being finiſhe, heepropounded the rarities of his 
Ape, telling the people that hee could declare vnco them, all 
things paſt and preſent ; butin things to come, he had no skill : 
Foran anſwer to each queſtion hee demanded a ſhillin g ; butco 
ſome hee did itcheaper, according as hee perceiued che Deman- 
ders incaſeto pay him z and ſomerimes he cameto ſi:ch places,as 
he knew what had happenedto the Inhabirants, who although 
they would demand nothing,becauſe they would rotpay him; 
yet he would ſtraight make l1gnes to the Ape, and rl them, the 
Beaſt had ro'd him this or that, which fell out juſt by what hee 
had before heard, and with this hee gotan vnſpeakable name, 
andall men flocked about him, andact other times (#5 he was ve- 
ry cunning) he would reply ſo, that the anſiyers fell out Fery fie 
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ro the queſtions : and lince no body went about to life, 'orto 
preſſe him, how his Ape did prophelie, hee gulicd euery;one, 
and filled his pouch. 

As ſoone ascuer he came intothe Yoxte, hee knew Don Qui. 
xote & Sancho, andall that were there : but it had colt him deare, 
if Do Quixote had let Jiis hand fall omewhat lower, when hee 
cut off King 2farfilins his head, anddeltroyed all his Chiualry, 
as wasrelated intheantecedent Chapter. Aud this 1s all that may 
be fayd of Malter Peter and his Ape. | 

And returning to Dey Quarxote de la Mancha, I fay, thatafter 
hee was gone our of the Vente, hee determined firlt of all to ſee 
the bankes of the riuer Heber, and all round-abour, before hee 
went to the City of Sarageſa, lince berweene that and the lults 
there, he had tinecnough for all, Heereupon hee went on his 
way, which he palled rwo dayes withour lighting on any ching 
wortiz writing, till the third day, going vpa Ridge-way, hee 
hearda found of Drummes, Trumpets, and Guns ; at firlt, hee 
thought ſome Regiment of Souldiers patſed by that way : ſo, to 
ſee them,he ſpurred Roztante, and got vp the Ridge, and when 
he was atthc top, heſaw (as he ghetled) at the foot of it, neere 
ypon two hundredinen, armed with ditterent ſorts of Armes, 
to wit, Spcares, Crotle-bowes, Partizans, Halberds, and Pikes, 
and ſome Guns, and many Targets. He came downe from the 
high ground, and drew neereto the Squadron, inſomuch that 
he might diltinetly,percciue their Banners, judged of their Co- 
lours, and noced their Iwpreſes, and eſpecially one, which 
was ona Standard or Shred of white Sattin, whore was liuely 
painted alittle Alle, like one of your Sardmian Alles, his head 
lifted vp, hiSWgych open,und his rongue out, in act and polture 
zuft as he weretfhiing, abouchim were theſe two. verſes writ- 
tc in faireletters; 

T was not for nought that day, 
*% The ore and rother Indge did bray : 

By thts deuice Dor Orrxore collefted, thatthoſe people be- 
longed to the Braying Towne, and fo he told Saxcho, declaring 
likewiſe what was written in the Standard ; heetold him allo, 
that lice thactold them the Story, yas in the wrong to fey they

Þ friends, ama Knight Errant, whoſe exerciſe is Armes, vyhoſe

were'two Aldermen that braycd : for by the verſes ofthe Stan- 
dard, they weretwo Judges. To which Sancho anſwered, Sir, 
that breakes no ſquare, for it may very well be , that the Alder- 
men chac then brayed, might come in time to be Iudges of che 
Towne, fo they may haue bcene called by bothticles. Howlſoe- 
uer, £15 not materiall to the truth of the {tory ,vyhether the Bray - 
ers were Aldermen, or Iudges, one for another, be they yvho 
they would, and a Judge is cucn as likely to bray as an Alder- 
man. 
 Toconclude, they percciued and knew, that the towne that 
was mocked, went out to skirmiſh with another that had roo 
much abuſed them, and more then was fitting for good neigh 
bours. Don Quixote went towards them, to Sancho's no ſinail 
ricfe, who was no friend to thoſcenterprizes. Thoſe of the 
quadron hemmed him in, taking him to be ſome one of their 
ſide. Don Quixotelifting vp his Viſor, with a pleaſant counte- 
nanceand courage, came toward the Standard ofthe Aile, and 
there all che chiefeſi of che Army gathered about him to behold 
him, falling into the ſame admiration as all elſe did the firlt time 
they had feene him. Dow Dnixote that ſaw them attentiuely 
looke 6n him, and no man oftering to ſpeaketohim,or aske him 
ought, taking hold on their lilence, and breaking his owne,hee 
railed his voyce, and faid : 
Honelt friends , I deſire you with all earneſtneſſe, that you 
Interrupt not the diſcourſethat 1 ſhallmake to you, cill you ſhall 
ſee that I eyther diſtaſte or weary you ; whichif it be fo, at the 


| leaſt ſigne you ſhall make, I will ſcale vp my lips, and clappe a 
| gaggeon my tongue, All of them bade him ſpeake what hee 


| would, for they would heare him willingly. 


Don Quixote having this licence , went on, ſaying, I, my 


your enemies. And hauing not once,but many times pondered 
your bulineſſein my vnderitanding, I finde ( according to the 


| Lawes of Ducll) that you are deceived to thinke your clues af-

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fronted ; for no particular perſon can aftronta whole Towne, 
exceprir be in detying them for Traitors in-generall , becauſe 
hc knowes not who in particular committed the Treaſon, for 
which he detiedall the Towne, 

We haue an cxamp!e of this in Do» Drego Ordonnexz, de Lara, 
who defied the whole towne of Zamora,becauie hee was igno- 
rant,tharonely Pellido de Olfos committed the creation in killing 
his King ; ſo he defied them all, and the rcucnge & anſwer con- 
cerned them all: though howlſocucr Don Dregs was lomewhut 
too haſty and roo foruard; for it was neealeticior im to have 
deficd the dead, or the waters, or the Corne, or the children yns 
borne, with many other crifles chere mentioned: but lec it goe, 
for when Choller ouer-Howes, the tongue hath neyther father, 
gOurTNOUT , Or guide that may correct it. This being ſothen, 
that one particular perſon cannot attront a Kingdom, Prouince, 
Ciry, Common-wealth, or Towne oncly, it is manifelt,that the 

revenge of defiance for fuch as aftront is necdletle , lince it is 

none; for it werea goodly matter ſurethar thoſe of the rowne 

of Keloxa ſhouldeuery foot go out co killchoſe that abuſe them 

b Scricrall fo :; Orthar your b Cazoteros, [/ erergeneros, Vallenatos, Xa- 
Nicknunes yoreres, or others of theſe kindesof Nick-names, that are com- 
pes ana mon, in eucry boyes mouth , and the or4inary fortof pcople: 
on long ira- Ewere very good, [ ſay,that all theſe famous Townes ſhould bee 
d:tir, & no aſhamed, and take reuenge, and rupne wich their ſwords conti- 
tedious to be ny:Hy drawnelike Sack-buts,for cuery ſlender quarrell, No,no, 
par ami” God forbid : Men of wiſedome and well-goucrned Common- 
a wealrhs, ought to rake Armes for foure chings,and to to endan- 
ger their perjons, lives. and eſtates.

like Faith. Secondly, their hues, which is according to Diuine 

and Naturall Law. Thirdly, to defend their honour,family, & 

eſtates, Fourthly, to ſerve their Prince in a lawfull ware, and 

jf we will, we may adde a fifr(that may feruc for a ſecon3)to de- 

fend cheir Country.

God chen the world, and morcot the fleſh chen the $ Pirie « as 
leſus Chriſt, true God and man, who neuer lyed,neyther could 
nor can, being our Law-giuer, ſaid that his yoke was ſweet, and 
his burden light : ſo he would command vs nothing that ſhould 
be vnpollible for vs to fulfill, So that, my malters, youaretied 
both by Lawes Diuine and humaneto bepacificd, ; 

The Deuill rake mee ( thought Sarchoro himſelfe at this in- 
ſtant) if chis Malter of minebe nota Diuine,or if not,as like one 
as one eggeis to another, | 

Dex Q#ixote rooke breath a while, and ſeeing them (till at- 
tentiuc, had procceded in his diſcourſe, but that Sarcho's concci- 
tednefle came betwixt himand home , who ſecing his Maſter 
pawſe, tooke his turne, ſaying : 

My Malter Den Quixote dela Aſancha, ſomctimes called 
The Knight of the ſorrowfull Countenance, and now The Knight of 
the Lyons, isa very iudicious Gentleman, ſpeakes Latin and his 
mother-tongue as well as a Bachelor of Arts, and in all he hand- 
leh or aduiſeth, procceds like a manof Armes,and hathall the 
Lawesand Statutes of that you call Dwell, ad vngnera: tlierefore 
there isno more to bee done, but to gouerne your {clues accor- 
ding to his direction, and let mee beare the blame if you doe a- 
mille. . Belides, as you are now told, tis a toily to be aſhamed to 
heare one Bray; for I remember when I veas a boy, 1 could have 
brayed at any time liſted , without any bodies linderance 
which I did fo truly and cunningly, that when Lbrayed , all the 
Alles in the Towne would anſwer me; and for all this, ] ___ 
held to be che ſonne of honeſt parents, and though ſor F 115 rare 
qualicy I vvas enuicd by morcthen foure of the ptoneclt cf imy 
pariſh, I cared nottwo {trawes ; and that yon may know I ſay 
true, doe but {tay & hearken, for this ſcience is like ſa jmming, 
once known,neuer forgotte,ſoclapping his hand to his no{.ke 
beganto bray fo [trongly,thar the vallics neere-hand refounded 
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ayaine. But one of them that ſtood neerc{t him, thinking hee 
had flouted them, lifred vpa good Batre he had in his hand, and 
gauc him ſuch ablow,that he crumbled him co the ground, 

Dox Quixore, that ſaw Sancho ſo cuill intreated, fer vpon him 
that did it, wich his Launce in his hand z bur there came fo many 
þetwixtthem, that ic was not poſſible for him to bee revenged: 
rather ſeeing acloud of (tones comming; towards himlelfe, and 
that a thouſand bent Crotle-bowes began to threaten him, and 
no let{c quantity of gunnes; turning Rozinantes reines, as falt ay 
he could gallop,he got fromamong chem,recommending him- 
{eifc heartily ro God, to free him from that danger, and tearing 
euery foor,lelt ſome bullet ſhould enter him behinde, and come 
out at his brelt: ſo he {till went fetching his breath, to ſee if it fai- 
iced him. But they of che ſquadron were farished vvhen they 
faw him flie, and ſo ſhot not at him. Sancho they ſer vpon his 
Alle, (ſcarce yet come to himfelte) and let him go after his Ma 
ſter,not that he could tell how to guide him: but Dapple follows 
cd Roz inantes ſteppes, without whom he was nobody. | 

Dor. Quixote being now a pretty way off, looked backe, and 
ſaw thac Sancho vvas comming, and marked that nobody fol- 
lowed-/him. Thoſeof the ſquadron were theretill darke night, 
and becauſe their enemies came not to barrell yyith them, they 
returned home to their towne, full of mirth and jolliry : and if 
they had knowne the ancient cultome of the Grecians , they 
would haueraiſed a Trophy in that place.

Hen the Valiant manrurnes his backe, the aduan- 

rage oucr him i5 manifelt, andir is the part of vvile 

men to reſeruethem{clues to better occaſions. T his 

truth was verified in Don Quixore,vvho piuino way to the fury 
of the people, andto the illzntentions of thar. angry gn 
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of Don Ou;xo0te. 185 
tooke his heeles, and without remembring Sexcho, or the dan= 
gerhe had left himin, gor himſelfe fo farre as he might ſeemers: 
bc ſafe. Sancho followed layd a-chwart vpon his Atle, as hath 
been faid. Ac halt he ouer-took him, bein gnow cometo himlſclf, 
and cormning neere, he fell oft his Dapple at Rozimuntes feer, all 


- forrowfull, bruiſed'and beaten. Dox Oxixote alighred to ſearch 


his wounds, bur finding him whole from top to toe, very an- 
grily he laid, You mult Bray witha plague to you, and yyhere 
hauc you found that tis good _— the Halter in the hanged 
mans houſe? ro your braying mulick, what counterpointcould 
you expe&t but Bat-blowcs ? And, Sancho, you may giue God 
thankes, thatſince they bletled you wich a cudgell,they had nor 
made the Per fgnum cruces on you with a Scimutar. 

I know not what to anſwer (quoth Saxcho) for me-thinkes I 
ſpeake at my backe, pray let's bee gone from hence, and lle no 
more braying : yer I cannot but {ay, that your Knight Errants 
can flye, and leaue their fairhfull Squires to bee bruilcd like Pri- 
uet by their enemies; on 

Toretire,is not to flye(faid Doy Dnixote)for know,Sanche, 
that Valour that is not founded ypon the Balis of Wiſedome,is 
{tiled Temerity, and the raſh mans aCtions are rather attributed 
to goed fortune, then courage. So that I confetle I retired, bur 


|. fleddenor,and in this have imitated many valiant men,that have 


reſerued themſclues for better times ; and Hiltorics: are full of 
theſe, which becauſe now. they would be tedious to me,and vn- 
proficable to thee, I relate them not at preſent; 

By this time Sancho, vvith Don Quixote" help, got to horſe, 
and Don Qurxote mounted Rozinante, and by lirtle & little,they 
had gotten into a little Elme-grouc,ſome quarter of aleagne off: 
now andthen S4cho would fercha molt deep Heigho,& dolo- 
rous ſighes. And 'Do» Qu:xere demanding thereaſon of his pir- 
rifull complaints, he faid, that from rhe point of his backe-bone, 
tothe top of his crowne, he was ſo fore, that he knew not what 
to doe. The cauſe of that paine vridoubredly ( quoth Dow 
Onixote) is, thatas the cudgell with which they banged thee 
was long and ſlender , it lighted vpon thoſe parts of thy backe 
2lalong,rhat greeue thee; andif irhad beene thicker,it had grie- 


ued 
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ned chee more. Truely (quoth Sancho) you have refolued mee 
of a great doubt, and in moit delicate rearmes declared it to me, 
Body of me, was the cauſe of my griefe fo concealed , that you 
mult needs rell me thatall of me was fore where the cudgell ligh- 
ted? If my ankles did paine me, I warrant,you would riddlethe 
cauſe of it; but tis poore riddling to tell that my bruling gricues 
me. Yfaith, yfaich, Maſter mine, other mens ills are ſl:ghly re. 
garded , and euery day I diſcover land, and fee how lictleIcan 
expect from your ſcruice ; for it ar this time you ſuffered metg 
be dry-beaten,we ſhal comea hundred & a hundred times to the 
Blanket-roſting you wotte of ,and other childiſh trickes, which 
if they now lighted on my ſhoulders, they will after come outat 
mine eyes. Ic were a greatdeale better for mee, but that I am a 
beaſt, and ſhall never do ought vvell while I live. It werea great 
deale better (I fay againe) for me to get mee home to my Wike 
and Children, to maintaine and bring them; vp with that little 
God hath gijuen me, and notto follow you vp and downe theſe 
by-waies, drinking ill, and eating worſe. And for your bedde, 
good honelt Squire, euen count mee out ſeuen foot of good 
carth ;and if you will haueany more, take as many more ; for 
you may feed at pleaſure, ſtretch your ſelfe at your cafe, I would 
the firſt that made ſticch in Knight Errantry were burned, or 
beaten to powder , or at leaſt hee that firſt would be Squireto 
ſuch fooles, as all your Knight-Errants in former t:mes have 
beene, of the preſent I ſay nothing ; for your ſelfe being one, 1 
reſpect them, and becauſe I know that you know an Ace more 
chen the Deuill in all you ſpeake or thinke. 

I durit venter a good wager with thee,Sazchs, quoth Don 
Onixote , that now thou talke!t and no body controules thee, 
thou feelett no paineinall thy body : Talke on, childe mine, all 
that isin thy minde, or comes to thy mouth , for fo thou beelt 
not prieu'd, I will be pleated with the diſtaſte that thy imperte 
nencies might giue mee. And if youdelre ſoinuch to becat 
ome with your wite and civldren, God forbid I ſhovld gaine 
fay it: you haue money of mine, and ſee how long tis fince our 
third fally from home, and how much is dueto you for cuery 
moneth, and pay vour {elte. 
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When I ſcrucd (quoth Sancho) Tome Carraſes, Father to the 
Bachelor (arraſco, whom you know well, 1 had two Diicats a 
monerh belides my victuals : of you I know not how much E 
ſhall have, though Iam ure iris agreater toyleto be a Squire to 
a Knight Erranc, then to ſeruc a rich Husbandman ; for indeed, 
wethat ſerue Husbandmen, thovgh wee labour ncuer ſo much 
in the day time, if the worſt come to the worlt, at night we ſup 


_ wichrhe Pottage-por,andlyc in a bed, which 1 haue not done 


ever lince ] [erucd vou, except it were that ſhort time wee were 
at Don Diego de Alirands's houſe, and after When I had the 
cnecre of the $kimmings of Camacho's pots, and when | ate and 
drunke and {lept ar Baj/us his houſe ; all the reſt hath been vp- 
on thecold ground, to the open ayre, and fubje&,asyou would 
fay, to the inclemencies of the heaucns, onely living vpon bits 
of cheelc, and ſcraps of bread, and drinking water , ſometimes 
of brookes, ſometunes of ſprings, which we met withall by the 
wales we went. 7 

I confelle, Saxcho, (quoth Don Quixote) that all thou fayeſt 
may be true ; how much more thinkelt chou ſhould I giuethce, 
then Tome ( arraſco ? 

You ſhall pleaſe me (quoth Saxcho) with twelue-pence more 
a monerh, and chat concerning my wages for my ſervice ; but 
touching your word and promite you gaue mee, that I ſhould 
haue the Gouernment of an Iland, it were fir you added the 
tother three ſhillings, which in all make vp fitteene, 

Itis very well, faid Don Qsixote, andaccording to thewages 
that you haue allotted vnto your ſelfe, iris now twenty Fic 
dates (ince our laſt fallie, recxon,Sarchoglo much for ſo much, 
and ſee how much is due to you, and pay your ſclfe, as I haue 
bidden you. | 

Body of mee ( ſaid Sancho) youare cleane out of the recko« 
ning; fortouching the promiſe of gouerning the land , you 
mult reckon from che time you promiſed,til this preſent. Why, 
how long is it (quoth hee) ſince I promiſed it ? If I be nor for- 
gerfull ({aid Sarcho) ir is now ſome twenty yecres, vvanting 
two or three dayes. Don Qwirote gaue himſelfe a good clappe 
onthe forehead, and beganto laugh heartily, ſaying, Why,my 

being 
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being about Sierra Morena, and our whole travels were in leiſe 
then two Moneths, and doſt thou fay it was twenty yeeres lince 
I promiſed thee the Iland ? I am now of opinion, that thoy 
would(t haueall the mony thou haſt of mine, conſumed in pay- 
ing thee wages: which it ic be {o,& char chou art fo minded,frs 
hence-forward.take it, much good may it doc thee; for fo I may 
not be troubled with ſucha Squire, I ſhall be glad to bepoore, 
and without a farthing. Bur tell mee, thou Preuaricator of the 
Squirely lawes of Knight-Errancry, where halt thou cuer ſcene 
or read of any Squire belonging to Knight Errant, that hath cx- 
piculated with his Maſter, to giue him thus much or ſo much: 
Lanch, lanch, thou baſe lewd fellow, thou Hobgoblin ; Lanch? 
1 ay,into the Mare magnum of their Hiltories;and if thou finde 
that any Squire haveſayd, or ſo much as imagined, what thou 
haſt fayd, I-will giue thee leaue to brand my fore-head, andto 
2 A Tricke to boot, to ſeale me with * foure tuckes inthe mouth : Turne thy

manded Sarchoto doe rhe like from Dapple, and that he ſhould 
tyc both the Beaſts very well, to the roor of an Elmeor Willow 
there. Sancho demanded of him the cauſe of that ſudden ligh- 
ting, and of thartying, Don Quixote made anſwer ; Know, 
Saxcho, thar this Boat thou ſcelt dire&tly (for itcan bee nothing 
elſe) cals and inuires me to goe and enter into1t, to glue aydeto 
ſome Knight, or other hs vs of ranke and note, thatisin 
diltretle ; for this is the (tile of bookesof Kni —_— and of 
Enchanters that are there intermingled, that when any Knightis 
in ſome danger,that he cannot bee freed from ir, but by the hand 
of ſome other Knight, although the one bee diſtant from the 0. 
ther, two or three thouſand leagues or more, they cither ſnatch 
him intoa cloud, or prouide hima Boat co enter in, and in the 
trwinkling of aneye, either c4rry him thorow the aire, or tho- 
row the | ages they liſt, and where his afli{tance is needfull ; fo 
that, Savchs, this Boat is put heere to the ſame cect, and this is 
as cleare a5 day, and before wee goc, tye Dapple and Rozimante 
rogether, andlet's on in Gods Name : for 1 will not faile coim- 
barke my ſelfe, though Bare-foor Fricrs ſhould intreat me. 

Well, ſeeing tis ſo (fayd Sachs) and that you will euery foot 
run into theſe (I know not what I ſhall call them) fopperies, 
there's no way but to obey,and lay downe the necke,accordin 
rothe Prouerbe ; Doeasthy Maſter commands thee, and fic 
downe at Table with him: But for all that, for diſcharge of my 
conſcience, let me tell you, that (methinkes)that is no Enchan« 
cred Boat, but one that belongs to ſome Fiſher-men of the Riuer; 
for heerethe belt Saboga's in the world are taken. 

This he ſpoke whillt he was tying his Beaſts,leauing them to 
the prote&tion and defence of Enchanters, which greeucd him 
to the ſoule. Dow ©wixote bad him he ſhould not bee troubled 
for the leauing thoſe beaſts ; for heethat ſhould carry them tho- 
row ſuch longinque wayes and regions, wouldalſo looke to the 
other. I vnderſtand not your Lognicke (quoth Sancho) ncither 
haue I heardſuch a word in all the dayes of my life. Lorgirque 
(ſavd Don Onixore) that is, farre, remote: and no maruel! thou 
vnder{tandett notthat word, for thou art not bound to the vn- 


derſtanding of Latin, though yee hauc ſome that preſume to 
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not what. Don Qsixote laught at Savcho's interpretation he had 
giuen tothe name, and to the Computation and account of the 
Coſmographer Prolomens, and layd to him ; You ſhall vnder. 
{tand, Sancho, that when the Spanyards, and thoſe that imbark 
themſclues at Cadiz,to goe to the Eaft Indres,one of the greateſ] 
ſignes they haue,to know whether they have patlcd the ,£qu- 
nottiall, is, that all men thatare in the ſhip, their Lice dye v 
them, and not one remains with them,nor in the Vellell,chough 
they would giue their waightin gold for him : fo that, Sancho, 
thou maylt put thy hand to thy thigh, and if thou meet witha. 
ny liue thing, we ſhall be out of doubt; if thou tindeſt nothing, 
then we haue paſled the Line. 

I cannot beleeueany of this, quoth Saxcho : but yet I will doe 
what you will haue. mee, though I know no necellity for the 
trials ; ſince I ſee with theſe eyes,that we haue not gone fiue rod 
lengthsfrom the Banke; for there Rozirarte and Dappleare, in 
the ſame places where weleft them, and looking well yponthe 
matter, a5 I now doe, I ſweare by Me, that wee neither moore 
nor goe faſterthenan Ant. 

Make the triall that I bade you , and care forno other ;fe 
thou knowelt not, what Co/wmres are, what Lines, Paralels, Zi 
diacks, Clipticks, Poles, Solſtices, e/Equinottials, Planets, Sign, 
Poynts, and Meaſirec, of which the Celeſtiall and Terrehrid 
Spheresarc compoſed : for if thou knewelt all theſe, or any par 
ofthem, thou might(t plainely ſee what Paralels wee hauecu, 

what Signes we haue ſcene, and what Images wee haue lefthe 
hinde, andareleauing now. And let me wiſh thee againe, the 
thou ſearchand feele thy ſelfe : for 1 doe not thinke, but the 

thou art as cleaneas a ſheet of white ſmooth paper. 
Sancho began to feele, and comming ſoftly and warily witt 
his hand totheleft ſide of his necke, heclifted vp his head, ard 
fayd to his Maſter; Either your experience is falſe, or elſe wear 
not comeneere the place you ſpeake of, by many I-agues. Why 
(quoth Dex Qunixere )ha{t thou met with ſome thing ? I, witif 
ſome things (fayd hec) and ſhaking his fingers, hee waſhed hi 
whole hand in the riner ; by which, and in the Currenr.the bo: 
foitly ſlid along,withour being mecued by any ſecret influence 
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or hidden Enchantment, but the very courſcit ſclfe of the wa- 
cer, as yet ſofc and ealie. 

By his they diſcoucred ewo great water-mils in the n1id(t of 
che River : and Dor Quixote, as loone as hee ſaw them, cried a- 
loud to Sancho ; Scelt thou, Friend, that Ciry, Calile, or For- 
rrellechac ſhewes ir ſelfe, where ſome Knight is ſure oppretled, 
or ſome Queene or Princetle inill plight , for whoſe tuccour I 
am brought hither 2? 

What che Deuill of Cicy, Caſtle, or Fortretle, Sir , doe 
you talke of (quoth Sancho?) doe you not fee that thoſeare was 
rer-mils in che Riuer to grinde corne # Peace, Saxcho (layd hee) 
for though they looke like Warer-mills, yet they are nor, 
and I hauetold thee already, that theſe Enchanements chop and 
change things out of their naturall being : I ſay not thac they 


.change them out of one being into another really, but inappea- 


rance, as was ſcene by experience in the transformation of D#l- 
cinea, the onely refuge of my hopes, 

Now the Boat being gotten into the middeſt of the Current, 
began to moove ſomewhat faſter then before, They of the 
Mills, that ſaw the Boat come downe the river, and thatjr was 
now cuen gotten into the {wift (treame of the wheels, many of 
them came running out with long poles to (tay it : and as their 
facesand clothes were all couered with meale-duſt, they made a 
ſtrange ſhew, ana cryedout, ſaying ; Deuils of men, whither 
goc you ? Are you madto drowne your ſelues, or bee beaten to 
pieces againlt theſe iwheeles ? 

Did not I tell thee, Sancho (fayd Doz Quivote) then, that we 
ſhould come where I ſhould ſhew the force of mine Arme? look 
what wicked vncouth fellowes come to encounter mee ; looke 
what atroope of Hobgoblins oppoſe chemſelues again{l mce; 
looke what vgly vifages play the Bull-beggers with vs : Now 
you ſhall ſee, you Raſcals ; and ſtanding vp inthe Boat, he began 
aloud to threaten the Millers, faving ; Youbaſe Scumme and 
il-adujſed, free and deliver that perſon, which is in vour For- 
treiſeor Priſon opprelt, bee hee high or low, or of what ;ort or 
quality {ocuer ; for I am Dox Quixote de [a Nſyncha, otlierys ile 
called 7 ve Knight of the Lyons, for whom the happy cading of 
thus 
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this Adventures reſerued by order of the high Heauens: and 
this fayd, hee layd hand to his ſword, and beganneto fence in 
the aire again(t che Millers, who hearing, but not vnderſtandin 
thoſe madnelles, (tood withrheir poles ro itay the Boar, which 
was now entring the ſource and channell of the whecles. Sachs 
kneeled denoutrly vpon his knees, praying Heauen to free him 
fro:s. ſo manifeſt a danger, which ſucceeded happily, by the 
quicknelle and $killof the Millers, who oppoling their ſtaucs 
ro the Boat, (tavd ic : but ſo, that they ouercurned it, and Don 
Oxixote and Sanchotopted into the River : but it was well for 
Dex Quixote, who could ſwimme like a Gooſe, though the 
waightof his Armes carried him twice to the botrome, and had. 
irnot beene for the Millers, who leaped into the water, and pul. 
led them out both, asifthey had waighed them vp, there they 
had boih periſhed. 

W {cn they were both on land, more wet then thirſty, San. 
cho, ypon his knees, with ioyned hands, and his eyes nailed to 
Heauen, prayed co God with a large and deuoutprayer, to free 
him from thence-forward, fromthe raſh deliresand enterprizes. 
of his Maſter. Andnow the Fiſher-men came, the Owners of 
the Boat, which was broken to pieces by the whecles, who ſee- 
ing it ſpoyled, began to diſ-robe Sancho, and to demand pay- 
ment of Dox Quixote, who very patiently, as if he had done no- 
ching, ſayd tothe Milers and Fiſher-men, that hee would very. 
willingly pay for the Boat, ypon condition they ſhould freely 
deliuer him, without fraud or guile, the perſon or perſons that 
were oppreſſed in their Caſtle, 

Whar perſon, or what Caſtle mad-man ? (fayd one of the 
Millers) will you, trow, carry away thoſe that came hither to 
grinde their corne ? Enough,thought Dex Quixoteto himſelfe, 
here a man may preach in a wildernes , to reduce a baſe people 
foa good worke, Inthis Aduenturetwo deep Enchanters haue 
met, and the one diſturbes the other : the one prouided me the 
Barke, and the other ouerthrev; me out of it z God helpe vs, all 
this world js tricks and denices,one contrary to the other ; I can 
doeno more:and raifing his voyce,he went on, ſayin g; Friends, 
whoſocuer youare, locked vp in this priſon, pardon mee ; for, 
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by, my ill fortune and yours, Icannor deliver you from vour 
ain : this Aduenture is kept & reſerucd for ſome other Kni ghr, 
When he had faid this, heagreed with the fiſhers, and paid 2 5. 
ſhillings forthe boat, which Sancho gaue witha very good will 
Fying, With two of theſe boat-trickes we ſhall finke our hole 
ltocke, 

The Fiſhermen and the Millers were in agreat adwiration,ts 
ſeerwo ſuch (trange ſhapes , quite from the ordinary faſhion of 
other men,and neuer vnderltood to what purpoſe Dou Qunrauie 
vſcd all thoſe diſcourſes to them ; (o holding them for maode- 
men, they left them, and gotto their Milles, and the Fiſhers to 
their quarters. Dov Quixote and Sanchs like beaſtes turne to 

= beaſts : and this end had the Aduentureof the Enchanted 
arke. 
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W#hat happened to Don Quixote with the faire Hun- 


treſſe. 
V Ery melancholy and ill at caſe went the Knight and 


Squireto horſe-backe, ſpecially Sancho, for it gricued 
himat the ſouleto meddle with the ſtocke of their mo- 


ney 3 for it ſeemed to him, that to part with any thing from 


thence, was to part with his eye-balls. To be briefe, vvithout 
ſpeaking a word, to horſe they vvent, and left the famous river. 
Don Quixote, buried in his amorous cogitations, and 5avchs in 
thoſe of his preferment ; for as yer hee thought he was farre e- 


| nough off from obtaining it: foralthough he were a foole, yet 
| hee well percciued , that all his MaſtersaQtions, or the greatelt 
| partofthem wereidle: ſo hee fought after ſome occalion,thar 
| withoutentring into farther reckonings, or leaue-taking vvith 
| his Maſter, hce might one day getoutofhis clutches, and goe 
| home, but fortune ordered matters contrary to his feare, lr fell 
| outthen,thar the next day about Sun-ſetting , aud a5 they were 
'- golng out ofa wood, Dov —_— {preads his eyesabouta green 
| 2 
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meadow ,andat one end of ic law company,& comining neere, 
he {aw they were Falconers ; he came neerer, and amonyit them 
belelda gallant Lady vpon her Palfrey, or milke-whire Nagge, 
with greene furnicure, and her Saddle-prummell of tiluer. The 

2dy her ſelfe was all clad in greene, fo braue and rich, that bra. 
uci yr it ſelfe was transformed into her. On her left hand ſhee 
carried a Soare-Falcon, aſigne that made Doz Quixote think ſhe 
was ſome great Lady, and Miltretle to all ce relt,as true it yyas: 
{ hee cricd outto Saxchs ; Runne, fonne Saxchs, and tell that 
Lady on the Palfrey with the Soarc-hawke, that I, The Knight 
of the Lyons, doc kitle her moſt beautifull hands; and if her wap- 
nificence giue meleaue, I will recetue her commands,and beher 
ſeruant to the vitermolt of my power, that her highneile may 
pleaſe ro command mee in zand take heede,S —_ how thou 
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ſ>eakelt, and hauea carethou mixe not thy Amballage vyirh 
{once ofthoſe Prouerbs of thine. Tell me of rhat ? as it it were 
now the firft time that I hhaue carried Embaſlies to high and 
mighty Ladics in my life ? Except it werethat thou carried(tto 
Ds!cinea (quoth Dou Quivote ) 1 know not ofany other thou 
haſt carried at leatt whileſt chou wert wich mee. That's true, 
ſaid Sancho ; buta good pay-malter needs no ſurety: and where 
thercis plenty, the gheltsare not empty,I meane,there js notel. 
ling nor aduiling mee ought ; for of all things I know a lirtle; [ 
betecueit (faid Doz Qurxote) get thee gone 12 good time, and 

God ſpecd thee. 
Sancho went on, putting Dapple out of his pacewith a C 
recre, and comming where the faire Huntreile was, alighting, 
oaks he kneeled downe, and faid ; Faire Lady, that Knight you fee 
in th Spaniſh there, called The Knight of the Lyons, is my Maſter, and I ama 
to wake the Squire of his, whom at his houſethey call Sachs Paſa ; this 
ſaplc Squire ſaid Knight of the Lyons, who not long lince was called , The

By this, Don Quixote came with his Viſor pulled vp, and ma. 
king ſhew to alight, Sa»chocame to haue held his (tirrop : bur 
he was fo vnlucky, that as hee was lighting from Dapple, one of 
his feet caught vpona halter of the packe-ſaddle, fo that it waz 
not poſſible for him to dif-intangle himfelf, but hung by it, with 
his mouth and his breſt to the ground-ward. Don Quixote, 
who vſcd nor coalight without his (tirrops being held,thinking. 
Saxchbo was already come to hold it, lighted ſodainely downe, 
bur brought ſaddle and all to ground, (belike being ill-girt) to 
his much ſhame, and curſes inwardly layd ypon the vuhappy 
Sancho , that had (till his legge inthe ftockes. The Duke come 
manded ſome of his Falconers to helpe the Knight and Squire, 
who raiſed Don Quixote in ill plight wich his fall, and limping, 
as well as he could, he went to kneele before the two Lordings: 
but the Duke would not by any meanes conſent, rather aligh 
ting fromhis horſe, heembraced Don ©uexore, ſaying : 

1 am very ſorry, Sir Knight of the ſorrowfull Conntenance, 
that your firlt fortune hath beene {oill in my ground ; bue the 
careleſnetle of Squires is oft the cauſe of —_ ſuccelles. Ir is 
1mpoſlible, valcrous Prince,that any ſhovld be bad, (ince I haue 
ſcene you,alchough my fal had caſt me to the profound Abiſme; 
lincethe glory of ſeeing you would haue drawne mce out, and 
raiſed mee vp. My Squire (acurſc light on him) vnrics his 
tongue better to ſpeake malicioully, / on hee girts his hories 
faddle to fit firmely : but howſocuer I am downe or vp,on foot 
or on horſcbacke, I will alwaies bee at yours, and my Lady the 
Duchetles ſcruice, your worthy Confort , the worthie Lady of 
beanty, and vniuerſall Princetle of courteſie.

Sir (fayd Sancho) let every man expreſle his wants whereſoere 
he be. Heere I remembred my Dapple, and heere I ſpoke of 
him, andif I had remembred him in the (table, there I would 
haue ſpoken. 

To this (quoth the Duke) Sancho is inthe right, and thereiz 
no reaſon to blame him. Dapple (hall have prouander, as much 
as he will, and let Sancho take no care, he ſhall be vied as well a 
his owne perſon. With theſe diſcourſes, plealing vnto all but 
Don Onixote, they went vp (laires, and brought Don Quixote in- 
to a goodly Hall, hung with rich cloth of Gold and Titlue, fix 
Damozels yn-armed him, & ſerued for Pages,all ofthem taught 
and in{trufted by the Duke and Dutchefle, what they ſhould 
doc, and how they ſhould behave themſelues towards Dov 
Dnaixote, thathee might imagine and ſee they vied him likes 
KnightErrant. | 

Dor. Ouixote once vn-armed, was in his ſtraight trouſes and 
doubler of Chamois, dry, high, and lanke, with his iawes, that 
within and without butſed oneanother ; a pifure, that if the 
Damozels that ſerued him, had not had a care to hold in their 
laughter (which was oneof the preciſe orders their Lords had 
giuen them) had burſt with laughing. They deſired himtoyn- 
clothe himfelfe,to ſhifr a ſhirt : but he would by no meanes cons 
ſent, ſaying ; That honelty was as proper toa Knight Errant, as 
valour. Notwichſtanding, hee bad them give a ſhirt to Sanche; 
and locking himfelfe vp with him ina chamber, where was:

For Gods louc, 
Sancho, looketo thy {clte, and difcouer not rhy courſe thred, 
that they may fee thou art not wouen out ofa baſe web Know, 
Sinner as thou art, that the Maſter is ſo much the more cſtce. 
med, by how much his ſeruants are honeſt, and mannerly ; and 
one of the greate(t aduantages that great men haue ouer inferi- 
ours, 1s, that they keep ſeruants as good as themſclues. Know'(t 
thou not, poore fellow,as thou art, & vnhappy thatI am,thar if 
they {ce thee to beea grotle Peſant, they will thinke that ] am 
ſome Momntibanke, or ſhifting Squire ? No, no,friend Sancho, 
ſhun,ſhun theſe inconueniencies ; tor he that {lumbles roo much 
ypon the Prater and Wit-monger, at the fir{t roe-knocke fals, 
and becomes 2 ſcornefull Iefter: bridle thy rongue,con(ider and 
ruminate vponthy words, before they come from thee, and ob- 
ſerue, that wee arenow come toa place, from whence, with 
Godshelpeand mine armes valour, we ſhall goe bertered three- 
fold, vay,fiuc-fold in fameand wealth, | 
Sacha promiſed him very truely, to ſow vphis mouth,or to 
bice his tongue, before he would ſpeake a word that ſhould not 
be well conlidered and to purpoſe, as he had commanded ; and 
that he ſhould nor feare, that by him they ſhould euer bee diſco- 
ered. Dor Quixote dretſed himfelfe, buckled his ſword to his 
belt, and clapped his skarlet mantle ypon him, putting on a

iniſcrable ; ſuch a one, I ſay, this graue Clergy-man was, thar 
came with the Duke to recctue Bos Qnsixote, there palled a 
chouſand louing complements, and, at lait, taking Dow uixote 
berweene them, they fate downe te dinner, 

The Duke inuited Dov Quixote to the ypper end of the table, 
which, though hercfuſed ; yet the Duke fo importuned him, 
that he was Gre rotakeir. The Clergy-manface ouer againſt 
him, and the Duke and Duchetſe on each fide. Sanche was by 
atall, gaping in admiration, to ſee the honour thoſe Princes did 
to his Maſter, and ſecing the many ceremonies and intreaties, 
that patſed betwixtthe Duke and him, to make him ſir downe 
at the tables end, he fayd, If your Worſhips will giue mee leaue, 
Ile tell you atale that happened in our towne,concerning places, 
Scarce had Sencho fayd this, when Dow Qua:xore began to ſhake, 
belceuing certainely he would ſpeake forme idle ſpeech, Sanch 
beholding, vnderſtood him, and fayd, Feare nor, Sir,that | ſhall 
be ynmannerly, or that I ſhall ſay any thing that way nor becto 
the purpoſe ; for I hauenot _ your counlell, touching 
ſpeaking much or little, well or ill. 

I remember nothing, Sawcho (quoth Don Onixote) ſpeake 
what thou wilt,ſo thou ſpeake quickly. Well, what I ſhall ſpeak 
(quioth Saxcho) is as true, as my Maſter, Dow Quixote, will not 
lee me lic, who is heere preſent. For me (replide Don Quixote) 
lie as muchas thou wilt, for Ile not hinder thee : but take heede 
what thou ſpeakeſt, I haue ſo heeded and re-heeded it, that you 
ſhall ee I warrant yee. T'were very fit (quoth Don Quixote) 
that your Greatnelſes would command this Coxcombe to bee 
thruſt out ; for he will talke you a thouſand follies. 

Afſuredly (quoth the Duchelle) Saxcho ſhall not ſtirre aiot 
from me ; for I know, hee is very diſcreet. Diſcreet yeeres live 
your Holineile (quoth Sarcho) for the good opinion you haue 
of mc, although I deſerve irnor, and thus fayes my tale: A Gen- 
tle-man of our towne, very rich and weil borne; for hee was of 
the bloud of the eAlamiof Medina de!

nize their madnetle ; your Excellency may doe well to ſtay with 
them, for whileſt they be heere, Ileget mee home and faue a la- 
bour of corretting what] cannotamend,and without any more 
adoe, leauing the reſt ofhis dinner, he wentaway, the Duke &

tude of his a(lailants hinder him of his purpole , which 1s tobe 
reacnged ; this man 15 wronged, butnot attronred, and this ſha 
be contirmed by another example. One ſtands vvith his back 
turned, another comes and {trikes him,and when he hath done, 
runnes away, tl'other followes, but ouertakes him not: he tha 
receiued the blow, 1s wronged, but not attionted , becauſe thi 
aft:ont ought to haue beene maintained : if he that (trooke hin 
(though he did ir bafely) (tand ſtilland face his enemy, then hee 
that was {trooke is wronged and aftronted both together: wror: 
ged, becauſc he was [trooke cowardly;attronted; becauſe hethat 
{trooke him, ſtood (till ro make good what he had done : andfo 
according to the Lawesof curſed Dnel, I may be wronged, but 
not affronted ; for children nor women haue no apprehenſion, 
neycher can they fliye, norought to (and (till : and fois it vvith 
the Religious; for theſe kindesof people want Armes offenive 
and defenliue, fo that though they be naturally bound to defend 
themſelues, yerthey are not to offend any body : and though 
euen now I {aid I was wronged, I ſaw now 1 am not ; for hee 
that can receiue no affront, can giue none: for which cauſes[ 
haueno reaſon to reſent, nordoe I, rhe words that that good 
man gaue me; onely I could haue wiſhed he had ſtayed a Fae 
that ] might haue ler him ſce his error, in ſaying or thinking 
there haue beene no Knights Errant inthe world ; for if Amads 
had heard this, or one of thoſe infinite numbers of his linage, | 
know it had not gone well with his Worſhip.

The wench, that was wily and carefull , came anc 
put the baſon vnder the Duke, as the had done to Don Quixote 
and making halte, they waſhed and ſcowred him yery well, and 
lcauing him dry andcleane, making curtcties, they went away, 
After, it was knowne that the Duke ſwore, that it they had noi 
waſhed him as well as Dox Quixote, he would puniſh them fo 
their lightnclle, which chey diſcreetly made amends tor, vyit 
ſoaping him. 

Sancho marked all the ceremonies of the Lauatory,and ſaidt 
himſelfe; Lord (thought he ) if it bethe cuſtome in this Coun 
tric to waſh the Squires beards, as wellas the Knights? for 
my ſoule and conſcience I haue need of ir, and if they would, to 
runne ouer me with a Raſor too.

Takeno care Sancho , quoth the Ducheſle, for Ile make one 
of my Damozels waſh thee , and ifneed be, lay thee a bucking, 
For my beard (quoth Sancho) I ſhould bee glad for the preſent, 
fortherelk, God will prouide hereafter. Looke you, Caruer, 
faid the Dutchelle, what Sancho delires , doe juſt as hee would 
| haueyou. The Caruer anſwered , that Sjignior Sancho ſhould 
be punQually ſerued, and fo he went to dinner,and carried Save 
cho with him, the Dukes and Do» Quixote ſitting (till, and con 
 ferring in many and ſeverall affaires, but all concerning the pre 
Qice of Armes and Knight Errantry. 

The Ducheſſe oquelied Don Qsixete, to delineate and de 
{cribe vnto her (ſince he ſeemed to haue a happy memory ) the 
beauty & feature of the Lady Dulcinea del Toboſe,for according 
to Fames Trumpet, ſhe thought that ſhee mult needs be the fas

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Don Dnixote [ighed at the Duchciles command, and ſayd, 
IfI could cake our my heart, an4 lay it before your Greatneties 
excs, vpon chis table in 2dith, 1 would favemy tongue a latour 
rorell'youthar, which would not be imagined; for m my heart, 
your Excellency ſnould fce her lively depainted:;but why ſhould 
I bepucro deſcribe and delineate exactly, piece for picce, each 
ſeucrall beauty of the peercletſe Dulcinea, a burden fitter for 0+ 
ther bacxcs then mine 3 a" enterprize, in which the penl;ils of 
Parra 16, T imantes, and eApeltes, and the tooles of Li/ppme, 
ſhould indeed be employed, to paint and carve her in. tables cf 
Marble and Bralle, and Cicer0914n and 'Demoſthenian Rhetericke 
to praiſe her, 

What meane you by your Dem.ſthenian, Sipnior Don Oni. 
vote, quoth the Ducheile ? Demeſthen: 4 kher vc te(quorh hee) 
Kas much to ſay, as the Rheroricke of Demnſtheres, us Ciceroniun 
of Cicero, both whiicii were the tiyo greatcit Khetoricrans inche 
world, Tistrue (quoth the Duke) and yor ihewwed your jgno- 
rancemasking thac queſtion : bur for all char, Sir Do Ourxote 
might much delighr vs. if he would paint her out #for lie year- 
rant, thought bee butin her fr{t draught, ſhee wall appeare {o 


| . well, char che molt faire will enuy her. I would willi13ly (fvd 


he) if miſ fortune had not blotted out her 1dea, that nor long 
ſince befell her, which is ſuch, thar I may rather bewaileit, then 
deſcribe her ; for your Greatnetles ſhall ynderttand, that as 1 
went heeretofore to have kifled her hands, and receive her bes 
nediQion, leaue and licence, for this my third fally, 1 found an. 
ether manner of onethen I looked for, I found her enchanted, 
and turned from a Princelle to a Conntrey-wench,from faire to 
foule, froman Angell to aDeuill, from fivect to contagions, 
from well-{poken to ruſticke, from modeſt to skirriſh, from 
light to darknetle, and finally from Dalcinea del Toboſo, toa Pe- 
lanteſſe of Sayapo. 

Now God defend vs (quoth the Dnke) with aloud yovce, 
whois hethathath done ſo much hurt to che world? Who hath 
taken away the beauty rhat cheered it? the quicknetle thar enter- 
tained it ? and the honeſty thar did creditic 2 Who, favd hee ? 
who but ſome curſed Enchanter ? one of thoſe many envious 
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- ones that perſecute mee ? This wicked race borne in the world

ro darkenand annihilate the exployrs of good men, and to giu 
light and raiſethe deedes of euill, Enchanters haue me perlecy 
ecd : Enchanters me perſecute : and Enchanters will mce perſe 
cute, till they caſt me and my lofty Chivalry, inco the profound 
Abiſine of torgetfulnelle, and there they hurt and wound mee 
where they ſee I haue molt feeling ; forrto take from a Knigh 
Errant, his Lady, is to take away hiseye-light, with which he: 
ſces the ſunne that doth lighten him,and the food that doth nou 
riſh him. Ofc haue I ſayd, and now I ſay againe, that a Knigh 
Errant without a Miltris, is like a tree without leaues,like a bull 
ding without cement, or a ſhadow withouta body, by whichi 
1s cauicd. TY 

There is no more to be ſayd (quoth the Ducheſle: ) but yet 
if we may giue credir ro the Hiltory of Dow Quixote, that uot 
long lince cameto light, with a generall applaule, itis fayd (| 
rcinember) that you neuer ſaw Dalcinea, and that there, isno 
ſuch Lady inthe world ; but that ſheis a meere fantaſtical crea 
ture ingendred in your brainc, where you have painted her witl 
all the graces and perfeCtions that you pleaſe. 

Here is much to be ſayd (quoth he?) God knowes, if therebe 
a D«lcinea or no in the world, whether ſhe be fantaſticall,or nor; 
and theſe be matters, whole iultifying muſt not be fo far ſearch 
into. Neither haue 1 ingendred or brought foorth my Lady, 
though I contemplate on her, as is fitting, ſhe bein gaLady that 
hath all the parts that may make her famous thorow the whole 
world : as theſe; faire, without blemiſh ; graue, without pride; 
amorous, but honelt ; thankfull, as courteous ; courteous, as 
well-bred : And finally, of high deſcent ; by reaſon that beauty 
ſhines and marcheth vpon her noble bloud, in more degreesof 
perfe&tion, then in meane-borne beauties. 

Yis true (fayd the Duke: ) bur Do» ©uixote muſt giue mee 
leave, to fay what the Hiſtory, where his exployts are written, 
ſaves ; where is inferred, that though there be a D#/cinea in To 
boſo,or out of it, and that ſhe beefaire inthe highelt degree, 4s 
you deſcribe her, yet in her highnetle of birth ſlice is not equall 
to your * Oriana's, your Alaſiraxarea 1, or your lata, 
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with others of this kinde, of which your Hiffories are full, as 
you well know. To this I anſwer you (quoth Dox Quixore) 
Dalcineais vertuous, and Vertue addeso Linage, and one that 
is meaneand vertuous,ought to be more eſteemed,then another 
noble and vicious: belides, Dalcinea hath one ſhred that may 
make her Queene with Crowneand Scepter : for the merit of a 
faireand yertuous woman, extends to doe greater miracles, and 
although not formally, yer vertually ſhee hath greater fortunes 
layd vp for her. 

I ay, Signior Dow Q#ixote (quoth the Ducheſle) chatin all 
you ſpeake, you goe with your leaden plemmert, and, as they 
fy, wich your ſounding linein your hand, and that hence-for- 
ward I will bclecue, and make all in my houſe belecue, and m 
Lord the Duke too, if neede be, that there is a Da/cimea in Tobe- 
fo, and that at this day ſhe lives, that ſhe is faire, and well-borne; 
and deſerues that ſuch a Knight, as Don Qnixete, ſhould ſerue 
her, which is the molt I can, or know how to endeere her. But 
yet I haueone ſcruplelefr, and, Iknow not, fome kind of inck- 
ling againſt Sancho : the ſcruple is, chat the Hiſtory fayes, that 
Parnſa found the ſayd Lady Du/cmea(when he carried her your 
Epiltle) winnowing a bag of wheat, and for more allurance 
= n was red wheat, athing that makes mnee doubt of her high 

irth. : 

To which Do 2aixetereplide: Lady mine,you ſhall know, 
that all or the moſt parrof my affaires, are cleane different from 
the ordinary courſe of other Knights Errant, whether they bee 
direfted by the vnſcrutable will of the Deſtinies, or by the ma- 
lice of ſome enutous Enchanter, and as itis cuident, that all, or 
the moſt of your famous Knights Errant, one hath the fwornor 
co be inchanted ; another, _—_ his fleſh ſo impenetrable,that 
hecannor be wounded, as the famous Ro/day, one of the ewede 
Peeres of France, of whom it was fayd, that hee conld nor bee 
wounded, but vpon the ſole of his left foot ; and that this too 
mult be with the poynt of a great Pin, and with no other kinde 
of weapon 3 ſo that when Bernardo del Carpio did kill him in 
Ronceſualles, ſeeing he could not wound him with his ſixord, he 
lifred him in hisarmes from ground, and {lifled him, as minde- 
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full of the death that Hercwles gaue Anteon, that horrid G yant, 
that was fayd to be the ſonne of the earth. From all this 1 inter, 
thatit might be I mighthaue had ſome of theſe fauours, as no! 
to be wounded ; for inany times, experience hath taught mee, 
that my fleſh is ſott and penecrable, or that I might haue thi 
power notto be enchanted z, but yet I haue ſcene my {eite clapt 
11a cage, wizxreall the world was notable to incloſe me, had it 
not been by vertie.of Enchantments;but luice I was free, I ſhall 
eleeuethat no orher can hinder me : So that theſe Enchanters, 
who {ce; that vpon merhey cannot vic their {lcights, they re- 
uenge #}emciucs vpon thethings I molt attc&, and meaneto 
kill ine, by il-intreating Dalcmes, by whom I lic : and fo I be. 
Iecue, that when my Squire earried my Ambatlage,thcy turned 
her into a Peſant, ro bee imployed in to baſc an othce, as wins 
mowing of wheat ; but I fay, that wheat was neither red, nor 
wicatz but ſeedes of Oticntall Pearles, and for proote of this, 
ler me.tel! your Magnitudes, that comming a whule {ince by T6 
beſo, I could neuer finde Dwlcinea's Palace ; and Sancho, my 
Squire, hauing ſcene her before in her owne ſhape, which is the 
faireſt in the world, to me ſhe then ſeemed a foule courſe Coun 
try-wench, and ineanly-nuttured, being the very Diſcretionof 
the world ; And fince I am not enchanted, neither can) I beinal 
dikely-hood, ſheis ſhe thatis enchanted, greeued, turned, chop- 
pedand changed, and my enemies hauercuenged themſelueson 
me in her, and for. her I mulſtliuve in perpetuall forrow, till ſhes 
come to her priſtine being. | 
All chis have I ſpoken, that no botly mav ſtand vpcn what 
Sancho fayd, of that {iftingand winnowing of hers : for {jnceto 
me the was changed, no marvell though for him ſhee were ex- 
changed. Dulcinedisnobly borne,& of the belt bloud in Toboſs, 
2 Daughter ro of which,1 warrant,ſhe hath no ſmall part in her : 6 for her,tl:at 
an Eaile, that trowne ſhall be famous in after-ages,as Trey for Helen,and Spaine 
betrayed for * Caya, though with more honour and reputation : Onthe 
_ to the other (ide, I would have your Lordſhips know, that Sancho 
Vide Marian, Pa#ſa 15 one of the prettieſt Squires that cuer {erued Knight Er- 
Hi. de Reb, Tant : ſometimes he hath ſuch ſharpe limplicitics, that to thinke 
Hip, whether he be Foole or Kuauc, cauſcth no ſinall coment : = 
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hath mYice enough to be a Knaue ; bur more ignorance to bee 
choughr afoole ; hee doubts of cuery thin g,and yct belecues all ; 
when | chinke ſometimes hee will tumble headlong to the foor, 
hee comes out with ſome kinde of diſcretion thar litts him ro 
the clouds. 
Finally,I would not change him for any other Squire,though 
I might haue a City to boot ; therefore I doubt, whether it bee 
gooato ſend himto the Gouernment,that your Greatnelle hath 
beſtowed on him, though 1 ſee in hima certaine fitnelle for this 
you call gouerning z for, trimming his ynderltanding bur a very 
lictle, hee. would proceede with his gouernment, as wellas the 
King with his cultomes : belides, wee know by experience,that 
a Gouernour needes not much learning, or other abilities : for 
you hauea hundred, that ſcarce can reada word, and yet they 
goucrne like ler-Falcons : the bulinellcis, that their meanin g be 
good,and to hitthe matter aright they vndertake ; for they ſhall 
not want Counſcllours, to teach them what they ſhall doe, as 

'our Goucrnours that be Sword-men, andnot Schollcrs, chat 
hauetheir Aliltants to diret them, My counſel ſhould bee to 
him : That neither bribc he take, nor hi>due tortake. and foie 
other ſuch toyes as theſe, that I haue within mee, aid (hall bee 
declared at firtime to Sarcho's profit, and the Nlands which hee 
ſhall gouerne. 

To this poynt of their diſcourſe came the Duke, Duchelle, 
and Don Qn:xote, when (trajghtthey heard a greotnoi{c of peo» 
plein the Palace : and S2»chocame in,into the Haii,vrlooke for, 
allina maze, with a {trainer in {tead of a Bib,and after him many 
Lads,or to ſay better,Scullions of che kitctir,and other inferior 
peopic, & one came with alittle kneading rub with warer,thar 
ſeemed, by the colour and (lirtiſhnetle, ro bee diſh-water, who 
followed and perſecuted Sancho, and ſought 5 all meanesto 
ynethe veilell:oN's chinne, and another wou d hauc waſhed 
him, | 

What's the matter, Hoe (quoth the Dichetle 2 ) 1 hor 
yeetothis hone” man ? What ? doe vee nat know; ! 
uernour-Ele&t 2 To which the BParber-Scuilion rev;;. 
Gencle-man will not fuer imiclfc to bee walled, acc: 
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the cuſtome, as my Lord the Duke, and his Maſter were. Ye 
marry will 1 ( fayd Sancho) in a great huffe: bur I would hay 
cleaner towels, andclecrer ſudds, and not fo {luttiſh hands ; for 
chere is no ſuch difference betweene my Maſter and mee, tha 
they ſhould waſh him with roſe-water, and me with the Devil 
lie : the cuſtomes of great mens Palaces are ſo much the better 
by how little tronble they cauſe : but your Lauatory cuſtonii 
heere, is worſe then Penitentiaries, my beard 1s cleane, and] 
needeno ſuch refreſhing 3 and hee that comes to waſh mee, 61 
toucha haire of my head ( of my beard,T fay) (ir-reuerence ol 
the company, Ile giue him ſuch a boxe, that Ile ſet my fiſt in hi 
$kull; for theſe kinde of ceremonies and ſoape-layings,are rathe 
flouts, then entertainers of ghelts. 

The Duchetle was ready to dic with laughter, to ſee Sanchs! 
choller, and to heare his reaſons; but Dor Se was nct y 
well pleaſed to ſee him fo ill drefſed with his iaſperd towell, and 
hemmed in by ſo many of the Kirchin Penſioners ; ſo making 4 
low legge to the Dukes, as if he intended to ſpeake,with a graue 
yoyce he ſpoke to theskoundrels : 

Harke, ye Gentlemen, pray letthe Youth alone, and pet you 
gone as ye came, if you pleaſe , for my Squireis as cleanly as a 
nother, and theſe troughs are as ſtraight and cloſe for him, s 
your little red clay drinking cups : take my counſaile and lea 
him,for neither henor I can "vide teſts. Sancho caught his words 
out of his mouth , and went on, faying ; No, let vm come to 
make ſport wich the ſetting dogge,and Ile let ymAone, as ſure 
as itis now night; let ym bring a comb hither,or what they wil, 


and curry my beard, andif they finde any thing foule init , let 


vm ſheare me to fitters, Then quoth the Ducheſle ( vnable to 
leaue laughing) Sancho faves well, he is cleane, as he fayes, and 
needes no waſhing : and if our cuftome pleaſe him nor, let him 
cake his choyceghelides, you miniſters of cleanlineſſe hane beene 
very flacke and carclefle, I know not whether I may fay, pre- 
imptuons, to bring to ſich 2 perſonage and ſi1chabeard , in 
itead ofa Baſon & Ewre of pure gold, and Diaper towels, yout 
knea ling-tronghes and diſh-clouts ; but you are vnmannerly 
raskals, and like-wicked wretches muſt needs ſhew the grudge 
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of Don Quixote. 
ou beare to the Squires of Knights Errant. 
The raskall regiment, together with the Caruer that came 
wich chem, choughe verily the Duchelle was incarnelt : ſo they 
tooke the liue-<cloth from Sancho's necke, & euen alhamed went 
their waies, and lefr him, who ſecing himſelfe out of that (as he 
thought) great danger, kneelcd. beforethe Ducheſle, faying, 
From great Ladies, great fauorsare (till expe&ted, this that your 
worſhip hath now done me,cannot be recompenced with letle, 
then co delire to ſee my {elf an armed Knight Errant, ro employ 
my ſelfe all daies of my lite i the ſeruice of ſo high a Lady. I am 
a poor Husbandman, = name 1s Sancho Pavſa, children Ihauc, 
and ferue as a Squire, jf in any of theſe I may ferue your Great- 
nelle, I will be {wifter in obeying, then your Ladithip in com- 
manding. 

Tis well ſcene, Sancho, quoth theDuchelle, that you hauc 
learnt to be courteousin the very ſchoole of courtelie: I mean, 
it ſeemes well, that you haue been nurſed at Don 2wixote's breſt, 
who is the Creame of complement, and the flower of ceremo= 
nies : well fare ſuch a Maſter, and ſuch a Seruant ; the one for 
North-ſtarre of Knight Errantry , the other for the Starre of 
$quire-like hdelitie : Riſe, friend Saxcho, for I will repay your 
courtciie,in making my Lord the Duke as ſoone as he can, per- 
mw the promiſe he hath made you, of being Gouernor of the 
Uland. 

With this, their diſcourſe ceaſed, and Do» Quixote went to 
his afcer-noones ſleepe, and the Duchelle deſired Sancho , that if 
he were not very ſleepie, hee would palle the afternoone vyich 
her and her Damozels ina coole roome.

Now that we are all alone,& thatno body heares vs, I would, 
Siguior Gouernor would refolue me of certaine doubts I haue, 
ariling from the printed Hitltory of the Graund Dow Dux, 
one of which is, that lince 11onelt Sarcho neuer ſaw Drlcinea,[ 
ſay, the Lady Dwicinea del Tobeſo, neither carried her Don 
Quixotes letter, for itremained inthe note-booke in Sierra Me- 
rena, how he durlt feigne theanſwer, and that he found her (if-

buckling his ſhield co him: and —_— hand on his ſword, went

Duke had not (topped her. Onely Sancho, when he ſaw the ya- 
liant Beaſt, left Dapple, and beganto {cuddeas faſt as hee could, 
and ſtrining to get vp intoa high Oake, it was not pollible for 
him, but being eueninthe widdelt of ir, faſtned to a bough,and

Don Quixote wentand-vnhung Sancho, who ſeeing himfelfe 
free, and onthe ground , beheld the torne place of his huncing 
ſure, and it grieued him to theſoule, for hee thought hee had of 
that ſute atleaſt an inheritance. And now they layed the Boare 
athwart -vpon a great Mule, and coucring him with Roſe« 
mary buſhes, and Myrtle boughes, he was' carried in ſigne 
of their victorious ſpoiles , to a great field-Tent , that was ſet 
vp in the mid(t of the wood, where the Tables were ſet in or 
der , and adinner made ready, ſo plentifull and well dreſt, 
that it well ſhewed. the bounty and magnificence of him that

Sancho, ſhewing the wounds of his torn garment'to the Div 
chelle, ſaid, If this had beene hunting of the Hare, my coate

be ſiratagems, crafts, deceits , to ouercome the enemy at = 
ure: 
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ſure;injt you have ſutferings of cold and intolerable heates , 
flcepe and idlenctic arc baniitit, the powers are corroborated, 
the members agilicated, Inconclu{ton, tis an excrcite that may 
be vicd vvithour preiudice to any body, and to the pleaſure of 


every body, and che belt of it 1s, that icisnot common; as 0- 


ther kindes of ſports are , except liying at the towle, onely ht 
for Kings and Puunces. Theretoie (Sancho) clange thy opinis 
on, aud when thou art a Goucrnour, rollow tlie ctizlc,unc thow 
ſhalc dea hunared times the becrer.

A miſchiefe on thee, curſed Sarche, quoth Dov Quixote, and 
when ſhall wee hearethee ( as I haue often told chee) ſpeake a 
wiſe ſpeech , wichour a Prouerbe? My Lords, I befeech' you 
laue this:Dunce, for he will grinde your very ſoules, not with 
his two, but his two thouſand Prouerbs, to ſeaſonable, as ſuch 
be his health or mine, if T hearken to them. 

Sancho's Prouerbs (quoth the Duchelle ) although they bee 
more then Maltaras, yet they arc notietle ro be etteemed then 
his, for their ſententious breuity. For my parr, they wore 
ddight mee then others, that bee farre better, and more f:c- 


ting.

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Wirth theſe & ſuch like auoury diſcourſes, they went out of 
the tent to the wood, to ſeeke ſome more ſport, and theday was 
ſoone palt, and che night came on, and not {o light and calme ag 
the time of the ycere required, it being about Mid-ſummer ; but 
a certaine di{malnelle it had, agreeing much with the Dukes in» 
rention, and ſoasir grew to be quite dark,it ſeemed thar vpon a 
ſudden, all the wood was on hre, thorow euery part of it, and: 
there were heard heereand there, this way and that way, an in- 
finite company of Cornets, and other warlike inftruments, and 
many troopes of horſe that pat{ed thorow the wood;rhe light of 
the fire, and the ſound of the warlike inftruments, did as it were 
blinde, and {tunned the eyes and cares of the by-{tanders,and of 
all choſe that were in the wood, Straightthey heard a company 

ar," ., of * Mooriſhcryes, ſuchas they vic when they ioyne bactell, 
Liz: we cries Drums and Trumpets ſounded, and Fifes, all, as it were, in 
of rhe wilde gn inftant, and fo fall, that hethat had had his ſences,might haue 
me lolt chem, wich the confuſed ſound of theſe inſtruments, 

The Duke was altoniſht, the Duchetle diſmayd, Don Qzi- 
xote wondred, Sancho trembled : And finally, cuen they that 
knew tle occaſion, were frighted : theirfeare cauſed a general 
lilence, anda Polt in a Deuils weede palled before them, ſoun. 
ding, in (tead of a Cornet, a huge hollow Horne, that made 4 
hoarceand terrible noyſe. Harke you, Poſt, quoch the Duke, 
What are you ? Whither goe you ? And whatmen of warre are 
they that crotle ouer the wood 2? To which the Polt anſwered, 
wi:11a horrible and free voyce ; Tamthe Devill, I goe to ſeeke 
Don Q #ixote dela Mancha, and they which come heere, arelſix 
troopes of Enchanters, that bring the pcereletſe Dulcinea del To- 
beſo vpon atriumphant Chariot,the comes here enchanted with 
the braue French man Afonteſinos, to giue order to Don ie 
xcte, how ſhe may be diſ-enchanted. 

Ifthou wert a Deuill, as thou ſayeſt (quoth the Duke)and as 
thy ſhape ſhewes thee to bee, thou would(t have knowne that 
Knight Don Quixote de /a Mancha: for hee is heere before thee, 
In my ſoule and conſcience (quoth the Devill)I choughtnor on 
it; for Tam ſo diverted withmy ſeuerall cogitacions, that Tquite 
torgot the chiefe, tor which I came for, Certainely (fayd $ ow" 
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tho) this Deuillis an honeſt fellow, and a good Chriſtian ; for if 
he were not, he would not haue ſworne by his ſoule and conſci- 
ence: And now I belecue, that in Hell you haue honelt men. 
Straight che Deuill, wichout lighting, directing his (j ghttoward 
Dov Quixote, fayd ; The vnlucky, bur valiant Knight Aonteſs- 
wor, ſends mee tothee, O Knight of the Lyons (for mee thinkes 
now I ſcethee in their pawes) commanding mee to tell thee 
from him, that chouexpet&t him heere, where he will mcet thee ; 
forhe hath wich him D#/cinea del Toboſo, and meanes to giue 
thee in{truftion, how thou ſhalt diſ-enchant her ; & now I haue 
done my mellage, I muſt away, andthe Deuils(like me)be with 

thee: and good Angels guard therelt, Andthis fayd,he winds 
his monſtrous Horne, and turned his backe, and went, without 
ſaying for any anſwer. 

Each one began afreſh to admire, eſpecially Sarchoand Dor 
Quixote. rw. 1 to ſee that in ſpite of truth, D#/cirea muſt bee 
enchanted : Dow ©nixote, to thinke whether that were true that 
befell him in Aſonteſino's Caue, and being clenated in theſe 
dumps, the Duke faydto him ; Will you (tay, Signior Dov Qui- 


| x#te?Should I not, quoth he ? Heere will I ſtay couragious and 


rndanted, though all the Deuils in Hell ſhould cloſe with mee. 
Well (quoth Sancho) if I heare another Deuill and another 
Horne, Ile (tay in Flanders as much as heere. 

Now it grew darker, and they might perceiue many lights 
yp and downe the wood, likethedry exhalations of the earth in 
the skic,chat ſeeme to ys to be ſhooting-ſtars : belides,there was 
aterrible noyſe heard,jiult like that of your creaking wheeles of 
Oxe-waines, from whole piercing ſqueake (they ſay) Beares 
and Wolues doe flye, if there beany the way they patle. To this 
tempeſt, there was another added, that increalt thereſt, which 
was, that it ſeemed, that inall foure parts of the wood, there 
were foure encounters or battels in an inſtant : for there was fir(t 
a found of terrible Canon-ſhot, and an infinite company of 
Guns were diſcharged, and the voyces of the Combatants ſee. 
med to bee heard by and by afarre off, the Mooriſh criesrci- 
erated, 

Laſtly, the Trumpets, Cornets,& Hornes, Drums,Canons,

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and Guns, 2nd aboue all, the fearefullnoyſe of the Carts, all tos 
gether made a molt confaſed & horrid found, which tried Don 
Onrxotes vttermolt courage, to ſufferir : but Sancho was quite 
gone,and fell ina {wound vpon the Duchelles coats, who recet- 
ucd him,& commanded they ſhould calt cold water in his face 
which done, he came to hinifelfe, iult as one of the Carts of 
thoſe whiftling wheelcs came to the place, foure lazie Oxen 
drew it, coucred with blacke clothes; at euery horne they had a 
hehced Torch tyed, and on the top of the Cart there was a nigh 
ſeat made, vpon which a venerable old man fate, with a beard as 
white as {now, and fo long, that it reached to his _ his gar= 
ment was along gowne of blacke buckoram 3; for becauſe the 
Cart wasfull of lights, all within it _— very well bee diſcer- 


ned and ſeene: two vgly ſpirits guided it, dad in the faid buckos | 


ram, ſo monſtrous, that Saxcho, afrer hee had ſeene them, win- 
ked, becauſe he would ſeeymno more : when the Cart drew; 
neeteto their ſtanding, the venerable olde man roſe from his! 
ſear,and ſtanding vp with a loud voyce,fayd ; [ ans the wiſe Lyr- 
ga»der : and the Cart palled on, hee not ſpeaking a word 
more. 

After this,there paſſed another Cart in the ſame manner with 
another olde man inchronized; who making the Cart ſtay, with 
a voycenolelc lofty then the other, ſayd ; I am the wiſe eAt: 
qeife, great friend to the yngratcfull Y7garda ;and on he went: 
and ſtraight another Carr came on, the fame pace ; bur hee that 
fate in the chiefe ſeat, was noold man (as thereſt) buta good 
robu{tions fellow, and ill-tauoured, who when hee came neere, 
role yp, as the reſt ; but witha yoyce morehoarce and diuelliſh, 
fayd ; 1am Archelaus the Enchanrer, mortall enemy to Amads 
de Gazils, andall his kindred : And fo on hee paſled, all threcof 
theſe Carts turnins alittle forward, made a ſtand, and the trou- 
bleſome novicof their wheeles ceafed, and ſtraight there was 
heard no noyie, bur a ſweet and confenting ſound of well-for- 
med nwhge, which comforted Saxcho, and hce held itfora 


100d Hgne, and hoe fard thiusto the Ducheſle, from whom hee 


ſtirred nota ſoot, not a for, 
Aladam, where there 1s mulike, there can beeno ill, Neither 
(quoth 
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(quoththe Duciielle) where there is light and brightnefſe, To 
which (fayd Sancho) the hire giues light, and your bon-fires (as 
wee ſee) and perhaps might burne vs: but mulike is alwayes a 
ſigne of fealting and iolliry. You ſhall ſee thar ( quoth Dos 
Qw:xote) tor heheardal), and he fayd well,as you ſhall ſ:ein the 
next chapter.

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vp,andincreaſcd vnder my tutorage and inſtruftion, becaulc I 
was the ancientelt and chiefelt Marron that waited on her 1m0- 
ther, Ir fell out then, that times comming and going, the childe 
Antonowaſia being about fouretecne yectes of ape, ſhee was 0 
faire, that Nature could giue no further addition, Dilcretion it 
ſelfe was a Snotry-noſe to her, that was as diſcreet as faire, and 
ſhe was the fairelt in the world, andis, ifenuious Fates and in» 
flexible Deſtinies hauc not cut the thred of her life : bur ſure 
they haue not; for Heauen will not permir,that Earth ſutfer ſuch 
alolle, as would be the lopping of a branch of the fairelt Vine in 
the world. 

On this beauty OY extelled by my rude 
tongue) anumberof Princes were enamoured, aſwcll Neigh- 
bours as Strangers, among(t whom, a priuate Gentle-man dur(t 
niſe his thoughts:o the Heauen of that beauty,one that lived in 
Caurr, confident in his youch and gallantry, and other abilirics, 

happy facilicies of wir; for let mee giue your Greatnelles ro 

ſer{tand (jfit be not tedious): hee played on a Gitterne, as if 
hemadeit ſpcake, he wasa:Poet, anda great Dancer, and could 
wry. wellmake Bird-cages,andonely with this Art, might haue 
ten his liuing, when he had beenein great neceſſity : ſo chat 

Y theſe parts and adornments were able to throw downe a 

wountaine, much more adelicate Damozell : bur all his gentry, 

Jl his graces, all his behauiour and abilicies, could haue little pre- 

uailed, to render my childes fortrelle, if the curſed theefe had 

not: conquered mee hrit, Firſt, the curſed Raſcall Vagamund 
fought ro. get my good will, andto bribe me, that I, ill keeper, 
ſhould deliver himthe keyes of my fortretle. 

To conclude, he nueigled my vnderſtanding, and obtained 
my conſent, with ſome toyes and trifles (1 know not what)that 
he gauie mace : but that which moſt did proſtrate mee, and made 
me fall, was-certaine verſcs,that I heard him ſing one night from 
zprated window, toward a Lane where he lay, which wereas I 
remember theſe.

2 Oldballad- for they write laſciuious verſes, not ſuch as thoſe of * the Mar- 
verics, = quelle of Mantaa,that delight and make women and children 
y- = « ay * weepe, bur picrcing ones, thatlike ſharp thornes, butſofr, tra- 
cally. ucrſc the ſoule, and wounditlike lightning, leauing the garment 
ſound; andagaine he lung, | 
Come death, hidden, without paine, 
' (Let me mot thy comming know) 
That the pleaſare to die ſo, 
Make me not to line againe. 

. Other kindes of ſongs he had, which being ſung, enchanted, 
ind written,ſuſpended: for when they daigned to make a kinde 
of verſc in {andaya,then in vic,called Rouraelaies,there was your 
dancing of foules, and tickling with laughter and vnquietncſ 
of the body : and finally, the quick-ſiluer of all'the'ſences. So, 
my Maſters, let me fay, that ſuch Richmers ought iuſtly to bee 
baniſhcd to the Iland of Lizards : but the fault is none of theirs, 
but of ſimple-creatures that commend them, and fooliſh wen- 
ches that belecue inthem : and if I had been as good a Wayting- 
woman , as 1 ought to haue beene, his ouer-nights concats 
would not haue mooucd mee, neither ſhould I have giuen credic 
to theſe kindeof ſpeeches : Tliuc dying, I burnein the frofl, [ 
ſhake inthe fire, I hope hopcletle, I goc, and yet I ſlay : with 
other impoſhbilicies of this ſcumme, of which his writings are 
full: and then,yo!r promiſing the Phoenix of «Arabia, eAri- 
eave's Crowne, the Lockes of the Sunne, the Pearles of the 
South, the Gold of Tyber, and Balſamnm of Pancaia : and heere 
they are moſt liberall in promiſing that, which they never think 
to performe. 

But whither, aye mce vnkappy, doc I diuert my ſelfe ? What 
folly or what madnctle makes mce recount other folkes taules, 
hauing ſo much to ſay of mine owne ? Aye mceagaine, vnfor- 
eunate, fornot rhe verſes, burmy folly, yanquiſhed mee ; not 
bys 
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his mulike, but my lightnetle , my ignorance ſoftned mee 
that,and my ili fore-light opened the way, and made plaine the 
path to Dov Clanixo, tor this 1s the aforchayd Gentle-mans 
name 3 ſo char I being the Bawde, hee was many times in the 
chamber of the (not by him, bur nee) betrayed Antonomaſia, 
ynder colour of being her lawfull Spouſe ; for chough alinner 
lam, I would not haue conſented, that without being her 
Husband, hee ſhould haue come to the bottome of her theo- 
fole. 

No, no, Matrimony muſtener beethecolour in all theſe bu- 
finetſes, that ſhall bee treated of by mee : onely there was one 
miſchiefe in ic,. that Dor Clanixo was not her Equall, hee being 
buta priuate Gentle-man, and ſhee ſich an Inheritrix. A while 
this iuggling was hid and concealed, with the fagacity of my 
yarinetle, till a kinde of ſwelling in eAnteromoſia's belly, at laſt 
diouered it, the feareof which made vs all three enter into 
counſel , and it was agreed, that before the miſchap ſhould 
come to light, Dex Clanixs ſhould demand Antonomaſia for 
wife before the Vicar, by vertue of a bill of her hand, which 
hee had giuen him to bee ſo : this was framed by my in- 
wntion ſo forcibly , that Sawſox himſelfe was not able to 
brake it.

- T euery word that Sancho ſpoke, the Ducheſle vyzs as 
yvell pleaſed as Down Quixote out of his wits, and com- 
mandinghim to beelilent ; the Afﬀlited went on, fay. 

ing: The ſhort and the long vvas this, after many giuings 
takings, by reaſon the Princelle ſtood cuer liffely to her tack- 
ling, the Vicar ſentenced in Don Clanixs's fauour , vyhereat the 
Quecne Donne Magurcis Antenomaſia's Mother vas fo full of 
wrath, that ſome three daics after wee buricd her. Well,Sir 
Squire, quoth Savcho, it hath beene ſeene ere now, that one that 
hach beene but ina ſwound, hath becne buried, thinking he ws 
dead; and me thinkes that Queene Magwreia might bur rather 
hauebcene ina ſwound, for with life many thingsare remedied, 
and the Princetſes error vyas not ſo great, thar Ke ſhould ſors 
ſent it.

cruelcy, was alio an Enchanter, who with his Art to reucnoc hts 
Coulins death, & for Don Clanixes boldneile, and for deipight 
of eAvtonomaſia's oucr-{ight, enchanted them vpon. the fame 
Tombe, turning her into a brazen Ape, and him into's fearefull 
Crocodile of vnknowne metall, and betwixtchem both is like- 
wiſe ſer a Regiſter of metall, wrictenin the Srriacke tongue g 
which being tranſlated into the Candayar, and now into the Ca- 
Hiliav, contcines this ſentence ; 


Theſe two bold Lowers ſhall not recomer their natural forme , till 
the valians Mancheg an come to ſingle combat with me, for the De- 
finies reſerne this vn-heard of Adweutare only for his great valour, 


This done, he vnſheathed a broad and vnwieldy Scimitar,and

ealls. Rotary he on, that juſt as Sancho faw the AF. 
flicted difinaid, he faid , As I am honeſt man , and by the me- 
mory ofthe Paxſa's , I never heard nor ſaw, nor my maſter ne- 
uer told me, nor could he ever conceir in his fancy ſuch an Ad- 
venture as this. A thouſand Satans take thee (nor to curſe thee) 
for an Enchanter as thou art , Gyant Matembrane , and had(t 
thou no kinde of puniſhment for theſe ſinners bur this bear. 
ding them ? What ? had it nor beene better & fitter for them, 
to hauc bercaued them of halfe their noſes , though they had 
fiuffled for it, and not to haue clapt theſe beards on them?I hold 
awagerthey haueno money to pay for their ſhaving. You ſay 
true Sir, quoth one of the twelue, we haue nothing to cleanſe ys

Tis true indeede, fayd Don Quixote, and taking a hand-ker- 
chicfe out of his pocket, he delired the AfMiRed to hide his eyes 
cloſe:& when ir was done, he vncouered himſelfe again, & faid; 
As 1 remember, I haue read in Virgil of the Palladium, that 
horſe of Troy, that was of wood, that the Grecians preſented to 
the Goddelle Pallas, with childe wich arined Knights, which 
afrer werethe tota!l ruine of all Troy, and ſojr wetre fit firſt to 
try what Claileno hath in his (tomacke. ; 

Youncede not (fayd the) for I dare warrant you, and know 
that Malambruno is neither traytor nor malicious, you may 
get vp without any feare, and vpon me beir, if yourecciue any 
hurt, But Do» Qzixetethought, that euery thing thus ſpoken 
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to his ſafety, wasadetriment of his valour : fo, without more 
exchanging of words, vp hee gor, and tried the pin rhar eatilv 
turned vp and downe: fo wich hislegs aclength, withour tlir- 
rups, hce lookedlike an Image painted ina picce of Flanders Ar 
rar, or wouen in ſome Rowan triumph, Sarcho got vp faire aud 


ſoftly, and with a very ill will, and fettling limielfe the bell hee 


could vpon the crupper, found it ſomewhat hard, and nothing 
ſoft, and defired the Duke, that if ic were poſlible, hee mizhe 
haue aculhioner, or for failing,one of the Ducheliles cuſkions of 
State, or a pillow from one of the Payes beds ; for that horles 
crupper, he ſayd, was rather marble then wood. 

Tothis (quoth Trifaldr) Clanilers will ſuffer no kindeof fur- 
niture nor trapping vpon him : you may doe well for your calc, 
to fir on him woman=wayes, ſo you will not feele his hardnetle 
ſomuch, Sanchs did ſo, and faying farewell, hee ſuftered him- 
ſelfe to. be bound about the eyes, and afcer vncoucred himfelfe 
againe, & looking pirtifully round about the garden with teares 
in his cyes, he delired that they would in that dolefull trance 
joyne with him each in a Pater-rofter, and an «Awe Maria, as 
God mightprouide them ſome to doe them that charitable of- 
ice when they ſhould bein the like trance. 

To which (quoth Dox Qzixote) Raſcall, are you vpon the 
Gallowes, trow ? or at the laſt gaſpe, that you vic theſe kinde of 
ſupplications? Art thou not, thou ſoule-letſe cowardly creature, 
inthe ſame place, where the faire Alagaloxa late, from whence 
ſhedeſcended not to her graue ;'but to bee Queene of France, if 
Hiſtories lic not ? and amnot I by chec ? cannot I compare with 
tie yalorous Prerrs, that prelled this ſeat, that I now preſle 2 
Hudwinke, hudwinke thy ſclfe, thou diſcheartned Beaſt, and 
tnotthy feare come forth of thy mouth, atleatt in my pre- 


| ſence. Hudwinke mee (quoth Sarcho) and ſince you will nor. 


have me pray to God, nor recommend ine, how can 1 ciuyle bur 
beafrayd, left ſome legion of Devils bee heere, that may earry 


vs headlong to deſtruction. 


Now they were hudwinked, and Dox Quixote perceiving 
thatall was as it ſhould be, layd hold onthe pin, and ſcarce pur 
isfingers to it, when all the Wayting-women, and as many as 
Were 
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were preſent, lifted vp their VOY Ces, ſaying z God be thy ſpeed, 
Valorous Knight ; God be with thee, Vndaunted Squire: now, 
now you fly in theatre, cutting it with more ſpecde thenan ar- 
row : now you begin to ſuſpend,and aſtoniſh as many as behold 
you fromearth. Hold, hold, valorous Sarcho ; for now thou 
goc(t wauing In the aire, take heede thou fall nor 3 for thy fall 
Will be worte thenthe bold Youths, that delired to gouerne his 
father, the Suns, charr1or. 

Sancho heard allthis, and getting cloſeto his Maſter, hee girt 
his armes about him, and fayd ; Sir, why doe they fay we arcfo 
high, if wee can heare their voyces ? and mee thinkes they talke 
heere hard by vs. Ne'reſtand vpon that (quoth Don 2nixote) 
for 25 theſe kindes of fiying arc our of the ordinary courſe of 
thouſands of leagues, thou mayſtheare and ſee any thing, and 
doe not preiſe me fo hard ; forthou wilt throw me downe: 
verily, I know not why thou ſhouldelt thus tremble and bee# 
frayd ; for I dare ſweare, inall my life, I neuer rode vpon an G& | 

ſier-paced horſe,he goes as if hee neuer mooued from the place. 1 
riend. baniſh feare zfor the bulinctle goes on ſuccetle-fully ,and b 
we haue winde at will. Indeede ris true, quorh Sancho : torl 
hae a winde comes fo forcibly on this [ide of mee, as it I wee # & 
blowed vpon by a thouſand paire of bellowes : and it wastrue 
indeede, they were giuing him aire, with a very good paired i co 
bcllowes. | . Dy 

This Aducnture was {o well contriued by the Duke, the # ar 
Duchelle, and the Steward, that rhere was no requiſite ava i wel 
tins, to make ir perfect. Don Quixote to0 feeling the breati, 
fvd : Vndoubredly, Sarcho, weearenow cometo the middk  1nto 
Reg'on, where hailemow.thunder and lightning,and chethu- 
der-bolt arc ingendred inthe third Region,& if we mount log dear, 
in this manner, we ſhall quickly bein the Region of fre, and!

{treets of the City, & ſaw all the mi{-chance; the atlault & death 
of Borboy, and the morrow after returned backe to 2zdris!, 
where herclated all chat he had ſcene : who alſo ſayd, that as hee 
wentin the aire, the Deuill bid him open his eyes, which he did, 
and faw himlelfe, as he thought, ſoncere the body of the Moon, 
that he might haue touched her with his hands,and that he dur(t 
not looke toward the earth, for feare to be made giddy. So that, 
Saxcho, there is no vncouering vs ; for hee that hathche charge 
of carrying vs will looketo vs, and peraduenture wee goedou- 
bling of poynts, and mounting on high to fall even with the 
Kingdome of Candaya, as doth the Sacar or Hawke vpon the 
Heron to catch her, mount ſhee neuer ſo high; and,though it 
ſeeme to vs not halfe an houre, lince,we parted from the garden, 
beleeue me, wehaue trauelled a great way. 

I know not what belongs to it (quoth Sancho) bur this 1 
know, that if your Lady Magallares, er Magalona were plea- 
kd wich my ſear,ſhe was not very tender-breecht. All theſe dif 
courſes of the rwo moſt valiant were heard by the Duke and 
Duchelle, and them inthe garden, which gaue themextraordi- 
nary content : who willing to make an'end of this ſtrange and 
well-compoled Aduenture, clapt fire with ſome flax at Clnile- 
n's taile;and{traightthe horſe, being (tuffed with Crackers, ew 
into theaire, maxing a ſtrange noyle, and threw Dor Oni.xate 


| nd$Saxchs both onthe ground,and lindged. And nouw all the 
| bearded Squadron of the Matrons vaniſhed out of the garden, 

and Trifa/d; too and all, and they that remained, countericited a 
| dead ſiwound, and lay allalong vpon the ground. 


Dox Quixote and Sancho, ill-intreated , roſe vp, 2nd loo- 


king round abont, they wondred ro ſee them{clues in the 


lame garden , from whence they had parted, and to fee fuch 
acompany of people lavd vpon the ground: and their admirati- 
 wasthe more increaſed , when on one [ide of the garden, 
they 
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they {aw a great lance faſtned inthe ground,and a finooth white 
picce of parchment hanging at it, with two twiſted ſtrings of 
greenc lilke, in which the tollowing words were wricten with 
lecrers of gold, 


He famous & wvalorons Knight, Don Quixotedela Mancha, 


finypt and ended the « Adwentnre of the (ounteſſe Trifaldi, o- 


therwiſe called, The Afﬀlited Matron, and her Company, onely 
with undertaking it. 

Malambruno # ſatisfied and contented with all his heart, and 
now the IVayting-womens chins are femooth and cleane,and the Prin« 
ces Don Clanixo and Antonomalia are in their preſtine being, and 
when the Squires whipping ſhall bee accompliſhed, the white Pigeon 
[hall be free from the peſtiferons Ter-Falcons that perſecmte her, and 
in her loued Lullers armes ; for ſoit ts ordained by the ſage Merlin, 
Proto-Enchanter of Enchanters. 


When Don Quixote had read theſeletters of the parchment, 
he vnder(tood plainely, that they ſpoke of the diſ-enchantin 
of Dulcizea, and giving many thankes to Heauen, that withfo 
little danger he had ended fo greatan exployr, as reducing the 
faces of the venerable Wayting-women,totheir former ſmooth- 
nelle, that were now gone : he went towards the Duke andthe 
Duchelſe, who werenot as yet cometo themſclues, and taking 
the Duke by the hand, hee fayd ; Courage, courage, noble Sir, 
alls nothing, the Aduenture is now ended, withour breaking of 
batrres, as you may plainely ſee by the writing there in that 
Redgiiler. 

The Duke (like one that riſech out of a profound ſleepe) by 
litcle and little came to himfelfe, and in the fame Tenor the Dus 
chetle, and all chey that were downe in the garden, with ſuch 

fhewes of marucll ind wonderment, that they did euen ſceme 
ro periwade, that thoſe things had happencd to them in earneſt, 
which they courterfcited inieſt. The Duke read the ſerowk 
with his eyes halfe (hut; and ſtraight, with open arme, hee went 
to imbrace Do: Omxote, telling him he was the braucit Knight 
that cucr was, Sarche looked vp and downe for the Aﬀicd, 
co 
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to'ſce what manner offace ſhee had, now ſhee was diſ-bearded, 
andifſhee4vere ſo faire, as her gallant preſence made ſhew for : 
but chey told him, that as C/amleno came downe burning in the 
aire, andlighted on the ground, all the Squadron of Wayting- 
women with Trifaldi vaniſhed, and now they were ſhaucd and 
ynfcathered. 

The Duchelle asked Sancho, how he did inthat long voya ge? 
To which he anſwered, I, Madam, thought (as my Matter told 
me) we palled by the Region of fire, and I would hauc vncoue- 
red my {clfe alittle ; bur my.:Maſter (of whom I asked leaue) 
would not'ler me: but I that haue certaine curious itches, and a 
defire to know whatis forbidden me, ſoftly, withour being per = 
ceived , drew vp the handkerchitte that blinded me, alirde a« 
boue my noſe, and there I ſaw thecarth,and methoughtsir was 
no bigger then a graine of Muſtard-ſeed, and themen that wal.. 
ked ypon it, ſomewhat bigger. then Hazel-nuts, that you may 
ſeehow litph we werethen. To this (fayd the Duchelle) Take 
heede, friend Sacho, what you fay ; for it ſeemes you ſaw not 
thecarth, but the men that walked onic : for itis plaine, that if 
thecarth ſhewed no bigger then a graine of Muſtard-ſecde, and 
every man-like a Hazel-nut, one man alone would coucr: the 
whole carth. 

Tis true indeede (quoth Sancho) but I looked on one ſide of 
t,and ſaw itall, Looke you, Sancho ( quoth che Dachetle) one 
cannot ſee all of a thing by one ſide. I cannot tell what belongs 
wyour ſeeing. Madam (quoth Sexchs) but you mult thinke, 
that ſince wee flew by Enchantment ; by Enchantment, 
| might ſee the whole carth and all the men, which way 
fever I looked : and if you belecue not this, neither will 
you beleeue, that vncouering my {clfe about my eye-browes, I 
faw my ſelfe ſo neere heauen, that betwixt it and me-there was 
not a handfull and a halfe ;and I dare ſweare, Madam, that ris a 
hugething : andit hapned that we went that way where the ſe- 
uen Shee-goat-ſtarres were, and in my ſouleand conſcience, I 
having been a Goat-heard in my youth, as ſoone as I ſaw them, 
I had a greatdeſire to pale ſome time with them ; which had I 
notdone, | thought I ſhould hauc burſt. Well, I come then _ 
= I take; 
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I take; What doe I do? without giving notice to any body?no, 
not to my Maſter himfelte : faire and ſoftly 1 lighted from Ca. 
rileno, and playd with the Goates that were like whute Violets, 
and ſuch pretty lowers, ſome three quarters of an houre, and 
C/auilen» moued not a whit all this while. 

| And while Sancho was playing with the Goats all this while, 
quoch the Duke, what did Signior Do Osixote ? To which 
(quoth 'Don Onixote) Asall theſe things are quiteout of their 
naturall courſe, tis not much that Sancho hath fayd : onely for 
me, I ſay, I neither perceiued my ſelfc higher or lower, neither 
faw I Heauen, or Earth, or Seas, or-Sands. Trucit is,that I per. 
cciued I paſſed thorow the middle Region, andcame to the hire: 
butto thinke we patled from thence,I cannot beleeue it ; for the 
Region of fire being betweene the Moone, and Heauen, and 
the latter Region of theaire, wee could not come to Heauen, 
where the ſeuen Goats are, that Sancho talkes of, without bur- 
ning our ſelues : which lince wee did nor, either Sawcholigsor 
dreames. 

I neither lienor dreame, quoth Saxcho ; for aske mee the 
ſignes of thoſe Goats, and by them you ſhall ſee whether [ tel 
trueorno, Tell them, Sarcho, quoth the Ducheſle. Two of 
them (quoth Sancho) are greene, rwo bloud-red,two blew,and 
one mixt-coloured. Heere's a new kinde of Goats (quoth the 
Duke) in our Region of theearth wee haue no ſuch coloured 
ones. Oh, youmay bee ſure (queth Sancho) there's difference 

berweenethoſeand theſe. Tell mee, Savcho (quoth the Duke) 
og —__— did you ſee amongſt thoſe Shee's 2 any He-goat ? No,Sir(quoth 
"_ "qr * Sancho) for I heard fay that none patled the hornes of the 
they vieto call Moone. : 
Cuckolds,Ca- They would aske him no more touching his voyage ; forit 
bores, He ſeemedto them, that Saxcho had a clew to carry him all Heauen 
hom ouer, and to tell all that pailed chere, withour tirring out of the 
garden. In concluſion, this was the end of the Adventure of 
che Aflited Matron,that gaueoccalion of mirth to tie Dukes, 
notonely for the preſent ; but for their whole life-time, and to 
Sanciotorecount for many ages, if he mightlive ſo long. But 


Don Qneote whiſperirig Sancho in thecare, told him ; Sarche, 
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{ince you will have ys beleeve all that you haue feene in Hez- 


ven, I pray belecue all chat I ſaw in forte/ino's Caue, and I fay 
no more,

He Dukes were fo pleaſed with the happy and pleaſane 
ſuccelle of the Aduenture of The eAffiitted, that they 
determined to goe on with their iefts, {ecing the fic ſub- 

iethey had, to make them pailefor carneſt ; fo hauing contri- 
ued ns giuen order to their fernants 6c vallals, that they ſhould 


| obey Sancho in his Gouernment of the promiſed Iland, the 
| nextday after the te{t of Clanileno's flight, the Duke bade Sar- 


cho prepare, and put himſelfe in order, to goe to be Gouernor ; 
for tharnow his Ilanders did as inuch defirehim, as ſhowres in 


$aucho madean obey ſance to him, and fayd ; Since I came 
downe from Heauen,and (incefromon highT beheld the carth, 
nd faw ic ſo fall, I was partly cooled in my defire to be a Go- 
vernor ; for what greatnescanthere be, tocommandin agraine 
of Muſtard-ſeede? or what dignity or power to gouerne halfe 
adoozen of men about the bignegſe of Hazel-nuts ? for to my 
thinking, there were no morein alKhe carth. Jfit would pleaſe 
your Lordſhip to giue mee neuer ſoNivtle in Heauen, though 
twere but halfca league, I would take it moxe willingly then the 
biggeſt Iland in the world. Looke yee, friend Sari (quoth 


the Duke) I can giue no part of Heauen to no body, though it 
deno bigger then my nayle : for theſe fauours and graces : are 
onely in Gods diſpoling. Whatis in my power, I giue you, 
tis, an Iland, rightand ſtraight, round and well-proportio- 
ned, andextraordinarily fertill and abundant, where,if you haue 


the Art, you may with the riches of earth, hoord vp the trea- 
lureof Heauen, : Well 
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Well then (quoth Sarcho) giue vs this Iland, and in ſpightof 
Raſcals Ile go to heauen ; and yet for no couctouſneſle to leaue 
my poore Cottage, orto gee me-into any Palaces , but for the

| T Is fayd, thar in the originall of this Hiſtory, it is read, 
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uen:ion, hits hand and his quill, tyed toone ſole ſubieR, and tg 
ſpcake by the mouthes of tew, was a molt inſupportable labor, 
and of no bcnctit tothe Author : ſo thatto auoyd this inconue. 
nicnce, in the firlt part he vicd the Art of Nouels, as one,of The 
Curious Impertinent, another of The captin'd Captaine,which are 
(as it were) ſeparated from the Hiſtory, though the reſt that are 
chere recounted, are matters that happened to Don Quixote, 
which could not but be ſer downe: he was of opinion likewiſe, 
as he fayd, that many being carried away with attention to Day 
Dnixotes exployts, would not heede his Nouels,and skip them, 
cither for haſte or irkeſomneſle, without noting the cunning 
worke-manſhip, and framing ofthem, which would be plainely 
ſhewne, if they might come to light by themſclues alone, withe 
out Don ©nixotes madneſlec, or Sawcho's (implicitics ; therefore 
in this ſecond part, hee would not engraftc looſe Nouels, orad:

Doyx Quixote earneſtly beheld the Sreward,and hauing tho- 
rowly ſcene him, ſaid to Sancho: There is no need of the Diuels 
taking thee iult as thou belecuelt (for I know not what thou 
meanelt) for the AfMictcds face is iult the amechat the Stewards 
is: but for all that, the Steward is not the Afﬀflited; for to bee 
þ, were a manifeſt contradiCtion, and now tis no time to ſift 
ourtheſe things, which were to enter into an intricate Laby- 
rinth ; beleeue me, friend ; 'twere fit to pray to God very car- 


| neſtly, to deliuer vs from theſe damned Wirches and Enchan- 


ters. Tis no ielting matter, quoth Saxcho, for I heard him ſpeak

Whilltche Steward ſaid this co Sancho, lie was looking vpon 
certaine grear Letters that were wricten ypon the wall oucr-a- 
inſt his ſear, and becauſe he him:{clte could not reade, hee al. 
ked what painting that was inthe wall ? It was an{wered him : 
Sir, the day is ſer downe there in which your Honor crooke poſ- 
ſeſſion of chis Land, and the Epicaph fates thus, The: day , ſuch a 
day of the Moneth and Yeere, S1gnior Don Sancho Paſa tooks poſe 
ſeſſion of this Tland,, long may hce enjoy it. Ard whom cail they 
Don Sancho ©Panſa, ſaid Sarche? Your Honor (quoth the Stews 
ard:)for no other Panſe hath come into this Iland, but he that is 
ſeared in thar ſcar. Well, marke you, Brother, quoth Sancho, 
there belongs no Dew to mee, neyther euer was there any in all 
my Linage,l am plaine Sancho, my Father was called Sancho, 
my Grandfather and all were Pa»ſa's, wichout any additions of 
Dons or Donnas, and I beleeuvethis land is as full of Doxs, as 
Rones : but *risenough, God knowes my meaning.and perhaps, 
if my Government laſt but foure daies toan end, Ile weed our 
thele Dons, that with their multiplicity doe weary and crouble 
like £Moſqurros. On with your queſtion, Maſter Steward , Ile 
anſwer you as wellas I can, letthe towne be ſorry or not ſorry. 
Art this inſtanc two men came into the iudgement place ; the 
one clad likea husbandman,, and the other like a Taylor, ha- 
uing ſheeres in his hand ; the Taylor fayd, Sir Gouernor, I and 
this Husbandman are come before you for this cauſe ; This ho- 
neſt man came yeſterday to my ſhop, and I, ſauing your reue- 
rence, am a Taylor, andafree-man, Gud be thanked, and ſhew- 
ing mee a picce of cloth, asked mee ; Sir, will there bee c- 
nough heere to make me a Capouche? I meaſuring the cloth, 
anſwered him, Yes : hee thoughras I did, and | thought true ; 
thar I would ſtale ſome of his cloth, being malicioully bent, 
and out of the ill opinion he had of Taylors : and heereplied a- 
aine, that I ſhould tell if there wereenough to makertwo: I 
melt his drift, and told him, I ; and my Gallant in his fr(t kna- 
uiſh intention , went/adding more Capouches , and I anſwe- 
red with more yes-ſes, till we came to fiue , and euennow hee 
came for them, I giue them him, but he will not pay me for the 
FJ making, 
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making, rather he demands that I pay him, orreturne him his 
cloth. 1s it crue this (quoth Sancho) ? Yes, faid the fellow ; bur 
pray, Sir,lct him ſhew his fiue Capouches that hee hath made 
ine. Witha very good will, (qugth the Taylor: ) and inconti. 
nently taking his hand from ynder his cloake, hee ſhewed fue 
Capouches inir, vpon cach finger one, and faid ; Behold heere 
the fiuve Capoucites chat this man would haue me make, and in 
my ſoule and conſcience 1 haue nor aiot of cloth left, as any 
workeman ſhall 1udge. 

All the by-ſtanders laughed at the number ofthe Capouche, 
and the (trange contention, Sancho, after a lirtle conlideration, 
ſaid ; Me thinkes, in this ſuit there need no delayes, but a quicke 
and plaineiudgement ; My ſentence therefore is, thatthe Tay. 
lor loſe his labour, and the Husbandman his cloth, and that the 
Capouches be carricd to the poore in the priſon , without any 
moreadoe. 

If the ſentence that palled of the Grazier bredde admiration 

in the by-ſtanders, this moou'd them to laughter z but what. the 

Gouernour commanded, was fulfilled ; before whom,tyro ani 

ent men were now preſented ; the one hada hollow Cane, in 

ſtead of a ſtaffe, the other had none : hee wichour the itaffe, ſaid, 

Sir, llent this honeſt man long lince, tenne Crownes in good 

Gold, to doe him a kindnefle : I let him alonea good while, 

wichour asking for them, becauſe I would nor puthim to more 

trouble to repay me, then hee had to borrow themofmee ; but 

becauſe I faw him careletle of the payment, I haue asked him 

more then once or twice for my money, which hee not onely 

doth not returne me, but denies, and fayes, hee neuer received 

the tenne Crownes I lent him, or thatifI did lend them himyhe 

hath payd me: I haue no witneſlcs,neyther of the lending,or of 

«The cuſtome the payment: I pray, Sir, will youtake his Oath? andif he «ill 
in Spaine be- fwearethar hee hath payd mee, I giuchiman acquittance from 
166, th. 2c henceforth. and before God, What fay you to this, honelt olde 
_ x man vith the flaffte (av0th Saxche?) Sir, I confeile that hee 
; hy FA «... lnethem mee, and © ho!d downe yourrodae, and {ince he will 
the r.lolly hane mee f{xeare, | v. il, that T have payd himreally and trucly. 
[l.c0, Tie Gouernour heldout lis rod andintke meanetime,he with | 


[| 
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the (taffe, gane itto the other old man to hold, whileſt hee was 
to ſweare, as if ir had hindred him :. fo with his hand he made a 
crolle oucr the rod of lultice, ſaying, T was true thac he had lent 
him che ten crownes that he demianded ; but that hee had trucly 
reltored them to him againe, and that his forgetting of ir, made 
him continually demand them, Which when the Grand Go- 
uernour ſaw, heeasked che Credicor what hce could fay again(t 
his Aduerfary ? He faid , that ſurely his debter faid true, for hee 
held him to be an hone(t man, and a good Chriſtian, and charir 
might be he had forgotren, how or when he payd him,and thze 
from henceforward hee would neuer demand him ought.- The 
debtor tooke his (tatte againe, and making an obey ance, was go- 
ing out of the judgement place: Which when Sancho ſaw , and 
thathe was going without any morcadoe , and ſeeing likewiſe 
the others patience, hee nodded with his head on his breſt, and 
clapt the Index of his right hand, ypon his noſe & eye-browes, 
anda pretty while was asit were conſidering, and by and by lif- 
ted yp his head , and commanded that the olde man with the 
ſaffe ſhould be brought to him : and Sancho ſeeing him, fd , 

Honelt man, giue me that ſlaffe; for Ihaue vie for 1t. With a 

yery good will, quothche oldeman) heere tis,Sir, and gaue it 
him. Sanchotooke it, and giuing itto the other olde man, fayd, 

Goc on Gods name,now you are payd. | Sir, faid the old man ? 
why, canthis Cane be worth ten crownes? Yes, faid the Gouers- 
nour, or elſe [ am the verie(t block-head inthe world :and now 
you ſhall ſee whether I hauea braineor no to gouerne a yvhole 
kingdome : ſo hee commanded that before them all the Cane 
ſhould be broken, which was done, and inthe midlt of it , they, 
found the ten crownes. 

All of chem admired at this , and held their Gouernour for 
aſecond Salomon. They asked him,how hee gathered that the 
ten crownes was in the Cane ? He anſwered, That becauſe hee 
ſaw the old man that was to ſweare,give his Aduerſary the ſtaffe 
whileſt he tooke his oath , and that hee {wore he had given him 
the money truely and really ; and that when he had ended his 
oath, he demanded his (taffe of him agoine, it came into hisima= 
vination,that within ic the money was hidden : whereby it may 
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be collefted, that alrhough many Godernours are flarke Aſſes, 
yet ſometimes it pleaſerh God to direct them 1n their ludge- 
ments ; for beſides, hee had heard the Vicar of his pariſh tell of 
ſuchan accideny as this, and that he had a ſpeciall memory , for 
if it werenotfor forgetting all he delired ro remember , there 
were not ſuch a memory in the whole Iland. 

Art laſt oneof the old men aſhamed , and the other payd his 
money , they departed, and thoſe that were preſent, were aſto- 
nifht; and he that wrote downe Sarxcho's words, deeds,and bee 
haujour, could not reſolue, whether he:ſhould ſer him downe,A 
foole or a wiſe-man, 

As ſoone as this ſute was ended, there came a woman intothe 
place of iudgement , laying hold flrongly on a man clad to ſee 
to, like a rich Grazier , who came crying aloud, and ſaying, 
Tuſtice, Lord Gonernour, Iuſltice, and if 1 haue it not on earth, 
I will ſcekeit in heauen, Sweet Goucrnour, this wicked man 
met me on the high way, and hathabuſced my body, as if ir had 
beene an vnwaſhed ragge ; and, vnhappy that Iam,he hath got: 
ten that,that I haue kept theſe three and twenty yecres, deten- 
ding it from Moores and Chriſtians, from home-bred ones and 
ſtrangers ; I haue beene as hardas a Corke-tree, and keprmy 
ſclfe as entire as the Salamander in the fire, or as the wooll 
monglt the Briars, and this man muſt comenow with a vyaſht 
hand and handle mce. This isto betried yer (quoth Sancho) 
whether this gallants hands be waſhrtorno ; and trrning to the 
fellow,he faid, What anſwer youto yonder womans complaint? 
who all in afrightaniwered: Sir(quoth he)] ama poor Grazier, 
and deale in ſwine, 2nd this morning I went ( with pardon be 
ir ſpoken) fromthis rowne to ſell foure hogpes, and the tallage 
and other fees coſt me little Iefle then hey were worth:as I went 
hcmeward,by the way I met with this good Matron,& the De 
uill the Author of all miſchicfe, yoak'd vs together: T gaue her 
ſufhcient pay, but ſhe not ſatisfied, lavd hold on me, and would 
notlet me goetill I;ce had brought mee hither : ſhe ſfayesthatl 
forced her,and I ſweare thelies, 2nd this is truecuery iot of it. 
Then the Gouerr,our asked him,ifhe had any mony about him? 
who anſwered him, Yes ; that ke had inalethern purſe in his bo® 
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ſome, ſome twenty Crownes in filucr. He commande2 him to 
rake it out,S to deliuer it jultas it wasto the plaintife;w hich he 
did trembling : the woman recciu'd it, andinaking a thouſand 
Mooriſh ducks tothe company, & praying to God for the Go- 
vernors life and health,thar was {ocharitableto poore Orphans 
& Maidens,ſhe went out frs the place of Iudgemert,laying faſt 


| hold with bothher hands on the purſe, though firlt ſhe looked 


whether twere {iluer within orno. She was ſcarce gone, when 
Saxcho ſaid to the Grazicr,cthat had teares ſtanding in his eyes,& 
his heart going after his purſe; Honelt fellow, run after yonder 
woman,and take her purſe fromher whether ſhe will or no,and 
bring itme hither. He ſpoke notro a foole or adeafe man , for 
ſtraight he parted like lightning, and went to perform what was 
commanded him, All that were preſent were in ſuſpence,& ex- 
pectation of the end of that ſuite,and alittle after,both man and 
woman rcturned together , more faſined and clung together 
then formerly, ſhe with her coat vp, and her purſe ir; Tam, eng 
and he (triuing to getit from her, which was not poſſible, the 

did fo reliſt, crying out and ſaying, Tuſtice of God & the world: 
boke you,Sir Gouernour, marke the little ſhameor feare of this 
deſperate man, that in the middeſt of a congregation, and in the 

mid(t of a (treet, would takeaway my w__ that you comman- 

ded him to giueme. 

And hath he got it,faid the Governor ? Got it(faid ſhe?)1 had 
rather loſemy life then the purſe. I were a pretty childe yfaith 
then; you mult ſer other manner of Coltes vpon mee then this 
poore nally ſncake-vp* Pincers , hammers, bectles , ſcraping 
tooles, ſhall not getit out of my clawes,out of my Lyons pawes; 


| they ſhall rather get one halfe of my ſoule out of my fleſhs Shee 
| fayesright ( quoth the fellow) I yeeld to her, I haue no more 
| power,l confellemy force is not ſufficient to take it away. 


Then faid the Gouernour to the woman ; You, honelty, Vi- 
rago, gineme that purſe hither : which ſheedid:and the Gorer- 
nor reſtored it againe to the man,& ſaid to the forcible wowan, 
butnot forced, Do you heareg(iſter?if you had ſhewed but halfe 
your valor & hreathto defend your body,that you did for your 


| purſe, Herenles his force could not haue forced you: get you gon 
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with a Pox; come not into this Iland,nor in ſixe Leagues roend 
about ir,on paine of two hundrethlaſhes : get you gonellrajghe 
(1 fay)make-bate, ſhameletle coozener: the woman was atirigh. 
ted, and away ſhe went like a ſheepe-biter,and melancholy, and 
the Gouernour {aid to the man, Honelt fcllow,get you home on 
Gods name with your money, and henceforward if you meane 
not to loſe it, pray haue no minde to yoakewith any body. The 
manas clowniſhly ashe could,thanked him,and went his way: 
the by-(tanders admiredafreſh at the judgement, and ſentences 
of their new Gouernour. All which noted by his Chroniclif} 
was ſtraight written to the Duke, 'that with much delire expe- 
edit. And leaue we honeſt Sancho here: for his Maſter haſtens 
vs now, that wasall ina hurly-burly wich Alri/idora's Mulick,

Eeleft the Grand Don Quixote cnyeloped in the 
imaginations,whichthe Mulicke of the enamoured

no rel[t or quiet,and to theſe wereadded thoſe of his torne Stoc- 
kings : butas time is ſwift, andno ſtumbling blocke will (tay 
him,he went on horſe-backe on the houres , and the morning 
came on ſpeedily. Which when Don Oxzixore ſaw , hee left his 
ſoft bed,and notl:iing lazic, put on his Chamoized apparclland 
his Pootes, to hidethe hole of his Stockings ; he calt his Scarlet 
Mantle vpon him,and puton his head his hunters Cap of green 
Velucr, Izced with filuer Lace, his Belthe hung at his ſhoulder, 
with his truſty cutting Blade, hee layd hold on a Rofary which 
he vied 1#i ro carry with him; and with goodly repreſentation 
2nd ave he went towards an out-roome, where the Duke and 
nctictlc wereready dreſt,and as it were expeRing him :ands 
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he was to patſe rhorowa Gallery, 4!t;fcroand the other Dae 
mozell her friend, were greedily expectins him :; And a» one 
as eAltifidora ſaw him, ſhee faincd a ſwoundingz cnd her 
friend got her into her lappe, and in all halle went to va- 
lace her, 

Don Quixetethat ſaw it,comming neere them, faid, Now I 
know from whence theſe fits proceed. 

I know not from whence (faid her friend ) for 4ltifdora is 
the healthieſt Damozell inall this houſe, 2nd I never perccined 
ſo much asa [igh from her,fince I have knowne her: a mileh1icfe 
onall Knights Errant in the world, if all be ſo vngratefull: pray 
Signior Dow Qa#:xote,get you gone; foras long as youarec herc, 
this poore Wench will not come to her ſclfe, 

To which ſaid Dox Quixote, Get me, Miſtris,a Lute intomy 
Chamber ſoone at night, and Ile comfort this aflited Damo- 
zellas well as I can : for inamarous beginnings plainedealing 
is the moſt approoued remedy; ſo he wentaway, becauſe they 
that pailed by,ſhould not note or obſerue him:he was no ſooner 
pn_—_ the diſinayed Alti/3dora comming to her ſelic,ſaid ro 


er copanion, By all meanes let him haue the Lute: for vndoube | 


tedly Dos ©nixote will giue vs Mulicke, and being his, it can- 
not bee bad. 


Straight they went to let the Ducheiſe know what patled,

Here Don Quixote ended his Song, which was hearkened 
to by the Duke, Ducheltle, Alt;idora, andalmolt all the folke of 
the Caſtle; when ſuddenly from the toppe of an open Turret, 
there fell heauily downe vpon Den Quixotes window, by the 
letting downe of a Corda great ſacke of Cars with little Low- 
bels tycd at their tayles, the noiſe of which was ſo great, and 
the mewing of the Cats, that although the Dukes werethe in- 
venters of the Teſt, yet they themſelues were euenaftrighted,& 
Don Dnixote was timorous and amazed : and ſuch was his ill 
lucke, thatrwo or three of the Cats got in at the window of 
his Cabbin,and leaping vpand downe on euery lide , it ſeem'd 
to him chat there werea Region of Diuels in his Chamber: they 
put out the Candles that were burning there, and now they 
fought how to get out: the riſing _ falling of the cord, at 
which the Low- bels were hanged,ceaſed not ; andthe moſt of 
the people in the Caſtle, that knery notthe ceriaintie ofthe bu- 
lmelſe,were altoniſhr,

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Don Anixote got him on his legges, andlaying hold on his 
ſord , began to chruſt and (laſh ar.che window, crying out a- 
loud : Auant, ye wicked Enchanters, auant, yee haggiſh ſcum 
for Iam Don Quixote de 1a Mancha, againlt whom your wis- 
ked plots cannot preuaile,or haue any power ; and turning to 
the Cats that were in his Chamber,hee ſtrucke many blowes 
at them ; they got to the Iron window, and there got out: bur 
one of them that ſaw himſclfe ſo baited with Don Quixoter 
ſlaſhes, leapt vpon his face, and with hisnayles and teeth, layd 
hold on his noſe with the pawe. Don Quexote roarcd out 
as lowd as hee could. Which when the Duke and Duchelle 
heard,and conſidering what it might bee, they ranne yp in all 
ha(te to his Chamber, and opening it wich a Maſter Key, they 
found the poore Knight ſtriving with all his might, to vnroote 
the Cat from his face: they called for lights,and ſaw the vnequd 
Combate: The Duke came to part the fray , and Don ©nrxot 
cryedalowd, Lethim alone, leaue mee hand to hand wich thi 
Diuell, this Witch, this Enchanter : for Ile make him know the 
difference betwixt me and him ;z and who Don Qun:xote dt li 
HMazxchais: but the Cat carelcile of theſe threats, purred and 
held faſt, 

Bye at length the Duke vnlooſed him, and flung him out of 
the window. Dow Quixotes face was lifted ower, and his noſ 
wasnot very ſound; yet hee was very angry, that they would 
notlet him finiſh the batcell, that was ſo oe drawne out be- 
twixt him, and thatcurſed Enchanter. They made ſome oyle 
of Aparice to be brought , and eAlti/idora her ſelfe with her 
faire hands bound vp the wounds ; and laying to the cloathes, 
ſhe rold him in hiseare, All theſe mis-haps befall thee, flinty 
Knight, for the {inne of thy hard-hearted obſlinacy : and God 
grant that Sareho thy Squire may forget to whip himſelfe, that 
thy beloued Dalcirea mav [tiil be enchanted, neither waiſt thou 
cenioy her,or cometo her bed,atleaſt whillt I liue, that adore 
the?. | 

To all chis Dov Omrxore anfrvered not a word ; but ferchta 
dcepe 19)1,and ({traightlayd him downe on his bed. thanking 
the Dukes for their courtelic ; not for that he was afraid of that 


Cat- 
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Cattiſh-Low-Belly Enchanting crue : but that hee was perſa- 
ded of their goodwils ro come to retire him. 

The Dukes lefr himco his reſt,and went away forrowfull for 
the ill ſuccelle of the jeſt; for they thought that Aduenture 
would not haue lighted fo heauily on Dox Quixote, which colt 
him fiuedayes retirement and keeping his bed, where another 
Aduenture befell him more pleaſing then the former , which 
the Hiſtorian will not recount yer, becauſe of repayring to 
Sancho Parſa, that was very carcfull and conceited in his Go- 
ucenumente,

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that were by ,asked if that meat were to be eaten like * your chil. 
drens Corall. 

To which, he with the Rod made anſivere, It mult bee eaten, 
Sir Goucrnor(quoth he)according'to the vic &cultome of Go. 
ucrnours in other Ilands, I,Sir, am a Phyſician , and am ſtipen- 
ded in this Iland to bee fo to the Goucrnours of it : and ] am 
much more carefull of their health,then of mince own ; ſtudying 
night & day,and weighing the complexion efthe Gouernour, 
that I may hit the better ypon the curing him, whenſocuet hee 
falls ſicke : and the principallthing I doe is,to be preſent vvith

in an Aphoriſme of his : Omns ſaturatio mala, Perdicis avtew 


| peſrima : the meaning is : All ſurfer is ill, butthat of a Partridge 


is worſt of all. 

Ifir be ſo (quoth Sancho) pray ſee, Maſter Door, whichof 
all theſe diſhes will be molt holeſome for me, and doe meelet 
hurt, and ler me cate of that , without banging of ic with yout 
Rod: for in good ſadnelle, I tell you plaine, Iam ready to dye 
wich hunger ; and ro deny me my viQuuals,in ſpight of Mate 
Door,let him fay whathe will, is rather to take away my life, 
then to increaſcat. | 

You fay true, Sir Gonernour(quoth the Phyſician)and ther 
*ore ry opinion js, that you. touch \not thoſe boy!d Cones, 
nor that Veale,for itts watriſh meate: if it wereroalted or þ car 

| ed? 
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reat diſh that (tands fumin;g there betore nic, me thinkes *tis an 

Olla Pearida, and by realon of the diucriities of things it hath 
in it, I cannot bur meet with ſomeching thar will doe mee good, 
Abfe,quoth the Phy lician, farre be fuch an il! chought tron vs, 

uoth the Phylician : there1s nothing inthe world that vyorſe 
nouriſheth then an Olla Pedr1da, fit o: ly for your Prebends and 
R:ors of Colledges,or for your Country marriages: Let your 
Gouernours Tables be without them, and let ron® furniſhed 
wich all prime dainties and quaintnetle : And che reaſon is, be- 
cauſe alwaies, and whereſocucr, and by whomſocuer, your ({im- 
ple medicines are in more requeſt then your compounds ; be= 
cauſe in {1mples there can be no error, in compounds there are 
many ,alcring the quantity of chings of which they are compo- 
kd, bur that chat I know is fir for the Gouernour to cat at pre- 
knt, to preſerue his healch, and corroborate it,is,ſome hundred 
of little hollow Wafers, and ſome prerry (lice or two of Qnince 
Mermelad, that may ſertle his ſtomacke, and help his digettion, 

When Saxcho heard this, hceleaned himſclfe to the backe of 
his chaire, and by fits now and then lookedat the Phylician,and 
_ a graue voyce, asked himhisname, and where he had (tu- 
died. 

To which he anſwered, My namezSir Gouernor, is Door 
Pedro Rexo de Agnero , I was borne ina Towne called Tirte 4 
fuera, which is berweene Caragnel and eAlmodonar del Campo, 
ypon the right hand, and | cooke my degree of Doctor in the 
Vniverlity of Oſuna.

I fay againe, Pedro 
Rez.40, get you gone, orelſe Ile take the chaire T {ir ypon , and 
diſh it ypon your head, and ler me be called in queltjen for ir, 
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dred ? but twere much about one. Then (quoth Saxcho ) thar 
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when I giue vp my Office for I candiſcharge my ſelfe,by fay- 
ing that I did God ſervice co kill ſuch a Phylician, the common. 
wealrhs hang-manzand ler me cat, orclfe rake your Goucrument 
againe; for an Officerhar will not afford a man tus viRuals, is 
not worth two Beanes. 

The Dottor was in an vprore to {ee the Gouernor ſo chole. 
rike, & would hauc gone out of the Hall, bur that at chatinltane 
a polting-horne ſounded in the lirect, and the Caruer peeping 
out of the window, turned backe, ſaying ; A Poſtis cometrom 
my Lord the Duke, that brings ſome important diſpatch. The 
Poſt came (traight in,{weating and amazed, and drawing a Pac 
ket our of his boſome, he deliuercd ir to the. Gouernor, Sanchs 
gaucic to the Steward, and bade him rcad the ſuperſcription, 
which was this, To Don Sancho Panſa, Gouernour of the Iland 

Barataria, to his owne hands,or to his Secretary. Which when 
Sancho heard, he ſaid, Whois here my Secretary ? and onethat 
was by, anſwered, I, Sir : for I can write and reade, for I am1 
Biſcayncr. With that addition, quoth Sancho , you may vvel 
be Secretary to the Emperour himſelfe; open your Packet, and 
let's heere the Contents, 

The new-borne Secretary did fo, & hauing viewed the Con- 
rents, aid, that it was a bulinelle to be imparted in priuate, San

Sancho wasaltoniſhr, and che (tanders by ſeemed to be no 0- 
therwiſe; and turning to the Steward, he aid, Ile tell you what 
is ficco be done, and thac preſently 5 Clappe mee Dottor Rexio 
into dungeon ; for if any body kill me, it is hee, and with fo vile 
and criutall a death as hunger : Me thinks too, ſaid the Caruer 4 
you ſhould doe well to cat nothin g of all this meat vpon the Ta- 
ble; for this dinner was preſented by Nunnes , and it is an olde 
Gying, The neerer the Church, the farcher from God. 1 grant 
yelo (quoth Sancho) and therefore for the preſent giue me only 
apicce of bread, and ſome foure pound of grapes ; for in them 
there can be no poyſon , and indeed I cannor liue without” ea« 
ting : for if we mult prouide our ſelves for rheſe wars that threa- 
ten vs, twere fic to be well vittualled ; forthe guts yphold the 
hearr, and not che heart the guts. And you, Secretary, anſwere 
my Lord the Duke, rell nim chat his commands ſhall be fulfilled 
molt punRually : and commend mee to the Duchetle, and fay 
that [ requelt her,thar ſhe forget nor to ſend my letter vy a ſpe= 
ciall meſſenger, and likewiſe the fardell to my wife Tereſa Par- 
ſe,and in it thee ſhall doe mee a particular fauour, and 1 will bee 
carefull to ſerue her to the vttermolt of my power : And by the 
way you may clappein a commendation to my Malter, Si 7NiOr 
Don Quixote de la Mancha, that he may ice I am thankefull for 
his bread ; and youlike a good Secretary, and an honeſt Biſcay- 
ner, may inthe re{tadde what you will, or ſhall thinke firting. 
And take away here, and yetleaue me ſomething to eat, and ct 
theſe Spies,theſe Murderers and Enchanters come ypon meand 
my Iſland, Ile deale with them well enough. | 
Andnow a Pagecamein, ſaying, Heere's a Husbandman, a 
ſuiter that would ſpeake wich your Honor in a bulinelle of im. 
portance (as hee fayes,) Tis a (range thing of theſe ſujrers 
(quoth Sancho) 1s it poſſible they ſhould be ſo fooliſh as not to 
perceiue that theſe be not times for them to neporiate in ? be- 
like, wethat gouerne, wee that are Judges, are not men of fleſh 
and bloud : and is it not fit that we ſhould eaſe our {clues , when 
neceſſity requires , except they thinke wee ſhould be made of 
marble? Verily, and in my Conſcienceif mv Goucrnment laft,

Chamber doore witha Key ; and ſtraight he imagined that the 
inamored Damozell came to ſet ypon Nis honeſtie, and to put 
him to the hazzard of forgoing his loyaltie due to his Miltris 
Dulcinea del T oboſo .No ſaid he, beleeuing in his imagination,& 
this ſo lowd that he might calily bee heard ) no beauty in the 
world ſhall make mee leaue her that is gravedand ſtamped in 


| themid(tof my heart, and in my innermoſtentrailes: bethou, 
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Miltris mine,ether transformed into an Onion-like khusband. 
womar,or into a Nimph of the Golden Tagus, weauing web 
made of lilke and gold twilt : be thou in CMerlms power, or in 
Montefino's iis, where ere they will hauc thee; for whereſvener 
thou art, thou art mine ; and whereſocuer I am, I will be thine 
His ſpeech ended, and the doore opencd both together. 
Vp he ſtood ypon the bed, wrapped from head to foot in a 
uilt of yellow Sattin, a woollen cap vpon his head, his face and 
Muſtachos bound vp : his face for his ſcratches; his Muſtachos, 
becauſe they ſhould not diſmay or fall downe : in which po- 
ſture, hee lookt like the [trangelt apparition, that can bee ina- 
ined. 
. He nayled his very eyes vpon the doore: and whereas hee 
thought to haue ſcene the vanquiſhed and pirtifull Alrsfidors 
enter, he ſaw that it was a moſt reuerend Matron, with a lon 
white gathered Stole,ſo long that ir did couer and bemantlc her

thankes to the pecreletſe beaury of my Miſtris Dalcinea del 
Toboſo. So that let metell. you, Donna Rodriguez. , ſetting alide 
all amorous meſlages, you may goelight your Candle againe, 
and returne,and impart what you will command mee, and any

quelles :and I hauc heard fay often by many well experienced 
men, 
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men,that he will rather make a man (inne with a foule , then a 
faire one : and who knowes whether this priuacie,this opporty. 
nitic apd lilence,may not awake my delires now lleeping ? and 
charnow in my old age I may fall , where I neuer {tumbled in 
ſuch like chances? tis better fly, then try the combate : but ſure 
I am out of my wits, ſince Iralke thus idlely ; and ſure ic isnor 
pollible, that a whitesſtoled lanke-ſpetacled Matron ſhould 
mooue or {tirre ypa laſciuious thought in the vngodlieſt brelt 
in the world: Is there any Matron in the world that hath 
ſoft fleſh ? Is there any that is not fooliſh, nice and coy? 
Auant then, you Matronly troopes, vnprofitable for mans 
delight. 
ow well did that Lady, of whom it was obſcrued that ſhe 
had two Matrons Statue-waycs of wood, with their ſpettaces 
and Pin-pillowes atthe end of her Seare of State,as if they had 
been at vvorke ? and thoſe Statues ſerued as well to authorize 
her roome;, as if they had beenc reall Matrons . And this ſaid he 
flung from the bed to haue ſhut the doore, and not hauelet M 
ſtris Rodriguez, comein : but as he was going to doc it, ſhe vya 
come back with her Candle lighted of white Waxe : and when 
ſhe ſaw Don Quixote neerc her,wrappedin his Quilt,his Bends, 
his woollen Cap,and a thicke clothabouthis neck, ſhe began to 
feare againe : and (tepping two or three ſteppes backward , ſhe 
asked, Am I fafe, Sir Knight?

kitſzd her right hand,and ſhelayd hold of his, which ſhee gait 
him with the fame ſolemmirie.

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teſteth, he would haue giuen the beſt Coat he had, to haue feene

In fine, Don Quixote vvent tohis bed, and Downa Rodvri- 
z fatc downe in a Chairea wy vvay fromit, without ta- 
g off her ſpectacles, or ſetting downe the Candle. 

Don 2mrxote crowded vptogether,and coucr'd himſclfe all o- 
uer, leauing nothing but his face yncouered : ſo both of them 
being quiet : the firlt char broke off their lilence, was Dor 
Quixote, ſaying, Now, Miltris Redriguez,you may vnrip your 
ſelfe, and diſ-maw all that you haue in your troubled heart,and 
gricucd entrailes, which ſhall be heard by my chaſte cares, and 
relicued with my pious vvorkes, | 

I belecuenoletle, faid the Matron: for from your gentle 
and pleaſing preſence , there could not bee but a Chriſtian an- 
ſwere expected.

Doe you marke,Sir,quoth ſhe,that beauty of my Ladies,that 
ſmoothnelle ofher face, that is like a poliſht ſword, thoſe two 
cheekes of Milke and Vermillion, in one of which the hath the 
Sunne, in the other the Moone, and that (tate with which ſhee 
goes, trampling and deſpiling the ground, as if ſhee wentdes 
ling of health vp and downe ? Know, Sir, that firſt ſhee may 
thanke God for it : and next,two itTues that ſhe hath in both ha 
legs,at which all the ill humour is let out, of which Phyſician 
fay ſheis full. 

Saine Mary, quoth Don Dnixote, and is it poſlible that ny 
Ladie the Duchetſe hath fuch out-lets ? 1 ſhould not hav 
belceued it if bare-foot Fryers had told me fo : but ſince Daw 
Rodriguez tels me, itis fo: but from ſuchillues, and ſuch pls 
ces, noill humour, but liquid Amber is diſtilled. I now verily 
beleeue, that this making of illues is a thing very necellane 
for the health. 

Scarce had Dow Qnixote ended this ſpeech, when ar one pluck 
the Chamber doorc was opened; and with the ſodaine fright 
Donna Rodriguez, Candle tell out of her hand, and the roome 
was as darkeas Pitch , (traight the Matron felt that they hid 
hands vpon her throat ſo hard , that they gave her no timer 
yawle: and one of them very quickly lifting vp her Coats, with

Ee lefethe famous Goucrnour moodie and angry 
j / with theknauiſh Husbandman-painter : who, in- 
ſtructed by the Steward, and the Steward by the 
Duke ; all made ſport with Sancho : but he held them all cacke, 
though a Foole,a Dullard,and a blocke ; and faid to thoſe about 
tim,and to Door Pedro Rezio: for as ſoone as hee had ended 
the ſecret of the Dukes Letter, he came into the Hall againe.

Phylicians ; for the good deſerue Lawrell and Palme. 

All chat knew Sancho,admired him, when they heard him 
{peake fo elegantly,and knew not to what they ſhould actribute 


ic, except it were that Offices and great charges doe cyther ſea- 


ſon the vnder(tanding, or altogether dull it. 

Finally, che Do&tor Pedro Rexio eAgnero de Tirte a fuera, 
promiſed him he ſhould ſup chat nighr, though he excecded al 
Hypocrates his Aphoriſmes. 

Wich this the Gouernour was well pleaſed , and very gree

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but let me aduiſe you, that henceforward you be not ſo concei- 
ted with the Tultice; tor you may meet with one that wiil clap 
your witto your noddle. 

Theyong man went his way, and the Gouernour went on 
with his Rounding, anda while after there came two Yeomen 
wich a man in hold, and faid , Sir, heeres one thac ſeemes to bea 
man, but is none, buta woman, and not ill-fauouredj, clad in a 
mans habic, Then they ſer ewo or three Lanthiornesto his face, 
and perceiued a womans face, to looke to, of about lixteen yeers 
of ape; her haire plaiced vp witha cawle of gold & greene lilke, 
as fatreasa thouſand Pearlcs : they beheld her all ouer, and ſaw 
that ſhe had on her a paire of Carnation lilke tockins, & white 
Tatf:ca garters fringed with gold, & embroidered with peatle; 
her long oreeches were of cloth of gold, and che ground-worke 

cene, with a looſe Callocke or Terkin of che ſame, opened on 
both lides, vnder which ſhe hadalfo a Doublecof cloth of gold, 
theground white ; her ſhoocs were white mer:s ſhooes, ſhe had 
no ſword, but a very faire hatched dagger, wich many rings vp- 
on her fingers. | 

Finafiie , ſhee pleaſed them all very well, but none of them 
knew her. The Inhabitants of the place faid, they could not 
me who ſhe ſhould be ; and they that were the contriuers of 
the trickes againſt Saxcho, werethoſe that moſt ſeemed to ad- 
mire, becauſe that accident and chance was not purpoſed by 
them : ſo they were in ſuſpence,to fee vyhat vyould be the itlue 
of it.

(quoth Sancho.) Why alas (quoth ſhe) I am ſo frighted, that[ 
know not whar I ſay : bur true it is,that I am daughter to Drego 
de la Liana, whom | belicue, youall know. This may be (ſaid 
the Steward) for 1 know Diego de /a Lianato bean honeſt and 
a wealthie Gentleman, and that he hacha ſonne and a daughter, 
and ſince he hath beene a widdower, there's none in this towne 
can fay he hath ſeene his daughters face; for hee keepes her fo 
cloſe, that hee ſcarce giues the Sunne leave to looke on her : and 
for all that, Fame ſayes ſhe is wondrous faire, 

Tistrue (quoth the Maid) and Iam that daughter, whethet 
Fame lic or no, concerning my beauty ; now you are ſatisfied, 
ſince you haue beheld me; and with this ſhe _ ko Weep ten 
derly. Which when the Secretary ſaw,he whiſpered the Carver 
inthe care, and told him ; Doubtleſſe ſome matter of conſe- 
quence hath befalne this poore Virgin, ſince in this habit, and 
at this time of night, being ſo well borne, ſhe is from her home, 
T here's no doubt of that {quoth the Caruer) for her teares too 
confirme the ſuſpition. 

Sancho comforted her the beſt he could, and bad her without 
fearc, tell what had befalne her ; for that all oftrhem would ſtrive 
to giue her remedie with all poſlible diligence. 

The buſineſle,Sirs,quoth ſhe,isthis: My Father hath kept me 
cloſc theſetenne yeeres ; for ſo long itis fincemy Mother died: 
in the houſe wee havea Chappell, where Maſle is fayd, and! 
n all this time haue ſeenenothing butthe Sunne by dav,anc the 
Moone and ſtarres by night : neither know I what ſtreets, or 


Market-places , or Churches are, nor men, except my Father, 
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a Brother of mine, and Pedro Perez, the former, vvho be- 
cauſe hee yſcth to come ordinarily co our houſe, iccame into 
my minde to fay hee vvas my father , becauſe I wou!d con- 
ceale the right. This keeping mee cloſe, and denying mee to 
ſtirre not ſo muchas to the Church, hath chis good while dif. 
comforted me, and I had a delire to ſeethe world , at leaſt, the 
towne where I was borne, as thinking chis longing of mine 
vvas not again{tthe Decorum that Maidens of my birch oughe 
to obſecrue: when I heard talke of Bull-baitings,running wich 
Reedes, and repreſenting Comedies : I asked my Brother

follow me,that we be not knowne : for it will bee ill for. vs ; and 
this ſaid, he turned his back,and began,I ſay not,to runne, butto 
flye: I within foureor fiue [teppes fell downe for feare ; and 
then came this O thcer that brought me before you; where,for 
my vilde longing, am.ſhamed before ſo many people. So thar, 


Gentlewoman ,(qd.Sancho)no other mis-hap hath befalne you; 


neither was iticaloulic, as you faid in the beginning of your 
tale, tharmade you gocabroad ? Nothing elſe (faid ſhee ) nor 
icalouſies : but a delire to ſee the world, and which extended no 
furder, then to ſee this townes ſtreets z and: the comming now 
of rewo other Yeomen with her Brother, confirmed thisto bee 
true, whom one of them ouertook,when he fled from his Siſter:

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: in whichthe Carver ſlept not a whit , being buſic 
thinking vpon the face, feature, and beauty of the dil- 
guiſed Damozell : and the Steward ſpent the remainder of it, in 
writing to his Lords, Sancho Payſa's words and ations , both 
which he equally admired y for both-were mixc. with certaine 
appearances of Diſcreet and Foole, . 

The Goucrnour in fine was gotten vp. and by Door Ped's 
Rexio's appointment , hee broke his falt withalittle Conſerve, 
and ſometwo or three ſpoonfulls of cold water , which Sancho 
would willingly haue changed for a piece of bread, and a bunch 
of grapes ; bur ſeeing there was no remedy, hee pailed jt ouer, 


though wich much griefe of mind,8 wearines of flomack: for 


Feare Rexio made-him belicue, that few diſhes , andthoſe deli 


cate, 
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cate, did quicken the wic , which was the onely thing for per- 
fons that bore Rule, and weighty Offices; where they mult be- 
nefit themſclues, not onely with corporall force, but rength of 
ynderftanding too. 

With chis Sophiſtry Sancho was almoſt ſtarued, fo that in (6 
cret hecurſed the Gouernment, and alſo him that gaue ir him; 
but yet, wich his hunger and his Conſerucghe fate in iudgemenc 
rr che firſt ching that came before him, was a doubt 
thata ſtranger propoſed vnto him, the Steward and the reſt of 
thefraternuty being preſent,and ic was this : 

Sir, a maine Riuer diuided two parts of one Lordſhip (I pray 
marke, for icisacaſcof greatimportance, and ſomewhat dith- 
eule) I fay then, that ypon this River there was a Bridge, and at 
the end of it a Gallowes, and a kinde of Iudgement Hall, in 
which there were ordinarily fourc Iudges , that iudged accor- 
ding to the Law that the owner of the Riuer, Bridge, & Lord- 
ſhip had eftabliſhed , which was this : If any one be to palle 
fom one (ide of this Bridgeto the other , hee multfirſt ſweare 
whicher he goes, and what his buſineſleis : ifhe ſweare true, let 
him paſſe, if hee lye, ler him be hanged vponthe pallowes thar 
hewes there without remiſſion, This Law being divulged, and 
the rigorous condition of it, many paſſed by, and preſently by 
their oathes ic was ſeene whether they ſaid true, and the Judges 
letthem pafle freely. It fell out that they rooke onemans oath, 
who ſwore and ſaid, that he went to be hanged ypon that gal- 
lowes, and for nothing elſe. 

The Tudges were at a ſtand, and ſaid, If welet this man paſſe, 
helyed in his oath, and according to the Law hee oughtro dic; 
wdif wehang him, he ſwore he went to die yponthe-gallows, 
and having ſworne truly, by the fame Law he-oughr to be free. 
Itis now, Sir Goucrnor,demanded of you, what ſhould be done 
with thignan, for the Iudgesare doubtfull and in ſuſpence; and 
having had notice of your quicke and elevated vnderſtanding, 
rn me to you, to deſire you on their behalfs to giue your 
opinion in this intricateand donbtfull caſe. 

To which (quoth Sancho: ) Truely theſe Iudges that ſend 
youto me might haue ſaued a labour ; for I am one that haue 2s 
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much wit as a Setting-dog : but howſocuer, repeat me youthe 
bulinelle once againe, that | may vnderſtandir , and perhaps [ 
may hit the marke. 

The Demandant repeated againe,and againe , what hee had 
ſaid before ; and Saxcho faid, ln my opinion it is in(tantly re. 
folued, as thus; 

The man ſ{weares, that he goes todye vpon the gallowes:and 
if hedic ſo, he ſwore true z aud fo by the Law deſcrucs to palle 
free: and yet if he be not hanged, he ſwore falſe;and by the lame 
Law he ought ro be hanged Tis jultas Maſter Gouecrnor hath 
ſaid, quoti the Mellenger ; and concerning the vnderltandin 
the caſe, there is no more to be requiredor doubted. I ſay then 
(quoth Sancho)thatthey ler that part of the man pale that ſpoke 
eruth, and that which coldalye , let them hang it, and fo the 
condicion of the Law lhall be litterally accompliſhed. 

Why, Sir, faid the Demandant, then the man muſt be diuj- 
ded into two parts, lying and true ; andif he bediuided,he muſt 
nceds die, and fo therc1s nothing of the Law fulfilled, andit is

It 
hapned then,that having eaten contrary to the preſcriptionsand 
orders of the Do&torT zrtefuera,when the cloth was 1 away, 
there came in a Poſte with a Letter of Don Ouixotes, to the Go- 
uernour. Sancho commanded the Secretary to read it to him- 

klfe, and that if there cameno ſecret in ir, hee ſhould read it a- 

bud. The Secretary did {o , and fodainely running of itouer,

She did fo, and appeared to be (what could not 
be imagined) Donna Rodriguez, the Waiting-woman of the 
houſe : and theotherin mourning was her wronged Dauvgh- 
ter, abuſed by a rich Farmers ſonne. All were in admiration 
that knew her, eſpecially the Dukes : for though they knew her 
to be fooliſh,and of a good mould that way ; yet not to bee fo 
neeremad, 
Finally, Donna Rodrignez, turning to the Lords , ſhe faid, 
) May it pleaſe your Excellencies, to giue mee leave to impart a 
thing to this Knight : for it behooues me to comeout of. a buli- 
nelle, into which the boldnetJe of a wicked Raskall hath 
thruſt me, Wig 
The 
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The Duke faid , he gaue her leave,and that ſhe ſhould impart 
what ſhe would to Signior Don Quixote, She direCting her 
voice and her geſture to Don ©mxote, faid, Some dayes 
fince, valorous Knight, Irelated ro youthe wrong and treche- 
rie that a wicked Farmer hath done to my beloved Daughter, 
the ynfortunate one heere now preſent z and you pronuſcd me 
ro vndertake for her to right this wrongthat hath beene done 
her : and now it hath come to my 'notice,that you meane to 
part fromehis Caſtle,inquelt of your Aduentures (-God fend 
chem) and therefore my requelt is, that before you {cowre the 
wayes,you would defie this vntamed Ruſticke, and make him 
marry my.Daughter,according to thepromilc he gaue her be. 
fore he coupled with her: For to thinke that my Lord the Duke 
will doe me juſtice,is toſecke Peares from theElme;for the rea« 
ſon that T hae plainely told you z and fo God giue you much 
healch,and forſake not vs. 

To theſe reaſons, Don Quixote anſwered with great grauity 
and Proſopopeia: . | > x. eg 

Good Matron, temper your teares,and ſaue your ghs, and 
1 will engage my {elfe to right your Daughter; for whom it 
had becne much better, notto haue beene fo eafie of belceuing 
her Louers promiſes, which for the moſt part arelight in ma- 
king, bur heauy in accompliſhing : and therefore with my Lord 
the Dukes leaue, I will preſently part in ſearch of this vngodly 
yong man,and findeand challenge him, and kill him,if he deny 
to accompliſh his promiſe. For the chicfeayme of my profel- 
ſion is, to pardon the humble , and to chaſtizethe proud 1 
meane, to ſiccour the wretched, and to deſtroy the cruell. 

You need nor (quoth the Duke) beat the paines of ſeeking 
the Clowne, of whom the good Matron complaines ; neither 
need you aske me leaneto defichim, 'tis enough, that I know 
you haue done it; and let ir bemy charge to givehim noticethat 
he accept the chaileno<, and come to my Caſtle to anfwere for 
himſelfe, where ſafe liſts ſhallbe ſer vp for you both, obſerving 
the conditions that in ſuch Afts ought to hee obſerued ; and 
both your Iuſtices equaily, accoraing as Princes are obliged 
50 doe, that grant Z;-,ie combaiggto thoſe that Gght within 
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their Dominions. Why, with this ſecuritie and your Greart- 
nelles licence ( quoth Don Qu#:xote) here | fay that for this 
once I renounce my Gentry, anddoe equalize my ſ{elte to the 
meanenelle of the Ottender : and ſo qualific him to combatc 
with me: and ſo though he beabſent,] challenge and dehie liimn, 
for thar hee did ill ro detraude this poore creature that yvas a 
Maid, and now by his villany is none,and chat hee ſhall either 
fulfill his word he gaue her to marry her,or die in the demand. 
And ltraight plucking off his Gloue, hecalt it into the mid(t 
ofthe Hall,and the Duke tookeit vp, ſaying, That hee (as had 
beene laid) in his Vatlals name accepted the challenge , and ap- 
pointed the prefixt time (ixe dayes after , and the Liſts to be 1 
the Court ofthat Caftle,and the vſuall Armes of Knights, as 
Lance and Shield, andlaced Armour, with all other pieces, 
wichout deceit,aduantage, or ſuper(ticion, ſceneand allowed by 
the Iudges of the Liſts: but firſt of all *tis requiſite, thatthis ho- 
neſt Matron, and this ill Maid commit the right of their cauſe 
into Signior Don Quixote de la Mancha 5 hands ; for other- 
wiſe there will be nothing done ; neither will the ſaid challenge 
be put in execution. 
Idoe (quorhthe Matron) and I too ( faid the Daughter, all 
blubber'd and ſhamefac'd) andin ill raking. 

This agreement being made, and the Dukes imagining what 
was to be done in the bulinelle, the mourners went their wayes, 
and the Duchetlſe commanded they ſhould be vſed not as their 
ſeruants, but like Lady-Aduenturers,that came to their houſe to 
aske iultice,and ſerued as (trangers, to the wonderment of other 
feruants that knew not, what would become of the waduetle 
and levity of Donna Rodriguez, and her Errant Daughter. 

Whilſt they were in this bulinetle,to adde more mirth to tl.e 
Fealt, and to end the Comedy : dehold where the Page comes

The Duchelle could not be quiet, till ſhe had read her Letter; 
fo opening it,and reading itto her ſelfe, & ſeeing that ſhe might 
reade iraloud , ſheedid fo, that the Duke and the by-ſtanders 
might heare it, as followeth,

Great was the content that allreceiued roheare Tereſa Panſa's 


lztrer, principally ofthe Dukes; and the Duchelle asked Don 


wixote's aduice, ifft were fit to open the Letter that came for 
the Gouernour, which ſhee imagined was moſt exquiſite. Dow 

#ixore faid, that to pleaſure them, he would openit; which he 
did, and ſaw the Contents, which were theſe.

Theſe Letters were extolled , laughed at, cſtcemed and ad- 
mired: and to mend the matter, the Poſt came that brought one 
from Sancho to Don Quixote, which was likewiſe read aloud 
which brought the Gouernours madnelle in queſtion, The Du- 
chelle kd with the Page, to know what had befalne him in 
Saxcho's rowne, who told her atlarge, without omitting cir- 
cumſtance : he gaue her the Acornes, and a Cheeſe too vyhich 
Tereſa gaue him for a very good one, much better then rhoſe of 
Tronion ; the Duchetle receiued it with great content, in which 
wewliil leaue her, to tell the end that the Gonerniment of the 
Grand Sancho Panſa had, the flower and Mirror of all Ilandifſh 
Goucrnours.

quietly, then lay medowne to the ſibieftion ofa Gouernment 
Aa 3 in 
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in fine Holland ſheets, and be clothed in Sables : fare you vyell: 


Sir, and tel my Lord the Duke, Naked was I borne, naked I am, 
I neyther winne nor loſe: I meane, I came without crotle to this 
Gonernment, and I goefrom it without acrotle, contrary to 
what Gouernours of other Ilandsare vied ro doe. Stand out of 
the way, and let me go, for I mult ſeare-cloth my felfe ; for I be. 
leeue all my ribs are bruiſed, I chanke the enemy that trampled 
ouer me all chis night, 

You ſhall not doe fo, Sir Governour, quoth DoQor Rez, 
for I will giue you a drinke good againſt talls and bruiſes , that 
ſhall ſtraight recouer you : and touching your diet, ] promiſe 
you to make amends, and you ſhall eat plentifully of what you 
liſt. Tis too late (quoth Saxcho) Ile as foon tarry as turne Turke: 
theſe ieſts are not good the ſecond time : you ſhall as ſoone get 
me to {tay heere, or admit of any other Government, (though 
it were preſented in two platters to me) as make me flyeto hea- 
ven without wings. Iam of the linage of the Panſa's, and vye 
areall head-ftrong , and if oncewee cry odde,.odde it mult be 
(chough ir be euen) in ſpight of all the world. Heere in this (tz. 
ble let my Ants wings remainethar lifted me vp in the ayre, to 
be deuoured by Martlets and other birds, .and now let's goe a 
plaine pace on the ground : and though wee .weare no pinked 
Spaniſh-leather ſhoos, yet we ſhall not want courſe pack-thread 
Sandals. Like to like, quoth the Deuill to the Collier , andlete. 
uery man cut his meaſure according to hiscloth, and fo let mee 
goc, foritis late. 

To which qd. the Steward, With a very good wil you ſhould 
goe, though we ſhall be very ſorry toloſe you : for your judge- 
mentand Chriltian proceeding oblige vs to delire your comps 
ny : but you know,that all Gouernours arc obliged, before they 
depart from the place which they haue gouerned, to render firl 
an account of their place, which you ought to doe for the tenne 
daies you haue gouerned; and ſo Gods peace be with you. 

No man can aske any account of me, faid he, but hee whom 
my Lord the Duke will appoint; to him1 goe, and to him lle 
giue a fitting account : belides, I going from hence ſo bare as 
doe, there can be noygreater ligne that I hauc gouerned likean

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I proteſt ( quoth DoRor Rezio ) the Grand Sancho hath a

A the Duke will be infinitely glad to ſee him. So all agreed,and 
{ct him goc, offering firſt ro accompany him,and whartſocuer he 
had need of for himſclfe , or for che commodiouſncile of his 
Voyage.

miſed her marriage. Dow Dnexote was much pleaſed with this 
newes, and promiſed to himſelfe ro worke miracles inthis buſi- 
nelle, and he held it ro bea ſpeciall happinetle to him, that occa- 
fon was offered, wherein thoſe Nobles might ſee how far the 
valor of his powerfullarme extended: and fo with great locund- 
neſſe and content, he expeRted the foure daies, which in the 
reckoning of his deſire, ſeemed to him to bee foure hundred 
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Ages. Let wethem paſle (as we letpalle divers other matters) 
and come tothe Grand Sancho, to accompany him, who be. 
ewixt mirch and mourning , vpon Dapple went to {eeke out his 
Maſter, whoſe company pleaſed him more then to be Gouer.

fend me , and what doe I ſee ? is itpollible I have my dear 
friend in my armes , my honelt neighbour Sancho Parſe? Yes 
ſure I have, for I neyther ſleepe, noram drunke. 

Sancho wondred to heare himſelfe ſocalled by his name, and 
to ſee himſelfe embraced by a Pilgrime-ftranger: and after hee 


had beheld him a good while , without ſpeaking a word, and | 


with much attention, vet he could neuer call him to.minde: but

Towne, to obey his Maieſtics Edi&t , which ſo rigorouſly 
threatened thoſe ynfortunate ones of our Nation , as: thou 
heard'ſt, 

Sancho conſented,and Ricore ſpeaking to therelt of the Pil. 
| Ie" went to the Elme Groue that appear'd:a pretty way 

iltant fromthe High-way , they flung downe their Staues, 
and calt off chcir Pilgrims weeds, and ſo remained in Hoſe and 
Doublet : and all of them were young, and handſome fellowes , 
except Ricote, who was well entred 1n _ : all of them had 
Wallets, which were (all to ſeeto) well prouided atleaſt yyith. 
incitatiues that prouoked to drinke twomiles off. 

They fate ypon the ground, and making Table-clothes of 
the Gratle they ſer vpon it, Bread,Salt, Knives, Wal-nuts, ſli- 
ces of Cheeſe, and cleane Gammon of Bacon-bones : vyhich 
though they would not let themſclues be gnawed, yet they for-

Thus they beganne to cate with great content ; and very lei. 
frely , relliſhing every bit which they tooke 'vpon a kniues 
poinr,and very little of-euery thing : and (traight all of them 
together would life cheir armes and bottles vp into theayre, 
putting their own mouthesto the Bottles mouthes, their eyes 
nailed in heauen,as if they had ſhotar it: and in this faſhion mo- 
ving their heads from one (ide to the other, {ignes of their good 
liking of the Wine,they remained a good while , (training the 
cntrailes of the Vellelsin their ſtomacks. 

Sancho marked all,and was gricuedat nothing ; rather to ful. 
fill the Prouerbe,that he very well knew, * When thou goeſt to 
Rome, &c. hee deſired the Bottle of Ricore, and fo tooke his 
aymeas well as thereſt,and with no le{le delight then they:thus 
the Bottles ſuffered themſelues to be hoiſted on end foure rimes: 
but ic was not poſſible the fift; for they were now as ſoakt and 
dry as a Mattereſſe, which made their ioy hitherto ſhewne,now 
very muddy : now and then one of them would take Sancho by 
the right hand, and fay,Spaniard & Dutchman all one,boy com. 


b Sweares in a PAg#0. And Saxchoanſwered: Bon compagno, Þ inro a di:and with 
brokenlan- thatdiſchargeth ſuch a laughter aslaſted a long houre; nor re. 


membring as then ought that had befalne him in his Go- 
uernment; for cares are wont to hauelittle Jurisdiftion vpon 
leiſure and idlenetTe, whileſt men are cating and drinking. 

Finally, the ending of their Wine, was the beginning of a 
drowlineſſe that ſeyzed ypon them all,ſo they euen fellto ſleepe 
where they ſer ; only Ricote and Sancho watched it our, for they 
had caten more,and drunke letſe:So Ricere taking Sancho apart, 
they fſateat the foote ofa Beech, leauing the Pilgrims buriedin 
{weet ſleepe,and Ricote without (tumbling aiot into his Mos 
iſo tongue, -in pure (aſtillian language, vtrered to him this en- 
ſuing Diſcourſe. 

Thou wellknowelt,O Sancho Panſa , friend and neighbour 
mine, how rhe Proclamation and Edi thar his Maieſtv com- 
manded to be publiſhed again(t thoſe of my Nation, put vs all 
Into afeare and fright,atleaſt me ir did : and mee thought, that 
before the time that was limitcd vs for our departure from 
Spaine 
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Spaine:; the very rigour of the penalty was executed vpon me, 
and my children- 

I prouidedherefore(in my iudgement wiſely) as he which 
knowes that by ſuch atime the houtc he lives in ſhall bee taken 
fromhim, and fo prouides himſclte another againlt hee is to 


change: I prouided, I ſay,toleaue our towne;, all alone without 


my Family,and to ſecke fome place whither 1 might commodi- 
oully carry them, and not in ſucha hurry as the relt that went, 
For I well aw, and fo didall our grauer ſort, that thoſe Procla- 
mations were not onely threats,as ſome ſaid ; but true lawes to 
be pur in executionat their due time : and I was enforced to be” 
leeue this truth; becauſe I knew the villanous, bur fooliſh at- 
tempts of our Nation : ſuch,as me thought, it was adivine in- 
ſpiration that moued his Maieſtic,to put ſo braue a reſolution in 
effc&t ; not becauſe wee wereall faulty ; for ſome there were 
firme andtrue Chriſtians : but they were ſo few,they covldnot 
bc oppoſed to thoſe that were otherwile : and it was not fit to 
_ a Serpent in his boſome, and to haue enemies within 
res. 

Finally, we were juſtly puniſhed with the penalty of Baniſſ- 
ment, which ſeemed to ſome ſoft and ſweet; but to vs the terri- 
bleſt that could be inflicted: whereſoeuer wee are, we weepe to 
thinke on Spaine : for indeed heere we were borne,and it 1s our 
naturall Countrey ; weeno where finde the entertainment that 
our misfortune del ires, and in Barbary,and all parts of eAfrica, 
where we thought to haue been recetued,entertained, and che- 
riſhed ; there it is where weeare molt offended, and miſuſed : 
we knew not our happinelletill weloſt ic, and thedeſire weall 
haue to returne to Spaine is ſo great, that the molt part of ſuch 
(which are many) who ſpeake thelanguage, asI doe, returne. 
hither againe, andleaue their Wiues and Children there for{a- 
ken: fo great is the loue they bearetheir Countrey , and nowI 
know and finde by experience that the ſaying is true, Sweet is 
the loue of ones Countrey, 

I went (as I ſay) out of our towne,and came into France,and 
though there we were well entertained, yet I would fee it ally 
and ſo patſed into Italy, andarriued in Germapy 3 and there I

found we mightliue with more freedome ; for the inhabitants 
docnot looke much into nicetics,cuery one liues as he pleaſeth ; 
for in the greateſt part of it, there is libertie of conſcience, 
There tooke ahouſein a Towne neere AHngyfts, and fo 
joyned withtheſe Pilgrims , that vſually come for Spaine; ma- 
ny of chem euery yeereto vilit the Deuotions heere, which arc 
their Zndies , and certaine gaine, they travell all the Kingdome 
ouer ; and thereisno towne from whence they goe not away 
with meat and drinke (as you would ſay) ar lealt & (ixe pence 
in money :and when they haue ended their Voyage , they goe 
away with a hundreth Crownes over-plus,which changed into 
Gold zeyther inthe hollowes of their Staues, or the patches of 
their Weeds,or by ſome other ſlight they can,they carry outof 
the Kingdome,and pale into other Countreys,in ſpight of the 
Searchers of thedry Ports, where the money ought co beregj- 
ſired. And now,Sancho,my purpoſcis tocarry away the Treas 


ſure thatT left buried; for becauſe it is wichout the Town, I ma 
doe it without o_ , and write from Yalencia,tomy Wite 


and Daughter that I know arc in eArgiers, and contrive how { 
may bring them to ſome Port of Fraxce,and from thence c 
them into Germany, where we will expe&t how God will oleaſ 
to diſpoſe of vs : for indeed, Sanche, I know certainely,that Ris 
cota my Daughter,and Franciſca Ricota my Wife are Catholike 
Chriſtians: and though I bee not altogether ſo , yet I am more 
Chriſtian then Moorezand my deſireto God alwaies is, to open 
the eyes of my vnderſtanding,and to let me know how I may 
ferue him. 

And all I admire,is, that my Wife and Daughter ſhould rather 
gointo Barbarie,then into France, wherechey might haue lived 
as Chriſtians. 

To which Saxcho ſaid, Look you, Ricote, perhapsthey could 
not doe withall : for Jobx Tyopero your wiues Brother carried 
rncm: and he(belike)as he wasa rake Moore, would go where 
herhought beſt, and I can tell you more, I thinketis in vaine for 
you to ſeeke what you left hidden : for we had newes that your 
Brother in law & your Wife had many Pearls taken from them, 
and a great deale of gold which was not regiſtred, 

That 
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That may very well be, Sancho, quoth Ricete: but I know 
they couched nor my treaſure. For | would nor tell them where 
it was hidden, as fearing fome mis-hap ; and therefore if thou 
wile come vvith ime,Savcho,and help mero take it out andcon- 
ceale ir, Ile giue theecwo hundreth Crownes tothe rclicte of 
thy neceſlities,for thou knowelt, | know thou halt many. | 

Were couctous (quoth Sancho) I would yecld to this;and 
were I ſo, this morning I lefran Office, which had I kept, 1 
might have made my houſe walles of gold, and within one lixe 
moneths haue caten in {iſuer diſhes : to that partly for this, and 
partly not to beea Traitour to my King, in fauouring his ene= 
mies, I will not goe vviththee, though thou wouldlt gine mee 
foure hundreth Crownes | 

And vyhat Office vvasthat thoulcfre(t Saycho,quothRicote? 

Left to be Gouernour of an lland (quoth Sancho) and ſuch a 
one, that yfaich in three Bow-ſhootes againe you ſhall ſcarce 
meetyvith ſuch another, 

And wheres this Iland,faid he? Where,quoth Sancho? Why, 
two Leagues off, and it is called the Iland Barataria, 

Peace, Sancho, quoth Ricote: for your Ilands are out in the 
Sca,you haueno lands inthe Terra Firma. 

No, quoth Sancho?I tell you,friend, Ricore, this morning I 
left it ; and yelterday I gouerned in itat my pleaſurelike a Sa- 
rs bur yer 1 left 1t,as thinking the Gouernours Office to 

dangerous. 

And what haue you gotten by it,quoth Ricote? Ihaue gotten 
(laid he) this experience,that I amnot fir to gouerne ought but 
Herd of Catrel,and that in thoſe kinde of Gouernments there 
8 no wealch gotten,but with labour, toyle, lotle of fleepe and 
ſuknance: for in your Ilands your Governours fare very ill;

I hauetold thee, Ricote, quoth Savcho, that I will not : let ie 
ſuffice, I will not diſcouer thee, and goe on thy way, on Gods 
name, andlcaue meto mine : for I know that vyhar is vvell gor- 
ten, is lo(t ; but what is ill gorcen,ic and the Owner too.

Marry was I ( quoth Sancho) and[ 
cantell you, your Daughter ſhewed ſo beautifull, that all che 
Towne went out to ſee her: and euery one {aid ſhee vyas the 
faireſt creature in the world : ſhee went weeping , and en- 
braced all her friends and acquaintances, and as many as 
cameto ſee her, and intreated all ro recommend her co God, 
and this ſo feelingly, that ſhee made mee weepe , that am 
no Bel-weather ; and yfaith many had a good mindeto have 
concealed her,and to take her away vpon the way : bur fearcof 
reliſting the Kings commandement , made them abſtaine; 
he that Gan himſelfe moſt enamoured, was Dor Pedro Greys 
rio,that Youthgtherich heyrethat you know very well; he,they 

ſay,loued her very much, and ſince ſhe went, vyas nener ſcene 
more inour Towne,and we all thought, hee followed to (tcale 
her away : but hitherto thereis o_ns. 

I alwayes fuſpetted (quoth Ricote)that this Gentleman loued 
my Daughter : but being confident in Ricora's worth , itneuer 
croubled' me,to know that he loued her well : for I am ſure,Sv- 
cho, thou haft heard fay,that Moriſca women ſeldome or neue 
for loue marricd with old Chriſtians : and fo my Daughter, 
who, as I belccue, rather tended her ſoules health then to bee 
enamoured,cared little for this rich heires ſolliciting. 

God grant it,quoth Sarcho: for ic would be very ill for them 
Wires: now, Ricote, let me goc from hence, for I meane this

God be with thee, Brother Sarcho: for now my companions 
are {lirring and itis time to be on our way : and ſtraight bothof 
them tooke leave ; and Sancho gate vpon Dapple , and Ricot 
Jeant on his Pilgrims Scaffe; and ſo both departed.

Of matters that befell Sancho by the way and others the 
beſt in the worla. 


ed not thar day to the Dukes Caltle, though hce caine 

wichin halfe a League of ir, where thenighr tooke him, 
ſomewhat darke and cloſe: bur being Summer time,it troubled 
him not much , and therefore hee went out of the yvay, pur- 
poling to reſt ill the morning : butas illlucke would haue ir, 
ſecking a place, where he might beſt accommodate himſelfe,

{:d. Oh Companion mine and friend, how ill haue I rewar- 
ded thy honeſt ſeruice? Pardon me: and delire Forrunc inthe 
beſt manner thou canſt, to deliver vs from this miſerable 
royle in which weare both put: and I heere promiſe to ſeta 
Crowne of Lawrell on thy head, thatthou ſhalt looke like a 
Poet Lawreat, and I will double thy Provender-allowance, 

Thus Sancho lamented,and his Alle hearkeried to him, with 
outanſweringa word ; ſuch was the ſtrait and anguiſh in which 
the poore Scab found himſelfe. 

Finally, hauing pailed ouer the whole night in complaints 
ard la:nentations, the day came on, with whoſe cleerencile and 
ſp!edor,Sancho ſaw that there was no maner ofpolibilicy toget 
out of that Well, wichout help, and he be22n rolament & make 
a noiſe to ſce if any body heard him : but all his crying out ws 
as in a Defart : for in all the Countrey round abonr, there vvas 
naneto hearken to him ;and then Dapple lay with his month 
open,and Sancho thoughthe had been dead : yethee fo handled 
the matcer,thar he ſer him vpon his legges, and taking a p_es 
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bread out of his Wallets -( which had runne the fame fortune 
with them) he gaue it his Alle, which came not amilleto him ; 
and Sevcho (aid to him, as if hee had vnderltood it, Sorrowes 

reatare le{[ened with meate. | 

By this hediſcouercd onthe one (ide of the Pir a preat hole, 

wherear a man might palle thorow, crooking and itooping a 
little. Sancho drew to ir,and ſquatting down, enrred in,and {aw 
chat within it, was large and ſpacious,and he might well diſcerne 
it: for by a place that you mighe call the roofe, the Sun-beame 
entered 1n, that diſcouercd it all : he faw likewiſe that it was en- 
larged by another ſpacious concauitie : which when he ſaw, he 
turned backe againe to his Alle, and with a ſtone began to pull 
downethe carthof rhe Hole, and inalictle while made way for 
his Alle to goe out, whichhe did, and Saxcholcading him by 
the Halter, went forward along the Caue, to ſee if hee could 
findeany egrefſeon the other {ide ; ſometimes he went darke- 
long and without light: but never without feare, Lord God, 
Gid hegthis, that to me isa misfortune , wereto my Maſter Dox 
Quixotea famous Aduenture: he would think theſe profundi- 
tics and Dungeons, wereflowry Gardens, and Galiana's Pala- 
ces, and hee would hope to get out of this ſtraightnetle and 
darknellcinto ſome flowry field : but I vnfortunate,ill-aduiſed, 
and faint-hearted, thinke that euery moment I ſhall fall into a 
deeper profunditic then this former , that will ſwallow mee 
downe-right: Tis a goodill that comes alone. In this manner, 
and in this imagination hethought he had gone ſomwhatmore 
then halfea League; and atlaſt he diſcouered a kindeof Twy- 
light,as if it had Leon day, & came inat ſome open place, which, 
ſeemed to open an entrance to auviher world, 

Heere Cid Hamete Benengelileaues him,and turnes againe to 
treat of Dox Quixote, who, iocund and contented , expected 
the prefixed time, for the Combate hee was to performe 
with the diſhonourer of Downa Rodriguez, Daughter, and 
thought-to reftifie the wrong and vncouth turne ſhee had 
done her. 

[t fell out then, that going our one morning to exerciſe and 
pratiſc againſtche traunce in m_ cre long hee was to ſee 

tim- 
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himſelfe ; ferching vp Roſmante with a full Carrere, hee came 
cloſe to a Caues mouth that had he not reined him in hard, it 
had been impollible but he mult haue falne into it. 

Well, he itopr him,and fell not in : and comming ſomewhat 
neerer, wicthoutalighting,lookt into thatdepth, and beholding 
of ir, heard a greatnoiſe within, and hearkening attentiuely,he 
might perceiuc and ynderltand, that he that made it,cryed out, 
Ho, aboue there, is there any Chriltian that heares me? or any 
charitable Gentleman that will cake pitic of a {inner buricd a» 
live ? ofan vahappy vngouern d Gouernour? 

Don QOxixote thought hee heard Sancho Panſa's voice, at 
which he was in ſuſpence & aftrighted : bur railing his voiceas 
high as he could,he ſaid, Who is below there? who is that cryes 
out ? Who ſhould be here? or who ſhould cry our, they an{we- 
red, but the weather-beatcn Sancho Panſa Gouernour with a 
Pox to him, for his ill errantrie of the Iland Barataria, Squire 
ſomcrime to the famous Knight, Don Quixote de la Mancha? 

When Don Quixote b_ this, his admiration was doubled, 
and his aſtoniſhment increaſed,as thinking Saycho Panſa might 
be dead , and that his ſoule was there doing penance: and car- 
ried with this imagination, he faid, I conjure thee by all I may,, 
as I ama Catholike Chriftian, that thou tell mee who thouart ; 
and ifthou beeſta ſoule in penalty , tell mee what thou wil 
haue mee doefor thee: for ſince my profeſſion is to ſuccour 
and help the needy of this world, it ſhall alwayes bee ſo to help 
= ayde the ncedic in another world, that cannot help thewy 

clues, 

Then faid they below, Belike, you that ſpe-k< to me are my 
Maſter Don 2nixete de I: Mavehu, and by the Organ of your 
voicecan beno other. 

Don Quixote ]am,quoth he, that both ayde theliuing and 
dead in their neceſſities. Thereforetell mec who thouart; for 
thou amazeſt me : for if thou be Sancho Panſa my Squire, and 
that being dead,the Diuel haue not ſeyzed on thee, and by Gods 
mercie thou be in Purgatory, our holy Mother the Catholike 
Romane Church hath ſufficient ſuffrages, co deliuer thee from 

the paine thou endureſt, and I with my wealth will follicite 
al 
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all chat I can : and therefore makean end, and tell mee who 
chou arc. 

Gods me,by whoſe birth ſo euer you will, Signior Don Quix- 
ote : I ſweare I am your Squire Sancho Panſa,and I never dyed 
In all my life ; bur that hauing lefe my Gouernmenc for mat- 
ters and cauſes that mult be cold more atleiſure ; ouer-nighr [ 
fell into this Pic,where I lye and Dappleroo , who will proue 
meto beno lyar : for heisheere wich me: Will youany more? 
And it ſeemed, thejAiſe vnderſtood what betas” > ſaid : for at 
the inſtant, hee began to bray ſolowd , that all the Cauc re- 
founded. 

A famous witneſle, quoth Dow Quixote, I know this Bray, 
asif I had brought icforth, and I hearethy voice , my Sancho : 
Stay , and Ile goc to the Dikes Caltle that is heere hard by : and 
I will get ſometo help chee ourof this Pir, into which thy (ins 
haue call thee, 

Goe, Sir (quoth Savcho) for Gods loue,and returne quickly: 
for I can no longer endureto be buried heerealiue , and I dye 
for fearc. Don 2wixoteleft him,and went to the Calle to ler the 
Dukes know S«ncho's mis-hap : at which they maruelled not a 
liele,though they knew well cnough how hee mightfall in for 
the knowledge they had,rime out of minde of that Vault ; but 
they could not imagine how he hadlefthis Gouernment, they 
knowing nothing of his comming. Finally,they cauſed Ropes 
and Cables to be ſent,8& with much colt and labour of peopte, 
Sancho and Dapple were drawne our of that difmalneſſero the _ 
ſunnes light. A Scholler ſaw him,and faid, Thus ſhould all bad 
Gouernors come out of their Gouernments, as this ſinner doth 
out of this profound Abiſine, pale dead for hunger, and (as [ 
belecue) wicthouta crolleto bleiſe him with. 

Sancho heard himyand faid, 'Tis eight or ten dayes, Good- 
man Murmurer, ſince I began to gouerne the Iland;in all which 
I neuer cat bread chat kept me from hunger one houre; in al thac 
time Phyſicians haue perſecuted mee,and enemies haue bruiſed 
my bones: neither haue I hadleiſureto take bribes,or to recoucr 
my due;which being ſo, I deſcrued not(in my opinion)to come 
outin this manner : but man purpoſeth,and God diſpoſeth:and 
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God beſt knowes what cach manineedeth: and let euery man fit 


himſelfe to the times,and no man ſay, Ile drink no more of ſuch 
a drinke: for where we thinke to fare well,there is oft ill viage. 
God Almighty knowes my minde,'cis _—_ , and I fay no 
more,though I could, Be not angry, Sancho, nor vext with 
what thou heareſt,for ſo thou ſhalc neuer be in quict: come with 
a good conſcience, let vm ſay what they will ; for to bridle ma- 
licious tongues, is as muchas to {er gates inthe High-way. 

Ifa Gouernour comerich from his Gouernment, they ſay he 
hath played the Thiefe : and if poore,that he hath been a weake 
vnable Coxcombe, 

I warrant you (quoth Saxchs) this bout, they ſhall rather 
hold me to be a Cox-combe thena Thiefe. With this diſcourſe 
they went toward the Caſtle hemmed in with many boys, and 
other people; where the Duke and Ducheſle were in certaine 
running Galleries, expeting Do» Quixote and Sancho : who, 
before Fe would goe yp to ſee the Duke, would firſt accomme. 
date Dapplcin the Stable:for he aid he had had a marucllousil 
night on't at their lodging;and fo ſtraight he went vp to ſee his 
Lords,before whom vpon his knees, he faid ; I, my Lords , bes 
cauſe your Greatnefſes would needs haue it ſo, without any de. 
ſert of mine, went to gouern your Iland Barataria ; into which, 
naked I entred,and naked comeT out, I neither win nor loſe, 
whether I gouerned well or ill, heere be witneſſes preſent to fay 
what they pleaſe: I haue reſolued Doubts; ſcnrenced Cauſes, 
and hauc been ready to be ſtarued; becauſe Maſter Door Pe- 
dro Rezio, borne at T irtea facra,would haucit ſo,that Tland and 
Gouecrnouriſh Phyſician; enemies ſet vpon vs by night : and 
hauing put vs in greatdanger, they of the Jland fay that they 
werefrced,and got the viftory,by the valour of my arme; ſuch 
health God ſend them,as they tell truth herein, 


In fine, I have ſummed vpall the burdens and the cares that | 


ehis goucrning brings with #,and finde by my account,that my 
ſhoulders cannot bearethem ; neither arethey a weight for my 
ribbes, nor Arrowes for my quiuer : and therefore, leſt 
Nould be caſt away in my Gouernment, 1 have caſt itaway, and 
fince yelterday morning 1 leſt the Jland as I ſound it, with the 
ſame

| TI haue borrowed nothing of no body, nor hoorded vpany 
thing : and chough I thought to haue made ſome profitable Or- 
dinances,yct I did not;as fcaring they would noc be kepr,which 
15s much as if chey had neuer been made. 

Tefr the land (as 1 fay) without any bodies accompanying 
me, but Dapple : 1 fell intoa Pic, went torward in ir, vncill this 
morning by che Sunnes light I got out : but not ſo calily; for if 
heauen had nor prouided meciny Maſter Don Quixote,there I 
had ſtucke till cheend of the md ; 

So that my Lords, Duke and Duchetle, here is Sancho Panſa

Carrets,or with Partridge. With this, Sanchoended his tedious 
diſcourſe : Dow Quixote fearing alwayes that he would blunder 
outa thouſand fopperies : but ſeeing him end with fo few , he 
thanked Heauenin his heart: and the Duke embraced Sancho, 
and aid, He was ſorry in his ſoule that he left the Government 
ſo quickly : but that he would cauſe ſome Office of leile trou- 
ble,and more profit in his eſtate to be giuen him : the Duchetle 

likewiſe embraced him, and commanded hee ſhould bee made 

much of, for he ſeemed to be much wearicd , and to be worſe 

entreated, 


Bb3 CHAP.

eſpecially , becauſe that very day their Steward came, 
and rold them very punRually all the words anda&tions, that 
Sancho borh did and {aid in that rime : and finally ,' fo deſcrib'd 
theatlault of the Tiand,and fo ſerout Sanths's fearc, and his fal- 
lie,that they recctued no ſmall delight. | 

Afﬀeer chis, the Hiſtory tels vs, that theday of the prefixed 

battaile came, and the Duke hauing oft inftructed his Lackey 
Tofilss how he ſhould behaue himiſelfe with Don 'Qurxote to 0s 
uercome him, wicthour killing or woundinghiitn: hce-gaue ors 
der that their Pikes ſhould bee raken fromitheir Lances, relli 
Don Quixote, that Chriſtianitie (which heipreferred) dures 
not,tharthac battel ſhould be with fo-much hazzardiand 
of their liues : and'that ir was enoughrthat he (granted Him free 
Liſts in his Countrey, though ir wereapain(t che Decrce of the 
holy Gouncell, that prohibires ſuch challenges ; yer hee would 
not put that matter ſo (trily in execution. 

Don Quixote bade his Excellency diſpoſe of that buſineſſes 
he pleaſed, and that he would obey himin all. 

The fearefull day being come, the Duke commanded that 
there ſhould bea ſpacious Scaffold fer ypin the place wherethe 
Judgesof theLilts mightſtand; and che Matron & her daugh- 
rer ; Plaintiffes. 

T here repaired a world of people, from all the townes, and 
neighbouring Villages, to ſee the noueltie of that battaile,who 
neuer ſaw,noreuer heard tell ofthe like in that Countrey ; nci- 
ther the liuing,ror thoſe that were dead. The firſt that entred 
the held and Lifts, was, the Maſter of the Ceremonies , vvho 
meaſured out the ground, and patled all overir, that there

A while afcer,the Grand Lackey To#/os,appear'd on one fide 
of the large place, accompanicd with many Trumpets,and vpon 
alulty Courſer, ſinking the very ground ynder him : his Vitor 
wasdrawn, and he was all arraied 1n {trong and ſhining Armor, 
his horſe was Frizeland, well ſpred , of colour flea-bitten, eac|1 
fer-locke hauing nine and twenty pound of wooll vpon ic. The 
valiant Combatant came, well in{trufted by his Malter, how he 
ſhould demeane himſelfe with the valorous Don Quixote de 1a 
Mancha, aduertized that he ſhould by no meanes kill him , bur 
that he ſhould (triue to ſhunne the firſt encounter, to excuſe the 
danger of his death which was certaine, if he met him full butce, 
He paced ouer the place, and comming where the Matron was, 
he {taycd a while to behold her that demanded him for her hu: 
band. The Malter of the Liſts called Don Quixote, that had now 

preſented himſelfe inthe place,Sc rogether with Toſilos: he ſpoke 
tothe women, asking them, if they agreed that Dow Quixote de 
la Mancha ſhould vndertake their cauſe. They ſaid, 1, and thar 
they allowed of all he ſhould in that caſe performe, for firm and 
auaileable. 

By this the Duke and Ducheſle were ſctin a Gallery , vvhich 
looked iult ro the Liſts, all which was couered with aboun- 
dance of people, that expected to ſee the rigorous trance never 


The conditions of the Combatant was, That if Dow Quixote 
overcame his Contrary,he ſhould marry with Donna Rodriguez, 
daughter ; and that if he were ouercome, his Contendor was 
freed from his promiſe giuen, and nottyed to any fatisfattion. 
The Maſter of the Ceremonies diuided the Sunne berweene 
them, and ſet each of themin their places. The Drums ſtrooke 
yp, and the ſound of Trumpers filled the ayre , the earth 
ſhooke ynder them,and the hearts of the ſpe&ator troope,were 
in ſuſpence, ſome fearing, others cxpe&ting the good or jll ſuc- 
celle ofthis matter.

Finally, Don Ouixete recommending himſelfe heartily to 
God and his Miſtretle Dulcmea del T beſo, (tood looking when 
the preciſe ligne of the encoiuter ſhuld be giuen; but our Lackey 
was in another mind, he thought vpon what now I willtell you, 
It ſceres, that as he (tood looking vpon his enemy,ſhe ſeemed 
to him to be the faireft woman in the world, and the lictle blind 
boy,whom vp and down the (treetsfolke call Lowe , would not

and fo hetooke no notice of the Trumpets ſound, as did Don

full ſpeed as Roſmmante would permit, went againſt his enemy, & 
his good Squire Sancho Parſe, ſecing him depart, cryed outa- 
loud, God guidethee, Creame and Flower of Knights Errant, 
God giue thee the vitory, ſeeing thou haſt right on thy (ide; 
and though Teofiles ſaw Don Quixote come toward him, yet hee 
mouecd not a whit from his place, but rather aloud called the Ma- 
ſter of the Lilts, whocomming to ſee what he would haue, T4 
filos aid , 

Sir, doth not this battell conſiſt inmy marrying, or not mar- 
rying wich that Gentlewoman ? Yes, It was a wat. him. Well 
then (quoth the Lackey)I am ſcrupulous of Conſcience, which 
would much be burthened,jf this battell ſhould proceed ; And 
eh1crefore I ſay, I yeeld my {elfe vanquiſhed, and will marry this 
Gentlewomanpreſently. 

The Maſter of che Liſts wondred at Tofilos reaſons; and a5he 
was one of thoſe that knew of the contriuing that bulinelle, 
could not anſwer hima word. 

Don Quixote ſtopped inthe middeſt ofhis Careere,feeing his 
CNEIY Net not, 

The 
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The Dnke knew nothing why the Combat ſhould not goe 
forward; but the Maſter of che Liſts wentto tel him what Tojites 
{zd,ar which he was in ſuſpence,and extreamly cholericke. 

Whileſt this happened, Tofilos came where Donna Rodrigues. 
was, andcricd aloud, Miltretſe, Ile marry your daughter, and 
therefore will never [trive for that vvith ſuites and contentions, 
which I may haue peaccably , and without danger of death. 

The valorous Do 2mrxete-heard this, and fayd ; Secing 'is 
fo,and that I am looſed & free from my ents chem marry 
on Gods name, and lince Gvd hath giuen her him, S, Peter 
bletle her. 

The Duke now came down into the Place, and comming to 
Tefiles laid; Is it true, Knight,that you yeeld your ſelfe yanqui- 
ſhed,and thatinſtigated by your timorous Conſcience,you will 
marry that maid? I, Sir, quoth Tofiles, 

He doth very well, quoth Saxche then, for that thou would(t 
piue the Mouth alus the Cat,and he will free thee from trouble. 

Tofilos began now to vnlace his Helmet, and defired them to 
help him apace,for his ſpirics &his breath failed him,& he could 
not endure to ſee himſelfe fo long ſhut yp in that narrow cham- 
ber. They vndid it apace,and now the Lackeyes face was plaine- 
ly diſcouered, Which when Dona Redrignez and her daughter

Grieue not your ſclues, Ladies, quoth Don ©nixote z for this 
is neyther malice nor villany , and if it be, the Duke is notin- 
fault, but vilde Enchantersthat perſecute me : who enuying that 
I ſhould get the glory of this conqueſt, haueconuerted the face 
of your Husband into this, which you fay is the Dukes Lackey; 
take my counſell, &in ſpight of the malice of my enemies, marry 
him, for doubtletſe 'tis he that you deſire to have to husband, 

The Duke that heard this , was ready to burſt all his choller 
Into laughter, and faid ; Thethings that happen to Signior Dox 
2nrxete are fo extraordinary that it makes me bdlieue this is not 
my Lackey : butler vs vie this ſlight and device, let ys defer the 
marrt- 
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marriagconely one fiftcene daics, and keepe this perſonage that 
holds vs in doubt, locked vp, in which perhaps he will returne 
to his priltine ſhape ; for therancor that Enchanters beare Sig- 
nior Dox 2wixore,will not laſt fo long, they gaining {o little by 
theſe coozenages and transformations they vie. 

O lir, quoth Sancho, theſe wicked Elues doe viually change 
one thing into another in my Maſters atfaires : not long lince 
they changeda Knight he conquer'd , called The Knight of the 
Looking glaſſes, into the ſhapeof the Bachelor Samſon (arraſes, 
borne in our towne, and our ſpeciall friend , and they turned 
my Miſtreſle Dalcinea del Toboſo into a rulſticke clowne : and fo 
I imaginethis Lackey will liue and die fo, all daics of his lite. 

- To which { quoth Redriguez, daughter ) Let him be who 
hee will that demands mee to wite (I thanke him) TI had ra- 
ther be lawfull wife to a Lackey, then a Paramour to be mocked 
by a Gentleman, though beſides he thatabuſcd me is none. 

 Thevplhor of all was, that Tofitos ſhould be kepr vp, till they 
ſaw what became of his cransformarion. All cried, Dou 
Qwixote's was the vittory,and the moſt were ſad and melancho- 
ly,to ſee that the expetted Combarants had not bearen one ano- 
_ ther to pieces z as boyes are ſad, whenthe party:they looke for, 
comes notourto be hanged, whencyther the contrary , orthe 
Juſtice pardons him. | 
T he people departed, and the Duke and the Ducheſle retur- 
ned, and Don Quixote with them to the Caſtle, To{i/os was ſhut 
VP, Donna Rodriguez, and her daughter were molt happy, to ſee 
that one way or other, that buſineſſe ſhould end in marriage, 
and Tofilss hoped no leile.

OW it ſcemed good to Don Dnixete , to leaue the 
N idle life hee had in the Caltle, chinking it a grear 
- V' wrong to his perſon, to beſhut vp, and lazy among(t 
ſo many delights and dainties as were offered tohiim as aKnight 
Errant by thoſe Nobles, and he thought hee wasto giue a (trict 
2ccount to Heauen for that'idlenetie & retivement,and ſo asked 
licence one day of the Dukes to depart : which they gauc him, 
bur ſeemed to be very forrowfull that hee would leave them. 
The Duchetle gaue Sancho Panſa his wiues Letters , who wept 
inthem , and faid, Who would haue thought that ſuch greas 
hopesas the newes ofmy Gouernment, engendred in my Wife 
Tereſa Panſa's bre(t, ſhould Rop inrhis,that I muſt return tomy 
Maſter Don Qprxote's drag d Aduetures?For althat,I am glad 
slikeher {eclfe, by ſending the Acorns 
to the Duchetle, which if ſhe-hadnot ſent, I being forry ſhe had 
ſhewed her ſelfe vngratefull : my comfort is, that this kinde of 
Preſent could not be called a bribe ; for 1 had my Gouernmene 
before ſhe ſent it, andris very fit that they whorecciue a bene- 
fir, though ir be butintrifles, ſhew themſclues thankefull.

The Duchetle wondred at Alti/idora's looſenelle: for though 
ſhee held her to bee bold, witty, and wanton ; yet hee neuer 
thought ſhe would haue proceeded fo farre: and knowing no- 
thing of this jeſt, her admiration was the greater. 

The Duke meantto ſecond the ſport, and therfore ſaid, I doe 
not like it well,Sir Knight; thathauing received this good en- 
rertainment that hath beenmade you in my Caſtle, you ſhould 
preſume to carry away three Night-caps atleaſt ; if it were but 
only my Damozels Garters, *tisa ſigne ofa falſe heart, not ſute- 
able ro your Honour, and therefore reſtore her Garters : if not, 
Ichallenge you to a mortall combarte,and Ile nor feare that you 
Eluiſh Enchanters will trucke or change my face as chey haue 
done my Lackey Tefios, thar was to have fought wich you, 

God forbid (quoth Daw Quixote)that I ſhould vnſheathmy 
ſword againſt your moſt Illuftrious Perſon, from whom [ 
haue receiued ſo many fauours, The Nighr-caps I will reſtore: 


for Sancho ſayes he hathchem z the Garters'tis impoſſible, for 


neither henor I receiued them : andif this your Damozell wil 
looke into her corners, I warrant her ſhe finds them. 1, my 
Lord, was neuer Thiefe, nor neuer thinke I ſhall as long as1 
liue, if God forſake me not, This Damozell ſpeakes ( as hee 
pleaſerh) as being enamoured on what I am not faulty of :and 
therefore I haue no reaſon to aske forgiuenelle, ncither of her, 
nor your Excellency, whom I beſeech to hauea better opinion 
of me: and apaine, I deſire your Licence to bee vpon my 
way.

Don Oaixote inclined his head, and made anobeyfance tothe 
Dukes and by-ſtanders, and turning Roſenantes reines , Sancho 
following him on Dapple, he went out of the Caſtle, taking his 
way towards Saragoſa.

Of Aduentures that came ſo thicke and three-fold on Don 
Quixote,that they gaue no reſpit one tothe other. 


WM VE Don Qsixote ſaw himſelfe in open field , free 
and vn-cumbred from Alt:/idora's wooing , hee 
thought himſelfe in his Center , and that his ſpirits 
wererenued , to proſecute his new proictt of Chiualriez and 
turning to Sancho, ſaid ; 

Liberty , Sancho, is one of the preciouſe(t gifts that heauen 
hath giuen men,the treaſure that the carth erc!oleth, 2nd the Sea 
hides, cannot be equalized to it, Life ought ro be hazacded , as 
well for liberty, as for a mans honor ; and Þy <h< contrary, Cap- 
tiuiry is the preateſF enil char can be (ill men. This 1 tell thee, Sar- 
cho, becauſe thou hail well obſerued the cheere and plenty vyee 
haue had in the Caſtle we left, Well, inthe middeſt of thoſe fa- 
voury banquets , and thoſe drinkes cooled v.ith ſnow, me 
thought I was ſtrained with hunger ; for 1 cnioyed nothing 
with the liberty I ſhould haue done, had it beci+» mines owne 3 
for the obligations of recompencing benefits and fauours _ 
uc 
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ued, aretye that curbea free minde. Happy that man,to whom 
heauen hath giuen a piece of bread, withoutobligation to thank 
any cl{c, but heauen alone. 

For all that{quorh Sncbo) tis not fic for vs to be vnthankfull 
for two hundred Crowns that we haue receiued in gold, which 
the Dukes Steward gaue meinapurſe, which I carry as a com» 
forting Cordiall next my heart for what may fall out ; for wee 
ſhall not alwaics finde Caltles where we ſhall be much made on; 
ſometimes wee ſhall meete with Inns, where wee ſhall bee cud- 

elled. 

- Intheſcand ſuch like diſcourſes went the Errantson, Knight 
and Squire, when they faw (having gone about halfe a league) 
vpon jw gralſc ofa greene medow To dozen men, wich their 
cloakes ſpred at dinner, clad like husbandmen ; ſomwhar neere 
them, they had, asic were, white ſheetes, with which they cos 
ucred ſomething vnderneath: they were ſet vp-right,& (tretcht 
atlength, and put a pretty diſtance gne from another. 

Don Quixote came to thoſe that wereeating , and faluting 
them firſt courteoully , he asked them what was vnder thaclin- 
ncn 2 One of theman{wered him, Sir, ynderthis linnen there 
be certaine Images of Embotled worke in wood , which muft 
{crucin a ſhew we make in our village : we carry them couered, 
that they may not be ſullied, and on our ſhoulders, that they be 
not broken, If you picaſe (quoth Dov O#ixote)I ſhould be glad 
to ſee them ; for Images carried fo charily, doubtlelſe are good 
ones. Good (quothone) if they be not, let their price ſpeaks, 
for there isnoncofthem bur colt fifty Ducats ; and that you 

may {ce tis true, pray ſlay, and you ſhall ſee it with youreys: 

and riling , heeleft his dinner, and went to yncouer the firſt 
mage, which ſhewed rg be Saint George on horſebacke , vvith4 
winding Serpentat his tcer, anA hie T ance runne thorow the 

throat of ir, with the fiercenefſe he victh to be painted with : a 

the Images ſeemed tobe of pure gold. And Don Omwixore ſeeing 
Ir, ſaid , This Knight was one of the beſt Errants that the diuine 
Warre-farc had, his name was Saint George, and he was a vvon- 
derfulldefender of Damozels. Ler's ſee this next, Theman dif- 

.coucrediir, and it ſeemed to be Saint CMartin on Horſe-backe,

that diuided his cloake wich the. poore man , and Don Quixote 
no ſooner ſaw it, butheſaid , This Knight alſo was one of our 
Chriſtian Aduenturers, and I belieue he was more liberall then 
valiant, as thou mailt ſce, Sancho,by his diniding his cloake, and 

iuing che poore man halfe, and doubtlellce it was then Winter ; 

Br hadir beene Summer, he would haue giuen him all, hee was 
f charitable, | 

Not fo, quoth S«»cho, but he ſtucke to the Prouerb, To giue 
and to have, doth a braine craue. 

Don Quixote laughed, and delired them to takeaway another 
piece of linnen, _ which was the Image of the Patrone of 
Spaine on Horſe-backe, his ſword bloudicd , trampling on 
Moores, and treading on heads: and Don Quixote ſeeing ie Bid, 
[ marry,Sir, heere's a Knightindeed, one of Chriſts Squadrons, 
this is called Don Saint Drege, Moore-killer , one of the valian- 


teſt Saints and Knights inthe world, then, or in heauen now. 


Then they diſcouercd another piece, which ſhewed Saint Pax/ 
his falling from his horſe, wicthal thecircum(tances vſually pain- 
tedin the Table of his Conuerſion : when he ſaw him foliuely, 
as if you would fay, Chrilt were then ſpeaking to him, & Paul 
anſwering,he ſaid, This was the greatelt enemy that the Church 
of God hadiin along time,and the greateſt Defender that cuer ir 
ſhall haue, a Knight Errant in his life-time , and a quiet Saint in 
hisdeath, a reſtle(ſe labourer in the Vineyard ofthe Lord, a Do- 
@or of Nations, whoſe ſchoole was Heaucn, and Chriſt him- 
ſelfe his Reader and Inſtruter. Now there were no more Ima+ 
:3nd ſo Don Oxixote commanded them to cover them again, 
and ſaid to thoſe that carried them, I holdit for a propirious 
ſigne, Brethren, to haue ſeene what I haue ſeene:for thoſe Saints 
& Knights were of my profcſion, whichis, to exerciſe Armes; 
onely Fe difference betweene them and me 1s, that they vvere 
Saints, and fought Diuinely ;1 ama ſinner, and fight humanely. 
They conquer'd heauen by force of their Armes(for heaven ſuf. 
fers force)and hitherto I know not what I conquer by the force 
of my ſufferings : but if my Dw/cinea del T oboſo be once free 
from hers, my Fortune bettering it ſclfe, and my iudgementre- 


paired, perhaps I might take a ag” courſe then I doe,

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God prant,and Sinne be deafe, quoth Saxcho, ſtrait. 

The men wondred as well at Don Quixotes (lape, as his dif- 
courſe , and ynder(tood not one halte,what ic meanc. T hey cn- 
ded their dinner, and got vp their Images, and taking leaue of 
Don Qurxote, they went on their way. Sancho admired afreſh, 
as if he had neuer knowne his Malter,at his knowledge, think- 
ing there was no Hiſtory-inthe world, or Accidenr,that he had 
not ciphered vpon his nayle, and nailed in his memory, & {aid, 


Trucly (Malter mine) if this char hath befalne vs to day may be 


called an Aduenture , ir hath beene one of the molt delicious 
ſweetelt, that in all our peregrination hath betalnevs; for wee 
are come out of ic, without blowes or aftrightment , or laying 
handsto our ſwords, or without beating the earth with our bo- 
dics, or being hungry: God bethanked that he hath let me ſee 
this vvith theſe eycs of mine. 

T hou fayeſt well, Sancho , ( quoth Don Quizore) but thou 
mult know.,thetimes are not alwaies alike, norrun onin one fa 
ſhion, and that which the yulgar commonly calls Bodings, 
which are not grounded vpon any naturall reaſon, ought to bee 
held, and reputed, and iudged by a wiſe man for good Jucke, 
Oneof your Wizardsriſeth inamorning,gocs ourof his houſe, 
meetes with a Frier of the bleiled Order of S. Frances, and asif 
he had mer with a Grifhn, turnes his backe, and runs home a- 
gaine. Tother Aendoza, hee ſpils the falr on the Table, and 
{traic hath a melancholy ſprinkled all ouer his heart, as if Nature 
were bound to ſhew fignes of enſuing mif-chances, with things 
of ſo ſmall moment as the aforeſaid ; The diſcreet Chriſtians 
ought not to {tand ypon points, or to looke into the doings of 
heauen. Scipio comes into Africa,and leaping on ſhore,he (tum- 
bles; his Sovldiers holdirfor an ill ſhgne : bur heembracing the 
ground, ſaid, Thou canſt not flye from me, Africa, for I hate 
faſt hold on thee in mine Armes, So that Faxche, the meeting 
with theſe Images hath beene a molt happy ſuccelleto me. 

[ bclieve you (quoth Saxcho) and pray tell me the cauſe why 
we Spaniards cry, Saint /aques, and ſhut Spaine ? is Spaine 0- 
pentroe, ſorhat ir needed be (hut? or what ceremony is this ? 


Thouart molt Ihmple,Saxcho, quoth Don Quixote, & _

This Grand Knight with the red Crotſe, God hath pluen. him 
ro Spaine for a Patron aud ProteGtor,efpecially inthe hard con- 
flicts chat che Mooresand we had together ; and therefore they 
inuoke and call on him as their Protector in all their battels they 
giue, and many times they haue vilibly ſcene him in them,ouctr- 
throwing, trampling, deſtroying & killing Agaren Squadrons. 
Many examples could I produce co confirme this,out ofthe true 
Spaniſh Hiltortes. 

Sancho changed his diſcourſe, and faid tohis Maſter , Sir, 1 
do wonder at the looſenctle of Alriſidora, the Ducheiles Damo- 
zell ; chat ſame fellow called Loue, hath brauely wounded and 
runne her thorow z they {ay heis alictle blinde boy,thar though 
he be blearc-cyod, or to ſay truer, blinde; takes thelcalt heart for 

his mark,& hits ic,and piercerh ic wich his Flight from one (ide 
to the other. I havealſo heard fay, thatin the modeſty & wari- 
nelſe of Damozels,his amorous arrows are headleile & dull:but 
In this eAMleifdore, itkeemes they are rather whetted, then dull. 
Looke you,Saxcho,quoth Dor Quixote, Lone hathno reſpe& or 
limic in his dealing, and hath the fame condition yvith Death , 
thatas well ſers vpon the high Palaces of Kings, as the low.Cot- 
eages of Shephcards, and when hee takes entire polleſſion of a 


foule, the firlt thing he does, isro baniſh ſhame, without which, 


Altiſidora declared her delires, that rather engendred in my 
breſt confuſion then pitty. 

Notable cruelty, (quoth Sancho) vnheard-of thankleſmeſle ! 
I know for my part,that the lealt amorous reaſon of hers, would 
haue humbled and made me her vallall; ah whoore-ſon, what a 
heart of marble, entrailes of braſle, and ſoule of rough-caſt had 
you ? but I cannot imagine what this Damozell awin you, that 
ſhould ſo vanquilh her ? what Gallantry ? what courage ? whar 
conceit ? what countenance? which of theſe alone, or all together 
enamoured her ? for truly,truly, I bchold you many times from 
head co foot, and I ſee moreinyou toaffright,then ro enamour : 
and hauing alſo heard fay, that beauty is the firſt and principal 
partthat doth enamour, you hauing none, I know not on what 
the poore ſoule wasenamoured. bs 
Markey Sancho, (quoth Dor Quin) there be two _— 

Cc 2 
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of beauty, one of the minde, the other of the body ; that of the 
mindedoth march, andis ſeene-in theynderſtanding, in horie. 
ſy, in good proceeding, in liberality, in being well-bredde:and 
all cheſe qualitics are yntamed , and may be in an ill-fauoured 
man; and when the choyceis ſet ypon this beauty,and not ypon 
that of the body, it cauſeth louc with more force and aduantage, 
I ſee, Sancho, thatI am not louely , and yet I know too I am 
not deformed, andiris enough for an honeſt man, if he be nota 
monſter, to be beloued , ſo Lhaue the portions of che minde 1 
hauctold thee of, : 

In theſe reaſons and diſcourſes they went, entring inata 
wood that was out of the way, and ſodainely, before they were 
aware, Dos Duixote found himſelfe entangled innets of greene 
thread, that were ſetfrom onetreeto another z and not my 
ning whatit might be, he ſaid to Sancho, Mee thinkes,Sancho, 
this Aduenture of theſe Nets is one of the ſtrangeſt that may be 
imagined ; hang me, if the Enchanters that perſecute me, meanc 
not to intangle me in them, and to ſtopmy way, in reuenge of 
che rigour I have vied toward Altiſidora. Well, let them know 
that theſe Nets, were they of hardeſt Diamqnds, as they are of 
green thred; or ſtronger then that the icalous god of the Black- 
Smiths entangled Yexus and Mars with, I would breake it, as if 
it were bull-ruſhes or yarne : and ſtriuing to get forward , ſud- 
denly two moſt beautifull Shepheardetles comming from out 
che Thicket, appear'd before him;two,atleaſt,attired like Shep- 
heardetles, onely their looſe Iackets & Coats were of fine cloth 
of gold, I fay, their Kirtles were of Titlue; their haires hung 
looſe ouer their ſhoulders, that for golden,might comparewith 
the Sunne-beames: they were crowned with two Garlands wo- 
uen with greene Bayes, and red-Flower gentle : their ages ſee- 
med to be not ynder fifteene, nor paſt eighteene. 

This -was a ſight that aftoniſht Sancho, ſuſpended Dev 
Ouixote , made the Sunne (iopin his Carcere to behold them, 
and held all the foure in maruellous ſilence. In fine, the firlt 
that ſpake, was one of the Shepheardeſſes , that faid to Dow 
Quixote, Hold,Gentlemen , and breake not our Nets, that are 

"ſpred there natto your hurt, butfor our recreation ; 2nd - 
| | cauſe 
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cauſe I know you will aske vs why they are ſo put, and who we 
are, [ will tell you brictly. | 

Ina village ſome two leagues hence, where there are wany 
Gentlemen of quality, and rich ; amonglt many acquaintances 
and kindred ir was agreed,that the wiues, fonnes and daughters, 
neighbours, friends and kinsfolke, ſhould ioyne to make merry 
in this place, which 15 one of the pleaſantel(t heere round abour, 
forming as it were ainongſ[t vs, a new and Paſtorall Arcadia,clo- 
thing che maides like Shepheardetles, and che young men like 
Shepheards : two Eglogues we haue (tudicd, one of the famous 
Poct Gar/i{aſſo , and the other of that moit excellent Poet Ca- 
woes in his own Mother Portugall Tongue, which hitherto we 
haue not repeated. Yeſterday was the firlt day wecame hicher, 
wee haue our Tents, called Field-Tents, pitched amongſt theſe 
trees, cloſe by the brinke of a _ running brooke , which 
fructifies all theſe medowes : laſt night wee did ſpread our nets 
on theſe execs, to catch the poore birds, that being allured with 
our call, ſhould fall into them.

To which Don Duixote anſwered ; Truly, ( faireſt Lady) 
eAct:on was not morcaſtoniſhtor in ſuſpence, when on the {o- 
daine hee ſaw Diana bathing her ſelfe inthe fountaine, then I 
have beene in beholding your beauty : I commend the manner 
of your paſtime, and thanke youfor your kinde offers, and if I 
may ſerue you, {o I may be fire you will be obeyed, you may 
command me ; for my profellion is this, to ſhew my ſelfthank- 
full. and a doer of good to all forts of people , eſpecially of the 
ranke that your perſon ſhewes you to be z and if thoſe Nets, as 
they take vp bur a little piece of ground, ſhould take yp the 
whole world, I would fecke out new worlds to palle thorow, 
rather then breake them : and char you may giue credit to this 
my exagoeration,behold, at lcalt he that promiſeth you this, is 
Don Quixote de la Mancha, it hapiy this name hath come to 
your hearing.

Well, let 
merell thee, he is the valianteſt , the moſt enamoured, and the 
molt courteous in the world, it the Hiſtory lye not and deceive 
vs, which isin print, of his famous exploits which I haue read:

'Tis true (quoth Sancho ) I am that merry fellow, and that 
Squire you ſpeake of,and this Gentleman is my Malter,the very 
ſelte-ſame Don Dnixore aforeſaid and Hiltorifed. 

Ah, quoth the other, let ys intreat him, friend, to ſtay vvith 
vs, for our friends and kindred will be infinitely glad of it, and 
I haue heard tell as well as thou, of his worth and wit; and a- 
boue all, they ſay of him, that he is the firmeſt and loyalleſt A+ 
mourilt that is knowne, and that his Miltrefle is one Dulcines 
ael T oboſo, that beares the prize fromall the beauties in,Spaine, 

With iuſt reaſon ſhe doth, quoth Dow 2wmxore, iffo be your 
matchlefle beauties put it not in controverlie : Weary not vour 
ſelues,Ladies,in detaining we for the preciſe tyes of my profeſs 

ſion will ler mereſt no where. 

By this there camea brother of one of the Shepheardeſles, 
wherethefoure were as braue & gallant as they : they told him, 
that he which was with them, was the valorous Don Onixore de 
la Iaxcha, and theother Saxcho his Squire, of whom he had 
notice, as hauing read his Hiltory, 

The gallant Shepheard faluted him , deſiring him to come 
with him to their Tents. Don Quixete was forced to conſent, 
which hedid. And now the Nets were drawne, and filled with 
diuers little birds, who deceiued with the color of thenn, fell into 
the danger they ſhun'd : there metin that place abouethirty per- 
{-ns,all gallantly clad like Shepheards & Shepheardelles; and in- 
ſtancly they were made to know who Don Onixorte was.andhis 
Squire z at which they were notalittle contented ; for they had 
noticeof him by his hiſtory : they came to the Tents,and found 
the Tables couered, rich, aboundant, and neate : they honourd 
Don Ouixote with the cliicic {cate zallof chem beheld lim, 2nd 


admir'd to ice lim. 
Finalir, 
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Finally, the cloth beeing taken away , Don Quivote very 

grauely lifted vp his voice,and ſaid, Among(t the greateſt (ins 
chere are commurred(though ſome fay Pride) yet I fay, ingra- 
ritude iz one , holding my ielfero the vſuall f2ying, That Hell 
is full ofche yngratetull, This linne, as much as poſlible 1 
could, I haue ſoughtto auoid cuer {ince I had reaſon : and if 1 
cannot repay one good curne with another, in ſtead of that, my 
deſires are not wanting, and when they ſuffice not, I publiſh 
them ; for hee that acknowledgeth and publiſheth good turnes 
receiued, would alſo recompence then with others,if he could : 
for, for the molt part, chey that recciue, are inferiour to thoſe 
that giue,and ſo God isaboue all ; becauſe hee is giuer aboue all, 
and the gifts of mencannot be equall ro Gods for the infinite 
difference berwixt them : and this ſtraightnelle & barenes doth 
in ſome meaſure ſupply a thankefulneile ; I therefore becing 
thankefull for the kindnetle I haue heere receiued,and not ablc 
to correſpondin the ſame proportion, containing my ſelfe in 
the narrow limits of my ability, offer what 1 may , and what [ 
hauefrom my Harueſt : and therefore I fay, that I will for two 
long dayes maintaine in midlt of the _ high-way toward 
Saragoſa, that theſe Ladyes, counterfet Shepheardelles heere 
preſent, are the faireſt and moſt courreous Damozels in the 
world, excepting onely the peereletlſe Dalcinea del Toboſo ſole 
Miſtris of my thoughts, with peace be ir. ſpoken to as many both 
hees and ſhees as heare me. 

Which when Sancbo heard, that had attentively liſtned,cry- 
ing out, he ſaid, Is ic poſſible there can bee any body in the 
world, that dares ſay or ſweare that this Maſter of mine is mad? 
Pray ſpeake: You Gentlemen Shepheards, isthere any Coun- 
trey Vicar,be he neuer ſo wiſc,or neuer ſo good a Scholler, that 
can ſay what my Maſter hath faid ? or is there any Knight Er- 
rant, ler him be never ſomuch fanrd for his valour, that can of- 
fer what my Maſter hath heere offered ? 

Don Qnixote turned to Sancho, and all enflamed and chole- 
ricke,ſaid, Is it poſible, O Sancho,that there isany body in the 
world that will ſay, Thou artnota Coxcombe, lined with the 
fame, and hemmed with 1 know not what malice or knavery? 
Cc 4 Whe 
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Who bids thee meddle with my matters, in ſifting out, whether 
I be wiſcor a iolt-head 2 Peace and not a word, but {addle 
Roſmante,if he be viitaddled,andler's put my offer in execution: 
for wich the juſtice that I have on my lide,thou mailt preſurc, 
as many as [ racet withall, are varquiſhed : and ſo with great 
fury, andina terrible huffe hee role from his Chayre, leauing 
all che by-ſtanders in admiration, and in doubt whether they 
ſhould hold him madde, or wife, Finally,they perſwaded him, 
he ſhould not thruſt himſelfe into ſuch an engagement : for 
they acknowledged his thankfull goodwill, and that there nee- 
ded no new demonſtrations to know his valourous minde; 
for his. exploits mentioned in his Hiſtory were ſufficient, 

For all that, Do» Quixote proceeded in his-purpoſe , and 
mounted on Rofinante, buckling his ſhield to him, and taking 
his Launce, he got to the high-way , not farre from che greene 
Meddow . Sancho followed him ypon Dapple , with all the 
Paſtorall Hocke,delirous to ſee what might be the itlue of that 
arrogant, and neuer ſcene offer, | 

Doz O:ixote being (@ 1 haue ſaid) ypon the way,he woun« 
ded the ayre with heb words: Oh you Pallengers,and way-fa- 

ring Knights, Squires on foot,or on horſeback,that either now 
patlethis way,or are to paſſein theſe two enſuing dayes, know, 
thar Don Ourixote dela Harcha, Knight Errant, is here ready 
ro maiataine, that ſetting the beauty of the Miſtris of my foule 
alide, Dulc:nea acl Toboſo, the Nymphs that inhabit theſe Med- 
dowesand Groues,are the fairelt that may be : and hethac is of 
a contrarie opinion,let him come;tor heere ] expect him, 

T wice he repeated theſe tclfc-flame words, and twice they 
were not heard by any Aduenturer: but his good lucke thatdt- 
re&tzd his attaires bertcr and better,ſo ordained, that a pretty 
while after,they might ſee a troope of horſe-men vponthe way, 
and many of them wich Lances in their hands,allot them going 
ina heape together,and apace: they that were with Don Quix- 
ote,as ſoone ascucr they ſaw them, turn'd their backs , and got 
farre cnough out of the way : for they knew if they [layed,they 
might bein ſome danger, onely Dov Q:xote with an vidaun- 
red heart ſtood ill zand Sancho Para warded ltimiclfe vvich 
Rojmante's buttocks, The 
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The troope of the Lances came on,and one that was formoit 
crycd out alowd to 'Don Qwrxote, ſaying, Outofthe way,mads 
man: for-theſe Buls will beace thee to pizces. 

Gee to, ye Skoundrels, quoth Don ©airete, your Buls ſhall 
not preuaile with me, though they were the hercelt that Xarama 
hath feeding on his Bankes : Confelle, ye Elues, ail in one,that 
what I hane proclaimed heerc, is a truth, or clſe come and com- 
bare with me. | 

The Heards-man had no leiſure to anſwere,nor Don Oni 
ote ro get out of the way, though he would: and fo the troope 

of wilde Buls, together with the came Kine, and the mulcitude 
of Heards-men,and others, that carricd them to bee kept vp in 
a towne,wherethey were the next day to bee baited, trampled 
ouer Don Onixote, Sancho, Roſinante and Dapple, tumbling 
them all downe vpon the ground. 

Sancho was bruiſed, Don Quixotealtoniſht, Dapple banged, 
and Ro/inantenot very Catholike : but, in fine all of them gate 
vp, and Doz 2aixoteinall haſte, ſometimes (tumbling, a 
whiles falling, began to runne after the whole Herd, crying a- 
lowd, Hold,Stay, ye Eluiſh crue ; for one onely Knight expects 
you, who is not of that minde or opinion of thoſe that fay , 
Toa flying enemy a ſiluer bridge. But the haſty runners ſtayed 
neuer a whit the more for this ; nor made any reckoning of his 
threats more then of laſt yeeres clouds. 

Don Quixore being weary [tayed him. So, fuller of anger then 
revenge, he fare in the way, expefting when Saxcho, Roſmnante, 
and Dapple ſhould arriue. At length they came, and Maſter and 
man gat yp ; and without leaue taking of the fained or coun- 
terfer Arcadia, with more ſhame then delight, they went on- 
wad their viay. 
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CHAP. LIX. 


Of an extraordinarie accident that befell Dow Quixote ; 
which may be held for an Aduentare. 


reccjued from the vamannerly Buls , was recompen- 

ced withaclecreand running Fountaine , which they 
found in acoole Groue, on whoſe Margen leauing Reſiuante 
and Dapple looſe without a bridle or Halter, the ewo "_ 
beaten, Maſter and Man fate downe. Sancho repaired to the 
_ Cup-boord of his Wallets, and tooke out of them that which 
he called his ſawce, and renſed his mouth : Dow Quixote waſht 
his face, with which refreſhing his faint ſpirits, recouered 
breath. 

Don Quixote ate nothing for pure griefe, neither durſt S« 
cho touch any meate beforc him for pure mannerline(lc,and cx 
pected his Maſter ſhould firſt bee his Taſter ; but ſceing him 
carried on Wish his imaginations, not remembring to put a bit 
in his mouth, he ncucr asked him : and oucr-running all kinde 
of manners , hee began to barrell ypall the Bread and Cheeſe 
that was before himin his ſlomacke, 

Eate, friend Sancho, quoth Dow Quixote, hold life together; 
for thou halt more need chen I, and leauc mee to dye by the 
hands of my ſorrowes,and the force of my mis-fortuncs. I ws 
borne, Sexcho, toliue dying, and thou, to dyecating : and tha 
thou mailt ſce 1 tell thee true ; conſider me printed in Hillorie, 

famous in Armes, well nurtured in mine Actions,reſpettedby 
Princes, courted by Damozels:now at the end of all, when I ho 

ed for Bayes, Triumphs and Crownes layd vp and merited 

by my famous exploits : this morning I have ſeene my fel 
trampled on and kicked, and bruiſed with the feet of baſe w- 
cleane Beaſts : the conlideration of this duls my teeth,maks 
flow my grinders, and benummes my hands , andaltogethe 
bere: ues me of my appetite; fo that I thinke I ſhall dye vvitt 
tuner, the cruclleſt of all deaths. 


'F: Heduſtand wearinelſe that Don Quixote and Sauchs 
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So that,quoth Saxcho(not leauing his faſt chewing) you « ill 
not alloy of that Proucrbe that ſayes, Let CAlariha dye, fo thee 
dyenot empty: atlca(t, | will nor be cauſe of my death. 1 mezne 
racher to doc as the Shooimaker doth,that (trercheth the Leather 
with h:1s reerh, rill he makes ir reach as helilt ; Iledraw ourmy 
liteby eating, till it come to theend that Heauen hath allotted 
ic: and know, Sir, there is no greater madnelle in the world, 
then to deſpaire as you doe : and belecue me,and after you hauc 
caten, dye {elte a little ypon the Downe-beds of this 
greene grate, and you ſhall ſce, that when you wake, you ſhall 
hnde your felfe ſomewhat lightned. 

Dox Quixote tooke his counſell, taking his reaſons to be ra- 
cher Philoſophicall,then ſenſelctTe,and faid, If thou, O Sanche, 
wouldelt doe, what I ſhall now tell thee for me, my lightſome- 
nelle would be certaine,and my ſorrowes not ſo great ; which 
1s, that whil'{t I (obeying thy counſell) ſleepe, thou goe out of 
the way alicele,, and with Roſinaxtes reines , _— thy fleſh 
to the ayre, giue thy ſelfe three or foure hundred laſhes vpon 
account of the three thouſand, and ſo many that thou art to giue 
for the diſ-enchanting Dwlcinea, which is no ſmall picie, that 
that poore Lady ſhould be enchanted by thy careleſnetle and 
neglizence. | 

here is much to beſaid in this buſineſſe(quoth Sancho) let's 
bot] ſleepe now, and God will prouide afterward : Know, Sir, 
thatchis whipping in cold bloud,is a cruell thing, eſpecially, if 
It light ypon a weake body and worſe fed ; let my Lady Du-. 
emea haue patience, for when ſhe lealt thinkes of ir, ſhee ſhall 
ſee me a very lieue with laſhes, and till death all is life , I 
meane, I liue with a delireto fulfill my promiſe. 

Don Ozixote giving him thankes, ate ſomething, and Saxcho 
a great deale, leauing rhe rwo continuall friends and compani- 
ons, Roſinante and Dapple to their /1berum arbitrinm, difor- 
derly feedin g vpon the palture that was plentifull in that 
Meddow. 

They awaked ſomewhat late, and vp they got againe, and 
went on their way , making haltcro cometo an Inne, vvhich 
ſcemed to be about a Leacue off: 1 ſay an Inne; for Den mo 
Cailc 
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called it ſo, contrary to his ordinary cuſtom of calling all Innes 
Caltles. Wcll,to it they come, they asked mine Oalt, if there 
were any lodging, Hee anſwered, Yes, with all the commodi- 
oulnclle and prouilion that they might hauc in the Towne of 
Saragoſa. 

T hey alighted, and Sancho retired with his Sumpetry into a 
Chamber of which che Oalt gauc him the Key : the Beaſts hce 
carried to the Stable,and gaue them their (tint,and fo went to ſee 
what Don Quixote (who late by ypon a Bench) would comand 
him, giuing God particular thankes, thatthat Inne had not ap- 
pearcd to him a Callle. 

Supper time came on : ſo to their reſting place they got. 

Sanchoasked mine Oalt what he had for Supper ? To which 
quoth he, Your mouth ſhall haue meaſure,aske what you will?

a lying beg- Not ſo much, quoth Sancho, for ſo we may haue a couple of 
TO. roltcd Chickens, *cwill be enough: for my Maſter is weake (to. 
5 5 Oaftin mackt, and cates little,and Iam no very greedy-pur, 
gencrall, Mine Oaft anſwered him, he had no Chickens, for the Kites 
had deuoured them. Why rhen let's haue a tender Pulletroſted, 
quoth he, A Pullet 2 My father as ſoone : truſt me, truſt mee, I 
ſent aboue hiftic yetterday to the Citie to {ell : faving Pullets 
ake what you will. 
Why then, quoth Saxcho,you want no Veale, or Kid? We 
have none in the houſe now, {aid my Oaft,for it is all ſpent: but 
by next weeke we half haue to ſparc. 
| The matter is mended (quoth Sazcho.) I hold a wager al 
theſe wantsare ſupplide with Egges and Bacon. | 
Ailuredly (quoch mine Oalt) here's fine doings with my 
ghett; 1 have told him,we have neithicr Pullet nor Hens, and 
vet he would haue Egges. Run,if you will, to other dainties,and 
Jcane theſe glurronnics. 
Refoluc vs ( nody of me,qrorh S::ncho)and tell me wi hatwe 
Ml have, and lJewe you your running, mine Oaſt. The O! 
it}, Thcvery truthis,I haverwo Neats-fcerlike Calucs feer;o! 
oo Calves-ferr ike Nears-feer, they arc lod with their Peak 
Bacony 
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Bzcon,and Onyons: andiuſtat chis inſtanecry, Come cate me, 

Come cate me. 

For mine I marke them henceforward, quoth Sancho,and let 
no man touch them ; for Ile pay more for them thenany body 
—_— there could haue beene no better meat for mee in the 
world. 

No man ſhall couch them, faid mine Oalt : for other ghelts I 
haucoutof pure Gentilitic , bring their Cooke, Cater , and 
Butler with them, If ir goc by gentle ( quoth Sancho) none 
more gentle then my Maſter : but his Calling permics no Lar- 
ders or Butteries: we clap vs down in the midlt of a field,and fil 

our ſelues with Acornsand Medlars. 

This dicourſe patlſed betweene Sancho and the Oaft, with- 
out Sancho sanſwering him, who asked what Calling his Ma- 
ters was of, Supper ' was ready, Dor Fnixote went to his 
Chamber, mine Oaſt broughethe pot of meat iuſtas it was,and 
fate him faire & well down to ſupper: it ſeemed thatin another 
Chamber next Dow Quixores,diuided only by a thin Lath-wall, 
hee mightheareone fay, By your life, Signior Don Jeronimo , 
whilſt jupper is to comein, let vs reade another Chapter in the 
ſecond part of Don Quixote. 

Dox ”— ſcarce heard himſelfe named; when vp he [tood, 
& watchfully ganc care to their diſcourſe concerning him; & he 
heard that the aforeſaid Dor leronimeanſwered, Signior Dou 
lobs, why ſhould werecadetheſe fopperies ? he that hath read 
the firſt part of Don Qsixore,itis impollible he ſhould take any 
pkaſurein reading the {econd, 

For all char,quoth Dor John, *ewere good reading it: for 
there is no booke ſo ill,thathath not ſome good thing in it. 

That which molt diſpleaſeth mein this 15,that he makes Dor 
Quixote diſ-enamoured of Dulcinea del Toboſo. 

Which when Dox Quixote hcard, full of wrath and deſpighe 
helifred vp his voice, faying, Whoſocuer ſaith Don £airote de 
a Mancha hath forgorten,or can forget Dulcinea del Toboſo, 1 
Wil make him know with equall Armes, that hee is farre from 
thetruth : for the peereletlc Dulcmea del —_ cannot be for- 
poten z neither can forgetfulnes be contained in Doy Quixote, 
TE 
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his Scutchion is Loyaltie , his profeſlion ſweetly to keepe it, 
without doing it any violence, 

Who is that an{weres vs,ſaid they in the next roome? Who 
ſhould ir be (quoth Sancho) but Do Quixote himſclfe, that will 
make good all he hath faid,or as much as he ſhall {ay? tor a good 
Pay-ma{ter cares not for his pawnes. 

Scarce had Sancho faid this, whe the rewo Gentlemen came inar 
the Chamber doore: for they ſeemed no lef]eto them :& oneof 
chem caſling his Armes about Do» Quzixotes neck, {aid, neither 
can your preſence belye your name, or your name credic your 
preſence. Doubtletle you,Sir, are the right Dow Quixote de /4 
Hancha, North-ſtarre, and Morning-ltarre of Knight-crran- 
tries in ſpight of kim that hath vſurped your name,and anmhila- 
red your exploits, as the Author of this Booke,I heere deliver, 
hath done: and giuing him the booke that his companion had, 
Dor Quixote took it and without anſwering a word, began to 
turne the leaues, and a whileafter returnedic, ſaying,In this lit 

a This the Au- tle that I haue ſcene, I haue found three things in this » Authar 
thor of this worthy of reprehenſion.

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paints you out for a Glurton, an Ideot, and nothing witty, 
and farre dittcrent fromthe Saxcho thar is deſcribed in the firtt 
parrof your Malters Hiftory, 

God forgiue him (laid Saxcho :) he ſhould haue keft mein my 
corner, and not remembred me ; for,Eucry manin his abilicy, 
and Tis good (lcepingina whole skirne, 

Therwo Gentlemen cntreated Dow 2xixoteto gueto their 
chamber, and Sup with chem ; for they knew well, thatin that 
Inne he found not things fitting to his perſon, 

Don Quixote,who was cuer courteous, condilcended to their 


_ requeſts, and fupped with them: Sancho remained with his fleſh- 


por ſole Lord and Gouernour, Sancho fate at the ypper end of 
the Table, and with him the Inn-keeper, thatyyas no letle afte- 
tionedto his Neates-fcete,then Sancho. 

In the miditof ſupper, Dow Tohn asked Down Quixote, vvhat 
newes he had of his Lady Dnlcinea del Toboſo,wherher ſhe were 
married, or brought a-bed,or great with childe, or _ entire, 
vvherher (reſpecting her honeſty and good decorum) ſhe were 
mindefull of Signior Don Quixote 5amorous delires?To which 
he anſwered, 

Duwlcinea is as entire, and my deſires as firme as cuer,our cor- 
reſpondency in the ancient barrennelle, her beauty transformed 
into the complexion of a baſe milke-wench : and (traight he re= 
counted ynto them cuery tittle of her Enchantment, and yvhar 
had befalne himin Aonteſmes Caue, withtheorder thatthe ſage 
Merlin had giuen for her diſ-enchanting , which was by San- 
<o's (tripes. 

Great was the delight the two Gentlemen recciued to heare 
Dow Quixotetell the | ck pallages of his Hiſtory, and ſo they 
wondred at his fopperies , as alſo his elegant manner of delive- 
ring chem ; here they held him to be wiſe, there he ſlipped from 
them by the foole : 7 they knew not yvhat medio to giue him, 
betwixt vviſedomeand folly. 

Sanchoended his Supper: andleauing the In keeper,paſſed ro 
the chamber yyhere his Maſter was, and c::cring, ſaid, Hang 

me,Sirs, if the Author of this booke that your Worlhips kaue, 
ould that we ſhould cat a good micale together ; pray yn 
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hecalls mee Glutton , he fay notthat I ama Drunkard coo. 

Yes marry doth he, ſaid Dow leronizmo ; but I know not how 
dire&ly, though 1 know hisreaſons doe not hang together, and 
arc very erroneous,as I ſee by Sancho's Philiognomy here pre- 
ſent. Belicue me ( quoth Sancho) Sanchoand Don Quixote are 
differing in this Hiſtory, from vyhatthey are in that {id Ha- 
mete Beneugels compoſed ; for wee are, my Maſter yaliant, dif. 
crect, and amorous : I ſimpleand conceited ; but neyther Glut- 
con nor Drunkard. 

I belieuc it ( faid Dox [eb») and were it poſlible, it ſhould be 
commanded, that none ſhould dare to treat of the Graund Des 
Dnrxore's atfaires, but Cid Hamete,his firſt Author : as eAlex- 
anuder commanded that none but eFpelles ſhould dare to draw 
him. 

Let whoſe will draw me (quoth Dex ©aixote;) butlet him 

 Notabuſe me ; for oft times patience falls, when injuries oucr- 
load. None,quoth Dos [ohn,can be done Signior Don Quixote, 

that he will not bercuenged of, if he wardic not with the ſhicld 

of his patience, which in my opinionis ſtrong and great. . 

In theſe and other difcourſes, they paſled a great part of the 
night, and though Don John would, that Dey Qwixote ſhould 
haue read moreinthe booke, to ſee what it did deſcanc on, yet 
he could not preuaile with him, ſaying , He made account he 
had read ir, and concluded icto be but anidle Pamphlet, & that 
he would not (ifir ſhould come to the Authors knowledge that 
ke had meddled with it)he ſhould make himſelfe merry to think 
he had read it;for our thoughts muſt not be buſied in filchy and 
obſcene things,much lefle our eyes. 

They asked him, whither he purpoſed his voyage? Heear 
ſwered, to Saragoſa, to beat the Iuſts in Harnelle, that vſctobe 
there veerelv. 

.Don lohn told him, that there wasone thing in that new Hi- 


ſtory, which was, thathe ſhould beat a Running at the Ringit 


ear Ciry, as ſhort of Inuention, as poore in Mottos, but mol 
Foore in Liueries, and rich in nothing but ſimplicities. 

For this matter onely, quoth Dex Os#xote, 1 will not {ct foot 

4.1 Sar2ro/z: and theretore the world ſhall ſee wy hat a Iyar thi 

modern: 
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moderne Hiſtoriographer is, and people ſhall perceiue, I am noe 
che Dor Quixote hefocakes of. OP F ; 

You ſhall doe very well, quoth Dex leronimo; for there 
bee other Tuſts in Barſelone, where Signior Do» Quixote may 
ſhew his valour. So I meane to doe ( quoth Dow Quixote ) 
and therefore ler me rake leaue of you (for it is cine) ro goe ro 
bed, and ſo hold mee in che ranke of your greatelt friends and 
Scruitors. And me coo , quoth Sancho, for it may beT ſhall be 

good for ſomewhat. 

Witch chis they tookeleaue, and Don Quixote and Sarcho reti- 
red co cheir chamber, leauing Dex /ohx and Don [crowime in ad- 
miration, to ſeewhat a medley he had made with his diſcretion 
and madnetle; and they verily belicued,that theſe were the righe 
Dow Qaixotc and Sancho, and not they whom the Aragonian

Dos Quixote roſe carey, and knocking vpon the thinne wall 
ef the other chamber , hee tooke leaue of thoſe gueſts :; Sanchs 
yed the Oaſt royally, but aduiſed him, hee ſhould eyther 
lee you the prouilion of his Inne , or haue it better pro- 
vide

what happened to Don Quixote, geing 
#0 Barſclona, 


T He morning was coole, and the day promiſed no letle, 


when Don Qsixote left che Inne, informing himſclfe 
firſt, which was the ready way to Barſelona, vyithout 
comming ro pats 5-4 : ſuch was the deſire he had co proue the 
new Hiſtorian a lyar , who they faid, diſpraiſed him fo much. 


| Irfell out fo, thatin ſixedaies there fellout nothing worth wri- 


ting to him;at the end of which, he was be-nighted,goingout of 
his way, in a Thicket of Oakesor Corke trees 3 for in this Cid 

Hamete is not ſo pun&tuall, as in other matters he vieth to be. 
The Maſter and manalighted from _ beaſts, and _ 
D chem+ 
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themſclues at the trees rootes : Sancho that had had his beauer 
char day, entred roundly the gates of {leepe 3 but Don ©wixore, 
whom imaginations kept awake much more then hunger, could 
not ioyn his eyes, butrather was buſying his thoughts 1n athou. 
{and ſeuerall places : Sometimes hee chought he tound himlelfe 
in Monteſmo's Caue,and that he ſaw Dwlcinea,conucrted intoa 
Country wench,leape vpon her Atle-Colt: Now the ſage Mere 
{ms words rang in his cares, repeating vnto him the conditions 
that were to be obſerued for her diſ-enchanting : hee was (tarke 
madde to ſee Sachs's lazinctle, and want of Charity ; for, as 
he thought, he had onely giuen himlſelfe five firipes,a poorcand 
ynequall number to thoſe behinde, and he was ſo grieud and 
enraged with this, that he framed this diſcourſe to humſelfe : 
7s eAlexander the Great did cut the Gordiax knot, ſaying ; 
Cutting and vndoing is all one, and yet for all that,was Lord of 
all Aſia 3 no otherwiſe may it happen in the diſ-euchanting of 
Dulcinea, if I ſhould whip Sancho, volens nelens ; for if the con- 
dition of this remedy be,that Sancho receiue three thouſand and 
ſo many ierkes, what care I whether he giue them, or thatanos 


. ther doe, lincethe ſubſtance is in him that giues them, come 


they by what meanes they will? 

With this imagination he came to Sarohe, having firſt taken 
Roſinante 5reines,and fo fitted them,that hemight laſh himwith 
them, he began to vntrutle hispoints : The opinion js, that hee 
had bur one before, which held vp his Gally-Gaſcoynes. But he 
was no ſooner approched, when Sazcho nc and cameto 
himſelfe, and faid, Who is that ? Who is it toucheth and vntrul 
ſeth me? Tis I, quoth Don Quixete,that come to ſu ply thy de 
fetts, and to remedy my troubles; I come to whip thee, Sanchy, 
and to diſcharge the debt in part thou ſtandeſt obliged 1, Du. 
cinea periſheth, thou livelt careleſly, I dye deliring ; and there 
fore vntrulle thy ſelfe willingly, for I haue aminde in theſe De 
farts to giue thee at leaſt rwo thouſand laſhes, 

Not fo, quoth Sazcho, pray be quiet:and if not, I protell, 


deafe men ſhall heare vs: the (trjpesin which 1 engaged my {ek | 


mult be voluntary, and notenforc'd, and at this time I haue no 
nunde to whip my {elfe ; tixenovghthat I giuc you my wor 
fo 
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to beat my {clfe, and fly-flappe mee when I haue a diſpoſition 
to It. 

There's no leauing of itto thy courtelie, Sancho, (quoth Dor 
Ovwixote) for thou art hard-hearted, and thou gh a Clowne, yet 
tender of fleſh ; and ſo he contended and {troue to vnlace him : 
which when Sancho Payſa law, he ſtood to it, and ſetting vpon 
his Malter, cloſed with him, and tripping vp his heeles,calt him 
ypon his backe on the ground , hee pur his right knee ypon his 
breſt, and with his hands held his , fo chathee neyther lec him 
ſtirre nor breathe. 

Don Quixote cryed out, How now, Traitor,rebclleſt thou a- 
gainſt thy naturall Lord & Maſter ? preſumeſt thou againſt him 
that feedes thee ? I neyther make King, nor depoſe King(quoth 
Sancho) I oncly helpe my felfe that aa mine owne Lord : pro- 
miſc me you, Sir,that you will be quiet , and not meddle vvich 
whipping of me now, and Ile ſet youlooſeand free; and if not, 
here thou dieſt, Traicor, enemy to Donna Sancha, Don Dux- 
ote pronuſed him, and {wore by the life of his thoughts, hee 
would not touch ſo much as a haireof his head, and that hee 
would leauc his whipping himſclfe, to his owne free-will and 
choiſe when he would. 

Sancho gate vp, and went a pretty way fromhim, and going 
to [cance to another tree, he perceiued ſomething touch him vp- 
on the head, and lifting vp his hands, hee lighted on two feet of 
a man, with hoſe and ſhooes on ; he quak'd for fearc , and went 
toanother tree, andchelike befell him : ſo he cried our, calling 
to Don Onixoteto helpe him. Don 2uixore did fo, and asking 
him what had befalne him ? and why he was afraid ? Sazcbo an- 
ſwered, That all thoſe Trees were full of mens feet and lepges, 
Don Owixote felt them, and fell ſtrait into the account of wizar 
they might be, and faid to Sancho, Thou needelt not feare 1 for 
theſe feet and leggesthou feele(t and ſeeſt not, doubtletſc are of 
ſome free-booters and robbers in troopes , that arc hanged in 
theſe trees ; for here the Tuſtice hangs them by twenty & thirty 
ataclap, by which | vnderſtand chat I am nceere Barcelona : and 
trueit was as he ſuppoſed They lifted vp their eycs, and to ſee 
to, the free-booters bodies hung as if they had beene cluſters 
Dd 2 Pon 
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vponthoſe trees:and by this it waxed day ; and if the dead men 
feared them, no letle were they in tribulation vvith the {ight of 
at lealt forty liue Shaxditi, ho hemmed them in vpon a ſodain, 
bidding them in the Catalan tongue, they ſhould be quiet, and 
ſand till their Capraine came. 

Don Quixote was on foot , his horſe vnbridled, his Lance 
ſet vp againſt a tree, finally, voyd of all defence, andtherefore he 
deemed it belt to crolle his-hands, and hold downe his head,re 
ſeruing himſelfe fora better occaſion and conjuntture. 

The thecues came to flea Dapple, and began to leaue him no- 
thing he had, eyther in his Wallers or Cloke-bag:and it fell out 
wel for Sancho,for the Dukes Crownes were ina hollow girdle 

irt to him,and thoſc likewiſe that he brought from home vvich 
_ and forall that, thoſe good fellowes would hane vvecded 
and ſcarched him to the very entrailes , if their Captaine had 
not come in the Interim, who ſeemed to bee about thirty 
yecres of age, ftrongly made, and ſomewhar of a tall ſtature; 
his looke was ſolemne, and his complexion ſwarthy : he vyas 
mounted 'vpon a powerfull Horſe, with his ſteele coaton, and 
foure Petronels ( called in that Country Pearenales) which 
hee wore two at each fide : and now his Squires ( for ſo 
they call thoſe thatarein that vocation) came to make ſpoyle of 
Sancho: he commandedthem they ſhould not,and he was ſtrait 
obeyed, and:ſo the girdle eſcaped : he wondred to ſee a Launce 
reared vponatree, a ſhield on the ground, and Dor Quivotear- 
medand penſatiue, with the haddeff melancholielt viſfage, that 
fadnefſe it ſelfe could frame. He came to him,faying, Be not fad, 
honeſt man ; for you hauenot falne into the hands of any cruell 
Ofrr5s, but into Rogue Guinarts, that haue more compaſſion then 
cruelty inthem. 

My fadnefſeis not, quoth Dov ©uixote, to have falne into 
thy power, ohrvalorous Rogue (whoſe Fame is boundlete) but 
that my careleſnelle was ſuch , that thy Sovuldiers have caught 
me without bridle, I being obliged ( according to the order of 
Knight Errantry, which I profcile, to keepe watch and ward, 
and at all houres to be my owne Centinell ; for let me tell thee, 
Grand Roque, if they had taken mee on Horle-backe with my 

Lance 
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Lance and Shicld, they ſhould nor ealily haue made me yeeld ; 
for I am Don Qaixote de la Mancha, he, of whole exploits all 
the world is full. Strait Roque Grinart perceiued , that Dow 
Duixore'rintirmity proceeded rather of madnelle then Valour, 
and though hee had ſometimes heard cell of him, yer heeneuer 
could beleeue his deedes to be true, netthercould he be perſwa- 
ded thar ſuch a humour ſhould reignein any mans hearr,and hee 
was wonderfully glad co haue met with him, to ſee by experi- 
ence, what he had heard fay of him, and therefore he ſaid , Va- 
lorous Knight, vexe not your {elfe, neyther take this fortune of 
yours to be liniltcr; for it may be, thatin theſe {tumbling blocks 
your crooked lot may be (traightned , for heauen doth vſually 
raiſe ypthoſe that fall, and enrich the poore by (trange and yn- 
kene waies (by men not imagined.) 

Don Quixote was about to haue rendred him thankes, when 
as they perceiued anoyſe behind them, as if there had beene 
ſome troope of horſe, but there was but oneonely,vpon which 
there came with full ſpeed,a Youth to fee to, about ſome twen- 


ty yeeres of age , clad in greene Damaske ; his Hoſe andlooſe + 


lerkin were layd on with gold lace, with a Hatturned vp from 
his band, with cloſe fit boots, ſword & dagger gilt, andalictle 
birding-Peece in his hand,& two Piſtols at his ſides. Roqwe tur- 
ned his head to the noyſe, and faw this beaurifull ſhape, who 
comming neere him,faid, In quzſt ofthee I came, oh valoroug 
Rogue, to findein thee, if not redrefle at leaſt ſome lightſome- 
nelle in this my misfortune : And to hold theeno longer in ſuſ- 
pence, becauſe I know thou knowelt mee nor , I will tell thee 
who I am; that is,Clandza Teronima,daughter to Simon Forte thy 
ſingular friend, & onely enemy to Clanguel Torellas, who is allo 
thine, as being one of thy contrary fa&tion ; and thou knowelt 


. thatthis Torellas hath a ſonne, called Dor Vincente Torellas, or 


atleaſt was ſo called,not two houres lince. Hee then, to ſhorten 
my vnfortunatetale, I will cell cheein few words what hath be- 
falne me : He ſaw me,courted me,1I gaue care to him, & ny Fa- 
ther ynwitting of it, I affetionated my ſelfe to him ; for there js 
no woman , beſheneuer ſo retired or looked to, but ſhe hath 
time enough to put in execution and effect her halty longing. 
Dd 2 Finally, 
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Finally, he promiſed me marriage, and I gave him my word 
to be is, lo no morepalled really : Yeſterday I came to know, 
that, forgerfull of his obligation, he contraQted to another , and 
that this morning he went to be married; a newes that troubled 
my braine, and madean end of my patience : and by reaſon my 
Father was not at home, 1 had opportunity to pur my ſelfe in 


this apparell thou ſeelt , and making ſpeed with this horſe, 1 o.' 


uertooke Don Vincente about a league from hence,and without 
making any complaint , or hearing his diſcharge, I diſcharged 
this Peece, and to boot, theſe Piſtols, and I belceue I ſent two 
bullers into his body, making way , thorow which, my honor 
enwrappedin his bloud, might fally our : therefore I left him to 
his ſeruants, who nor durſt, nor could put themſclues in his de- 
fence. I cameto ſeeke thee, that thou mighteſt help ro paſſe me 
into France, where I haue kindred, with whom I may lme; and 
withall, to deſire thee to defend my Father, thatthe number of 
Dor /mcentes friends take not a cruell revenge vpon him. 
_ wondring at the gallantry, brauery, handſomeneſſc& 


* ſuccelle ofthe faire Clawdia, ſaid, Come,Gentlewoman, and let 


vs goe ſee if your enemy be dead, and afterward what ſhall bee 
molt fitting to be done. 

Dos Quixote, that hearkened attentiuely to all that Claudia 
faid, and Roque Gwinart anſwered,faid, No man need take pains 
to defend this Lady; letit be my charge: Giue memy horleand 
my Armes,and expe me here, andI will goe ſeek this Knight, 
andaliveordead, wif make him accompliſh his promilſeto {o 
greata beauty. 

No man doubt it, quoth Sancho; for my Maſter hath a very 
good hand to be a marrjage-maker:and not long ſince he forced 
another to marry, that denied his promiſe to a maid ; and hadit 
not beene that Enchanters perſecuted him,and changed the true 
ſhapeinto the ſhape of a Lackey, by this time the ſaid maid had 
beene none. 

Rogue,that attended more to Clawdia's ſuccelle, then the res 
ſons of Maſter or man, vnderſtood them not ; and ſo comman- 
ding his Squires, they ſhould reſtore to Sancho all they had 
taken from Dapple, and commanding them likewiſe to retire 
where 
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where he lodged the night before, hee went (raight with all 
ſpeed with Clandia,to tind the wounded or dead Don YVmcente. 

To the place they came, where Claudia met him, where they 
found nothing bur late ſhed bloud : but looking round about 
chem,they diicouered ſome people vpon the lide of a Hill: and 
they chought, as true it was, that thar was Don Yincente, whom 
his ſeruancs carriedaliue, or dead ; to cure, or giue him buriall : 
they halted co ouertake them, which chey eaſily might doe, the 
others going but ſoftly, They found Dox Ymcente in his ſer- 
uants Armes, whom hee entreated with a weake and weary 
yoice to ler him dyethere: for the griefe of his wounds would 
not ſuffer him to goe any furcher. 

Clandiaand Rogue flung themſelues from their Horſes, to 
him they came,the ſeruants feared Rogqwee preſence; and Claudia 
was troubled to ſee Dor Vincente : and fo betwixe milde and 
mercilefle, ſhecame to him, and laying hold of his hands , ſhee 
faid, If thou had(t given me theſe according to ouragreement, 
thou had(t neuer comne to this extremitie;: The wounded Gen- 
tleman opened his halfe-ſhut eyes,and knowing Claudia, faid, I 
well perceiue,faire and deceiued Miltris, that thou art ſhee tha 
haſt (laine me: a puniſhment not deſcrued , nor due to my de- 
ſires, in which, norinany a&ionof mine, I never knew how 
to offend thee. 

Then belike, 'ris falſe, that thou wenr'ſt this morning to bee 
married to Leowora, the rich Balwaſho's daughter. 

No verily, faid Do» Umcente, my ill fortune brought thee 
that newes,that being iealous thou ſhouldeſt bereaue me ofmy 
life : which ſince I leaue it in thy hands, and embrace thee, I 
thinke my ſelfe molt happy : and to aſſure thee that this is true, 
rake my hand ,and if thou wilt receiue me for thy Husband ; for 
I haue no other ſatisfattion to giue thee for the wrong thou 
thinkeſt I have done thee, 

(landia wrung his hand, and her felfe was wrung to the very 
heart ; ſo that ypon Do# Fincente's bloud and breſt, ſhefell into 
aſxound,and he into amorrtall Paroxiſme. Roque was ina maze, 
and knew not whatto do, The ſeruants went to fetch water to 
fling intheir-faces, & brought ir, with which they bathed cheni. 

Dda4 Clage 
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Claudia revined againe : but Don TVincente. neuer from his 
Paroxiſme, with which he ended his life, 

Which when Claxdia ſaw, out of doubt , that her Husband 
' was dead, ſhee burlt the Ayre with her lights, and wounded 
Heaven with her corplaints : ſhe tore her hayre, and: gaveir to 
the winde : with her owne hands ſhe dis-figered her face, with 
all the ſhewes of dolourand fecling, that might bee imagined 
from a grieued heart, 

Oh crucll and inconliderate Woman (ſaid ſhee) how calily 
waſt thou moucd to pur fo cruella delzgne tn execution? Ol: 
rauivg force of Iealouſic , tro what deſperate ends doſt thou 
bring thoſe that harbour thee in their breſts? Oh my Spouſe, 
whole vnhappy fortune , for being my Pledge, hath brought 
from bed to buriall. 

Such and ſo fad werethe complaints of Clandia, that even 
from Rogues eyes drew tearcs, not vied to ſhed them vpon any 
occaſion ; the ſeruants howled, and Claxdia cuery (titch-while 
{wouncd, and the whole circuit lookt like a field of ſorrow,and 
a place of mis-fortune. | 

Finally, Roque Guinart gaue order to Don Vincentes ſeruants, 
ro carry his body to his Fathers towne,that was neere there, 
to giue him Buriall. Cladiatold Roque, ſhewould goe toa Mo- 
nattery,wherean Aunt of hers was Abbeſſe, where ſhe meantto 
c1id her dayes, accompanied with a better and an cternall 
Spoule, 

Rogue commended her good intcntion , and offered te ac- 
company her whither the would, and to defend her Father, 
from her kindred ,and from all the world that would hurt him, 

Claudia would by no meanes accept of his company , and 
thanking him the belt ſhe could for his offer, ſhe tooke leaue of 
}uim weeping. Dor Vincentes ſeruants bore away his body, and 
Rogue returned to his people: and this was the end of Claudu 
Trroxims'sloue : but no maruellit iealouſie contriued the plot of 
herlamentable Story. 

Roque CGnirarte found his Squires where he had willed them 
io be ; and Dow Q#ixeteamonglt them vpon Reſinante,making 
z 1arge diſcouricrothem, in which he perſwadedthem to leaue 
that 
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that kinde of life,dangerous as well for their ſoules, 2s bodics : 
but the moltof them being Gaſcoignes,a wilde and vt uly pco- 
* ple, Dow Quixotes diſcourte prevailed nothing with then. 

When Rogue was come, he asked Sancho,it they had rettored 
his implements to him,and the Prize which his Souldiers liad 
taken trom Dapple, Sanchoanſwered, Yes, onely that he wan- 
ted chree Night-caps, that were worth three Cities, What fay 
you fellow ? Quoth one of them: I haucthem, and they were 

not worth cighteene pence. ; 

Tis true (faid Don Quixote) but my Squire eſteemes themin 
what he hath ſaid, for the partics fake that gaue them me. 

Rogue Gwinart (traight commanded they ſhould bereſtored, 
and commanding his people to {tand round, he willed themto 
{et before them, all the apparell, Iewels,and money, and all thar 
ſince their laſt ſharing they had robbed : and caſting vp the ac- 
count bricfely, returning that that was not to be re-parted;redu- 
cing it into mony,he diuided it amonglt alhis copany,fo legally, 
ms wiſely ,that heneicher added nor diminiſhed, from an equa! 
diſtriburive iuſtice, 

This done,and all contented, ſatisfied, and payd, Rogne ſaid 
to Dov _— , If I ſhould not bee thus punQuall with theſe 
fcllowes, there were no liuing with them : To which ſaid Sar- 
cho, By what I haue heere ſcene, Tuſtice is ſo good, thatit is fir 
and necef{ary,cuen amongſt theeues themſelues. 

Oneof the Squires heard him, and lifred vp the ſnap-hannce 
ofhis Peece, with which hc had opencd his Mazer,if Roque Gui- 
wart had not crycd outto bid him hold. 

Sancho was amazed, and purpoſcd not tovnſow his lips, as 
long as he was in that company. 

Now there came one or more of the Squires, that were put 
in Cenrinell,yvpon the wayes, to ſee who patled by, and to giue 
notice to their Chicfe, what palſed; who jaid,Sir,not ſar hetice, 
by the way that goes to. Barcelona : there comesa great Troope 
of people. To which quoth Rogue, Halt thou markt whether 
they bee of thoſethar ſecke vs, or thoſe wee ſeeke ? Of the 
latter, ſaid the Squire. 

VVell, get you outall quoth Rogve, and bring vm wr hither 
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ſtraight, and let not a man ſcape. They did ſo, and Don Quixote 
and Ryque, and Sarchs (tay'd, and cxpetted to ſee what the 
Squires brought : andin the [ntermm, Rogue ſaid to Dor Quix- 
ote, Qur life will ſeemeto be a (trange kinde of one to Signior 
Don Quixote: (trange Aduencures, ſtrange ſuccelles, and dangee 
rous all zand I ſhould not wonder that it appeare ſo. For I con- 
felletrucly to you, there is no kinde of life more vnquiert , nor 
more full of feares than ours. I haue falne into it by I know not 
what delircs of reuenge, that haue power to trouble the moſi 
quiet hearts, 

I am naturally compaſlionate,and well-minded: but as I haue 
faid, the deſire of reuenging a wrong done me,doch ſo dafh this 
| good inclination in me, that I perſeuere in this eſtate, maugre 
my belt judgement: and as one horrour brings on another , and 
one linne : ſo my reuenges have beene ſolinked rogether, that [ 
not onely yndergoe mine owne, butalſo other mens : bur God 
is pleaſed, that though I ſee my ſelfe in the mid(t of this Laby- 
rinth of Confulions, I deſpayre notto come to a ſafe harbour. 

Dos Qusxote admiredto hearefrom Roque ſuch good & ſound 
reaſons : for he thought, that amongft thoſe of this profeſlion of 
robbing, killing,and high-way-laying, there could bee none fo 
well ſpoken, and anſwered him: | 

Signior Roque, the beginning of health conliſts, in knowing 

che infirmicy &tharche ſick ma be willing to take the medicines 
that the Phylician ordaines, You are licke: you know your 
griefeand heauen; or (to ſay truer )Gad who 1s our Phyſician, 
will apply medicines that may cure you, which doc healc by de- 
grees, but not ſuddenly , and by miracle ; beſides, ſinners 
chat haue knowledge, arc neerer amendment then thoſe thar are 
without it : and {ince you, by your diicourſe haue ſhew'd your 
diſcretion, there isno moreto be done : bur hee of good cov- 
rage,and deſpayre not of the recovering your lick conſcience; 
and if you will ſauea labour, and facilicate the way of your fl- 
vation ; come with me,and I will teach you to be a Knight Er- 
rant,and how vou ſhall vndergoc ſo many labours, and mis-ad- 
uentures , that taking them by way of penance,you ſhall climbe 
Hcauen in an inſtant, 
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Roque laughed at Dow Quixores counfaile, to whom ( chan- 
ging their diſcourſe) hee recounted the Tragicall ſucceile of 
Claudia [eronims : at which Sancho wept exceedingly ; for the 
beaucy , ſpirit , and bucx-lomenetleof the Wench miſ-liked 


 himnor. 


By this the Squires recurned wich cheir prize, bringing with 
them,two Gentlemen on horieback,and two Pilgrims on foor, 
anda Coach full of women, and ſome halfe doozen of ſeruants, 
that on horſeback and on foote , waited on them , with two 
Mulc-men that belonged to the two Gentlemen, The Squires 
brought chemin triumph, the conquerours and conquered,be- 
jngal {ilent,and expecting what the Grand Reque ſhould deter- 
mtne: whoasked the Gentlemen, who they were, whither they 
would,and what money they carried : One of them anſwered 
him, Sw, Weetwo arc Captaincs of Spaniſh foot, and haue 
Companies in Naples , and are going to imbarkeour ſelues in 
foure Gallics, that we heare are bound for Silicia: wee car 
with ys two or three hundreth crownes, which we think is ſuf- 
ficient,as being che largeſt treaſure incident tothe ordinary pe- 
nury of fouldiours. 

we askedthe Pilgrims the fame queſtions,who anſwered 
him kikewiſc, that they were to bee imbarked towards Rome, 
and that they carricd a matter of thirty ſhillings betweene them 
both : The ſame he likewiſe deſired to know of thoſe that went 
in the Ceach, and one of them on horſeback, anſwered, 

My Lady Donna Guiomar de Quinnones,wite to a Tudge of 
Naples, with a little Girle and her Maids, are they thatgoein 
the Coach ; and ſome fix ſeruants of vs wait on her : and vyee 
carry {ixe hundreth Piſtolers in gold. So that ( ſaid Rogue Gui- 
warte) we haue heere in all, nine hundreth crownes, and ſixty 
Ryals : my ſouldiours arcaboutaſixtie ; let vs ſee what comes 
to each mans ſhare: for Iama bad Arithmetician. 

When the Theeues heard this,they cryed alowd, Long liue 
on Guinarte, in ſpight of the Cullions that ſecke to deftroy 

im, 

The Captaines were afflited, the Lady was ſorrowfull, and 

the Pilgrims were-never a whit glad, to fee their goods thus 
"A ——_ CON- 
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confiſcated. Rogue awhile held them in this fuſpence : but hee 
would no longer detainethemin this fadneile, which he might 
ſee a gun-ſhoote off in their faces : and turning co the Captaines, 
ſaid, Caprtaines , you ſhall doe me the kindnetleas to lend mec 
threeſcore ducats : and you, Madam, foureſcore, to content my 
{quadron that followes me : for herein conlifts 4 reuenue:and 
d you may palſc on freely,onely with a ſafe-condutt that I ſhall 
giue you : that if you meet with any other ſquadrons of mine, 
which are diuided ypon theſe Downes, they doe youno hurt: 
for my intentis not to wrong Souldiours,or any woman, cſpe- 
cially Noble. 

The Captaines infinitely extolled Rogwes courtcous liberality 
for leauing themtheir money. The Lady would haue caſt her 
ſelfe outof the Coach,ro kitſe the GrandRagnes feet & hands : 
but he would by no meanes yeeld to-it , rather asked pardon 
that he had preſumed fo farre, which was only to comply with 
the obligation of his ill employment. 

The commanded a ſcruant of hers,to giue him (traight 
foureſcore Canadid wereallotted him :he Captaines too 
disburſed their fixty,and che Pilgrims tendered their pouertic: 
but Regse bade them be (till : and turning to his people, faid 
Our of theſe Crownes, there are to = man two To 3 4n 
there remainetwenty: let the poore Pilgrims haue ter; of them, 
and the other ten this honeſt Squire, that he may ſpeake well of 
this Aduenture : and ſo bringing him neceſlaries to write, of 
which he euer went prouided, hee gaue thema fafe-conduR to 
the heads of his ſquadrons ;and taking leaue of them, let them 
paiſefree: and wondring at the noblenelle of his braue and 
{trange condition, holding him rather for a great «Alexander, 
then an open robber : one of the Theeues faid in his Catalas 
fanguage, This Captaine of ours were fitter to be a Frier, then 
2 Robber : and if he meanchenceforward ro bee (o liberall, lec 
it be with his owne goods,and not with ours. 

This, the wretch ſpoke not ſo ſofcly, but Roque might ouer- 
heare him 5 who catching his ſword in hand, almoſt cloue 
his pate in two , ſaving, This is the puniſhment I vſe to ſaw 

cy knaues: all thereſt were amazed,and dur{t not reply a _ 
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ſuch was the awe in whichthey ſtood of him Rogue thenre* 
tircd alide, and wrote a Lettcrto a friend of his to Barſelona, 
aduiling him how the famous Dow Quixote de la Mancha was 
with him, that Knight Errant ſo notorious : and he gave him to 
yndcrſtand, that he was the molt conceired vnderltanding fel- 
low inthe world: and that about ſome foure dayes after, which 
was Mid-ſummer day , hee ſhould haue himypon the Cirie 
Wharfc, armcd atall points vpon his Horſe Refinante, and his 
Squire likewiſe vpon his Alle: & that he ſhould let the Niarros 
his friends know ſo much, that they might ſolace chemſclues 
with him : but hee could wiſh the Eade/shis Aduerfaries might. 
want the paſtime,that the madnesof Don Quixote,8 his concei- 
ted Squire would make. Hee deliuered the Lettertoone of his 
Squires, whe changing his Thecues habit, for a Countreymans, 
went.co the Citic, and deliuercd itto whom ic was direRted. 


CHAP. LXI. 
What hapned to Don Quixote at his entrance into Barſe- 
lona, with other events more true thenmitty. 


"12 daies & three nights was Don Quixote with Roque,6c 
had he bin fo 300.yeeres, he ſhould not haue wated matter 
tomake him ſee & adnure his kind of life : one while heere they 
lye;another,there they dine:ſomtimes they fly from they know 
notwhomzotherwhile,they wait for they know not whom. 
They ſleepe (tanding, a broken ſleepe, changing from place 
to place: all was ſerting of Spies, liſteningof Sentinels, blowin 
Musker-matches,though of ſuch ſhot they had but few: moft of 
them carrying Petronels. Reque himſelte ſſepr apart fromthe 
reſt, norletting them know where he lodged z becauſethe ma- 
ny Proclamations which the Vice-Roy of Barſelona had cauſed 
wo bemadeto take him,made him ynquict and fearfull,and fo he 
durſt cruſt no body, fearing his own people would either kill or 
dcliver him to the Tuſtice: a life indeed wretched, & irkeſome.at 
length by by-waies & croſſe pathes Rogwe and Don Oixore got 
tothe Wharfe of Barſelona, where Rogne gaue Sanchothe ten 
crownes he promiſed lim, & ſo they parted with many comple. 
ents on both parts, | RT: Roque 
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Rogue returned, and Dory Quixote my there , expeQing 
the day iult as he was on horſeback : and awhile after, the face 
of the white Awrora, beganne to peepe thorow the Bay-win- 
dowes of the Ealt, cheering the Hearbs and Flowers, in [tead of 
delighting the care, and yetatthe ſame inſtant a noiſe of Ho- 
boycs and Drums delighted their eares, and a noiſe of Morris. 
bells, wich the Pata patof Horſemen running to ſce to outof 
che Citie. 

eAtrora now gaue the Sunne leaue to riſeout of the lowell 
part of the Eaſt, with his face as bigge asa Buckler. | 

Dox Quixote and Sancho (pred their eyes round about, and 
they might ſee the Sea, which ill that time they had neuer ſeen: 
it rs vnto them molt large and ſpacious,more by farrethen 
the Lake of Ruydera, which they ſaw in the CMancha: they be- 
held the Gallies in the Wharfe, who clapping down their tilts, 
diſcouered themſclues full of Flagges & Streamers, that waued 
in the winde, and kitled and ſwept the water : within, the Cle 
rines, Trumpets and Hoboyes ſounded, that farre and necre 
filled the Ayre with ſweer and warlike accents : they beganto 
mooue,and to make ſhew of skirmiſh vpon the gentle water; a 
world of Gallants anſwering them on Land,which came our of 
the Citie ypon goodly Horſes,and braue in their Liveries. 

TheSouldiours ofthe Gallies diſcharged an infinitic of ſhot, 
which were anſwered from the walles and Forts of the Ci. 
tic, and the great ſhot with fearefull noiſe cut the Ayre, 
which were anſwered with the Gallies fore-Caſtle Canons : the 
Sea was cheerefull, the Land iocund, the sky cleere, onely fon- 
What dimmed with the ſmoke of the Artillery,ie ſeemed to in 
fuſe and ingender a fodaine delight in all men, Sa»cho could 
not imagine how thoſe Bulks that mooued vpon the Sea could 
have ſo many feete By this,they a-ſhore in the rich Liveries be- 
gan to runne on with their Mooriſh out-cryes,cuen to thevery 
P'ace vvhere Don Quixote was wondring and amazed : and one 
of them, he who had the Letter from Rogue, faid to Don Air 
otethus aloi1d, Welcometo our Citic is the Looking-glalſ, 
the Lant-hornc,and North-ſtarre of all Knight Errantry, where 
icis mo{tinpraftice, Welcome, I fay, is the Valorous Dw 
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Quixote de la Mancha : not the falſe, iftirious,or Apocryphal, 
that hath beene demonltratcd to vs of late in falſe Hiſtories ; 
but che rrue, legall, and faichfull Hee, which C:4 Hamete the 
flower of Hiltorians deſcribes vnto vs. Don Owixete anſwered

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CHAP. LXII. 
The Aduenture of the Enchanted head, with other flim- 


flams that mutt be recounted, 
D rich Gentleman and a diſcreet, and one that loued to be 

honeſtly and affably merry ; who hauing Dow Quixote 
now at home,beganto inuent,how,withoutpreiudicero himhe 
might divulge his madneſle ; foriclts __ notto be too bitter, 
nor paſtimes in detriment of a third perſon, 

T ke firſt thing he did then, was to.cauſe Don Qwixnre to be 

vnarmed, and to make himappeare in that ſtraight Chamois ap. 
ell of his (as heretofore we have painted and deſcribed him;) 
d he brought him toa Bay window which looked toward one 
of the.chicfeſt ſtreetes inthe City, to be publikely ſcene by all 
commers , and the boyes thatbcheld himas ifhee had beenes 
Monkey. They inthe Liueries began a-freſh to fetch Careeres 
beforc him, as if for himonely, (and not ts ſolemnize thatfeſtj. 
uall day) their Liuerics had beene put on : and Sancho was moſt 
zocund, as thinking he had found out, he knew not how, nor 
which way ., a new Camacho's marriage, or another houſe like 
Dor Diego and Miranda's, or the Dukes Caſtle. 

That day ſome of Dow Amtenio's friends dined vvith him,al 
honouringDox ©xirete,and obſcruing himas a Knight Errant: 
with which , being moſt vaine-glorious, hee could ſcarce cor 
raine himſelfe in his happineſle. Sancho's conceits were ſuch & 
{o many, that all the ſervants of the houſe hung vpon his lippes, 
and as many alſo as heard him. 

Being at Table, Don Antonio faid to Sancho, We haue heard 
heere, honeſt Sexcho, that thou loueſt Leech and roa(ted Olives 
fo well, that when thou canſt eat no more, thou keepeſt the reſt 
in thy boſometill another time. No, Sir, tis not ſo,faid Sanchs, 
far [am more cleanly then ſo,and my Maſter Don Qwu:xere here 
preſent knowes well, char weare wont both of ys to liue eight 
deigs with a handfull of Acornes er Walnuts : true it is k = 

now 
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nowand chen Ilooke not a giuen horſe in the mouth (I meane) 
Teate what is giuen me , and make y{cof the time preſent, and 
whoſocuer hath faid that I am an extraordinary eater , and nor 
cleanely, let him know he doth me wrong ; and I ſhould pro- 
ceed farther, wereitnot for the company heere at Table. 

Truely , faid Do» Qzixote, the parlimony and cleanlinelle 
with which Sancho feedes,may be written and graucd in ſheetes' 
of braſle, that ir may beercrnally remembred by enſuing Ages : 
True icis, that when he is hungry, he is ſomewhar rauenous, 
eates apace, and chaiwes on both lides; but for cleanlinelle, that 
he hath -punRually obſcrued : and when he was a Gouernour , 
learnt to eat moſt neatly ; for hee would cat you Grapes, nay, 

Pomegranat ſeedes with his forke. How, quoth Don Antonio, 

hath Sancho beene a Gouernour ? I, faid Sancho, and of an Iland 

called Barataria: tenne daics I gouerned to my will, in them 1 

loltmy reſt, and learnt to contemneall the Gouernments inthe 

world. From thence Icame flying, and fell intoa pit, where I 

thought I ſhould haue died , from whence I eſcaped miracu- 

loully. 

Dan Qxixote recounted all the particulars of Sancho's Go- 
vernment, with which the hearers were much delighted. The 
cloth now taken away, and Don eAntonio taking Don Quixote 
by the hand, carried him into apriuate chamber,in which there 
was no other kinde of furniture, but a Table thar ſeemed to bee 
of Iaſper , borne vp with feeteof the ſame, vpon which there 
was ſet a Head, as if it beene of bralle, jult as your Romane Em- 
perors are ved to be, fromthe breſt ypward. Don Antonio wal- 
ked with Dow Quixote vpand downe the chamber , and hauin 
gonea good many turnes about the Table, atlaſt he ſaid, Signi- 
or Don Qaixote, now that I am fully perſwaded ne-body heares 
vs, and that the doore is faſt, I will tell you one of the rareſt Ad- 
ventures, or rather Nouelrtjes, that can be imagined ; prouided, 
that what I tell you, ſhall be depolitcd in the vecermolt priuy 
Chambers of ſecreſie. 

That I vow, faid Don Owixote: and for more ſafety , I vvill 
chpa Tombe-ſtone ouerit ;for let me tell you,Signior Don Au- 
tomio (for now he knew his name) you conuerſe with one , that 
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though he haue cares to heare, yerhe hath no tonguetotell : ſo 
char whar is in your breſt, you may freely tranſlate it into mine, 
and reltallured , that you haue flung ic into the eAbiſſu of 
lilence. 

In confidence of this promiſe (anſwered Don eAntonio)I wil 

make you admire at what you ſhall heare and ſee, and fo you 

* ſhall fomewhart caſe me of the trouble I am in, in not finding one 
that I may communicate my ſecrets with ; with which, cuery 
one is notto be truſted. 

Don Quixote was in great ſuſpence, expeing what yyould 
be che itlue of all theſe circumſtances 3 ſo Dow Antonio taking 
him by the hand, he madehim feele all ouer the brazen head & 
che Table, and Iaſper feet, and then faid , This head, Signior, 
was made by one of the greateſt Enchanters or Magicians that 
hath becne 1n the world, and I belecue, by Nation he was a Po- 
lander, and one of that famous Scorus his diſciples, of whom ſo 
many wondersare related, who was heere in my houſe, and for 
athouſand Crownes I gaue him, framed me this head, thar hath 
the property and quality to anſwer to any thing thatir is asked 
in your care: he had his trickes&c deuices, his painting of Chas 
racters, his obſeruing of Starres, lookt to cuery tictle, and final» 
ly,brought this hah ro the perfetion that to morrow you ſhall 
ſce, for on the Fridayes [till it is mute, which being this day, we 
mult expect till ro morrow ; and ſoin the meanetime you may 
bethink you what you will demand; for I know by cxpericnce, 
this head anſwers truly toall thatis asked. 

Do» Quixote admired at the vertue and property of the head, 
and could ſcarce beleeue Don Avtoxio, bur ſecing how ſhona 
time there was to thetriall, he would not gain-fay him, but char 
ked him for diſcouering fo greata ſecret: So out of the roome 
they went: Don Arnteniolocked the dooreafter him , and they 
camcinto a Hall where the reſt of the Gentlemen were : in this 
interim, Sancho had related tothem many of the Aduentures& 
ſuccelles that befell his Maſter. That after-noone they carried 
Don Quixote abroad,notarmed, but clad in the City garbe,with 
a looſe coar of rawny cloth, that in that ſeaſon might haue made 
frolt it ſelfe ſweat ; they gauc orderto their ſeruants to _— 
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Sancho,and not to let him ſlirreour of dores. Doxy Quixote rode 
not vpon Ronan, but on a goodly trotting Mule, with good 
furnicure, they put his coat ypon him, and at his backe (hee not 
perceiuing it) chey ſowed a piece of Parchment, wherein vvas 
written in Text letters, Thu is Don Quixote de la Mancha : as 
they began their walke, the ſcrowledrewall mens eyes to Icoke 
on it, and as thiey read, Thi is Don Quixote de la Mancha, hee 
admired to ſee whata number beheld & named him, and knew 
him ; and turning to Don Antonio that went by him, ſaid,Great 
isthe Prerogatiuedue co Knight Errantry , {ince ouer all the 
world, it makes its Profetlors knowne and renowned ; for 

looke you, Signior Don Antonio,cucn the very boycs of this Ci- 
ty hauing neuer ſeene mee before, know me. Tis true,Signior, 
quoth Dox Antonio: for as fire cannot be hidden nor bounded, 
no more can vertue but ic mult be knowne ; and that vvhich is 
gotren by the profeſſion of Armes, doth moſt flouriſh and tri- 
umph aboue the reſt, | 
Ithapned, that Do# Quixote riding with this applauſe, a Ca- 
ftilian that read the ſcrowle ar his backe, raiſed his voyce, ſaying, 
The Deuill take thee for Don Quixote de /a Mancha: and art 
thou gotten hicher without being killed with thoſe infinite ba- 
ſings thou haſt borne vpon thy ſhoulders ? Thou art a madde 
man, and wertthou fo in priuate, and within thy houſe, twere 
leiſe evill; but thy property is, to make all that conuerſe or treat 
with thee, mad-men and Coxc-combes, as may appeare by theſe 
that accompany thee : get thee home, [deot, and looke' to thy 

Eſtate, Wife, and Children, and leaue theſe vanities thatworm- 

eatethy braines, and dehfile thy intelle&. Brother, ſaid Do» Au- 

tonio, follow your way, and giue no counſaile to thoſe that need 

i not : Signior Dor Quixote is wiſe, and we that do accompany 

him, are no fooles, vertueis worthy to be honoured whercſoe- 

uer ſhe js, and ſo be gone with a poxeto you, and meddle nor 
where you haue nothing to doe. 1 vow (quoth the Caſtilian ) 

you haue reaſon; for to give counfaile to this man, is to ſtriue a« 

gainſt the treame : but for all thar, ir pitties me very much, that 

the good yndcr(tanding they fay this blocke-head hath in all 
things elſe, ſhould be let our at the pipeof his Knight Errantry., 
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and apox light on me (as you wiſh, Sir) and all my poltericy, if 
from hencetorward, though I ſhould live to the yeeres of Me- 
thuſalem,] giue counſaile to any, though it be delired, 

Thus the Counſeller went by, and the ſhew went on : but 
the boycs, and all manner of people preſled fo thicke to reade 
the ſcrowle, that Don eAntonio was forced to take it off from 
him, as if he had done ſomething elle. 

The night came on, and they returned home , where was a 

Reuels of women : for Do» Antonio's wife , that was well bred, 
mirthfull, faire, and diſcreet, invited other ſhee-friends of hers, 
ro come to welcome her new ghelt , and to make merry vvith 
his ſtrange madnelle. Some of them came, and they hadaroy- 
all Supper, and the Reuels began about ten a clocke at night. A- 
mong theſe Dames, there were two of anotable waggiſh diſpo- 
ſition, and great ſcoffers ; and though honell, yet they (lrained 
their carriage,that their trickes might the better delight without 
yrkſomnes;theſe were fo eager to take Doy Quixote out to dice, 
that they wearied not onely his body , but his minde likewiſe : 
ewas a goodly (ight to ſee his ſhape, long,lanke, leane, his vifage 
pale, the whole man ſhat vp in his apparell, vngracefwll ,. and 
vnweildy. The Damozels wooed him as it were by ſtealth,and 
heby (tealch difdained them as faſt ; but ſeeing himſelfe much 
prelled by their courtings, helifted vp his voyce, and faid , Fu 
gite partes aduerſe, and Icaue me, oh ynwelcome imaginations, 
tomy quiet: Get you further off with your wiſhes, Ladies ; for 
ſhe that is the Lady of mine, the peerelelle Dalcinea del T oboſo, 
will haue none but hers ſubje& and conquer me: and {o ſaying, 
lie fare him downcin the migdelt ofthe Hall vpon the _—_ 
bruiſcd and broken with his dancing excrciſe. Don Antonio 
made t:1m betaken vp in mens armes,& carricd to bed ;thefirt 
thatlayd liold on him was Sazcho, ſaying, In the name of God, 
what meant you, Mailermine,, to-dance? Thinke you that all 
tlat are valiant, mult be dancers? andalt Knights Errant,skip- 
jacks? I fav,if youthinkeſo, youare deccjued ; you haue fore 
that would rather kill Gyants then fetch a caper : if you werets 
f3ske, I would lane you that abour, for I can doe it like a Icr- 
Falcon : butin your dancing, I cannot workealitch. 
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With this and ſuch like diſcourſe, Savcho made the Reuellers 
laugh,and laid his Maſter co bed,laying cloaths cnoughon him, 
thac hee might {weat out the cold he had taken by dancing. 
Thenext day, Dez .4ntoniothought fit totry the Enchanted 
head, and fo, with Do» Quixote, Sazcho,2nd others his friends, 
and the two Gentlewomen that had ſo laboured Do» Quixote 
in the dance, that (tayd all night with Don Antonio's wite, hee 
locked himſelfe in the roome where the head was ; he told them 
it's property, enioyning them to lilence : and hee faid to them), 
Thar chis was the firlt time in which hee meant to make proofe 
of the vertue of the Enchanted head, and except his two friends, 
no liuingcreatureelſe knew tchetricke of that Enchantment; and 
if Dox Antonio had not diſcouered it to them , they alſo would 
haue falne into the ſame admiration that the relt did; for it ws 
not otherwiſe poſlible, the fabricke of it being ſo curious and 
cunning. 

T he firſt that came to the Heads hearing , was Dow Antonio 
himſelfe, who ſpoke ſoftly,but ſo,that he might be heard by all : 
Tell me, Head, by the vertne that is contained in thee, What 
thinke I of now? And thehead anſwered (not moouing che lips, 
with a loud and diltin&t voyce , that allthe by-{tanders might 
heare this reaſon, ) I iudge not of thoughts. Which when they 
all heard, they wereaſtoniſht, and the more, ſecing neyther in 
all the roome, nor any where about the table, there was not any 
humane creature to anſwere. How many heere be there of vs 
(quoth Dox Antonio againe ? ) And anſwere was made him in 
the ſame tenor voyce : Thereare thon and thy wife, wich two 
of thy hee-friends, and two of her ſhee-friends, anda famous 
Knight called Don Duixote de la Mancha, and a Squire of his 
that hight Sancho Panſa. I marry,lir, heere was the wondring 
xfreſh , heere was euery ones haire (tanding on end with pure 
horror. And Don Antoxio getting him alide from the head, ſaid, 
Tis enough now for mee to know that | was nor deceiued by 
kim that ſold thee mce, Sage Head, Talking Head, Anſwering 
Head, Adinired Head ! Come another now,& ask what he wil: 
&as your women for the moſl? part are haſtjeſt, & molt inqui- 
ſitive,the firſt that came, was oneof Don Anterio's wines friends, 
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and her demand was this , Tell me, Head, What ſhall 1 doeto 
make my {clfe faire? The anſwer was, Be honelt. -'] haue done, 
{aid ſhe. Stiair came her other companion, and faid, I would 
faine know . Head, whether my Husband loue mee orno : and 
theanſwer was , Thou ſhalt know by his viage. The married 
woman [tood by, laying; T he queltion might haue been ſpared; 
for good viageisthe belt ligne of aftc&tion. Then came one of 
Don Antonio's friends,and asked , Who am] ? The anſwer was, 
Thou knowelt, I aske thee not that faid the Gentleman, but 
whether thou know me? I doe, it was anſwered ; Thouart Doy 
PedroNoriz. No more, O Head, ler this ſuftice,to make mee 
know thou knowelt all. And fo (tepping alide,the other friend 
cameand asked , Tell me, Head , Whar deſires hath my eldeſt 
ſonne? | haue told you ( it was anſwered ) that I iudge not of 
choughts ; vet ler mee tell you, your ſonnedelires to bury you; 
That (quoth the Gentleman) I know well, and daily percciue, 
but I haue done. Don Antonio's wife came next, and ſaid, Head, 
I know nor what to aske thae , I would onely faine know of 
thee, if I ſhall long enioy my deare Husband : and the anſwere 
was, Thou ſhalt, for his health and ſpare diet promiſe him many 
yeeres, which many ſhorten by diſtempers. 

Now came Don Quixote, and ſaid, Tell me, thou that an{we- 
reſt, Was it true, or a dreame, that (as I recounc ) befell mee in 
Monteſins's Caue? ſhall Saxcho my Squires whipping be accom- 
pliſht ? ſhall Dalcinea be diſ-enchanted ? For that of the Caue, 
(quorh the Anſwerer) thereis muchto be ſaid, it partakes of all: 
Sencho's whipping ſhall be prolonged : but D#/cinea's dif-en- 
chanting ſhall come to a reall end. I deſire no more, ſaid Dor 
Owixcte; for fo Dalcimea be dil-enchanted, I make accountal 
my good fortunes come vpon meataclap. 

Sancho was the laſt Demander, and his queſtion vvas this; 
Head, ſhall I haply have another Gouernment ? ſhallÞ be free 
from this penurious Squires life? ſhall I ſee my Wife and Chil- 
dren againe ? Towhich it vvasanſwered him : In thy houſe 
ſhalr thou gouerne ; {whither if thou returne, thou ſhalr ſee thy 
Wifeand children, and leauing thy fertiice, thou ſhalt leaue be- 
1372Scuire, Very goed ( quoth Sarcho)ihis Icould hauetold 
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before my ſclfe, and my fathers horſe could haue faid no more. 
Bcalt, quoth Dox Quixote, what anſwere would(t thou hauc ? 
Is ic not enough,thar the an{weres this head giues thee, are cor- 
reſpondent to thy queltions ? Tis true, faid Sawchs: but I would 
haue; knowne more. 

And now the queſtions and an{weres were ended: but not the 
admiration,in which all remained,but Don «Antonio : friends 
that knew the conceit. Which Cid Hamete Benengeli vyould 
forthwith declare,not to hold the world in ſuſpenee, to thinke 
char ſome V Vitch,or extraordinary myſterie was incloſed inthe 
faid head: and thus faith he,that Don Antonio Moreno.in imitati- 
on of another head, which he ſaw in Madrid,framed by a Car- 
uer, cauſed this to be made in his houſe, to cntertaine the ({im- 
ple,and make them wonder at it, and the Fabricke was in this 
manner: | 

The table it ſelfe yyas of wood, painted and varniſhed ouer 
like Iafper,and the foot on vvhich it ſtood was of the ſame, wich 
foure Eagles clawes ſtanding out to vphold it the betcer. 

The head that ſhewedlike the Medall , or picture of a Ro- 
mane Emperour, and of bratle colour,was all hollow, and fo 
was the Tabletoo ; to which,it was ſo cunningly ioyned, that 
there was no appearance of it : the foot of the Table was like- 
wiſc hollow, that anſwered to the breſk, and neck of the head : 
and all this anſwered to another Chamber, that was vnder the 


roome Wherethe head was : and chorow all this hollownelle 


of the foote,the table, breſt and neck of the Mall, there vvent 
a Tinne pipe, made fit to them, that could not be perceiued. 
Hethat was to anſwere, ſet his mouth to'the Pipe in the 
Chamber vnderneath, anſwering to this vpper roome ; fo that 
the voice aſcended,and deſcended.as thorow a Trunk, cleercly 
and diſtin&ly, and it wasnot pollible to find the [nggling our. 
A Nephew of Don Antonio's; a Scholler, a good witty and 
diſcreet Youth, was the anſwerer : who hauing notice from his 
Vncle, of thoſe that were to enter the Roome, it was eaſie for 
him to anſwere ſuddenly, and punQually , ro their firlt queſti- 
ons, and to the reſt he anſwered by diſcreet conieures. 
Morcouer, Cid Hamete fayes , that this marvellous Engine 
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laſted for ſoine ten or twelue dayes : but-when it was divulged 
vpand downethe Citie, that Dox Antonio had an Enchanted 
head in his houſe, that anſwered to all queſtions ; fearing lelt 
it ſhould cometo the notice of the waking Centinels of our 
Faith : hauing acquainted thoſe I:quilitors with the bulinelle, 
they commanded him to make away with it, leſtit ſhould ſcan- 
dalizethc ignorant Vulgar: but yet in Don Quixote and Sancho't 
opinion the head was (till encltanted,and anſwering: bur indeed 
not altogether ſo much ro Saxcho's latisfattion. 

The Gallants of the Citie,to pleaſe Don eAntenio , and for 
Don Duixote's better hoſpitalirie,and on purpoſe that his mad- 
nelſe might makeche moregenerall ſport,appointed a running 
at the Ring,abouta lix dayes after, which was broken off ypon 
an occaſion that after hapned. 

Don Onixote had a minde to walke round about the Citie on 
foot ; fearing, that if he went on horſebacke, the Boycs would 
perſecute [im : fo he & Sancho, with two ſeruantsof Dox An- 
tonio's,went a walking. Ithapned, that as they patled throow 
one ſtreer, Don Quixote looked vp, and ſaw written vpon 4 
doore in great Letters, Heere are Bookes printed , which pleaſed 
}zm wonderoully;fortillthen he had ncuer ſeene any Prelle; 
and lie delired to know the manner of it. 

In hevvent, with all his retinue, vvhere hee ſaw in oneplace 
drawing of ſheetes, in another CorreQnggin this Compoling, 
in that mending : Finally, all che Machine that is vſuall in great 

Pretlcs. 

Den Dnixete came toone of the Boxes, and asked vvhat 
they had in hand there ? The Workmentold him : he wondred 
ard patlcd further. To another he came,and asked one that was 

11 it, what le vvas doing? The vyorkman anſwered , Sir, This 
Geiitleman you ſee; (and he ſhewed him a good comely proper 
man,andſomcwh2zr ancient) hath tranſlated an Italian Bookcin- 
ro Spaniſh; and Iam compoling of icheere to be printed. 

What is the name of it(quoth; Don Onixete?) To which(faid 
the Author) Sir, it is called Le Bagatele, to wir,in Spaniſh,The 
7 rifl:: and though it heare but a meanename, yet jt containes 
i 1c many greatand ſubltantiall matters. . 
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I vnderſtand a little Italian, faid Do» Quixote, and dare ven- 
ter ypon a Starzo of eArioſto's : but tell ie, Signior mine(not 
that | would examine your skill, but onely for curiolitic:) haue 
youcuer found ſerdowne in all your writing,the vvord Pinna- 
ta ? Yes, often quoth the Author : and how tranſlate youir, faid 
Don Quixote? 

How ſhould 1 tranſtateic,faid the Auchor,butin ſaying, Po. 
ztage-Pot? Body of me (f{aid Don Owixote)and how forward are 
you inthe Italian Idiome? llelay a good wager that vvherethe 
Jrlian fayes, Piaccie, youtranſlate 1t, Pleaſe ; and vyhere Tin, 
you fay,mwore,and $4, is abore; and Gin, beneath. 

Yes indeed doe ], ſaid the Author : for theſe be their proper 
ſignifications. 

Idarc {weare (quoth Don Quixote ) you are not knowne to 
the world, which is alwayes backward in rewarding flouriſhing 
wits,and laudable induſtry : Oh what a company of rare abili- 
tics areloſt in the vvorld ! What wits cubbed vp, what vertues 
contemned : but for all that, mee thinkes this tranſlating from 
one language into another ( exceptit be out of the Queenes of 
Tongues, Grecke and Latine) 1s jult like looking vpon the 
wrong lide of A : that although the Pictures 
be ſeene, yet they are full of threed ends, that darken them, and 
they are not ſeene with the plainenelle & ſmoothnelle,as on the 
other [ide ; and thetranffating out of eaſic languages, argues 
neither wit, nor elocutiqn, no more then doth the copying 
fromout of one paper intp another: yet I inferre not from this, 
that tranſlating is not a laudable exerciſe : for a man may be far 
worſe employed, and in things lelle profitable. 

I except amongſt Tranſlators our two famous ones: the one, 
DoQor Chriſfoual de Figneroa in his Paſtor fide, and the other, 
Don Tohn de Xanrigni, in his Amyntas,vvhere they. haply leauc 
ic doubrfull, which is the Tranflation or Originall, But tell me, 
Sir,Print you this Booke vpon your owne charge , or ſell you 
your licence to ſome Booke-binder ? Vpon mine owne, 
fad the Author,and Ithinketo geta thouſand crownes by ir 
atleaſt, vvich this firſt impreſſion : for there will be two thou- 
ſand Copies, and they will vent at three ſhillings apicce 
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You vnderftand the matter well,faid Dow Quixote: it ſcemes 
you know notthe pallages of Printers, and the corrc{ponden- 
cies they haue betwixt oneand the other : I promiſe you, that 
when you haue two thouſand Copicslying by you , you'le be 
ſo troubled,as patleth ; and the rather, if the booke be but a lit- 
tle dull, and norconceited all thorow. 

Why, would you haue me (quoth the Author) let a Bookc- 
ſeller haue my Licence, that would giue me but a halfe-penny a 
ſheete,and that thinkes hedoth me a kindnesin1ctoo ? I print 
not my workes to get fame in-the world: for ] am by them 
vvell knowne in it, 1 muſt haue profit; for without that, fameis 
not wortha ruſh, 

God ſend you good lucke, faid Don Quixote ; ſo hepaſledto 
another Box, where he ſaw ſome corre&ting a ſheete of a Book, 
Intituled, The Leght of the Sole: and in ſecing it, he ſaid, Such 
bookes as theſe (though there be many of them ) oughtto bee 
imprinted: for there be many ſinners,and many lights are need. 
full, for ſo many be darkned. 

Hee went on, and ſaw them correfting another Booke ; 
and enquiring the Title, they anſwered him, that it was cal. 
led, The ſecond part of the Ingenious Knight, Dow Quexote 

de la Mancha, made by ſucha one, an Inhabitant of Tarde- 
fillas. 

I hauenotice of this Book,ſaid Dov Quixote,and in my con- 
ſcience, | thought before now, it had beene burnt and turned to 


\c aſhes for an idle Pamphlet: bur it will not,like Hogs, * wantit's 


Saint Martin: for your fained Hiltories are ſo much the more 


Hogs ſcaring. good and delightfull, by how much they come neere the truth, 


or the likenelle of it: and the true ones are ſo much the better, 
by how much the truer ; and ſaying thus, with ſome ſhewes of 
diſtaſte, heleft the PreiTe : and that very day Dow Avtonio pur« 
poſed tocarry him tothe Gallies, that vvere in the Wharfe: 
at which Sancho much reioyced; for hee had neuer in his life 
ſcencany. 

Don Antonio gaucnotice to the Generall of the Gallies , that 
inthe afrernoone he would bring his ghelt, the famovs Dov 


Onixote de la Mancha, to ſeethem : of whom all the Ciric by 
this 
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him, ſhall be declared.

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CHAP. LXIIT. 


Of the ill chance that befell Sancho at his ſeeing theGallies, 
with the ſtrange Aduenture of the Morilca. 


Reat were the Diſcourſes that Do Quixote framed to 

himſclfe, couching che anſweres of the Enchanted head, 

but none of themfell into the Impolture, and all con- 
cluded in the promiſe , which he held for certaine,of the diſen- 
chantment of Dwlcines ; there his bloud flowed within him, 
and he rcioyced wichin himſelfc,belecuing he ſhould ſoone {ce 
the accompliſhment of it ; and Sawcbos, though (as hath beene 
ſaid) he abhorred co be a Goucrnour, yethe deſired to beare 
ſway againe,and to becobeyed : for fuch is the delire of rule , 
though ic be butin tell. 

In conclulion,that afcernoone Don eAntonio IHoreno their 
Oalt, with his two friends, Don Quixoteand Sancho, went to 
the Gallics, The Generall, who had notice of their comming, 
as ſoone as they were come neere the Sea {1de, made all the 
Gallies (trike their Tilt-fayles, and the Hoboyes ſounded, and 
they lanched a Cock-boat to the water, which was all coue- 
red wich rich clothes, and Cuſhions of crimſon Veluet : and 
jultas Don Quixote entred intoit, the Admirall Gally diſchar- 
ped her fore-Caltle peece;and the rel(t of the Gallies likewiſe did 
the ſame : and as Do» Qu1rxote mounted at the right (ide Lad- 
der, albthe fry of the Slaues, as the cuſtome is when any man'of 
qualiry enters the Gally, cryed, Hu, Hu, Hu, thriſe a-row. 

The Generall, v. ho was a man of qualitic, a Falexcrian Gen- 
tleman,gaue him his hand : & being entred,embraced him, lay- 
ing, This day will I marke witha white ſtone, for one of the 
belt char ſhall l;aue befalne mein all my life time : hauing feene 
Signior Don Quixote de la Mancha: the time and {ignes that ap- 
pearein him, ſhewingthatall the worthof a Knight Errant, 1s 
CO! 
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chis time had notice. And in the next Chapter, what hapned to 
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contained and ſummed vp in him. With the like courteous 
phraſc,reply'd Don Qarxore,tocund abouc meaſure, to ſee him- 
{elfe ſo Lord-like treated withall, 

They all went a-Sterne, which was very well dreſt yp, and 
they face vpon the Railes. The Boat-Swaine got him to the 
fore-Caltle, and gaue warning with his whiſtle co.the Slaucs, 
to dis-robe themſelues:which was done in an inſtanc, 

Sancho that ſaw ſo many naked men, was altoniſht : and the 
more, when he ſaw them hoyſt vp their Tilt fo ſpecdily, thac 
he chought all the Diuels in Hell laboured there, Sarche fate 
vpon the Pilots ſeate,necre the hindermolt Rower,onthe right 
hand : who being inſtruted what he ſhould doe, laid hold on 
Sancho : and fo lifting him vp, paſſed him to another ; andthe 

{ccondtoathird : ſothe whole rabble of the lanes, beginning 
fromthe right ſide, paſſed and made him vault from one ſeat to 
another ſo violently , that poore Sancho loſt his fight ; and vn- 
doubtedly belecucd, that the Fiends of hell carried him; and 
they gauc himnot ouertill they had pailed him over all the left 
ſidetoo, andthen ſet him againe on the Sterne: fo the poore 
ſoule was ſore bruſed,and bemauled, and ſcarce imagined what 
had hapnedto him. 

Don 2wuixote,that ſaw this flight of Sarcho's without wings, 
asked the Generallif thoſe were Ceremonies, that were vſedto 
ſuch as came newly into the Gallie?for if they were,that he who 
intended not to profet]e in them, liked no ſuch paſtime: and he 
yowed to God,thatifany came to lay hold on him,to makehim 
tumble, he would kicke out his ſoule:and in ſo ſaying, he ſtood 
vp,and graſped his ſword, 

Atthis inſtant they let downe the Tilt againe,and with a ter- 
rible noiſe ler fall the Maine-yard, ſo chat Sancho thought Hee 
uen was off the Hindges, and fell vpon his head, which he crow 
ched together, andclapped ir for feare hetwixt his legges. De 
Ovzixote was not altogether as he ſhould be : for hee began to 


quakeand ſhrinke vp his ſhoulders, and grew pale. The Slaues 


hoitted che Maine yard with the ſame fury ard noiſe that they 
11ad formerly flrooke it with,and all with ſuch ſilence, as if they 
had had neither voice ror treath. The Boate-Sywaine made 
{1gne 
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ſignes tothem, to weigh Anchor: & leaping toward the tore- 


caltle, in the middelt of them, with his whip or Buls-Fizzle,lie 
began to fly-flaptheir ſhoulders, 

When Sancho ſaw ſuch a company of Red feet mcone ar 
once : for ſuch he ghetled, the oares to be, he faid to himſclte, 
marry, hcere bee things truely enchanted , and not thoſe my 
Maſter ſpeakes of. What haue theſe ynhappy ſoules committed, 
that they are thus laſhed 2. and how dares this fellow that gocs 
whiſtling vp and downe alone, whip ſo many 2? V Vell, I fay, 
This is Hell,or Purgatorie at leaſt. 

Don 2wuixete, that ſaw with what attention Sancho beheld all 
that palled, ſaid, Ah friend, Sancho , how ſpeedily, and vvich 
how little coſt might you, if yow would, - oft your dubler, 
andclap your ſelfeamonglt theſe fellowes, and make an end of 
diſ-enchanting Dalcinea ? For having ſo many companions in 
miſery, you would not be ſo ſenſible of paine: and beſides , ir 
might be, thatthe ſage CMerim might take cuery one of theſe 
laſhes, being well laid'on for ten, 

The Generall would haueasked what laſhes thoſe were, and 
what diſenchantment of Da/cinea's : when a Marriner cryed 
out, Momiri,makes (ignes that there is a Vellcll, with Oares to- 
wards the Welt-ſideof the Coalt. (Which ſaid) The Generall 
leapt vpon the fore-Caſtte,and cryed, Goc to, my Hearts, let 
her not ſcape:this Boat, that our watch-tower diſcouers,is ſome 
Frigot of Argiers Pirates. 

And now the three other Gallics 'cameto their Admirall, to 
know what they ſhould do. Fhe General commanded that two 
of them) ſhould lanch tothe Sea : and he with the other would 
goebetwixt Land and Land,that ſo the vellell might not eſcape 


| them, 


The Slauesrowed hard,and fo furiouſly drane on the Gallies, 
2s if they had lowne : and thoſe that lanched firſt into the Sea, 
abouta two miles off diſcovered a Veſlell, which in ſight they 
marked to haue about a fourteene or fifreene Oares, as it fell out 
to be true: which Veſlell, when ſhe diſcoucred the Gallies, le 
put her ſelfe in chaſe; hoping by her ſwiftnelle to eſcape ; but ir 
prevailed nothing for the Admiral Gally was one of the ſ\vits 
reat 
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tell vellels that fayled in the Sea, and fo got of the other, 6 
mugh,that they in the Frigot plainely aw, that they could not 
eſcape; and ſothe Maſter of her would haue had them forlaken 
their Oares,and yeclded, for fearc of offending our Generall: 
bur fare that vyould haue it otherwiſe, ſo diſpoſed the marter, 
thatasthe Admirall came on fo nigh , that they in the Barke 
might heare a cry from the Gally that they ſhould yecld : two 
Toraquis that is,two drunken Turkes, that were in the Frigot 
with twelue others, diſcharged two Calicuers, with which they 
killed rwo Souldiours, that [tood abaft our Gally. Which when 
our Generall ſaw, he yowed not to lcaue a man aliuc in the yeſ- 
{ell ; and comming in greatfury to grapple vvith her, ſhee eſca- 
ped vnder the Gallies Oares : the Gally patſed forward a pret- 
ty way: they inthe Vellcll ſaw themſclues gone,and beganneto 
ſet fayle, and co fly afreſh, as they faw the Gally comming on 
them: but their induſtrie did them not ſo much good, as tacir 
preſumption, hurt : for the Admirallouertaking them vvithin 
one halfe mile,clapped his Oares onthe Vellell, and fo trooke 
her and cuery manaliuein her, | {> ONOTD 0 

By this theewo other Gallies came, and all fourereturned to 
the Wharfe with their prize, vvherea vvorld of people cxpett- 
cd them, deſirous to ſee what they brought : the Generall cat 
Anchor neere Land,& Sugar Foe the Vice-Roy of the Citie 
was on the ſhore ; he commanded that a Cock-hoat ſhould be 
lanched to bring him ; and that they ſhould ſtrike the Maine- 
yard,to hang preſently the Maſter of the Frigor, and thereſtof 
che Turkes that they had caken in her, which wereabour ſixand 
_ perſons ; all goodly men , and moſt of them Turkiſh 

Of, 

The Generall asked, who was Maſter of the Barke? and wt 

{were was made him by one of the Captiues in Spaniſh, ( who 
appeared after to bee a run-agate Spaniard : ) This Youth you 
ſee heere is our Maſter : and heſhewed him one of the good: 
eſt comely Youths that could be deciphered by humane imag:- 
nation. 

He wasnot to ſeetoo, aboue twenty yeeres of age: the Ge 
ncrall asked, Tell me ill-aduiſed Dogge, what mooucd thee +

kill my Souldiers, ſince thou ſawelt it was impoſſible ro eſcape ? 
is this the reſpect due to. Adnurals ? Knowelt not thou that 
raſhnelle is not valour ? Doubtfull hopes may make men bold, 
but not deſperate. 

The Maſter would haue repli'd, but the General could not as 
yer glue him the hearing,by reaſon of his going to welkcomethe 
Viceroy aboord , who centred now the Gally with ſome ſer. 
uants of his, and others of the City, 

You haue hada pretty chaſe on'e, my Lord Generall, faid the 
Viceroy. So pretty, ſaid the Generall,that your Excellency {hall 
ke it hanged yp at the Maine-yard, How fo ( quoth: the Vice- 
roy ? ) Why,they haue killed mee (ſaid he) againſt all Law of 

Armes, —_—_ orcultome of Warres, two of the belt Souldi- 
ers I had in my Gallies, and I haue ſworne to hang them all, ef 
pecially this youth ;the Maſter of the Frigot and bh ſhewed him 
one that had his hands bound, & the halter about his necke,ex- 
petting his death, The Viceroy beheld him, and ſeeing him 
ſo comet ,hand ſome,and fo humble wichall, his beauty giving 
him in thar inſtanc, as it were, a Letter of recommendation,the 
Viceroy had a mindeto fue him, and therefore asked 

Tellme, Maſter, art thouaTurke borne, or a Moore, or a 
Runn-apate ? 

To which the Youth anſwered him in his owne language, 
Neyther of all. Why, whatart thou , quoththe Viceroy ? A 
Chriſtian woman, faid the young man, A Woman, anda Chri- 
ſtian in this habic, in theſeemployments? athing rather ro bee 
wondred at, then beleeued. My Lords, 1beſeech you quoth 
the Youth, let my execution bealittle deferred , whileft I re- 
count my life, What heart fo hard that would not be ſoftned 
with that reaſon, atleaſt to heare the fad and grieued Youth, to 
tell his tory ? The Generall bad him proceed , bur that there 
was no hope for him of pardon for his notorious offence. So 
the Youth began in this manner : Of that linage, more vn- 
happy then wiſe, on which a Sea of misfortunes in theſe lat- 
ter times have rained, am, borne of Moriſcan Parents, and 
inthe current of their miſery , was carried by two of my Vn- 
clesinto Barbary; it nothing auailing me to ſay I was a Chriſti- 
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an, as I am indeed, and not ſeeming fo,as many of vs ; but truly 
Catholike : but this truth preuailed nothing with the Officers 
that had charge giuen them to looke to our baniſhment,neyther 
would my Vncles belecue I was a Chriſtian, bur tharir was a 
tricke of mineto [tay in my natiue Country: and fo rather for- 
cibly, then by my conſent, they carried me with them. My Mo. 
ther wasa Chriſtian , and my Father diſcreet , and fo likewiſe [ 
ſucked the Catholike faith in my milke : I was well brought vp, 
& neither in my languageor faſhion, made ſhew to be a Morif- 
ca. With theſe vertues,my beauty(ifſo be [-haue any )increaſed 
alſo, and though my reſtraintand retirement was great, yerit 
was not ſuch}, burthat a young Gentleman, called Don Gaſpar 
Gregorio had gottena ſight of me : This Gentleman was fonne 
and heyre to a Knight that liued neere to.our towne ; hee faw 
me, and we had ſome ſpeech ; and ſeeing himfelfe loſt ro-me,but 
I nat wonne by him, twerelargeto tell , eſpecially fearing that 
as I am ſpeaking , this haker muſt throttle mee : yer I ſay, that 
Don Gregorio would needs ——— mee in my baniſhment, 
and ſo mingling himfelfe with Moriſcos that cameout of other 
places (for he vnderſtood the language well) in our n__ hee 
gotacquainred with my two Vncles that went with mez for my 
Father, wiſely, when hee heard the Edi&t of our baniſhmene, 
wentout of our towne, and went to ſeeke ſomeplace in a fors 
raine Country,where we might be entertained ; and he leftma- 
ny pearles,precious ſtones, and-ſome money in double Piſtelets 
hiddenin a ſecret place-(which I onely know of) but he com- 
raanded me,by no means tomeddle with it,if we were baniſh'd 
before his returne. I did fo, and with my Vncles and others of 
our kindred, paſſed into Barbary , and our reſting-place ws 
eArgiers, | might haue ſaid, Hell. The King there, had noticed 
tay beauty, and likewiſe that I was rich, which partly fell outto 
be my happinelle. He ſent for me, and asked me of what partdf 
Spaine I was, and what money and jewels I brought?I told him 
the place, but that my iewels and monies were buried : but tht 
they might calily be had , if I might bur goe hither for them, 
All this I ſayd, hoping his owne Cougtouſneſle would more 
biinde bim then my beauty. | 
While! 
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Whileſt we were in this diſcourſe, they told him there came 
one of the goodlieſt faire Youchs with me-chat could be imagi- 
ned, I thought preſently it was Don Gregorio they meant,whoſe 
comelineiTe 1s not to be paralell'd. It troubled mee to thinke in 
what danger he would be; for choſe barbarous Turkes do more 
elteeme a handſome boy, then a wuman , be ſhee neuer fo faire. 
The King commanded ({traight,that hee ſhould be brought be- 
fore him,that he might ſec him,and asked meif ic were true they 
faid of the Youth. I told him Yes (and it ſeemed Heauen put it 
into my head) but that hee was no man, but a woman as I vvas, 
andI deſired him he would giue me leaue tocloath her in her na- 
turall habir, thather beauty might appeareto the full,and that 0- 
therwiſe too, ſhe would be too ſhamefaſt before him. Hee bad 
me doe fo,and that on the morrow he would giue order for my 
returne to Spaine to ſecke the hidden Treaſure. I ſpoke vvith 
Den Gaſpar, and told him what danger he had been in by being 
2man: ſo I clad him likea Mooriſh woman, and that afternoon 
broughthim to the Kings preſence, who ſeeing him,admired at 
her beauty, and thought to reſerue him,& to lend him for aPre- 
ſenttothe Grand Signior: & ſo toauoid thEdanger in his Serre- 
glioof women ifhe put her there, he commanded her to be kept 
in a houſe of certain Mooriſh Gentlewome, whither he was car- 
ried. How this troubled vs both (for I cannot deny that I loue 
him)lec them conſider that haue been abſent from their Loues. 
The King gaue order then,that I ſhould come for Spaine in this 
Frigot,& that theſe two Turks that killed your Souldiers,ſhuld 
accompany mee, and this Renegate Spaniard, pointing to him 
that had firſt ſpoken , who I know is in hearta Chriſtian, and 
hath a preater delire to remaine heere, then to returne into Bar- 
- re{t are Moores and Turkes that onely ſerue for Row- 
ers. The two couctous and infolent Turkes, not reſpeRing the 
order we had, that they ſhould ſet me and this runnagate Spa- 
niard on the firſt ſhore, in the habits of Chriſtians (of which we 
were prouided) would needs firlt ſcowre the coalt,& take ſome 
prize,ifthey could, fearing that if they fir{t ſhould ſet vs on land, 
by ſome miſchance we mightdifcouer the Frigot to be vpon the 
coalt; ſo that they might be taken by the Gallies,and ouernight 
F we 
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wedeſcried chis wharfe, and not knowing of theſe foure Gal. 
lies, we were diſcoucred, and this hath betalne vs that you haue 
ſcene. In fine , Dow Gregorio remaines in his womans habit a« 
mong(t women, in manifelt danger of his deſtruttion , and [ 
am heere priſoner, expeRting, or to lay truer, tearing theloling 
of my life, which notwithſtanding wearies me. This,Sirs,is the 
concluſion of my lamentable Hittory,as true as vnfortunate:m 
requelt is, that I may diea Chriſtian, lince (as I haue faid) I am 
nor guiley of that crime into which the relt of my Nation have 
fallen:and with this the broke off, her eyes pregnant with teares, 
which were accompanied with many from the (tanders by allo, 
The Viceroy, all tender and compaſſionate, came to her,and 
vndid the Cord that bound the Moores faire hands. In: the 
meanetime, whileſt this Chriſtian Moriſca related her Storic, 
anancient Pilgrim that entred the Gally , had his eyes faſtned 
ypon her; and ſhe had no ſooner ended her diſcourſe, when he 


cait himſelfe at her feet, and embracing them with interrupted | 


words, ſighes,and ſobs, faid, Oh my vnfortunate daughter 
eAna Felix, | ama Recotethy-Father, that haue returned to ſeeke 
thee, as not being ableto liue without thee ; for thouartmy ye. 
ry ſoule, Artheſe words Sancho opened his eyes, and lifted yp 
his head (which he held downe, thinking vpon his ill-fauoured 
roſſing inthe Gally) and beholding che Pilgrim, knew himto 
be the ſame Ricote that hee met the ſame by hee left his Go- 
uernment, and irappear'd ſhe was his daughter, when being v- 
bound, ſhe embraced her Father, mingling her teares with his, 
[Then faid heto the General and Viceroy, This,my Lords,is my 
daughter, more vnhappy in her ſucceſſe, thenin her name, 
famous for beauty,as I for wealth. I lefrmy Country,to finde: 
relting-place in ſome ſtrange Country, and having found onein 
Germany,returned in this Pilgrimes weed in company of other 
Germanes to ſeeke my daughter,and to dig out my hidden trev 
ſure, but found not her, and the treafure I bring with me, and 
now by (trange chance haue lighted on my greateſt treaſure, that 
is, my bceloued daughter: if ſo be our {mall offence, & her teares 
and mine together, with the integrity of your Tuſtice,may open 
the gates of mercy , ſhew it ys, that neuer had ſomuch asa 
thought 
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thought once fo offend you , nor conſpired with thoſe of out 
ownelinage who were luſtiy baniſhed, Then faid 52zcho, 1 
know Ricote well, and know allis true he faith, concerning thar 
Ana Felix is his daughter, bur for other flim-tlams ; whether he 
hada good or bad intention, intermeddle nor. | 

The by-ſtanders wondring allar this accident, the Genera!l 
faid, Well, your teares will-not let me accompliſh my vou :ime, 
faire Ana Felix , aslong as Heauen will giuethice leaue, ar:d lc: 
thoſe raſh ſlaues dic that committed the fault : ſo he commanded 
that the rewo Turkes that had killed his two Souldiers , ſhould 
preſently be hanged vpon the maine Yarde : but the Vice-rov 
delired himearnellly not to hang them, lince they had ſhewes 
more madnetle then valour. The Generall condeſcended, for 
reuenge is not goodincold bloud ; and ſtraight they contriued 
how to get Don Gregoriofree, Ricote offered two thouſand Du- 
cats hee had in Pearles and lewels towards it : Many meanes 
were thought on,but none ſo good,as that of the Renegado Spa- 

niard that was mentioned, who offered to returneto Argiers in 
ſome ſmall Barke, onely with ſome l{ixe Chriſtian Oares ; for he 
knew where,how, and when he might diſ-embarke himſelfe,8& 
the houſe alſo where Don Gaſpar was. The Generall and Vice- 
roy werein ſome doubt of him, or to cruſt him with the Chri. 
ſtianis that ſhould row with him, But Anna Felix vndertooke 


forhim, and Ricoro offered to ranſome the Chriſtians if they 


were taken. And being agreed, the Vice-roy went aſhore , -and 
Dow Antonio Moreno carried the Moriſca 211d her Father vvith 
him,the Vice-roy enioyning him to yſe chem as well as poſſibly 
he might, and offered him the command of any thing in his 
houſe toward it, Such was the charity and beneuolence that the 


beauty of An# Felix had infuſed into his breſt. 
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CHAP. LXIIIT. 


Of an Aauentpre that meit perplext Don Quixote, of ayy 
that hitherto befell him, 


He Hiſtory fayes, that Don Antonio Morenos wife took 
| great delight to ſee Ana Felix in her houſe ; ſhee wel. 
commed her molt kindely , enamoured as well on her 
goodnelle, as beauty and diſcretion for in all, the Moriſca was 
exquilite, andall the City came (as if by a "a way to ſee 
her. Doz Oxixotetold Don Antonio, that they tooke a vyrong 
courſe for the freeing of Don Gregorio, which was more dange- 
rous then conuenient, and that it had beene better, that he were 
ſcron ſhore in Barbary with his Horſe and Armes ; for that he 
would deliver him in ſpight of the whole Mooriſme there, as 
Dor Gayferos had done his Spouſe Meliſendra, 

Looke you,Sir, ſaid Saucho,when he heard this, Dor Gayfer 
705 brought his Spoule through frme Land, and fo carried her 
into France ; bur here, though wee ſhould deliuer Don Gregoriz 
we haue no meanesto bring him into Spaine, the Sea being be- 
ewixt vs and home. 

There isa remedy for cuery thing but Death,ſaid Don Quix- 
ote.; for tis but hauing a Barke ready at the Sea (ide, and in {pite 
of all the world we may embarke our ſelues. 

You doe prettily facilitate the matter, ſaid Sancho, but tis one 
thingto fay, and another to doe: and T like the Runnagate, tor 
me thinkes he is a good honelt plaine fellow, Don Antovis ſaid, 
that if the Runnagare performed not the buſinctle,that thenthe 
Grand Don Oazxcte ſhould palle over into Barbary. Some two 
daics after, the Rinnagateembark in a litle boat with [ix oare 
on a-{jde, manned with luſty tall fellowes , and two daies after 
that, the Gallies were Ealtward bound ; the Generall having re 
quelted the Viceroy, that he would be pleaſed to let him knoy 
tize fuccelie of Do Gregorio 5 liberty, & likewiſe of Ara Felix. 
The Viceroy promiſed to fulfill his requeſt. 

And Don Duixote going out one morning to take the ayre 
ypoi 
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yponthe wharfc,armed ac all points ; for as he often v{ced to fay, 
his Armes were his ornaments, and to skirmith his delight, and 
ſo he was neuer without them ; heeſaw a Knight come toware 
him, armed fromtop to toe, carrying vpon his ſhield a bright 
ſhining Moone painted, who comnung within diſtance of hea- 
ring, directing his yoyce to Dor Quixote aloud, ſaid, Famous 
Knight, and neuer ſufficiently extolled Don Quixote de la Man- 
cha, I am the Knight of the whice Moone, whoſe renowned 
deeds perhaps thou haſt heard of: I am come to combat vvich 
thee, and by force of Armes to make thee know and confetle, 
thatmy Miltretle, be ſhe whom ſhe will, is withour compariſon 

fairer then thy Dmlcinea del T oboſo ; which truth if thou plainly 

confelle, thou ſhalt faue thy life, and me a labour in taking ic;and 
ifchou fight, and that I vanquiſh thee, all che fatisfaction I will 
kaue, is, that thou forfake thy Armes, and leaue ſceking Aduen- 
eures,and retire thy ſelfe to thy homefor the ſpace of one whole 

Yeere, where thou ſhalt liue peaceable and quietly, without lay- 

ing hand to thy ſword , which befits thy eſtate, andalfo thy 

foules health : and if thou vanquiſh me, my head ſhall be at thy 
mercy, and the ſpoyles ofmy Horſe and Armour ſhall be thine, 
and alſo the fame of my exploits ſhall paſſe from mee to thee : 

Conſider what is beſt to be done, and anſwer me quickly , for T 

haueonely this daies reſpite to diſpatch this bulineſle. 

Den Quixote was aſtoniſht and in ſuſpence, as well at the 
Knight of the white Moone his arrogance, as the cauſe of it , for 
which he challenged him, and fo with a quict and ſtaied demea- 
noranſ{wered him z 

Knight of the white Moone, whoſe exploits hitherto I haue not 
heard of, I dare ſweare thou neuer fawelt the famous Dwlcinea 3 
for if thou had(t, I know thou wouldft not haue entred into 
this demand : for her ſight would haue confirmed, that there 
neyther hath beene, nor can be a beauty to be compared yvith 
hers: and therefore notto ſay youlye, but that you erre in your 
propoſition, I accept of your challenge, with the aforeſaid con- 
ditions; and ſtrait, becauſe your limited day ſhall notpaſle, and 

| onely except againlt oneof your conditions, whictris,thatthe 

fame of your exploits patlcro me, for I know not what kinde of

ones yours be, and I am content with mine owne ſuch as they 
be: begin you then your Carrcere when you will,and I will doe 
the like, and God andS. George. 

The Viceroy had notice of this,and thoughtit had been ſome 
new Aduenture plotted by Do» Antoxio Horeno,or ome other 
Gentleman: and ſo out of the City he went with Dozz Antonio, 
& many other Gentlemen that accompanied him to the wharke, 
iultas Don Quixote was turning Rofmantes reines to take vp x 
much ground as was fit forhum.. When the Vice-roy faw in 
both ke. lignes to encounter,he puthimſclfe berwixt them, 
& asked what wasthe cauſe of their lingle combat. The Knight 
of the white Moone anſwered him,that it was about a precedency 
in beauty, and bricfly repeated what hee had formerly done to 
Don Oxixote , together with the conditions accepted by both 
parties. 

The Viceroy came to Doz £4ntonio, and asked him in his 
eare,if he knew that Knight of the white Moone,or if it wore ſome 
tricke they meant to put vpon Dox Ouixote? 

Dex Antonio made anſwer,thathe neyther knew the Knight, 
or whether the Combat were in ielt or carnelt. 

T his anſwer made the Vice-roy doubt whether heſhould let 
them pracced to the Combar z but being perſwaded that ir 
could not be bur a ielt , hee remoued, faying ; Sir Knights , if 
there be no remedy but to confetle or dye, & that Signior Doy 
Qzixote be obſlinate, and you Knight of the white Moone, more 
fo then he, God haue merey on you, and too't. 

The Knight of the whice-Moone molt courteouſly thanked 
che Vice-roy forthe licence he gaue them, and Don Quixote too 
did rhelike; vvho heartily recommending himſelfe to heauen, 
and his Miltris D#lcinea(as he vied vpon all ſuch occaſions) he 
turned about to begin his Carcere, as his enemy had done, and 
wichque Trumpets ſound, or of any other warlike inſtrument 
thatmight give thEm (ignall for the onſer : they both of them 
er {purres to their Horſes,and the Knight of the white-Moones 
being the ſwifter, met Dox Quixeteere hee had ranne a quarter 
cf his Careere fo forcibly ( without rouching him with his 
[.anee. fcrir ſcemed he carriedit aloft on purpoſe) that he tum- 

bled 
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bicd horſe and man bothto the ground, and Dow Quixote had a 
terriblefall:ſo he got ſtraight on the rop of him; and clapping 
his Lances point vpon his Viſor, ſaid, You are vanquithed , 
Knight,and a dead man, if you confetle nor, according to the 
conditions of our combate, Dor ©nixote all bruiſed and ama- 
zed,vvichout heauing vp his Viſor, as if he had ſpoken out of a 
roombe, with a faint and weake voice, ſaid, Dwlcinea del! Toboſo 
is the faireſt woman in the world, and Ithe ynfortunatclt 
Knight on carth z and ir is not fir that my weaknes defraud 
chis cruth : thrult your Lance into me,Kniglit,and kill mee,(ince 


you haue bercaued me of my honour. Not ſo trucly,quoth he of 


the white-Moone, letthe fame of my Lady Dwlcinea's beauty 
live in herentirenelle : I am onely contented that che Grand 
Den Quixote retire home for a yeere,or tilſuch time as [ pleaſe, 
25 we agreed, before we began the batrell. 

All chis, the Vice-Roy with Don Amtenioand many others 
ſtanding by heard ; and Do» Quixote anſwered, that ſo nothing 
vvere required of him m preiudice of his Lady Dz/cinea, hee 
vyould accompliſh all the relt, like a crue and punRuall 


Knight. 


This Confeſſion ended , the Knighe of the white-Moone 
turned his Horſe,and making alow obeyfance on horſeback to 
the Vice-Roy,he rodea falſe gallop into the Citie, The Vice- 
roy willed Don eAntonis to follow him, and to know by all 
meanes who he was, 

Dor: Quixote was lifted vp, and they diſcoucred his face, and 
found him diſcolour'd and in a cold {weat. Roſmnante out of 
pure hard handling,could not as yer (tire, | 

Sancho all fad and forrowfull knew not what to doe or fay., 
and all that had hapned, to him ſeemed but a dreame : and all 
that Machine, a matter of Enchantment: he faw his Maſter was 
vanquiſhed,and bound not to take Armes fora yeere. Now he 
thought the light of his glory was eclipſed, the hopes of his 
late promiſes were vndone,and parted as {noke vyith winde;he 
feared left Roſinante's bones vvere broken, and [11s Maſters our 
of10ynt : Finally,in a Chaire, which the Vice-Roy commanded 
to be brought, he was carried to the Citje, whither the Vice- 
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Roy too returned, deſirous ro know vvho the Knight of the 
White-Moone vyas, that had left Dor Quixote in fo bad a 
taking,

ho the Knight of the white-Moone was with Don Grego- 
rio's /cbertie,ard other paſſages. 


Whice-Moone,and many Boyes too followed & perlc- 
cuted him,til he got him to his Inne into the Gitie. Don 
Antoni entred,delirous to know him ; and hee had his Squire 
to vn-arme him : he ſhut himſelfe in a lower roome, and Dor 
Amtonio with him,vvho ſtood vpon Thornes,till he knew who 


he was. 
Hee of the White-Moone, ſeeing then that the Gentleman 


would nor leaue him, faid, I vyell know , Sir, wherefore you 
come, and to know who lam ; and ſincethere isno reaſon to 
deny you this,I will tell you, whiPitmy man is vn-arming mee, 
the truth without crringa ot. Know, Sir, that I am (tiled the 
Bachelor Samſon Carraſco, and:anmrone of Don Quixotes town: 
whoſe wilde madncs hath mooued as many of vs as know him 
to compaſſion; & me amonglt the reſt molt: and belecuing that 
the beſt meancs to procure his health, is to keep him quiet, & fo 
to haue him in his own houſe. I thought ypon this deuice:and fo 
aboutathree moneths {ince, I methim vponthe way,calling my 
{elfe by the name of the Knight of the Looking-glatles , with 
a purpoſe to fight withhim,and vanquiſh him, vvichout doing 
him any hurt; and making this the condition of our combats, 
tharthe vanquiſhed ſhould beleftro the diſcretion of the vane 
quiſher: and that whic]: I would inioynchim ( for I held him 
aircady conquered) was, thathe ſhould returne home, andnet 
abroad agauiiein a vvhole yeerez in which time he might haply 
haue beene cured : but Fortune vyould have it otherwiſe ; for 
ke vanquiſhed me, and vu-horſed me,and fo my projet tooke 
no

. nocfte@: he went on his rr a, alka-

med,and bruiſed with my fall, tha&vyas very dangerous : bur 
for allthar, I had (till adelirero finde him againe, and to con- 
quer him,as now you haue ſeen. 

And hee beeing fo puntuall, in obſeruing the orders of 
Knighe Errantry ,. will doubtletſe keepe his promiſe made 
to-mee. 

This, Sir, is all I cantell you, and I beſeech you conceale me 
from Don Onixete, that my delires may take effe&t ; and tha 
the man who hath otherwiſe a good vnder(tanding, may reco- 
ucr it if his madneſle leaue him. 

Oh, Sir, ſaid Do» Antonio, God forgiue you the wrong you 
doe the whole world,in ſecking to recouer the pleaſanteſt mad 

manin the world, | 
| Perceiue you not, that this recouery cannot bee ſo much 

worth,as the delight that his fopperies cauſe? bur I imagine, Sir 
Bachelor, thatall your Art will not make a man fo irrecouecra- i 
bly mad, wiſe againe: and if it were not vncharitable, I would 
fay, Neuer may he recoucr: for in his health wee loſe not onely 
his owne conceits, but Saxcho Panſa his ;Squires too., cach of 
which would turne melancholy it ſelfe into mirth : for all that, 1 
will hold my peace, I will fay nothing, and fce whether I ghetle 
right,that Signior Carraſoo's paines will be to no purpoſe. Who 
anſwered, that as yet the bulinelſe was brought to a good 
paile,and he hoped for a happy ſuccelle : and fo offering Dor 
Antonio his ſeruice hee tooke leaue of him. And cauſing his 
Armor to be packed vp0 a great hee Mule, at the inſtanthe got 
himſclte ypon the Horſe, with which hee entred the Liſts ; and 
the ſame day he went out of the Citic homeward, where by the 
way nothing hapned to him , worth the relating in this true 
Hiltorie. 

Don Aztonio told the Vice- Roy all that Carraſeo faid ; at 
which hereccjued notmuch cotent, forin Do» Ynixotes retire= 
merit, was theirs alſo that euer had notice of his mad prankes, 

Sixe dayes was Don Quixote in his bed, all muddy, fad and 
forrowfull,and way ward,deſcanting inhis thoughts vpon his 
fortune to be vanquiſhed, Sancho comforted him,& amonglt 
OthCr 
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other reaſons, told him, Signior mine, cheere vp, beliucly, if 
youcan, giue Heauerrthankes, that though you came vvitha 
crumbling ca(t ro che ground, yet you haue neuer arib broken 
and (ince you know that ſweer meat mult haue ſawre lawce,and 
that there is not alwayes good cheere,yyhere there is a ſmoking 
Chimney, cry, A hg for the Phylician, lince you need not his 
help in this diſeaſe. Let's hometo our houſes,and leaue looking 
after theſe Aducntures thorow Countreys and places wee 
know not: andifyou conliderie vyell, I am heere the greatelt 
loſer, though you be in the worlt pickle. 

I, though when I left to be a Gouernour, leftalfo my deſires 
that way ; yet left not my deſire of being an Earle, which vvill 
neuer beetteRed,if youleaueto bea King, by leauing the excr= 
ciſe of Chiualric,and ſo my hopes arelike to vaniſh into {moke. 

Peace, Sancho,faid Don Quixote, my retirement ſhall be but 
for a yeere, andthen lle (traightto my honourable profeſſion 
againe,and i ſhall not wanta Kingdome for my ſelfe, and ſome 
Earledome for thee, 

God grant ir,faid Sancho , andler {inne be deafe: for I haue al. 
wayes heard, that a good hope is better then a bad polleſſion, 
In this diſcourſethey were, when as Don eAntonio entred,with 
ſhewes of great content, ſaying, My reward, Signior Dov 
©nicore , for thenewes I bring ;for Don Gregorio and therun- 
agate Spaniard with him, are ypon the Wharfe : the Wharfe, 
.quoth I ? In the Vice-Royes houſe,and will be here preſently. 

Doz Onixote was ſomewhat reuiued, and faid, Truely,] was 
about to haue ſaid, I would it had beene otherwiſe, that I might 
have gone into Barbary, and with the ſlrength and vigour of 
this Arme, not onely haue giuen liberty to Dox Gregorio, but to 
all the Chriſtjan captiues in Barbary, | 

Burt what fay I, wretchthat Iam ? Amnot I vanquiſhed? 
Am net I overthrowne ? Am not I hee that mult not rouch 
Armes this twelue monetsh? What then do I promifing? Why 
doc T praiſe my ſelfe, ſinceit were fitter for mee to vie » diltafte 
then a ſword? No more of that, Sir,faid Savcho:a man is a man, 
though he haue buta hoſe on his head. Today for thee, and to 
fnorrovv for me; and for theſerhumps and encounters there is 

no 
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no heed to be taken : for he that falls ro day, may riſe to mor- 
row, except it bethathe meane to lyea-bed ; 1 meancto diſmay 
and not take heart to freſh skirmiſhes : and rherefore raiſe you 
your ſelfe nowgo welcome Don Gregorio : for mee thinkes , tie 
people of the houſe are inan vprore, and by this hee is come : 
and he ſaid true; for Don Gregorio hauing given the Vice-Roy 
account of his going and comming, dclirous to ſee Ara Felrx, 
hecame vvith the run-agateto Dow Antonio's houſe:and though 
Dos Gregorio,vyhen they brought him out of Argiers, were 11 
a womans habit; yet by the vyay in the Boate hee changed ir 
with a Captiue, chat came with him: but in vvhatſocuer habir 
he had beene in, hee vyould haue ſeemed a perſonage, vyorthy 
to be coucted, ſought after,and ſcrued : for he was extraordina- 
ry comely , and about ſome ſcuenteene or cighteene yeeres of 
ape. Ricoteand his Daughter went out to welcome him; the 
Father with teares,and the Daughter vvith honeſty, 
They did not embrace each other; for where there is loue, 
there isneuer much looſenel]e. 
Thetwotoyut beauties of Don Gregorio,and Ava Felix alto- 
niſhed all the by-(tanders. | 
Silence there ſpoke for the two Louers, and their eyes were 
congues,that diſcovered their ioyfull, but honeft thoughts : rhe 
run-agate told thera the meanesand ſlight hee had vicd to get 
Do# Gregorio away. Don: Gregorio told his dangers and ſtraites 
he was put to, amongft the women with whom hee remained, 
not in tedious manner, but wich much breuitie ; where hee 
ſhewed that his diſcretion was aboue his yeeres. 


Finally, Ricete paid and royally ſatisfied as well therun-agate, 


as thoſe that had rowed with him. Therun-agate was reduc'c 
and re-incorporated with the Church,and of arotten member, 
became cleane and ſound, by penance and repentance. 

Some two dayes after,the Vice-Roy treated with Dorn Anto- 
io about meanes,that Ricote and his Daughter might remaine 
in Spaine;thinking it to be no inconuentence;that ſo Chriſtian- 
lv a Father and Daughter ſhould remaine,and co fee too {o vvell 
intentionated. 


Den Antonio offered to negotiate ic amoneglt other Ms - 
or 
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for which hce was to goe to the Court of neceſſitie, letting 
them know, thatthere by fauour and bribes many dithicult mar- 
ters are ended. 

There is no truſt in fauors or bribes,faid Ricore then preſent ; 
for with the Grand Don Bernardino de Velaſco,Counte Salazar, 
to whom his Maielty hath giuen in chargeour expulſion, ney- 
ther entreaties, promiſes, bribes or compaſlion can preuaile or 
chough true ic be, that he mixeth his juſtice with mercy, yet be- 
cauſc he ſces, that the whole body of our Nation is putrid and 
contaminated, he victh rather Cauterizing thar burnes it, then 
oyntment thar ſoftens it : and ſo with prudence, skill,diligence, 
and terror,he hath borne vypon his ſtrong ſhoulders,& broughe 
to due execution;the waight of this great Machine ; our %. 4 
ſtries, tricks , lights and frauds, not being able to blindc his 
vvatchfull eyes of Argus, which vvake continually : to the end 
chat none of ours may remaine; thatlike a hidden roote , may 
in time ſprout vp, and ſcatter venemous fruit throughout all 
Spaine,now clenſcd, and free fromthe feare , into which their 
mulcitude pur her (a heroike reſolution of the Grand Philip the 
third,and ynheard of wiſedome, to haue committed it to Don 
Bernardino and Velaſco. 

Well, vvhen I come thither ſaid Don Antonio, I will vic the 
beſt meanes I can, andlet Heauen diſpoſe vvhat ſhall bee fitteſt, 
Don G_ ſhall goe with me, to comfort theaffliction of his 
parentsfor his abſence; Ana Felix (hal [tay vvith my wife heere, 
or ina Monaſtery : and I know the Vice-roy will bee glad to 
haue honelk Ricore ſtay vvith him, till he ſees how I can ne- 
J0tiate. 
® The Vice-roy yeelded to all that was propoſed: but Dow Gre- 
gorio knowing what palled, faid, that by no meanes he could or 

would leaue Ana Felrx : but intending to ſce his friends, and to 
contrive how he might returne for her,atlength he agreed. Ana 
Felix remained with Dow Antonio's wife, and Ricote in the Vice- 
rov his houſe, 

The time came that Dos Aztenio was to depart, and Dos 

Onixote and Sancho,which vvas ſome two dayes after, for Dox 


Ovixotes fall would nor ſuffer him to trauell ſooner. When 
Dor 
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Don Gregorio parted from «Ana Felix, all was teares, ſwoun- 
ing,ſighs and ſobs, Ficote otfred Don Gregorio a 1000.crownes ; 
bur he refuſed them,and borrowed onely tiue of Dov Avtonio, 
to pay him at the Courtagaine: with this they both departed, 
and Don Quixote and Sanchonext ( as hath beene ſaid ) Don 
Quixote diſ-armed,and Sancho on foote, becauſe Dapple vvasla- 
den with the Armour,

All I can tell thee, is, thatin the world there is no ſuch 
thing as Fortune ; neither doe things that happen init, good or 
euill, fall out by chance, but by the particular propidence of hea- 
uen : hence'tis ſaid, That euery manis the Artificer of his own 
Fortune, which I haue beege of mine, but not with rhe diſcre- 


tion that might haue beene fitting, and ſo my raſhnes hath been 
required ; 


1 S they went out of Barſe/ona, Don Quixote beheld the 
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requiced : for I might have thought har ir was not poſſiblefor 
Ro/inantes weakncile, to haucrelilted the powerfull greatnetle 
ot the Knight of the whize-Moones Horſe, In fine, 1 was har- 
dv, | did vvhacI could: downe I came, and chough I loſt my 
honour ; yer Ilolt not, nor can loſe my vertue, co accomplith 
my promiſe, When I was a Knight Erranr, boldand valiant, 
vvich my vvorkes and hands Iennobled my deedes : and now 
that am a foot Squire, I vvill credit my workes, vvith the ac- 
compliihment of my promiſe: log on then, Sanchs, and let ws 
get hoine there to patle the yeere of our Probationerſhip : in 
which rerirednellc, we vvyill recouer new yertue, to returne to 
the neuer-forgotten exerciſe of Armes.

Well, neicher he,nor the Armour, quoth Dex Qwsxote, ſhall 
be hanged vp,thatic may not be ſaid, So a good ſcruant, an vn- 
grateful Maſter. 

You ſay maruellous well, quoth Saxcho : for according to 
the opinion of wiſe men, he ful of the Alle mult not bee layd 


vpon the pack-ſaddle: and {ince in this laſt buſinefſe you your 
felfe were in fault, puniſhyour ſelfe, and let not your fury burlt .

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All chat day and foure more they palled in theſe reaſons and 
diſcourſes; and che fift afcer,as they centred a towne, they faw a

When Dox Qurvote approched, a Husbandman cried aloud, 
Some of theſe Gentlemen , that know not the parties, ſhall de-

, No.no faid Sancho,before Don Quixote could anſwer,Tt con- 
cernes mee ( that not long lince left being a Gouernour and a 
Judge as all the world knowes ) to decide doubts, and to ſen- 
tence this buſlinelle. Anſwer on Gods name, friend Saxcho(faid 
Dor Q#ixote) for I am not in the humor to play at boyes-play, 
ſince | am fo troubled and tormented in minde. 

With this licence, Sancho faid to the Husbandmen that were 
gaping roundabout him, expeQting his ſentence, Brothers,the 
far mans demand is vnreaſonable, and hath no appearance of e- 
quity ; for if hee that is challenged may chooſe his weapons , 
theother ought not to chule ſuch as may make his contrary vn- 
weyldy and vnable to be Victor : and therefore my opinion is, 
that the fat Challenger doe picke, and cleanſe, and with-draw, 
and polliſh, and nibble, and pull away ſixe Arrobes of his fleſh, 
ſome-whereor other from his body (as hethinkes beſt) and fo 
hauing but fiue remaining, hee will be made equall with his op- 
polite, and ſo they m1y runne vpon equall termes,

as his mans diſcretion ; for, ſuch they iudged Sancho. And ano« 
cher of the Husbandmen faid ; If the man be ſo wiſe, what think 
yeof the Maſter? I holda wager, that if they went to ſtudy at 
Salamanca, they would be made Judges of the Court in a trice, 
for all is foppery to your ſtudying : ſtud hard, and withalittle 
fauour and good lucke, when aman lealf thinkes of it , hee ſhall 
hauc a Rod of Iuſtice in his hand, or a Miter vpon his head. 

Thatnightthe Maſter and man pailed in the open field : and 
the nextday being vpon their way, they ſaw a footman com- 
ming towards them with a paire of Wallets about hisnecke, &

[, Signior Dow Onixote, ſaid the foot-man, am Toſilos the 
Dukes Lackey, that would not fight with your Worſhip about 
themarriage of Donna Rodriguez, daughter. 

God defend me, faid Don Quixore, and is it poſſible ? andare 
you he,into wiom the Enchanters my enemies transformed my 
contrary, to defraud meof the honour of that combat ? 

PeacegSir, quoth the Letter foote-poſt, there was no En- 
chantment, nor changing of my face, I was as much Tof#es the 
Lackey, when I went intothe Liſts, as when I came out : I 
| thought 
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thoughtto haue married withopt fighting , becauſeT liked che 
wench well ; butit fell out otherwite. My Lord Duke cauſed 
me to be well banged, becauſe I did not according as I was in- 
ſtructed before the battell was to begin: and the Conclulion is, 
the wench is turned Nun, and Donna Rodrignez, is gone backe 
againe into Caltile, and I am going now to Barſdlona to carry a 
packet of Letters to the Vice-roy which my Lord ſends him : 
and if ir pleaſe you to drinke a ſup (though it be hor, yet pure )

But+cll menowgdidfi thou ask that 
Toſilos, what became of Altifidora? did ſhe lament my gbſence, 
or hath ſhe forgoten her. amorous paſlions , that when I was 
preſenctroubled her ?

What is eAlbogne (quoth Sancho?) Teis,faid Don Onixote, a 
certaine plate made like a Candleſlicke,and being hollow,gives, 
if not a very. plealing or harmonious ſound , ver iediſpleafeth 
not altogether, and agrees well wich'the rulticke Tabor and 


bag-pipe z andthis word elbogre is' Mooriſh, as all thoſe in 
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our Caſtilian tongue are,that begin wich e44, to wit, Almoa- 
ſa, Almorzar, Alhombra, Algnazil, Alucena, eAlmazon, Al- 
ſanciaand the like, with ſome few more; and our language hat] 
onely three Mooriſh wordsthatendin 7, which are Borcegri, 
Zaguicami,and Meraneatr: Alheli & Alfaqui areas well known 
to be Arabicke by their beginning with Al, as their ending in /, 

This 1 hauetold thee by the way , the word A4lbogne ha- 
uing brought it into my head, and one maine helpe wee ſ};all 
haue for the perfection of this calling, that I, chou knowell, am 
ſomewhat Poeticall, and che Bachelor Samſon Carraſco is a moſt 
exquilit.one ; for the Vicar I ſay nothing, buelI lay a wager he 
hath his ſmacke, and fo hath Maſter Nicolas too: for all theſe, or 

the molt of them play vpon a Guittern,andare Rimers, I vvill 
complaine of abſence : chou ſhalr praiſe thy ſelte for a Conſtant 
Louer,the ſhepheard Carraſcon ſhall mourn for being diſdain'd, 

and let the. Vicar Curiambro do what he pleaſeth, and fo there is 

no more.to bedeſircd. 

To which(faid Sancho) Sir,] am ſo vnlucky,that I feare I ſhal 
not ſcethe day, in which I may ſee my ſelfein that happy life ; 
oh what neat ſpoones ſhall I make when 1 am ſhepheard ! what 
hodge-potches and creame ! what garlands and other paſtorall 
erumperies ? that though they get me nota fame of being wiſe, 
yetthey ſhall, that Iam _ My little daughter Sanchica ſhall 
bring our dinner to the flocke : but ſofr, ſhe 15 handſome, and 

'Ou a ſhepheards more knaues then fooles,and I vvould not 

a her come for wooll,and returne ſhorne: and your looſe de- 

fires areas incident to the fields as to Cities, and as well in ſhep- 

heards Cotages, as Princes Palaces, and the cauſe being remo- 
ued,the (in will be aued,and the heart dreames not of what the 
eye ſces not, better a fair paire of heels,then dieat the gallows, 

No more Prouerbs, Sancho, ({aid Dow Quixote ) lince cach 
of theſe is enough to make vs know thy meaning , and I haue 
often aduiſed thee, not to be ſo prodigall of thy Proverbs, 
but more ſparing : but*tisin vaine to bid thee ; for the more 
thou art bid, the more thou wilt doe it. Mee thinkes, 

Sir, faid Sancho, youarelike what is faid, that che Frying-pan 
faid co the Kettle, Awant, A —_- reprehend me 
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for ſpeaking of Prouerbs, and yourthred yp yours by two and 
tWO. 

Look you, Sancho,quoth Don Quixote,I vic mineto purpoſe, 
and when I ſpeakethem , they fitte as wellas alictle ring to the 
finger : butchou bringeſt in thine ſo by head and ſhoulders,thar 
thou rather draggelt then guideſt them : and if I forger not, I 
told thee heretofore, that Prouerbs arc briefe ſentences,drawne 
from the experience and ſpeculation of our Ancient Sages, and 
a Prouecrbc ill applied, is rather a foppery then a ſentence : but 
leaue we this now; and [ince nightcomes on vs, let's retire a lit- 
tle out of the high-way, where we will paſſe this night, & God 
knowes what may befall vs ro morrow. So they retired, and 
madea ſhort ſupper, much againſt Savcho's will , who now be- 
gan to thinke of che hard life of Knight Errantry in Woods 
and Mountaines, eſpecially calling to his remembrance, the Ca- 
ſtles and houſesas well of Don Diego de Mrranda,and vyhere 
therich Camacho's mariage was, and likewife Dow Antonio 1o- 
reno's: buthe conlidered with himſelfe, that nothing could laſt 
euer: and ſo he ſlept away the reft of that night, which his Ma- 
ſer paſſed watching.

CHAP. LXVIII. 


Of the Briſtled Aaduentare that befell 
Don Quixote. 


F He night was ſomewhat darke, though the Moon were 


vp, but ſhe was obſcured ; for ſometimes my Lady Di- 
' ana goes to walke with the Antipodes, and leaues the 
Mountaines blacke, and the Vallies darkened. Dox Ourxote 
complide wich Nature, having ſlept his firſt ſleepe, he broke off 
his ſecond,contrary to Saxcho,for his laſted from nighttill mor- 
ning: aſ1gneof his good complexion,and few cares. Theſe kept 
Don. Qaixote waking in ſuch fort, that heawakened Sancho, and 
iaid ro him ; 
? wonder, Sancho, at thy free conditions Timagine thou art 
made 
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made of Marble,or of hard Bratle, vvhich neither mooues, or 
hath any fecling. I wake, when thou ſicepelt ; 1 vvcepe, when 


chou lingelt ;1 amready to faint yvithfalting , vyhen thou art 


lazy,and vaweildy vvich pure cramming in : *ewere the part of 

ood ſeruants,to haucafellow-feeling ot their Malters priefes, 
if it were but for decency : behold this nights brightnes , and 
the ſolicude weare in, which inuites vs to intermingle ſome 
watching with lleepe : rife by thy life, and get thee alittle 
apart,and with a good courage and thankefull cheere, give thy 
CA three or foure hundreth laſhes ypon account, for Dulci- 
ea's diſ-enchanting : and this I intreat of thee ; for I will noc 
now, as heretofore, come to handy-gripes with thee ; for 
lknow,thou halt ſhrewd Clutches:and after thou haſt done,we 
will palle the reſt ofthe night ; I,chanting my abſence,and chou 
chy conſtancy,beginning trom henceforward our Paſtorall cx- 
erciſe, which we are to keepin our Village. 

Sir, ſaid Saxcho, I am y on Religiousorder,that I ſhould riſe 
out of the middelt of my (leepe to diſcipline my ſelfe ; neither 
doe I thinke ic poſlible, that fromthe paine of my whipping, I 
may Lon to Mulick, Pray, Sir, let mee ſleepe, and ; not 
prelle me ſo tothis whipping; for you wil make me vow neuer 
to touch ſo much as a hayre of my coat, muchletle of my fleſh. 
O hard heart ! oh vngodly Squire ! oh ill giuen bread, and fa- 
uours ill placed which I beſtowed,and thought to haue more 
and more conferred yponthee : by me thou walt a Gouernour, 
and from me thou walt in good poſlibilitic of being an Earle,or 
hauing ſome xquiualene Ticle,and the accompliſhment ſhould 
not haue failed, when this our yecre ſhould nA :for I poſt tene= 
bras fpero lucem. 1 vnder(tand not that, ſaid Sancho,only I know 
that while(t I am ſleeping, I neither feare nor hope, haueneither 
painenor pleaſure : and well fare him that inuented ſleepe, a 
cloke that couers all humane thoughts ; the foode that flakes 
hunger; the water that quencherh thir(t ; and che fre chac vvar- 
meth cold ; the cold that rempers heate ; and finally a currant 
coine, with which all things are bought, a ballance and weight 
chat equals the King to the Shepheard ; the foole to the wiſe- 


man: onely one thing (as I haue heard) (leepe hathill, which is, 
Go 4 *hat 
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that it is like death, in that betweene a man afleepe, and a dead 
man,there is liccle difterence. 

I haue neuer, Saxcho, ſaid Don Ornixote, heard thee ſpeake 
moreclegantly then now : whereby 1 percelue , the Prouerbe 
thou often viclt istrue ; You may know the man, by the con- 
uerfation he keepes. Gods me, Maiter mine,I am nor onely hee 
now that threeds on Prouerbs: and they come freer from you 
(merthinkes) and betwixtyours and mine, there is this-onely 
diftcrence, that yoursare hicly applyed, and mine ynſeaſonably. 

I:1 this diſcourſe they were , when they perceiued a deafe 
noiſe thorow all the Valleys. Don Quixote ltood vp, and laid 
hand to his {word,and Sancho {quatred vnder Dapple, and clapr 
the bundle of Armour,and his Alles Pack-faddle encach {ideof 
him,as fearefull,as his Maſter was outragious: (till the noyſe en- 
crealt, and drew neerer the two timorous perſons (at lealt one) 
for the others valour is ſufficiently knowne. 

T he Bulineſle-was, that certaine fellowes draue ſome lixe 
hundreth Swine to a Fayre to ſell, wirh'whom they travelled by 
night; and che noiſe they made, with their grunting and ſquea= 
king was ſo great , that it deafed Dow Quixotes and Saxcho's 
cares, that neuer marked what it might be, It fell out, that the 
goodly grunting Herd wereall in a troope together, and with- 
out reſpett ro Don Quixote or Sancho's perſon, they trampled 
ouerthem both, ſpoiling Sancho's Trenches,and ouerthrowing 
not onely Dox OQxixete, but Roſmavtealſo: the fury of the ſud- 
den comming of theſe yncleane beaſts, madea confuſion , and 
laid on ground the pack-ſaddle, Armour, Re/mmante,Sancho, and 
Do»: Qnivote. Sanchoroſc as well as he could , and, deſired his 
Maſters {word,telling him,he would kill halfe a doozen of thoſe 
ynmannerly Hogs,for now he knew them to be ſo, 

Do» Quixote (aid, Letthemalone, friend, for this affront is 
a penalty for my fault, and a iult puniſhment it is from Heauen, 


that Dogsand Wasps eate a vanquiſhe Knight Errant, and that 


Swinetrample ouer him, 

And icis a puniſhment of Heaven too, belike, ſaid Sancho,that 
Flyes doe bite the Squires of vanquiſhed Knights,that Lice cate 
them,and hunger cloſe-with them, 

If 
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If we Squires were ſonnes or neere Kinſmer ro the Knights 
weſerue, 'rwere not much wee werepartakers with them, cuen 
roche fourth generation : but what hauc the Pazſa's to do with 
the Qu1xotes? 

Well : yetlet's goe firour ſeluesagaine, and lleepe the reſt of 

the night,and'rwill be day,and we ſhall haue betrer lucke, 

Sleepe thou,Sazche, faid Don Quixote, for thou walt borre 
to [lcepe,and I was borne to wake: betwixt this and day-breake, 
] will giue reines to my thoughts, and vent them out in ſome 

Madrigall, that without thy knowledge I compoſed this night. 

Me thinkes,faid Sancho, that thoughts that giue way to Ver- 
ſes, are not very troubleſome : and therefore verlifie you as 
much as you liſt, and Ile ſleepeas much as Ican : and ſotaking 
vp as much of the ground as he would, he crowched vp toge= 
ther,and ſlept liberally : Debts,nor ſuretiſhip, nor any other af- 
flictiondiſturbing him, 

Don Quixote — the body ofa Beech or Cork-tree(for 
Cid Hamete Benengelidiſtinguiſheth not what treeit was) to the 
Mulick of his owne lighes, ſung as-foleweth: Lowe, when [ 
thinke, &c. Eachof which Verſes were accompanied with ma- 
ny lighs,and not few teares, fit for avanquiſht Knight, and one 
who had his heart pierc't thorow with griefe, and tormented 
With the abſcace of his Dwlcinea. 

Now day came on, and Sir So/ vvith his beames playd in 
Sancho's eyes ;who awoke, and lazed himfelfe, ſhaking and 
ſtretching out his lither limbs, he beheld the hauock the Swine 
had madein his Sumpterie,and he curſed & re-curſed the Herd. 

Finally, both of them returned to their commenced journy 3 
and toward Sun-ſet, they ſaw ſome ten Horſe-men comming 
toward them, and foure or five foot-men. Don Quixote was a- 

alt at heart,and Sancho ſhivered,for the troope drew neecrer to 
them, who had their Speares and Shuelds all in warlike array. 

D#n Qsixote turned to Sancho, and faid, If, Sancho, it vvere 
lawfull for me to exerciſe Armes, and that my promiſe had not 
bound my hands, 1 ſhould thinke this were an Aduenture of 
Cake-bread ; but perhaps it may bee otherwiſe then yvee 


thinke for. 
By 


a Sanehos 
miſtakes, 
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By chis che Horſe-men came, and lifting vp their Lance, 
withouca vyord ſpeaking, they compalled in Dor Q#ixote be. 
fore and bchinde one of the foot-men threatening him vvith 
death,and clapping his finger to his mouch,in ligne hee ſhould 
not cry out ; and {o helaid hold: on. Roſiwuante's bridle, and led 
him out of the way : and the reſt of the foor-men catching Sax 
cho's Dapple, all ofthem molt (ilencly followed after thole that 
carried Don Quixote ; who twice or thrice vyould haue asked, 
whicher they carried him,and what they vvould with hin? bur 
heno ſooner began to mouchis lips, when they were ready to 
cloſe them with their Lances points:& the ſame hapned to Sas- 
che when one of the foor-men pricked him witha Goad, he offe+ 
ring but to ſpeake,and Dapple they punched too, asit he would 
haue ſpoken : itnow beganne to grow darke, fothey mended 
their pace: the two priſoners feares cncreaſed ; eſpecially when 
they might heare that ſometimes they vvere cryedour on, On, 
on,ye Troclodites,peace,yc 19 pen : Reuenge,ye An- 
thro 5: complaine not,ye Scythians z open not your eyes 
ye car Poly ot Butcherous Lyons, "nd __ 
{ſuch names astheſe, with vyhichthey tormented the cares of 
che lamentable Knight and Squire, 

S anche aid vvithin himſclfe, * We Tortelites? We Barbers 
Slaucs? we Popingeyes? we little Birches to vyhom they cry, 
Hiſt, Hift : 1 doenotlike theſe names, this winde winnowes 
no corne; all our ill comes together,likea whip to a Dogge: and 
I vvouldo God this Adventure might end no worſe. 

Don Oxixote was embeſe['d: neither inall his diſcourſe could 
he tinde,vyhat reprochfull names thoſe ſhould be,that were pur 
vpon him, whereby hce phincly perceiued there was no good 
to be hoped for ; but on the contrary much euill, 

Within an houre of night they came tothe Caſtle : which 
Do#z ©nixote well percciued to be the Dukes, where but awhile 
before they had beene. 

Now God defend (faid he) as ſoone as hee knew the place : 
whar haue we heere? Why,in this houſe,a!lis courtelie & good 
viage: but forthe vanquiſhed, all goes from good to bad, and 
rom bad,to worſe. 

They 
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They entred the chiefe Court of the Caftle, and they faw 
it ſo dretſed and ordered, that their admiration increaſed, and 
their feare re-doubled ; as you ſhall ſee in the following 


Chapter. 


CHAP. LXIX, 
Of the neweſt and ſtrangeſt Aduentare, that inallthe courſe 
of this Hiſtory befell Don Quixote. 


"Y Hc Horſemen all alighted,and the footmen taking Dor 

Quixote and Sancho forcibly intheir Armes ,. they fer 

.- them in the Court, where roundabout were burninga 
hundreth Torchesin their Vctlels of purpoſe ; and about the 
Turrets aboue five hundreth lights ; ſo that in ſpight of darke 
night;they might there ſce day. 

L the mid(t of the Court there was a Hearſe raiſed ſome two 
yards from the ground, couered with a Cloth of State of blacke 
Vehuer, and round abour it there burned a hundred Virgin 
Waxe Candlesin (iluer Candleſtickes; on the top of it tacks 
a faire Damozell, that ſhewed to be dead , that with her beauty 
made death her ſelfe feeme faire: her head was laid vpon a Pil- 
low-beare of Cloth of gold, crowned witha Garland , wouen 
with divers odorifcrous Flowers : her hands were croſled ypon 
her breſt, and betwixt them was a bough of flouriſhing yellow 
Palme. 

Onone ſide ofthe Court there was a kinde of Theater ſet 
vp, and two Perſonages in their Chaires, who with their 
crownes ontheir heads,and Scepters in their hands, ſeemed to - 
be eyther reall or fained Kings:at the (ide of this Theater where 
they went vp by ſteps, there were two other Chayres, vvhere 
they that brought the priſoners, ſer Do» Qaixore and Sancho,and 
all this vvith ſilence and fignes to them that they ſhould bee {i- 
lent too : but without that they held their peace: for the admi- 
ration of whatthey there ſaw, tyed their congues : After this 


two other principall Perſonages came yp, vvhom Dox Qnixore 
ſtraight 
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ſtraight knew to be the Dukeand Duchelle, his Oaſt and Oa- 
ſtetle, who fare downein two rich Chaires, neere the two ſee- 
ming Kings. Whom would not this admire ? eſpecially having 
ſcene that the body vpon the Hearſe, was the faire eAlti/idora ? 
When the Duke and Ducheſle mounted, Dox Zazxore and Sax- 
cho bowed to them, and the Dukes did the like, nodding their 
headsaliztle : and now an Officer centred athwartthem , and 
comming to Sancho, clapr a Coat of blacke Buckram on him, 
all painted vvith-flames of fire : and taking his Cap off, hee ſet a 
Miter on his head,iuſt ſucha one as the Inquilition cauſes co be 
ſet vpon Herccikes, and bade him in his care, he ſhould not yn- 
_—_ his lips, for they would clap a gaggein his mouth , or kill 
him. | 

Sancho beheld himfelfcall ouer,and faw himfclfe burning in 
flames : bur ſince they burned not indeed, hecared nota ruſh 
for them: he tooke off his Miter,and faw it painted with Diuels: 
he put ic onagaine,and faid within himſelfe, Well yet, ncicher 
the one burnes me,nor the others carry me away. 

Dor: Qsixete beheld himalſo , and though feare ſuſpended 
his ences, he could not but laugh at Sarcho's Pifture : and now 
from vnder the Herſe there ſeemed to found, a low and plex 
{ing ſound of Flutes ; which being vn-interrupted by any mans 
voicc(for thereit ſeemed Silence Fas kept Silence) was ſoft and

Straight there appeared ſuddenly on the Pillow of the 
Hearſe, a Carkeiſe of a goodly Youth,clad like a Romane,who 
co the ſound of a Harpe himſclfe playd on, witha moſt ſweet 
and clcere voice,fung theſe two Stanza's following. Enough 
fajd one of the two, that ſeemed to be Kings : Enough, divine 
ſinger : for it were to proccede in mmfinitums, to paint vnto vs 


the misfortunes and graces of the peereleile Altiſidora,not dead, 


as the (imple world furmiſeth ; -but living in the tongues. of 
Fame, and in the penance that Sancho is to paile, to-returne her 
ro the loft fight: and therefore thou, oh Radamanthns, that 
iudgelt with mee in the darkſome Caues -of Dis, ſince thou 
knowelt alithatis determining in the inſcrutable Fates,touching 
the reſtoring of this Damozdl, tell and deglare it _—— 
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= = happineſſe'we expect from her returne,may not be de- 
erred, 

Scarce had Iudge IMinos faid this, when Radamanthns (lan- 

ding vp, faid, Goetoo, Minitters of this houſe, high and low, 

reat and {mall , come one after another , and ſeale Sancho's 
Chin with foure and twenty tuckes, twelue pinches, and yvich 
pins-pricke his armes and butrocks (ixe times, in which Altifido- 
ra shealth conliſts. 

When Saxcho Panſaheard this , he broke off lilence, and 
ſaid, I vow,youſhallas ſoone tucke me, or handle my face, as 
make me turne Moore, Body of me , vyhat hath the handling 
my face to doe with this Damozels reſurretion 2 The old 
Woman taſted the Spinage, &c. Dwlcinea isenchanted, and 1 
mult be whipped ro diſ-enchant her : Alti/idora dyes of ſome 
licknelle ir pleaſed God to fend her ; and: her railing muſt bee 
wiclr foure and twenty tnckes gitien-me,and- with grinding my 
body -wich-pins thruſts:, and pinching my armes blacke and 
blue: away with your tricks to ſome other, Iaman old Dogge, 
and there's no hiſting to me. 

Thou dyeſt, quoth Radamanthasalowd: relent, thou T'y- 
ger, humble thy ſelfe proud Nembroth, ſuffer and be lilent,lince 
no impoſlibilities are required of thee ; and ſtand not vpon dif- 
ficulries in this buſineſſe : thou ſhalt be tuckt, and ſee thy ſelfe 

rinded, thou ſhalc grone with pinching. Goe too, I ſay , Mi- 
nifters, fulfill my command ; if not, as 1 am honeſt man, you 
ſhall rue:the time that euer you vvere borne. 

Now there camethorow the Court, ſixe like old Waiting- 
women,one after another in Proceſſion; foure wich SpeRacles, 
andall yvith their right hands lifred aloft , with foure fingers 
breadths of their wriſts diſcouered, to make their hands ſceme 
lirger (as the faſhion is.) | 

No ſooner had Saycho ſeene them, vyhen hellowing like a 
Bull, he ſaid, Well might I ſuffer all the world elfe to handle me, 
but that Waiting-vyomen touch mee, I vvill never conſent: 
Let vm Cat-ſcratch my face, as my Maſter was ſerved inthis 
Caſtle : let vm thruſt me thorow with Bodkin-pointed Dag- 


gers ; let ym pull off my ficſh vvich hote burning Pincers, and : 
| WI 
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will beare it patiently,and ſerue theſe Nobles:but that Waiting. 


women touch me, let the Diuell rake me,I will not conſent. 
Don Qs#rxore then interrupted him, ſaying , Haue patience 
ſoone,and pleaſe theſe Lordings, and thanke God, that hee hath 
giuen ſuch vertue to thy perſon,that with the martyrdome of ic 
thou maylt diſ-enchant the Enchanted,and raiſe yp the dead. 
And now the Waiting-women drew neere Saxcho ; who be. 
ing wonneand perſivaded, ſettledin his Chaire, offered his face 
and chin to the firſt that came, who gaue him a well-ſcaled tuck, 
and ſo madehim a curtſie. Leſle curtſie , and lelle ſlabber- 


lauces,good Miſtris Muwpſimms, quoth Sancho : for, I proteſt 


your hands finell of Vineger. 

Atlength allche Waiting-women ſealed him, and others 
pinched him: but chat which hee could not ſuffer, was the Pins 
pricking ; and therefore he roſe out of his Chaire very moody, 
and laying hold of a lighted Torch that was necre him, he ran 
after the women,and his Exccutioners, ſaying, Auant,infernall 
Miniſters,for I am hot made of Braſle,nor to be ſenlibleof ſuch 
extraordinary martyrdome. 

By this Aitsidora that was weary with lying ſo long ypon her 
backe, turned on one ſide : which when the by-ſtanders faw,all 
of themctyed out ioyntly, Altifdoraliues, Alrifidora liucs, 

Radamantis commanded Sancho to lay alide his choller , 
ſince now his intent was obtained. 

And2s Don Qnixote (aw eAltifidora (tirreghe went to kneele 
downe to Sarcho,taying,Sonne of my entrailes ; 'Tisnow high 
cime, that thou = thy felfe ſome of the laſhes ro vyhich thou 
art obliged, for the diſ-enchanting of Dalrines. 

Now, I far,is the rime, wherem thy vertue may be ſeaſoned, 
and thou may(t withefticacic effect he good that is expected 
trom thee, ; 

To whicth (quoth Sancho) Heida : this is fowre vpon ſowre : 
were good after theſe pinchings, Tucks & Pins-prickings, that 
laſhes Pould follow ; there's no more to be done, but euen cake 
a good ſtone,and tyeir to my necke,and calt me into a Well: for 
which I ſhould not grieve much ; if fo bee that to cure other 
folxes ills, I muſt be tho Pack-horle : let mee alone, if noe, I (hall 
marre 
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marreall ; and now +Alufidsra fate vp inthe Herfe, and the 
Hoboyes, zccompanied with Flutes and Voyces , began to 
ſound, andall cryed out, Live Altifidera, Altifidor: line. The 
Dukesroſe vp, &witch them Afavos & Redamanihus, and all to- 
gether with Das Quixoteand Sancho went to recciue Atriſidor.r, 
snd:to helpe her outof the Herſe, who faining a kinde of dil: 
maying, bowed downeto her Lards, and tothe two Kings,and 
looking askonce on Don Qgsixote, ſaid ; God pardon thee, dil- 
courteous Knight, lince by thy cruelty I haue remained in ano- 


ther world, methinkes at Icatt theſe chovſand yeeres, and thee I 


thanke, the moli compaſlionate Squire in the world, i thanke 
thee for the life I potlctle : and now diſpoſe of fixe of my 
ſmockes, which I give thee tommake lixcſhires ; and if thoy be 
not all whole, yerthey arecleane at lealt. 

$excho killed her hands with his Micer off, and his knees on 
the ground, andthe Duke commanded they ſhould return him 
his cap andinficad of his gowne with the Hames, they ſhould 
returne him his Gaberdine. Sezche delired the Duke that they 
would leaue him bath, which he would carry into his Country, 
in memory of that yn-heardaof ſucceiſe. The Ducheſſeanſwe- 
red,they ſhould,and that he knew how much ſhe was his friend. 
The Duke commanded all toauoid the Court, and to retire to 
their lodgings, and that Dow Quixote and Savehe ſhould becar- 
ried to theirs they knew of old. 
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CHAP. LXX. 


Of diners rare things, which ſerue for the better illuſtration» 
and cleering of this Hiſtory. 


Ancho ſlept that night vpon a Quile & in Dow Quixote's 
owne chamber, which he would faine haue auoyded, had 


it beene in his power ; for he knew full well, that his Ma- 
ſter would hardly let him ſleepe all night,by reaſon of the many 


queſtions he would demand of him, to-whichhe mult of _ 
ity 
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ſity make anſwer. Now was hee in no good humour to talke 
much 3for hce felt yer the ſmart of his fore-patled rorments, 
which were an hindranceto his tongue. And without doubt, 
he would rather haue laynealone in any poore Shed, then with 
company inthat goodly houſe; ſo true was his feare, and fo cer- 
taine his doubt, as he was ſcarcelaid in his bed , but his Maltce 


beganthis diſcourſe vnto him. 

Sancho , what thinkelt thou of this nights ſuccelle ? Needes 
mult a man confelle, that great and powerfull is the force of diſs 
daine, ſince as thou thy ſelfe halt ſeene with thine owne eyes, 
Altiſidora had ſurely dicd, and that'by no other arrowes,nor by 
any other ſword, nor other inſtrument of-warre, no,nor by the 
force of poy ſon, but by the apprehenſion of the.churliſh rigor, 
and the difdaine wherewith I haue cuer vſed her. 

She might (anſwered Sancho) haue died in good time,and at 
her choice and pleaſure, ſo ſhe would haue let mealonein mine 
owne houſe, {incc I was neuer the.cauſe that ſhee became a Lo+ 
ver, nor did 1. cuer inall my life ſcorne or diſdaine her. But [ 
wot not, nor can] imagine how it may be, that the health or 
welfare of Altiſidora, a Gentlewoman more fantalticall then dif- 
creet, hath any refleftion (as I haue ſaid heeretofore ) vpon the 
affictions. of Sancho Panſa. Now 1 plainely and diltin&ily per. 
ccine, that there be both Enchanters and Enchantments in che 
world, from whom God dcliuer me, lince1 cannot well deliver 
my ſclfe from them. And rherewithall ] intreat you to ler mee 
ſlcepe, and except you wil haue me throw my {elfe out of a wins 
dow, aske me no more queſtions. 

Sleepe,my friend Sancho (reptied Don Onrxcte ) vnlelle the 
nipping {coffes and bitter frumps which thou haſt receiued,will 
not permit thee {o to doe. 

There is no priefe (anſwered Sancho) comparable-ynto the 
affront of ſcothng frumps, and fo much the more ſcn(jble am] 
of ſuchaftronts, as that 1 hane recciucd thcm by olde women; 
a wiſchiefe rake them: I beſcech you once more thar vou will 
ſufter mee to fleepe, ſince that ſleepeis 2n caling of -!] miſeries. 
- it 25 thou ſayelt, quoth Don 2rixote, and God accompanic 
chee.

Sothey bothfell fleepe,and whileſt they ſlept,Cid Flamere, 
Author ofthis great Hiſtory, would needs write and relate, why 
the Duke and the Duchetle had cauſed this monument to bee 
buile,and invented all that you haue ſeene abou. 

He writesthen, that the Bachelor Samſon Carraſes , hauing 
not forgotten what had _— vnto him, at what timezvnder 
che name of the Knight of the Looking-glaſſes, he was vanquiſhed 
and ouerthrown by Don Quivote: and therewithall how all his 
delignesand purpoſes were vaniſhed into ſmoake; yer neuer- 
cheleile would he (hoping for becter ſuccelle)atremprthe com- 
baragaine: Therefore is it, that being informed by the Page 
who broughtthe Letter , and with ic the Preſent vnto Tereſa 
_— the wife of Sancho, fromthe place where Dor Onixote 
made his reſidence, he recouered new Armes anda Horſe. 

Then cauſed he the white Moone to be painred in his ſhield 
A Mulercarriedall this equipage , anda Lob or Swaine led the 
ſame, and not Thomas Ceciall his ancient Eſquire , for feare hee 
ſhould be known of Savchoand Don Qurxoce. 

He fo well beſtirred himſelfe in his iournies , that at laſt hee 
came to the Dukes Caſtle, who taughthim the way or tract thac 
Don _ had taken,and how he had a greatdelire to be pre- 
ſent at the Tiltings and Turnaments of Sar«goſa. He likewiſe 
related ynto him the gullings or gudgeons that hee had giuen 
him, with the inuention-of D#lcinea's diſ-enchantment, which 
ſhould be accompliſhed at the charges of Sexcho's buttocks. In 
ſumme, he ynderſtood from him the fob or iclt that Sancho had 
vicd roward his Maſter, in making him beleciie that Dulcines 
was Enchanted and transformed into aCountry Lafle, and how 
the Duchelle his wife had giuen Sancho to vnderltand,that him- 
ſelfe was the man that deceiued himſelfe,forſomuch as Dwlcinea 
was verily Enchanted. 

The Bachelor could not containe himſelfe from laughing, 
andtherewithall to be amazed, conſidering rhe quaint ſubcilry , 
and plaine ſimplicity of Sancho, equall vnto the extreme folly 
of Don Dnixote. TheDukedelired him, that if hee mer with 
him, and eyther vanquiſhed him or not, he would bepleaſed ro 


come that way againe, to the end hee might aduerriſc him of it. 
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' The Bachelor promiſed him to doe it, and fo tooke: his leaue 
of the Duke, to goe and ſee whether hee could hnde Dow Qurx. 
ote - He found him nor a Saragoſa, but went further, and then 
befell hym wharyou haue already heard. 
 Hecameafterward to the Dukes Caſtle, and there made re. 
port of all, together withthe. conditions of the combar. Hee 
moreouer told them , that Dou Quzxote cameagaine to accom- 
pliſh, as a perfe& Knight Errant , the promiſe which hee had 
made, to retire himſelte to his owne Village, and there to abide 
the full ſpace of one full yeere. And that during the {aid tame, 
it might peraduenture be brought to palle ( faid the Bachelor) 
that he might be cured of his foliy. Thathe never had other in- 
rention, and thar for this onely cauſe he had thus diſguiſed him- 
ſelfe ; for, it was great pitty that a Gentleman , ſo well skilled 
and verſed in all things as Dow Qutxote was, ſhould become & 
foole, | 

With that he tookelcaue of the Duke, and went to his Bur- 
rough, where he ſtaid for Do 2wixote, who was comming af- 
ter him. Whereupon the Duke cooke occalion to put this tricke 
vpon him ; for, he tooke a wondrous pleaſure of whar ſuccees 
ded vnto Sancho and Don Quixote : and therefore heecauſed all 
the approches and high-waies about his Caſtle to be'layd and 
watched,efpecially where heimagin'd our Knight might come, 
And for the ſaid cauſe, he placed diuers of his ſeruants , as well 
on foot as onhorſe-backe, to the end that if they met with 
him, willed hee, or nilled hee, they ſhould bring him eo the 
Caſte. 

Now ir fortuned that they met with him , and forth-with 
they gaue the Duke knowledge of it, who was already reſolued 
what he would doe. As ſoone then as he knew of hiscomming, 
he cauſed all che torches and lights that were in the Court to be 
lighted, and Alri//aorato bee placed ypon the Tombe with all 
the preparation that you haue ſeene before; and that ſo live)y re- 
preſented, as one would have found very lictle diference be+ 
t:.vcene the truth, and that which was counterfeit, 

Cid Hamete goeth yet further ; for he faith, That he aiſuredly 
belecucth, that the mockers were as fooliſh as the mocked : and 
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that there wanted nor two inches of. the Dukes and Duchciſos 
yccer prination of, common vnderſtanding, lincethey tooke {ov 
much paines to mocke two fooles , whereof che one was then 
found alleepe ; and the other broad awake, traniported with 
his rauing and ranging thoughts. 

In the meane time the day furprized them , and they delired 
toriſe ; for the {luggith feathers were neuer plealing ynto Dow 
Quixote, were he conquered or conqueror. 

Alti/idora, who, as Don _ ſuppoſed, being riſen from 
death to life, conforming her {elfeto her Malter and Miitretles 
humour, being crowned with the very fame garland which ſhe 
had in thetombe ; attired ina looke gowne of white Tattara, all 
belec wich flowers of gold : her haire looſe, and dangling down 
her ſhoulders, leaning vpon a ltatte of fine Ebony wood ; ſhee 
entred into Doz Quixote's chamber,who lo ſoone as he ſaw her, 
was ſo amazed and confounded at her preſence, as he ſhrunke 

downe into his bed, all couercd with the clothes, and hid. wich 
the ſheetes and counterpoint, that hee neither ſpake word , nor 
vied any manner of geſture towards her, as might witnelle that 
he deſired to ſhew her any courtelic, | 

Altifidora fat downe in a chayre, which was neere vnto Dor 
Ouixote's head, & after fetching a deepe deepe ſigh, withalow, 
ſweet, and milde yoyce, ſhe thus beſpake him : 

Sir Don» Quixote , whenſocuer women of quality, or mai- 
dens of diſcretion trample their honor vader their feet, and 
giue their tongue free liberty and ſcope to exceed the bounds of 
conueniency or modeſty, publiſhing the ſecrets lurking in their 
hearts, they then ſhall inde themſclues broughtto extreme mi- 
ſery and diftretle. 

Now am [I one of thoſe, preſſed, vanquiſhed, and alfo ena- 
moured: All which notwithſtanding I ſuffer patiently, and con. 
tinue honeft, So thathauing beene ſo too much, (ilence was 
the cauſe thatmy ſoule went out of my body, and Toft my life. 
Ic is now two daies lince, that the conſideration and remem- 
brance of the rigor, which thou (oh more ſtony-minded then 
any marble , and inexorable Knight, fo to rejet my plaints) 
which you haue ved towards me, _ ght me to my liues end, 
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or aclcaſt I haue beene deemed and raken for dead by all thoſe 
that a me. And had itnot beene, that Loue, who caking piry 
of me, depoſed my recouery among che,grieuous torments of 
this good Eſquire, I thould for cuer hauc remained in the other 
world. Loue might well depoſc it (replyed Sancho)in thoſe of 
my Aile,and I would haue beene very glad of it. Bu cell me, 
pray you good Damozell,cuenas Heauen may _ you of 
another more kind-louing-Louer then my Maſter , what is it 
that you haue ſcenein the other world ? What is there in Hell, 
that he who dyeth deſperate, muſt neceſſarily yndergoe ? I mult 
needs ( quoth Alti/idora)tefl you the plaine truth of all. So iris, 
that I was not wholly or thorowly dead, ſince I came not inte 
Hell: for had 1 once beene therein, there is no queſtion, but I 
had neuer becneable to come out of it at my pleaſure. 


Truc it is,that came cuen vnto the gate thereof, yyhere I 


met with a doozen of Diucls, who in their hoſen and doublets 
were playing at Tennis-ball ; they did weare Falling-bands ſer 
with peakes of Flemmiſh Bone-lace, with Cuffs vnto them of 
the very fame, ſo deep, as they appeared foure good inches lone 
ger then the arme,to the end their hands might ſeeme the grea- 
ter, Their Battledors or Rackets were of fire. But that vyhich 

made me wonder molt, was,that they vied Bookes-in ſtead of 
Balls, which bookes-were full. ſtufe with winde and ſtifning, a 

thing both wondrousand newly-[trange , yer did not that fo 

much aſ{tony me : for,as it is proper vnto thoſe, that winne at 
any game, to reioyce and be glad ; whereas thoſe that loſe;are 

ever {ad and diſcontent: there,all grumbled,chafed, fretted and 

bitterly curſed one another, 

That's no wonder(quoth Sarcho)fince the Divels,vvhether 
chey play,or play nots. whethey they vvinne, or winne not , at 
chat play they can neuer be content. 

Belikeit is cuen ſo ( replyed eAltiſidora: ) but there is alſo 
another thing, which likewiſe bred ſomeamazement in me;that 
1s to ſay,brought me into admiration. Which is, that the ball, 
thar was but oncetoiled or (trucken, could: not ſerve another 
time,ſo that at every ſtroke,they were forced to change bookes 
vvhether they, were old or new, which was a maruellqus thing 
to bchold, Now 
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of Don Qujxote. 471 
Now ithapned,that they gaue fo violenta ſtroke vnto a mo- 
derne booke,and very fairely bound, that it made the yery guts 
to fly our of it, and ſcattered the leaues thereof yp and downe, 
Then faid ene Diuell vnto another , I prerhee looke vyhar 
chat booketreatcth of. Iris (anſweredthe other Diucll) the {e- 
cond part of the Hiſtory of Don Quixote dela Mancha, not 
compoſed by Cid Hamete, it's firſt Authour,but by an Arago- 
woz,vvho braggeth to be borne ac Torde/illasr. Now tie vpon ic 
(quorh the ol Diuell) out of my ſight with it, and let ic be 
calt into the very lowelt pit of Hell, fo deepe as mine eyes may 
neuer {ce it againe. But why (faid the other Diuell ?) is it ſo bad 
a booke ? Itis fo vilea booke (replidethe firſt Diuell) that had I 
my ſelfe exprelſely compoſed it, I could neuer haue encountred 
worle, 

Inthe meane time they followed on their game, tolling other 
bookesto and fro ; buthauing heard the name of Don Quixore, 
he whom loue fo paſlionately,I haue laboured to engraue that 
vilion inmy memory. 

Now without doubt then (faid Dov Dnrxote) it wasa right 
vilion : for, thereis no other man of that name in the vvhole 
vvorld but my ſcife : And that Hiſtory doth already goe from 
hand to hand thorow all parts of the Vniuerſe: and yet (tayes in 
no place, for ſo much as euery one will haue a kicke at it. Now 
I haue not been angry or vexed, when I haue heard that I wan- 
der vp and downe like a fantaſticke body , amid(t the pitchy 
ſhades of Hell, and not inthe light of the carth z ſince I am not 
the manthat Hiſtory ſpeaketh of, If it be true and faichfully 
compiled,ic will live many ages ; but if it be nothing worth , it 
will dye even arit's birth. 

Altiſidora would haue continued her plaints, accuſing Dor 
Duixore of rigour and vnkinenes ; but hee ſaid thus ynto her, 
Madame, I haue often told you,that I am very angry , that vou 
haue ſettled your thoughts on me ; [ince you can draw nothing 
from me but bare thanks , and no remedy at all. I was onely 
borne for Dalcinea of Toboſo, and to her onely have the Delti- 
nies ( if there beany ) wholly dedicated me. Tothinke, that 


any other beauty can polletle or vſirpe the place, which fhe pol 
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ſeiſeth inmy ſoule, were to belecue an impo bility. And this 


ſhould ſuthice to diſ-abuſe you, and tomake youto retire your 
ſelfe within the bounds of your honeſty , ſince no creature is 
eyde vnto impollibilities. 

eAltiſdorahearing theſe words,madea ſemblance to bevery 
angry : ſothar,as ir were ina great anger,ſhe thus beſpake him, 
1 {weare by the Prince ofthe Mun ps, the ſoule of a Morter, 


and (tone of a Date z more obſtinareand hard-hearted , then a 


rudeand baſe Pcſant when one ſuerth vnto him, and when he 
addreilerh his leuellro che Butr or Marke: it I take you in hand, 
I will plucke your very eyes out of your head. 

Doe you haply ſuppoſe, Sir IO , and Dos Knockt- 
downe with Batsand Cudgels,that I would haue dyde for you? 
No, no,Sir,whatfocuer you haue ſeenethis night, hath been no- 
thing but a fiction, or f rn fained, Iamnota Maiden, that 
would ſuffer ſo much as the leaſt-leaſt paine at the tip of my 
nailes for ſuch a Camell as =_ are ; much lefle that 1 vyould 
dye for ſucha groſle animall. 


] belecue it well (quoth Sancho then) for all theſe Iouers 


deaths arc butro cauſe ſportand laughrer. Well may they {ay, 
that they dye: butthar they will haſten their deaths, Tudas may 
belceue itif he liſt, 

As they were in theſediſcourſes, the Muſician and Poet,who 


: had ſung the fore-going Sranza's,entred into the Chamber,and 


making a very low reuerence vnto Don Quixote, hee thus ſaid 
vnto him, Sir Knight, I beſeech you to hold me inthe number 
of your humbleſt ſeruants. I haue long lince been moſt affe&ti. 
onate vnto you,as wel by reaſon of your farre-bruged renowne, 
as for your high-raiſcd feates of Armes, 

Tell me (anſwered Doy Qaixote ) who you are, that my 
courteſie may anſwere your merit. 

The Yongman gauehim to vnderſtand, that he was the Mu- 
fician and rhe Panegiricke of the fore-paſled night. 

In good ſooth (replide Don Qz#ixote)you haue a very good 
voice: NeuertheleTeme ſeemes, that what you ſung,was not 
preatly to the purpoſe : for, what hauethe Sranz.4's of Garerlaſe 
to doe with the death of chis Damozell ? My faire Sir , faid the 
Mull. 
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Muſician, you ought not to wonderat that : The belt & choi. 
ſelt Poets of ourage doe practice ir ; fo that euery man writes as 
belt pleaſeth his fantaſie,and (tealeth whar, and from vvhon: he 
lifts, whether it co-here with che purpoſe or not. By reaſon 
whereofall chefollics, abſurditics, or topperies tha they ling, 
indice,or vvrice, they aſcribe vnto a Poccicall licence, | 

Don Q«ixote would haue anſwered, but he was hindred by 
the Duke and Duchelle, who both entred the Chamber to ite 
him. Amonglt whom there patlcd folong adiſcourle, and plce- 
fant a conference, in which Sancho alledged ſo many ready 
quips, witty concelts, merry Prouerbs,and rherewichall ſo ma- 
ny wyly ſhifts, and ſubtile knaueries,as the Duke and rhe Du- 
chetle wereall aſtoniſhed againe z as well by reaſon of lis lim- 
plicicic,as of his ſubcilty. 

Dox 9uixore belought themro giue him leaue to depart the 


very lame day; lince that Knights ſubdued as he was, ought ra- 
-ther co dwell in ——_— Coctage, or ſimple Shed , then in 


Kingly Palaces : which chey molt willingly granted him : And 
the Duchelle demanded of him, whether A/riſidora was in his 
ood fauour, or no, Madame, (anſwered Don Quixote) you 
are to vnderltand;thatall cheinfirmitic of this Damozell , takes 
ir's beginning and being from idlenetle,and thatan honeſt occu- 
pation, and continuallexerciſe isthe onely remedy for it. She 
was cucn now telling me,thart in hel they are working Tapiltry 
worke, and thatthereare made Tyringsand Net-workes, 

I chinke that ſhe is skulfull in ſuch workes, and thar's the rea- 
ſon ſhe therein employes her {elfe, neuer ceafing to handle ſmall 
Spindles or Spooles : and thus the images of him ſhe loueth will 
neuer be remoued in her imagination. 

What [ cell you is molt certaine : It ismy opinion, itis my 
counſell. 

And mine alſo, queth Saxcho, finceI never faw any worke- 
man, that applideor buſied himſclfe about ſuch workes, that 
dyde for loue. The Maidens,I fay, occupied about ſuch works, 
thinke more on the accompliſhing of their taske,then on that of 
their Loves. I iudge of it by my ſelfe, whileſt I am digging or 


dcluing, Incuerthinke on my Pinkaney at all ; I ſpeake of my 
Hh 4 Tereſa 
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Tereſa Paſa, whom I loue better a thouſand times, then my 
very eye-lids. 

Sancho,you ſpeake very well, faid the Duchelle: and I will 
take ſuch order,as my Altifidora ſhall henceforward occupy her 


 ſelfe about ſuch workes: tor, ſhe can worke them cxccllently 


well. 

Madame (quoth Altifidora) I ſhallnotneed to vie ſucha re. 
medy, (ince the remembrance or conlideration of the cruelties 
and vnkindnetJes which this Robber and rouing Thicte hath 
vied towards me, will be of force, without any other deuice or 
artifice, to blot ar:d deface them out of my memory. In the 
meane while, with your Highnetles permiſtion, I will be gone 
from hence,that ſo mine eyes may not behold not onely his fil- 
thy and gaſtly ihape z bur his vgly and abonunable counte- 
Nance. 

The words (replyde the Duke ) which you ytter, make me 
remember the old Prouerbe, which teacheth vs , that he vvho 
ſharpely chides, is rcady to pardon. 

Altiſidora made a ſhew to dry vp the teares from her eyes 
wich a Handkercherz andthen making a very low curtlic vnto. 
her Maſter and Miltretle, ſhe went outof the Chamber. 

Alas, poore Damozel (faid then Saxchs) I 2nd thee ill Iucke, 
ſince thou haſtalready met with ix,in lighting vps a ſoule made 
of aSkuttle, and a heartof Oake. Had(t thou had to doe vvith 
me, thou ſhould(t haue found a Cock ofme , that would haue 
crowed after another faſhion. 

Thus their diſcourſe brake off; Ds Quixote took his clothes, 
= ed with the Duke and Duchellc, and ja the afternoone went

cha went on his 10urney , very {ad and penliue on the 

one (ide, and molt glad and buck-ſome on the other, 

From his being conquered proceeded the cauſe of his ſadnelile; 

and his gladnes,in conlidering the worth and vertue of Sancho, 

whereof he gaue manifeſt — in the reſurrection of eAlti- 

fora ; although with ſome {cruple he perſwaded himfelfe,thar 
the enamored Damozell was nor verily dead. 

Sancho was no whit well pleaſed, but chafed to himlſelfe, be= 
cauſe Altiſidora had not kept promiſe with him, and giuen him 
the Shirts he expe&ed at her hands. And therefore muſing and 
pondering on them, he {aid to his Maſter, By my faith, Sir, I 
am the moſt ynfortunate Phyſician, that may be found in the 
world, There be ſome Leaches, that kill a ſick man vyhom 
they haue vnder cure, and will neuertheletſe be well paid for 
their paines. Now all they doe, is but co write a ſhort Bill of 
certaine medicines, which the Apothecary, and not they, doth 
afterward compound: Whereas I, cleane contrary , to whom 
the recouery and. health of others doth colt many a clod of 
bloud, many a flirt and bob, many a bitter frump, and many a 
laſh with whips and rods,reape not ſo much as one conmatie 
thing. 

Bot certainely I promiſe you, if any diſeaſed or ſicke bo 
dy fallinto my hands againe, before I cure vm, Ile be very well 
greazed for my paines. For,the Abborliveth {inging, and I can 
not thin.ke,that the heauens have endowed me with the vertue 
and knowledge I haue, to the end I ſhould communicateand 
impart the ſame vnto others fornothing. 

My good friend Sancho(anſwered Don Duixote) thou art in 
theright,& Altifidora hath done very ill, that (he hathnort given 
theethe ſhirts, which ſhe promiſed thee,although that vertue & 
o_ 
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_ proptietic which thou haſt, haue beene giuen thee gratis, and 
rhac in lcarningand (tudying ir, thou hatt nor beene ar a pen- 
vy charge : neuertheletle,rhe troubles and vexations, vyhich 
thou halt receiued,andendured in thine owne perſon , are farre 
more,then all the {tudjcs that thou couldelt have vndergone or 
cinployed aboutic. As for mee, I cantell thee , that if thou 
wouldelt haue had the full pay for the whip-laſhes , that thou 
ſhouldelt giue thy felte tor diſ-enchanting of Dulcinea, thou 
hadlt already fully receiued ir. Yer know.1l not whether the wa- 
ges or hire, will anſwere the cure,or recouerie, and I would not 
haue it bean hindrance to the remedy, Me ſeemes notwith(tand-

Sancho preſently opened his eyes and caresa-foote wideat 
theſe kinde offers, and tooke a reſolution witha cheercfull heart 
to whip and laſh himſelfe : and therefore faid vnro his Malter, 
Now is thetime, my Noble Sir , that] will wholly diſpoſe my 
ſelfe to giue you fatisfaftion, lince I ſhallreape ſome benctit by 
ic. The loueofmy children and my wife, induceth me to haue 
no regard atall ynto the harme. or ull, that may thereby come 
vnto me. 

Tell methen, what will you giue me for euery ſtripe or laſh? 
TfI were bound to pay thee ( replyed Do» Quexote) equiualene 
to the greatneſſe and qualitie of theremedy, thetreaſure of Ye- 
»ice,and the rich Mynes of Peru, would not ſuffice to recom- 
pencethce. Looke well thy ſelfe, what thou halt of mine, and 
value cuery laſh as thou wile. The whip-laſhes ( quoth Sancho ) 
are innumber three thouſand, three hundred and odde : I have 
already giuen my ſelfe five, the other remaine behinde, Let 
the fue hes to deduetthe odde number remaining ,andlet all 
be reduced to threethouſand and three hundred. My mea- 
ning is, to haue for cuery laſha piece of three blanks, ( and leſſe 

I will nothaue, ſhould all the world command me the contrary) 
ſo that they will amount to 3 300. pieces of three blankes. 


The three thouſand, make a thouſand and five hundred halfe 
Ryalls, 
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Ryalls, and they make ſeuen hundred and fifry whole Ryalls ; 
and the three hundred make one hundred & bfty halfe Ryall-, 
which amount ynto the ſumme of three {coreand fifteen Ryal!s, 
which, added vnto the ſeven hundredand fifty, the whole ſum

Oh thrice-happy Saxcho ! oh amiable Sancho ( ſaid Dor 
ixote) how am Tand Dulcinea bound to ferue thee, ſo long as 
the Heauens ſhall be pleaſed to giue vs life 2 If ſhe recouer her 


| firlt being , and if icbe impollibleto continue (till in that (tare, 


her misfortune ſhall prooue molt fortunate , and my defeat or 
conquelt, a moſt glorious and happy triumph. Then look, San- 
cho, when thou wilt begin this ditcipline , and I will giue thee 
one hundred Ryalls over and abouc, that ſo I may binde thee 
to begin betimes. When ( replied Saycho ? ) Euen this very 
night. Be you but pleaſed, that this night we meer inthe open 
kelds, and you ſhall ſeeme open, gaſh, and flay my ſelfe. 

To be ſhort,thenight m—_— Don Onixote had with all 
manner cf impatience long looked for : ro whomit ſeemed that 
the wheeles of Apollo's Chariot had beene broken, and that the 
day grew longer then it was wont, cucn as it happeneth vnto 
Louers , who thinke that they ſhall never come to obtaine the 
accompliſhment of their delires. At laſt they entred a groue of 
delightſome trees, which was ſomewhat remote, and out of the 
high wav. Afﬀrer they had taken off the Saddle and Pack-ſaddle 
of Rofimnante and Dapple, they fate downe vpon the green gratle, 
and ſupped with ſuch viuals as Sancho had in his Wallets. 

This good Squire having made of Dapples halter or heads 
ſtall, a good big whip or ſcourge, he went about twenty pas 
ces from his Maſter , and thrutt himſelfe among buſhes and 
hedges. 

Don Qs#xote ſeeing him march thus all naked, and vvith ſo 
good a courage, began thus to diſcourſe vnto him , Take _

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ood friend, that thou hack not thy ſelfein pieces, and that the 
[lripes and laſhes (tay the oneanothers leaſure ; thou mult not 
make ſuch haſte in thy Careere, that thy winde or breath faile in 
thy courſe. My meaning is, thatthou mult not laſh thy ſelfe fo 
hard and falt,that thy life faint, before thou come to thy delired 
number : But tothe end that thouloſe not thy ſelfe for want of 
a paire of writing-tables, more orletle, I will [tand aloofe off, & 
vpon theſe my prayer-beades will number thelaſhes that thou 
ſhale giue thy ſelfe. Now the heauens fauour thee, as thy good 
meaning well deſerueth. 
A good Pay-maſter (anſwered Sancho) will never grudge to 
giue wages z Ithinke to curry or ſo be-labour my {clfe , that 


wichour endangering my life, my laſhes ſhall bee ſenſible vnto ' 


me, and therein mult the ſubſtance of this miracle conſiſt, And 
immediately Sancho (tripped himſelfe bare from the girdle vp- 
ward, and taking the whipin his hand, began to ribbe-baſteand 
laſh himfelfe roundly ;zand Dor Qzixote to number the {trokes. 
When Sancho had giuen himſelfe feuen or eight ſtripes , hee 
thought he had killed! himſelfe ; ſo that pawſing awhile, hee ſaid 
to his Maſter, that he was very much deceiued, and would ther- 
fore appeale, forſomuch as cuery whipelaſh did inlicuof a piece 
of three Blanks,deſeruehalfea Ryall. 

Make an end, my friend Sancho, ( quoth Don Quixote) and 
benot diſinaid ; for I will redouble thy pay. 

Now by my life then ( quoth Sancho) blowes ſhall ſhowre 
vpon meas thickeas haile : but the Mountibanke and cheatin 
companion, in ſtead of laſhing his ſhoulders, he vvhipped the 
trees, and fo fighingly groaned at euery (troake,that you would 
Have thought hisſoule had flowne out of his body. 

Don Quixote, who was now full of compatlion, fearing hee 
would kill him{elfe,and that,through thefolly of Saxcho, his de- 
tires ſhould nor be accompliſhed , began thus to ſay vnro him, 
Friend, coniure thee, let this bulinet{e end heere : This reme- 
av ſeemes to mee very hard and ſharpe. Ir ſhall not he amille 
that we piue time vnto Time; for, Rome was never built in one 
day. If I hauetold right, thou haſt already given thy ſclfe more 
then a thouſand Jathes : it now fuftiſeh, let mee vic a homely 
phraſe, 
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phraſe) that the Alle endure his charge , but aot the ſur- 
charge. | 

No,ne,my good Sir,anſwered Saxcho, it ſhallneuer be faid 
of me, Money well paid, andthe Armes broken, I pray you 

xc but aliecle aſide, and permit me togiue my ſelfe one thou= 
fand {tripes more,and then we ſhall quickly makean end ; yea, 
and we ſhall hauc more lefe behinde, Since thou art ſo well dif- 
poſed,replyde Dow Quixote,I willthen withdraw my ſelfe, may 
the heauens aſliit and recompence thee. 

Sancho returned to histaske , with ſuch an carnelt paſſion, 
thacthe barke of many atree fell off, ſo great was the rigour and 
fury wherewith he ſcourged himſclfe, Now in giuing ſuch an 
excceding and outragious laſh ypon a hedge, hee cryde out a« 
lowd,Heere is the place where Samſon ſhall dyc, with all thoſe 
thatare with him... | 

Dos Quixote ranpreſently atthe ſoundof that wofull voice, 
and at the noiſe of that homble whip-ſtroke. Then laying faſt 
hold onthe Halter which ſerucd Sancho in-licu of an Oxc-pi- 
zell, he ſaid to him, Friend Sexcho, let Fortune never permit, 
that thou,to giue me contentment, hazzard the loileof thy life, 
which mull ſerue for the entertainment ofthy Wife and Chil- 
dren. I will containe my ſelfe within the bounds of the next 
hope,and will ſlay yntillthou haucrecouered new ſtrength, to 
che end this buſincilſe may be ended to the fatisfattion of all 


es, 
"> good Sir ( quoth Sancho) {ince you will needs haue it 
ſo, in goodtime beic. In the meane whule, T beſcech you, Sir , 
caſt your Cloke vpon my ſhoulders, 1 am all ina ſweat, and. 
T would be loth to take cold. Our new diſciplinants runne the 
like danger. 

Don Qnixote did fo, and leauing himfelfe in his doublet, he 
couered Sancho, who fell aſleepe,andflept wneill the Sunne awa-' 
kened him. They kept on their way ſo bon ,thatat laſt they ar- 
riued to a placethree Leagues off, and at faſt ftaid at an Inne. 

Don Ouixeteknew it tobe an Inne, andnotaCaltle round 
enujroned with ditches or trenches, fortified with Towers, wich 


Porr-cullitles, and ſtrong draw-bridges: for, ſince his laſt defea- 
rure, - 
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cure hediſcerned and diſtinguiſhed of all things chat preſented

CHAP. LXXII. 


How Don Quixote and Sancho «4rrived 
—_&f their Village. 


On Quixote and Sexcho looking for night ,\ſtayedin 

that Inne : the one to cndin the open fields, the taske of 

his diſcipline z and the other to ſee the-ſuccelle of it, 
whence depended the end of his deſires, During which time, a 
Gentlemanon horſcbacke, followed by three or foure ſeruants, 
came tothe gate of the Inne, to whom one of his artendants 
aid thus; My Lord Don eAlwaro Tarfe, you may hcere relt 
your {clfe, and paſſe the great heat of che day. This Inne ſees 
meth co be veryclcanly and coale. 

Which ſpecch Don Quixote hearing , he ſaid ynto Sancho, 
Thou _— ro know, thatwhen I turned ouer the booke of 
the ſecond part of my hiſtory, me thoughtthat in reading of the 
Ame, I met with'this name of Dow A4luaro.T arfe. 

That may very well be, faid Saxcho :-burtrft let vs fee him 
alight from his horſe, and then we will _ vnto him, 

The Knight alighted, and the Hoſtelle appointed him alow 
chamber, neere ynto. that of Dox.Quixete ,.and which was fur- 
niſhed with: like:figures'iof painted Serge, The new-come 
Knight did forth-with put off his heauy cloathes , and now go- 
ingourt of the: Inne-porch, which was ſomewhat ſpacious and 
freſh, vnder which Don Quixote was walking, he demandedof 
him, Whither goc you, my good Sir Gentleman ? 1am going 
(anſwered Don Qaixote) vmto a certaine Village not farreotf, 
where'T was borne. And you, my Lord, whither goe you ? I 
trauell (ſaid the Knight) rowards Granada , which is my natiue 
Country. Sir, you were borne(replied Don Quixete) ina very 
good Country;In the mean time, ] pray you in courtelie,tel me 
your name ;for it flands me very muchvpon to know. ic, yea 
a0re 
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moretlien can well be imagined, 1 amcalled Don Aluaro Tarfe 
(anſwered the Knight, ) Then are you vndoubredly (quoti1 
Don Quixote) that « Alvaro T arfe, whoſe name is imprinted it1 
the ſecond part of the Hiſtory of Dow Quixote de la Mancha , 
which a moderne Author hath lately fer forth, 1 am the verv 
{ame man of whom you ſpeake (faid the Knight) and that Dez 
Qaixete who is the principal ſubic&t of ſich an Hiltory,was 1:y 
very great friend, 

Ic was euen I that drew him firſt our of his village,or ar l<aſl 
that perſwaded him to beat the Tuſts and Tiltings which were 
then kepr ar Saragoſa, and whither I was going : and in good 
eruth I did him a great fauour; for I was the cauſe that the hang- 
man did not wellclaw and bumebaſte his backe, hauing rightly 
deſerued ſuch a puniſhment, becauſe he had beene oucr-raſh and 
foole-hardy. | 

But tel me,T beſeech you then(quoth Dox Quixote)my Lord 
'Don Alnaro,do I inany thing reſemble the ſaid Dor Quixote of 
whom you ſpeake ? Nothing at all, anſwered the other. And 
did that Doz Quixote (replied our Knight) condu with him a 
Squire named Sancho Paſa? Yes verily, (quoth Don Aluaro ) 
And the report went, that this Squire was very blithe, pleafanr, 
and gameſome z but yet I never heard him ſpeak any thing with 
: you garbe or grace, nor any one word that might cauſe 

aughcer. | 

5 beleeueit well, faid Sarcho then; for,ir ſuirs not with all the 
world to be pleaſant andieſting : and the very ſame Sancho of 
whom you ſpeake (my Lord the Gentleman) mult be ſome no- 
corious rogue, ſome greedy-gut, and notable theefe, 'It is I that 
am the right Sancho Parſa , that can tell many fine tales ; yer 
morethen there aredrops of water when it raineth. If fo you 
pleaſe, my*Lord,you may make experienceof ir, and follow me 
at leaſt one yeere, and you ſhall then ſee, that atcvery ſtep I fl;all 
ſpeake ſo many vnpleafant things , that very often withour 
knowing what I vtter , 'T make all them to laugh that liſten vn= 
tome. In good ſooth, Don Oixore de la Mancha , the farre 1c- 
nowned, the yalianc, the diſcreet, the amorous ; he who is the 
redreſler of wrongs, the reuengerof outrages, the tutor of in- 
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fants, the Gardian of Orphanes, the Rampire or fortrelle of 
Widdowes, the Defender of Damozels and Maidens : he who 
hath for his onely Miſtreiſe, the matchletle Dwlcinea del Toboſo, 
is the very ſame Lord whom you ſee heere preſent, and yyho is 
my good Maſter. All other Doz Quixoter, and all other Sanchs 
Panſa's are but dreames,fopperies, and fables. 

Now by my holydom | beleeue as much (anſwered Doy Al. 
garo ; ) for, in thoſe few vvords by you cuen now vttered, you 
haue ſhewed -moregrace then euer did the other Sancho Panſa, 
in al the long & rattling diſcourſes that I haue heard come from 
him. He Aauoured more of the Gourmand,then ofa well-ſpo« 
ken man ; more of a Coxe-combe, then of a pleaſant, Without 
doubt I belieue, thatthe Enchanters, which perſccute the good 
Don Qu1xete, have alſo gone about to perſecute me, in moking 
meto know the other Don Qsixote, who is of no worth or me- 
ritatall. Neuertheleile, I wot not well whatto fay of it, ſince 
durl(t ſweare, that 1 left himat Toledo in the Nuncio his houſe, 
to the end he might be cured and healed, and behold heere ano- 
cher Don Quixote, but farre different from mine. 

As for me ( quoth Don Quixote ) I know not whether I be 
good or no, but well I wot I amnot the bad. And for a mani- 
felt criall of my ſaying, my Lord Don Alwaro Tarfe, if you 
plcaſe, you ſhall vnderſtand, that inall my life-time I was never 
at Saragoſa. And hauing of late vnderltogd, that the imagina- 
ry Don Qsixote had beene preſent arthe Turnaments and Tile 
tings in that City, I would by no meanes come or goc into it, 
that in view of all the vyorld I might manifeſt Jus falſe tale: 
Which was the reaſon that I went ſtrait-vnto Barſelona, the 
treaſury or {tore-houſe ofall courtelie, the retreat and refuge of 
all (trangers, the relieuing harborough of the poore and needy, 
thenatine home of yalorous men, vyhere ſuch as bee wron ged 
or offended, are anenged ; and where true friendſhips are reci- 
procall, and in ſumme , a City rhathath no pecre, bet eyther 
for bcanty, or for the faire (icuation oft. : 

And albeit what hath befalne me bring me no great contenc- 
ment, 1 doc notwich(tanding ſomewhat allay the griefe vvith 
the pleaſure, vvhich by che {ight thereof I have recciued & felt, 
To 
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To conclude,my Lord Don Alnaro Tarfe,l am Dow Duixore 
dela Mancha, and the very ſame man of whom Fame ſpeaketh, 


and not he, that vnhappy wretch, who to honour himſelfe wich 


my deſignes, hath =_ abour to viurpe my name. 

In the meane while I humbly beſecch you,by the profeſſion 
which you make to be a Noble Knight, that before the ordinary 
Judge of this place, = will bepleaſcd romake me a declarati- 
on and certificate, how, ſo long as you haue lived, cucn yntill 
this preſent howre, you neuer ſaw me, & that I am not theſaid 
Don Quixote imprinted in this ſecond part, andlikewiſe that 
this Sancho Panſa my $quireis not hee whom you heeretofore 
hauc knowne. 

I ſhall doe it with all my heart, ( quoth the Knight Dor 4- 
w4aro)alchough I be very much amazed to ſee two Don Oivores, 
and behold,two Sexcho's at one very inſtant, ſo conformable in 
name, and fo different in ations. But I tell you againe and a- 

inc &,I aſſuredly belecue that I haue not viewed yyhat I haue 
| au and char what hath hapned vato meconcerning this ſub- 
ict, hath not befalneart all, 

Withoutdoubt, my Lord, then faid Saxcho, it is very likely 


| that you arcenchanted, cuen as my Lady Dwlcinea of Toboſo is : 


would to God that -=_ diſ-enchanting _ be brought ro 
palle with giuing other three thouſand and odde whip-laſhes,as 
I doe for her ; 1 would molt willingly giue them ynto my ſelfe, 
vvithoutany interelt at all. 

I know not what you meane (quoth Dox Alzaro) by theſe 
whip-laſhes. To whom Sancho faid, that it yvould be too long 
a difcourſe to relate ; but yet hee would make him acquainted 
with the whole (tory , if peraducnture they ſhould boch travel 
one {ame vvay. 

By this timethe houre of dinner was at hand, and they fed 
andatetogether. Atthe very ſame time the Iudgeof the place 
came into the Inne, attended on by a Clerke or Notary, whom 
Don 9urxote required that he would take a cerrificat or declara- 
tion, vyhichthis Knight Do» » Aluars Tarfe would declare yn- 
co him : forſomuch as ir did highly concerne his honor and re- 


putation. 
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Now the Tenor of this Declaration was, that the faid Gentle. 
man did in no fort know Don Ozixote, who vvas there preſet, 
arid that hee wasnort the man, vyhole name they had lately jni- 
princed in an Hiſtory , entituled , -The ſecond Part of Don 
Quixote dela Mancha, compoled by Abellaneda, borne at 7 o7- 
deſillas. 

To conclude, the Judge enprofled all accordingto the forme 
of Law. The Declaration vvas made in forme and manner as 
all Notarics arc accuſtomed to be, in ſuch and the like caſes. By 
vvhich mcanes Dor _ and Sancho relted very glad, and 
well apaid, as if ſucha declaration had beene of very great mo. 
ment and conſ{cquence vnto them, & as if their a&tzons 6c ſpec- 
ches had not apparently ſhewed the difference and ods that was 
berweene the two Don Q#ixotes, and thetwo Sancho's, 

Diuers complements, and many offices & offers of courtelic 
did mucually cnterpatle betweene Don Aluaro,8& Don Quixote, 
wherein our heroyke Knighe dela Mancha, declared ſo much 
wiſcdome, and ſuch diſcretion,that he refolued Dox eAluaro of 
t}:cdoubt wherein he was : For, he perſwaded himfelfe that he 
vvas enchanted ; ſince with his 'owne hands hee feltand tou. 
ched two Don Qnixotes lo different and contrary one to a- 
nother. . | 

Mid-day being paſt,and the heatallaycd, they departed from 
char place all rogether.” They had not gone abouc halfealcague, 
but they met vvith two ſcuerall paths, theoneled to Don On: 
#:es Village, and the other to the place yyhither Don eAluare 
was golng. . 

During vvhich little ſpace, Don Onixote related at large 
vrito him, thediſaſter of his over-throw, the enchantment, 
and theremedy of Dulcinea.: All vwhich things bred and cauſed 
2 n2w admiration iri the minde of Don Alwars , vvho kept on 
his vyay, and Don Qwixote his. . 

Our Knight palled thatnight among the trees, to the end he 
1m!;zht giue Saxcho meanes and leyſure to fulfill his penance, 
\ vhich he accompliſhed cnen as hee had done the fore-pailed 
night, more at the charges of the hedges, ſhrubs, and trees there 
growing, then of his backe aid ſhoulders. For hee kept them 

is 
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fo ſafe and yyell, that thelaſhes which he gauc himſelfe , would 
wang cauſed a flye to ſtirre, had ſhce taken vp licr ſtand 
chere, 

Dor 2gixote thusabuſed, loſt not one ſtroke vvith miſiec- 
—_— and found that thoſe of the fore-going night, ioyned 
vnto theſe, vvere juſt the ſumme of three thouſand ; nine aud 
ewenty. 

It ſeemed the Sunne roſe that morning earlicr then his 
wont, to behold this ſacrifice, and they perceiving that ic 
was bright day, vvent on their journey, diſcourling ofthe er- 
ror vyherein Dex Alwaro vvas , and how they had done very 


wellin caking adeclaration before the Judge, and that fo au- | 


thentically, 

They vvandred all chat day, and the night ſucceeding, with- 
out encountring any thing worthy the relation , vnlctle it be, 
that che very ſame night Saxcho. finiſhed his vvhipping taske , 
to the gu contentment of Don Quixoze , vyho greedily 
longed: for peepe of day , to ſec if intheir crauels they might 
meete with his ſweet Miltrctle Dwnlcinea, vwho vvas now dil. 
enchanted. | 

Thus vyandring, they met no vvoman, but they would ap- 
proach & cloſe vvith herzto take perfeR view of her, and to dil- 
ccrnevvhether it were Dalcinea of T oboſo, confidently atluring 
themſclues, as of an infallible truth , that the promiſes of the 
prophet Merlin could not poſlibly proue falle. 

Whileſt they vvere muſing on theſethings, and their lon- 
gings encrealing , they vnawares aſcended a little hillocke , 
whence they 7 their Village, Which Sancho had no 
ſooner. perceiued, but hee proſtrated himfelfe on his knces, 
and vttered theſe words z 

Oh my deare-dearcly-beloued , and long deſired natiue 
countrey, open thine cycs , and behold how thy ſonne Sancho 
returnes at laſt ro thee againe : who if he be not very rich, yet is 
heat leaſt-very well whipe andlaſhed. Open thine armes like- 
wiſe, and friendly receiue thy ſonne Don 2nuixote, Andit he 
returneth tothee vanquiſhed by the force of a {trange arme, he 


yetatleaſtreturneth conquerour of himſelfe. And as |:imſelfe

hath often told me, itis the greateſt vitory , that any man can 
deſire, or wiſh for. I haue good [tore of money : for, if they 
gaue me {ound whip- laſhes,I tound much good in being a wor- 
thy Knight. 

Let vs lcaue theſe fooleries, ſaid Don Quixote , and forthwith 
wend vnto our Village, where we will giue free patlage vnto 
our imaginations and preſcribe ynto our {clues the forme and 
method, that weare to keepe and obſerue in the rurall or pa- 
ſtorall life, which we intend to putin pratiſe. Thus reaſorung 
together, they faireand gently deſcended the hillock , andap- 
proched to their Village.

cciued how in the Commons thereof there were two 
yong Lads,who in great anger conteſted and diſputed together, 
The one ſaid to the other,Prerrot, thou mult not chafe nor bee 
angry atit: For, as long as thou liueſt,thou ſhalt neuer fer thine 
eycs vpon her, Which Don Quixote hearing , he began this 
ſpeech vnto Sarcho; Friend (ſaid he) Joel not thou vnder- 
ſt:nd what yonder yong Lad faith ? So long as thou liueſt thou 
ſhalr neuer ſet eyes vpon her. 

And what imports (quoth Sazcho) what that youg Lad hath 
ſpoken ? What (replyed Don Dnixote?) ſee(t thou not, how 
rnarapplying the words vnto mine intention ; his meaning is, 
that I ſhall never ſeemy Dulcinea? Sancho was about to anſwere 
im, bur he was hindred by an Hare, which chaſed, crotſed 
their way, She vvas eagerly purſued by diuers Gray.hounds 
2nd 


| I D Hamete reporteth, that as they were come neere- 
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and Hunts-men, fo that fearfully amazed ſhe ſquattcd down be- 
tweene the fecte of Dapple. 
Sancho boldly tooke her vp, and preſented the faine vito 
Don 9nixote, who cryed out alowd , alum frgnum , malum 
ſinum:A Hare runnes away,Gray-hounds purjue her,and Dr:1- 
cmeaappearesnot. You area ltrange man (then quoih 5aucho, 
let vs imagine that this Hare is Dulcmea, and the Gray-hounds 
which purſue hergthe wicked Euchanters , that hauec transtor- 
med her into a Country-Latle. Sherunnes away,l take her vp, 
and deliuer her into your owne hands : you hold her in your 
armes,you huggeand make much of her, What il|-boading may 
this be,and what misfortunecan be implide vpon this? 
In the meane while, tie two yong Boyes cameneere vnto 
them to ſee the Hare : and Sarcho demanded of one of them the 
cauſe or ground of their brabbling controuerlie? Then he,who 
had vttered the words, So longas thouliuelt , thou ſhalt never 
ſet eyes vpon her, related vnto Sancho, how that he had taken 
from the other Boy aliccle Cage full of Crickets,and that he ne- 
uer purpoſed to let him haue ir againe. Then S4»cho pul'd out 
of his pocket a piece of (ixe Blankes , and gaucitto the other 
Boy for his Cage, which he put into Don Quexotes hands, faying 
thus vnto him, Behold, good Sir, all theſe fond Sooth-fayin gs 
and ill prefages arc daſhr and ouerthrowne, and haue now no- 
thing to doe withour Aduentures , (according tro my vnder- 
yes, Vat alchough I be but a ſilly gull) no more then with the 
laſt yeeres ſhow. Andif my memory faile mee not, I thinke 
I haue heard the Curate of our Village fay , thatit firs not 
good Chriſtians and wiſc folkesto [tand vpon ſuch fooliſh fop- 
peries. 

It is notlong ſince you told me fo your ſelfe, and gaue me to 
ynder(tand, that all ſuch Chriſtians,as plodded & amuſed them- 
ſelues vpon Augures or Diuinations, were very fooles. And 
rhereforelert vs no longer trouble our ſelues with them , but [er 
vs goc on,andenter intoour Village. There whilelt the hunters 
came in, they demanded co haue their Hare, and Don Oxixote 
deliuered rhe ſame vntothem. 

Lhen he and Sanchokept on their way ; and atthe entrance 
Ii3 Into 
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into the Village, inalietle meddow , they met with the Curate, 
andthe Bachelor Carraſco, who with their Beads in their hands 
were ſaying their prayers, 

Itis to be vnder{tood, that Sawcho Parſahad placed vpon 
Dapple,and vpon the fardell of their weapons the | acket or Ga- 
berdine of Becegfin all painted ouer with ficrie flames , which 
was vpon him in the Dukes Caſtle; the night chat Alti/idora roſe 
againe from death to life : which tubb or jacket ſerued them in 
ſtcad of a Carpet or Sumpter-cloth.. 

They had likewiſe placed vpon the Aſſes head the Myter, 
whereof we haue ſpoken before. It was thenewelt kindeof 
transformation,and the fitteſt decking or array, that eucr Aile 
did put vpon his head. 

The Curateand the Bachelor knew them incontinently, and 
with wide-open armes ranne towards them. 

Don Oxixotealighted preſently and very kindly embraced 
chem. Bur thelittle children, who areas ſharpe-lighted as any 
Linx, hauing eyed the Atſes Myter , flocked ſuddenly about 
them to ſeethe ſame, ſaying the oneto the other , Come, come, 
and runne all you Camarados , and you ſhall ſee Sancho Pan- 
{a's Aile more braue & gallant then Minrge: and Don Quixote's 
Palfry leaner, fainter, and more flaggy then it was the fir{t day; 

Finally,bcing enuironed with a many yongchildren,and at- 
tended on by the Curat and Bachelor, = entred the Village, 
and went dire&ly ynto Do Quixote's houſe. At the dore wher. 
of they met with his Maid-ſeruant, - and with his Neece, who 
had already heard thenewes of their comming. 

Tereſa Panſa,the wife of Sancho,had likewiſe been aduertiſed 
thereof. Sheranne all diſheueled and halfe naked to ſee her 
Husband, leading her Daughter Sanchica by the hand. But 
when ſhe ſaw, that he was not fo richly attired as ſhe imagined, 
and inthat equipagea Gouernour ſhould be, ſhe thus began to 
diſcourſe with him, My Husband,after what faſhion doelt thou 
come home ? Mee thinkes thou commelt on foot, and vvith 
tovileſometrauelling all tyred and faint-hearted : Thou rather 
bearelt the countenance of a milerable wretch, then of a Go- 
vernour, 
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Hold thy peace Tereſa ( quoth Saxcho: ) for, oftentimes , 
when there be Bootes,there be no Spurres. Let vs goe vnto our 
houſe, and there thou ſhalt heare wonders. So itis, that I haue 
money,which is of more conſequence, andI haue gotten it by 
mine owne induſtry, without doing wrong toany body. 

Why then you have money , my good Husband ( replyed 
Tereſa?) That s very well, Itis no matter how you came by it, 
beir by hookeor crooke. For , after what manner ſocuer you 
haue laid hands on ir, you bring no new cuſtom into.the world. 
Sanchica embraced her Father , and asked him whether he had 
brought her any thing ; and that ſhe had as carneſtly looked for 
him, as men doefor dew-in the monethof May. 

Thus his Wife -holding him by the one hand, and his Daugh- 
ecr by theone ſide of his girdle, and withthe other hand lead- 
ing Dapple, they entred into their Cottage, leauing Don Quix- 
ete in his owne houſe in the power of his Neece and Maid- 
ſcruant, and inthe ohm___ of the Curat,and the Bachelor. 

Dos Onixete,withour longer delay, atthat very inſtant drew 
the Bachelor and the Curate aſide, and in few words related his 
being defeated vntothem,and the Vow, which he had been-for- 
ced to make, not to goe out of his Village during the ſpace of 
one whole yeere : how his purpoſe wasfully co-keep the fame, 
withour tranſpreſlingir one iot or atome : ſince that by the 
rules of Knight Errantry, and as he wasa true Knight Errant,he 
was [tritly obliged to performe it. Which was the reaſon that 
he had reſolued,during the time of that yeere,to become a Shep- 
heard,and entertaine himſelfe among the Defarts and folitaric 
places of that Countrey , where he might freely vent out and 
giue ſcope vnto his amorous paſſions, by exerciling himſelte in 
commendable and vertuous paſtorall exerciſes: And now be- 
ſought them, if they had no greater affaires in hand, and vvere 
not imployed in matters of more importance,chey would both 
be pleaſed to become his companions, and fellow-Shepheards, 
For, he would buy ſtore of ſheepe, and get fo ſuthcienta flock 
ns ger er, asthey might vvell take ypon them the name of ſhep- 

cards. 


And in the meane time, he gapethem to vnderſtand,that the 
chie- 
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chiefelt point of this buſinelle was already effeted : for,he had 
alrcady appointed them ſo proper and conuenicnt names, as if 
chey had been ca(t ina mould. 

The Curat would necds know theſe names. Don Quixote 
cold him,that himſelfe would be called,the Shepheard Qr7x011s; 
the Bachelor, the Shepheard Carraſcen ; and the Curat, the 
Shepheard Curambro; and as for Sancho Panſa, hee ſhould be 
{tiled Panſmo, 

They wereall aſtoniſhed at Don Quixotes new folly : Neuer- 
chelctle, that he might not another time goe our of his Village, 
and returne to his Knight-hoods , and Caualliers tricks : and 


therewithall ſuppoſing, that in the ſpace of this yeere he might. 


be cured and recouered : they allowed of his deligne and new 
invention,and in that rurall exerciſe offered to become his com- 
panions. | 

We ſhall leadea pleaſant life, ſaid Samſon Carra/co, (ince, as 
all the world knoweth, I am an excellent Poer, and ſhall eucry 
hand-while be compoling of Paſtorall Dittics and Eglogues,or 
els ſome Verſes of the Court, as belt ſhall agree to our purpoſe. 
Thus ſhall weentertaineour ſclues by the wayes we ſhall pale 
and goe. ; 

But good Sirs, thething that is molt neceſlary, is, that euery 
one make chojſe of the name of the Shepheardeiſe, whom he 
intendeth to celebrate in his Verſes-:and that there beno Tree, 
how hard and knurry ſocuer, but therein we ſhall write, carue, 
and engraue her namezcuen as amorous Shephcards arc accuſto- 
med to doe. 

In good footh;that will doe paſſing well (quoth Don Quix- 
ote) albeir I necdenot goe farre to inde out the name of an; ima- 
ginary Shepheardetle; fince I have the neuer- matched or pa- 
ralelled Dulcinea of Toboſo, the glory of all theſe ſhores; the or- 
nament of theſe meddowes ; the grace and comelinetTe of beau- 
ty ; thecreame and primeofall gracefulretle : and(to be ſhort) 
the ſnbie&, on which the extremitie of all commendations may 
rightly be conferred, how hyperbolicall ſoener it be. 

[ris molt true,faid the Curate, But for vs, we mull ſeck ove 
tome barren Shepheardellcs , and at leaft, if they bee not fir 
and 
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and proper for vs, yet one way or other they may ſtead ys, if 
notin the maine, yetin the by. Although we haue none(quoth 
Samſon Carraſco) yet will we giue them thoſe very names as 
we ſee in print, and wherewith the world is full, For we will 
call chem Phillis, « Amarillis, Diana, Florinda,Galathea,and Ze 
liſarda. Since they are publikely to be fold in the open mar- 
ker-place, we may very well buy them, and lawfully appropri- 
ate them ynto our clues, 

If my Miltretle, or, to ſay better, my Shepheardellce haue 
to name Anna, I will celebrate her vnder the (tile of Anarda 
if ſhe be called Francis, I will call her Franciva; and if ſhe 
hight Lacie, her name ſhall be Lucinda : for, all ſuch names 
ſquareand encounter. As for Sachs Panſa, it he will be one of 
our fratcrnitie, he may celebrate his wite Tereſa Panſa vnder 
the name of Tereſaina. 

Don Quixote burſt out 8 laughing at the application of theſe 
names, whilſt the Curat did —_— commend and extoll his 
honourable reſolution, and againe offered to keepe him compa» 
ny all che time that he could ſpare, having acquitted himfclfe 
ofthe charge vnto which he was bound, 

With that they tooke leaue of him, perſwading, and entrea- 
ting him to hauea care of his health, and indeuour co be merry. 

So it hapned,that his Neece and his Maideſeruant heard all 
the ſpeeches, which they three had together : And vyhen 
the Bachelcr and.the Curat were gone Fom him, they both 
came neere ynto Dow Quixote, and thus his Neece beſpake 
him : 

What meanes this (my Lord, mine Vncle? ) Now vvhen 
weimagined, that you would haue continued in your owne 
houſe, and there line a quiet, a repoſed and honourable life, 
you goe about to caſt your ſelfe headlong intonew Labyrinths 
and troubles, with becomming a Swaine or. Shepheard? Ve- 
= the corne is already oucr-hard ro make Oaten-pipes 
of it, 

But how ( quoth the Maid-ſeruant) can you indure and 
vndergoe in the open fields the ſcorching heate of Summer, 
and che cold and froit of winter njzhes, and heare the how- 
Iings 
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lings of Wolues, without quaking for very feare ? No true- 
I, tor ſo much as that belongs onely to ſuchas are of a robull 
and Surly complexion, of a hard ws rugged skinne, and that 
from their  Cradlesare bred and cnurcd to ſuch atrade and oc- 
cupation. If theworlt cometo the worlt, it were better to bee 
{tlla Knight Errant, then a Shepheard. | 

I beſccch you, good my Lord, follow my counſell, which 
T piue you, not as being full of wineand' bread, but rather 
falting, and asone, that haue fifty yeeres vpon my head. A- 
bide (till in your houſe, thinke on your domeltike affaires, 
confelle your ſelfe often, ſerue God, doe good vntothe poore, 
= if any harme come to you ofit, let mee take it ypon my 

ule, 

Good Wenches hold your peace (replyed Dox Dnixote 1) 
for I know what Thaue n4 hr Pap hop wry cn be 
had to bed. Mecthinkes Iamnot veryawell : yer aſſure your 
{clues, that whether I be an Errant Knight, ora Shephcard , I 
will carefully prouide forall-that you may ſtand-in need of,and 
you ſhall ſee the effects oft. 

The Neece and the Maidſeruant, vvho without doubt were 
two merry good Wenches, layd himin his bed, and attended, 
and lookt fo wdl vato him, asthey could notpollibly haue 
doneberter. | | Wy

 Hew:Don Quixote fell Sicke : of the will he wade, and of

3A Sall humane things being tran{itorie, and not eternal, 
A cuer declining trom their beginnings , vnrill they 
. A-come vnto their laſt cnd and period z bur more c{pe- 
cially che liues of men.: And as that of Dex Quixote had no 
priuiledge from Heauen to continue in oneeltate, and keepe 
1's courſe, his end ſurpriſed him,at whattime he lealt choughc 
of ir,” I wot not whether it procceded of themelancholy , 
which the ſad remembrance of his being vanquiſhed cauſed 
in him ; or whether the diſpoſition of the -heauens had. 1o 
decrced: ſo itis,thata burning Feuer ſeyzed vpon him, which 
forced him to keepehis bed {1xe dayes. 

During which time, the Curate,the Bachelor, and the Bar- 
ber,who wereall his good friends, did very often vilithim :; 
_ Sancho Paxſa his good Squire neuer went fromhis bed- 
fide. 

They fuppoſing,thatthe vexation and fretting, which he 
felt for having bin conquered; as alfo becauſe he faw not the 
accompliſhment of his deſires, touching the diſf-enchanemenc 
of D#lcinea,cauſed this ſicknes in him,cndeuoured by all poſ- 
{ible meanes to make him merry. 

The Bachelor deſired him to be of good courage, and to 
riſe, that they might begintheir Paſtorall Excrciſe, and how 
he hadalready compoſedan Eglogue, which wasnothing be- 
inde thoſe that Sanazarohad compiled ; That for the fame 
purpoſe he had boughttwo goodly and fairedogges,/and of 
great renowne, for to keepe their Hocke,whereot ctheone was 
called Barcino, and the orher Butron z and how a Shepheard 
of Quintanar had ſold them to him. | 

Bur fax all this Don Quixote quitted not his forrow,nor leſt 
oft his *adnellec, | 
His friends called for a Phiſician , who was nothing we! 
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pleaſed with his pulſe which he felt. And therefore heetold 
him, that whatſocuer might happen, he ſhould not doe amille 
co beginto thinke on the ſalvation of his ſoule ; for,the health 
of his body was in very great danger. 

Don Quixote, without being any whit amazed , did very 
quietly lilten ynto this diſcourſe, which neyther his Niece, his 
maid, nor his Squiredid : for, they were ſo deepely plunged 
in teares & weepingzas,had they ſeenegaltly deathin the face, 
they could haue done no more. 

The Phylician cold them plainely, that onely melancholy, 
and his troubleſome cares were the cauſe of his death, 

Don Quixote cntreated the company to leaue him alone, be- 
cauſc he had a greatdelire to ſleepe a while, They did ſo, and 
he had a ſound nap (as they ſay) of ſixe houres , ſo that the 
maidand his Neece thought hee would neucr haue waked a- 
gaine. Well, hee n—__ at laſt, and yvith aloud and audible 
voyce, he vttered theſe words 3; The Almighty God be for 
euer blctſed ,. that hath done ſo much good for mee. Tobe 
ſhort, his mercies haue no bounds , they areneyther ſhortned 
nor hindred by the {ſinnes of man. 

The Neeceliſtned vvith heedy attention vnto her Vncles 

words, and percciuing thatthey were better couched,and wi- 
ſer diſpoſed then thoſe he was accuſtomed to pronounce in al 
his ſicknelles,ſhe propoſed this queſtion ynto him : My Lord 
and Vncle, whatis that you-ſay ?. Is there any new matter be- 
falne 2 what mercies doe you ſpeake off ? or what-(innes 
of men ? My goed Necce, ( replied Don Quixete) the 
mercies I talke of, arethoſe which God of his goodnes hath 
at this inſtant conferred vpon me wretched ſinner , and my 
linnes haue beene no (top or let ynto them. 1 potle(ſe now a 
treeand cleere iudgement, and nothing overſhadowed vvith 
the mylty clouds of ignorance, which the continuall rea- 
ding _ plodding on bookes of Chiualry had ouer-ca{l mee 
withall, 

T acknowledgeall theſe extrauagancies, and confetle them 
to be but coozening tricks 3 and am agpreeved that this difa- 
buie hath hapncd ſo late vnto me, asit affords me no leyfire 
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ro makeamends for my ouerlight, by reading of other good 
bookes,and which might ſerue and tend to theenlightning of 
my foule. My deare Neece, I fecle my ſelfe neere yuto death, 
but I would nor haue it to be ſuch, as the ſurname of foole 
ſhould reſt ypon mee ; for, although I haue beene fooliſh in 
my life, I delire not to confirme the truth of it in my death. 


| And therefore my deare friend, goc and cauſe the Curate,the 


Bachelor Samſon Carraſco, and Malter Nicholas the Barber to 
come immediately vnto me. I deſireto confetle my felfe, and 
ro make my laſt Willand Teſtament. His Neece was caſed of 
this labour, by the comming of them all three, who cuen chen 
entred the Chamber, Don Quixote no ſooner ſaw them, but 
faid thus ynto them; 

My good Sirs,giue me fone new yeeres gift, Iamno more 
Don Quixetede la Mancha,but rather Alonſo Quixano,vnto 
whom my honelt life and ciuill conuerfation hath heretofore 
appropriated the ſurname of Good. Iam now a profelled cne> 
my to Amadic de Gawlegand ofall the infinit rabble of his race, 
Now areall the prophane Hiſtories of Errant Chiualry hate- 
full vynto me; Inow acknowledge my folly, and perceiue the 
danger whereinto thereading of them hath brought me, Bur 
now, by the meere mercy of my God, become wiſe, at my 
owne proper colt and charges, 1 vttcly abhorrethem. When 
cheſe three friends heard him ſpeake ſo, they belieued yn- 
doubredly, that he was poilelTed with ſome newkind of foo- 
liſhnelſe. My Lord Dow Qrixore ({aid Samſon vnto him)now 
that the newes are coine vnto vs, that the Lady Dulcinea of 
Toboſo is diſ enchanted, doe you ſpeake in this manner? And 
now that we are ſo neere hand to become ſhepheards, that ſo 
vve may in (inging mirth and iollity lead a kinde of Princely 
life, doe you intend to become a Hermite ? 

Hold your peace, I pray you (replied Dor Quixote ) recol- 
let your wits together, and ter vs leaue all theſe difcourles : 
That , which hath hitherto ſerued mce to my hurtand detri- 
ment, my death, by thea(liltance of heauer., ſhall curne to my 
good, and redound to my profit. Good (irs, I perceiue and 
tecle death ro follow mecat my heeles, Leryslcaue off, and 
quir | 
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quicall merrimentsandielting , and let mee havea Conteilor 
to ſhrift mee , and a Notary todraw my laſt Will and Tella- 
ment. Inthe extremity whereunto I now finde and feele my 
ſclfe, aman muſt not make a ielt of his ſoule : and therefore 
while(t Maſter Curatcis taking of my Confeſlion, ler mee 
hauea Scriucner ferchr. 

They ſtood all gazing one vpon another, wondring at Dox 
_Oxixote's found reaſons, although they made ſoine doubt to 
belicuethem. One of theſignes which induced chem to con- 
iecture, that he was necre vnto Deaths dore, was, that. vvich 
ſuch faciliry hee was fromaſtarke foole becomea wiſe man, 
For, to the words alrcady alleadged, headded many, more fo 
ſignificant ſo Chriſtian-like,and ſo well couched,thart withour 
doubt chey :confidently belecued that Don Quixote was bc- 
comearight wiſeman. The Curate made all thoſe who were 
in the Chamber to auoid,and being leftalone with him,tooke 
his Confeſſion. The Bachelor Carraſco went to finde out a 
Notary, who not long after came with him, and with' Sancho 
Panſa, This good Squire hauing vnderſtood from the mouth 


. of the Bachelor, thathis Maſter was in a very bad.eſtate, and 


finding his' Maid-ſeruant and his Neece weeping very bitter- 


ly, began likea mad-man with his owne. fiſts to thump and 
 beate himſelfe;and to ſhead brackiſh teares. | 


| The Confeſſion being ended, the Curatecame forth , and 
was heardto vtter theſe words, Verily, verily, he isat his laſt 


. gaſpe, and verily the good Alonſo'Quixans is become wile, 


and iris high time for him to make his laſt Will and Teſta- 
nent, | 

Theſe heauy newes opened the ſluces of the teares-full and 
{wolnc-blubbering eyes of the maid, of the Neeces, and of his 
. good Squire Sancho Panſa; ſo that they ſhowred forth wholc 
'fountains of teares, and fetched from the very, bottom of their 


; agpricued hearts, a thouſand groaning ſ{ighes. For ,:in cffett 


(as we hane already declared elſewhere ) whilſt Don: 'Ouixore 
-was ſimply the good eAl/onſo*Qxuixano,and likewiſe vyhen he 


vas DonYDuixore de la Manchahe was ever of a milde and af- 


{fable diſpolition, and.of a kindeandrplcaling comerſation: 
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and therefore was he not onely-beloucd of all his houſhold, 
but alſo of all thoſe that knew him. 

In the meane ſpace the Notary came , who after hee had 
written the beginning of his Will; and that Don Quixote had 
diſpoſed of his ſoule, wichall che circumſtances required and 
neceſfarie in atrue Chriſtian : and that hee was come vnto the 
Legacies, hecauſed thisco be written, [temp, concerning a cer- 
caine ſumme of money,which Savcho Payſa, whom I made 
my $quire,whileſt my folly poſleiTed me, hath yet in his cu- 
ſtody. For ſo much as betweene him anid me , there remaine 
ccrtaine odde reckonings and accounts to bee made vp, of 
what he hath receiued, and laid out, my will and plcaſure is, 
that he be not tydeto yeeld any account at all,nor bee in any 
bond for it: Nay rather,if any ouer-plus remainc in his hands, 
hauing firſt fully paid and ſatisfied him of what I owe andam 
cndebted to him (which is no great matter, ) my purpoſcis, 
that it be abſolutely hisowne, and-much good may it do him, 

And as being then a foole, I was the cauſe that hee had the 
Gouernment Ta Hand gjuen him, I would tro God (now I 

am wiſeand in my perfect fences) it were in my power to 
iue hima Kingdome: For, the (inceritie of his minde,and the 
delitic of his comporrments doc well deſerue it, Then ad- 

dreffing himſelfe vnto Saxcho,he made this ſpeech vnto him, 

My deare friend,pardon mee, that | haue giuen thee occaſion 

to ſeeme a fooleas I was,in making thee to fall into the fame 

errour wherein I was falne,that in the world there haue beene, 
and itill are Errant Knights. 

Alas and welladay,my good Sir,anſwered Sancho throbbing 
and weeping;ycelid-not vnto death I pray you, but rather fol. 
low my counſell; whict is, thatyou endevour to live many 
faire yeeres. The greate(t folly that any man can commit in 
this world, is to giue himſelfe oucr vnto death without appa- 
rant cauſe, except he be wilfully ſlaine, or thatno other hand 
bring him to hisend,but that of melancholy, 

Once morel beſeech vou, ſuffer net remiſſenelle or faint- 
heartednes to overcome you, Rather riſe out of your bed, 
and ler vs-go into the fields actired like Shepheards,as we were 
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once reſolued to doe. It may cometo paſle, that webehinde 
ſome buſh or ſhrub ſhall. finde the Lady Madame Dwlcinea 
diſ.enchanted, ſo that we ſhall hauc no more bulinelle, If the 
vexation or irkeſomenelle you feele to haue been vanquiſhed, 
attempr to bring you vnto death;Jet me vndertake the blame, 
who will ſtoutly maintaine in all places, and before all men, 
that you were ouerthrowne and quelled ,, becauſe 1 had not 
well gyrt your Palfrey Rofmante. 

| And you haue ſcene and read in your Bookes of Chiualry, 
that it is an ordinaric thing for one Knight to thruſt another. 
out of his ſaddle ; and that he who is to & conquered, is to 
morrow a conquerour, 

It is moſt true (quoth Samſon) and Sancho Panſa relates. 
the very truth - = accidents, * 

My Sirs, (replyed Don 2«ixote) I pray you goe not on fo 
ful fince that wh neſts KD laſt =+. am t b——_ no birds 
of this yecre. Whilome 1 was a foole, but now I am wile : 
Sometimes I was Dow Quixote dels Mancha , but m now (as 
F haucalready told you) the good eAlenſo Quixano, Let my 
wafained repentance,and the truth of what I fay, obtaine this 
fauour at your courteous hands,that you will hauethe ſame e« 
ſtimation ef me now, which you haue had heretofore. And fo 
let Maſter Notary panes 

Ttew,] make and inſtitute my Neece eAnteinette Quixana, 
( who is heere preſent) generall heyre of all my goods what- 
ſoeuer, hauing firſt deduted out of them all, that ſhall be ne- 
cellary for the full accompliſhment of the Legacies which F 
haue bequeathed : And the firſt thing T would haue diſchar- 
ged, I purpoſe, ſhall bee the wages which I oweynto my 
Maid-ſervant ; and that, ouerand belides,ſhe haue twenty du- 
cats delivered vnto her,to buy her ſome good clothes withall, 
 Ttem, 1appointandinſticture Maſter Curate, and Maſter 
Samſon Carraſco the Bachelor heere preſent, to be the ouer- 
ſeers and Executors of this my Iaft Will and Teſtament. 

Item, my will and pleaſure is, that if e Autoinette Onixaus 
my Neece chanceto marry, that it be to a man of whom dili- 
gent enquiry ſhall faſt be made, that heis vtterly ignorant of

_ of Don Quixote. or 
bookes of Chiualrie,and that he neuer heard ſpeechof them, 
Andif it ſhould happen, that hec haue read them, and that 
notwithſtanding my Neece will,or cake himto her Husband, 
that ſhe vtterly loſe, and neuer haueany thing that I haue be- 
gueathed her as an inheritance, all which,my Executors and 
_ may,attheir pleaſure as ſhall ſceme good vnto them, 
imploy and diſtributein pious vics. 

Ttem, I intreat theſad Exccutors and Quer-ſeers'of my 
Will, thatif by good fortune, they come to the knowledge of 
the Author, whois faid to haue compoſed an Hiſtory, which 
gocsfrom handto hand, vnder the Title of The ſecond part 
of the heroike feares of Armes of Doz Quixote de la Mancha, 
they ſhall in my behalfe molt affeRionately deſire him to par= 
don me for that I haue vnawares giuen them occaſion to 
write ſo infinite a number of great extrauagancies and idle im- 

inencies: for ſo muchas [ depart out ef this life with this 
frupl vpon my conſcience, to hauc giuen him ſubie& and 


e co publiſh them to the world. | 
He had no ſooner ended his diſcourſe, and ſigned and ſea- 
lcd his Will and Teſtamenc, but a ſwouning and faintnetle

ſurpriſing him, he ſtretched himſelfe che full length of his bed. 


All the company were much diſtrafted and mooued thereat, 


and ranne preſetitly to help him : And during the ſpace of ' 


three dayes, thathe liucd after he had made his will, hedid 
{woune and fall into trances almoſt cuery houre. | 

All the houſe was in a confuſion and vprore: All which 
notwithanding the Neece ccaſed not to feede very deuoutly ; 
the Maid-ſeruant co drinke profoundly , and Sancho to liue 
merrily. For,whenaman isin hopeto.inheric any thing,that 
hope doth deface, or atleaſt moderate in the minde of the 
inheritor the remembrance or feeling of the forrow and 
priefe, which of reaſon he ſhould haue a fedling of the Teſta- 
tors death, = | 

To conclude, thelaſt day of Dow Duixotecame, after he 
had receiued all the Sacraments ; and kad by many and g- %. 
reaſons made demontratiorito abhorre all the Booke .,2Y 


rant Chiualry. Sol Er- 
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The Notary was preſent at his death, and reporteth, how 
he had neuter read or found in any book of Chiualric,that an 
Ertant Knightdied in his bed, ſo mildly, fo quictly , and fo 
Chriſtianly as did Do» Quixote, 

Amidſt the wailcfull plaincs , and blubbering teares of the 
by-ſtanders, he yeelded vp the ghoſt, that is wh , heedied, 
which the Curate perceiuing, he deſired the Notary to make 
him anatreſtation or certificate, how eAlonſso Quixano,ſurna- 
med the good, and who was commonly called Dos Quixote 
dela HMancha, he was deceaſed out of this life vnto another , 
and dyed of a naturall death. Which teſtificate he deſired, to 
remoueall occaſions from ſome Authors, except (id Hamete 
Benengeli falſcly to raiſe him from death againe,and write ends 
leile haſtories ofhis famous as. 

This was theend of the ingenious Gentleman de ls ſans 
cha,of whoſe birth-place Cid Hamete hath not beene pleaſed 
to declare manifeltly the ſituation vnto vs, to the end that 
all Villages, Townes, Boroughs and Hamlets of a Mancha 
ſhould conteſt, quarrell, and diſpute among themſclues the 
honor to haue produced him, as-did- the feuen Cities of 
Greece for the luue of Homer: wee haue not beene willing to 
make mention and relate in this place, the dolcfull plaints of 
Sancho ; nor thoſe of the Neece and Maid-ſeruant of Dox 
Qaixote, nor likewiſe the ſundry new and quaint Epitaphs 
which were grauen ouer his tombez Content your ſelfe with 
this which the Bachelor Samſon Carraſco placed there, 


Heere lyes the Gentle Knight, and tout, 
That to that height of valowr got, 
As if you marke hus deeds throughomt, 
Death on bis life triumphed not 
with bringing of his death abont. 


The world 4s nothing hee did prize, 
For 45 4 Scar-crow in ment eyes, 
He lm'd, and was their Bug-beare too z 
HAnd badihe Inchwith much ade, 
T 6 line 4 foale, and yet die wiſe, 
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In the meane while, the wiſe and prudent Cid Hamete Be- 
wengeli addrelt chis ſpeech veto his writing pen : Heere it is 
(oh my ſlender quill, whether thou be ill or well cur ) char 
chou ſhalt abide hanged vpon thoſe racks 'whercon they hahg 
ſpits and broaches, being there-untofaſltned with this copper + 
wire: There ſhalt thou liye many ages,excepr ſome raſh,fond- 
hardy and lewd Hiſtorian take thee downe to profane thee, 
NeuertheleſTe, before they lay hands vpon thee, thou maiſt,as 
ic were by way of aduecrtiſment , and as well as thou can(t, 
boldly tell them , Away, packe hence, ſtand a farreoff, you 
wicked botchers, and vngracious Souters, and touch menor, 
{ſince to me onely it belongs to cauſe to be imprinted Cum bo- 

wa Prinilegio Regia Maieſtatis, Don Quixote was born for me 
alone, and I had my birth onely for him, 1f he hath been able 


_ toproducethe effects, I hauehad the glory to know how to 


write & compilethem well. To be ſhort, He & I are burone 
ſelfe-fame thing , maugre & indeſpite of the fabulous Scrib- 
ler de Tordefillas, who hath raſhly and malapertly dared with 
an Eſtridge courſe and bungling pen, to write the prowelle 
and high Feates of Armes of my valorous Knight. 
Thus fardle is too-too heauy for his weake Krnkins, and 
hisdull wit ouer-cold & frozen for ſuch an enterpriſe. And if 
peraduenture thou know him, thou ſhalt alſo aduiſe him to 
ſuffer the weary and already rotten bones of Don Dnixote to 
reſt in his Sepulcher : For, it would be too great a cruelty , it 
contrary to all Orders and Decrees of Death, he ſhould go a- 
bout to make ſhew of him in Caſtila the olde, where in good 
ſooth helyeth withina Sepulchre, layd all along , and vnable 
to'makea third journey anda new outrode. Itis ſufticientto 
mocke thoſe that ſo many wandring Knights haue made, that 
thoſe two.whereof he hatch made ſhew vnto the warld, to the 
venerall applauſe, and vniuerfall content of all Peoples and 
Nations that haue had knowledge of them,as well thorow the 
whole Countries of Spaine , as in all other forreigne King- 
domes. Thus ſhalt thou performe whata good Chrillian is 
bound ro do,in giuing good counſell ro him that wiſketh thee 
euill, As for mec, I ſhall xc(t contented and well ſatisfied to 
7 haue 
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haue beeng the firſt that hath fully enioyed the fruites of his 
writings, and that according to my delires; ſince I neuer de- 
ſiredany other thing, then thar men would vtterly abhor the 
fabulous impertincntand extrauagant bookes of Chiualries: 
And to ay truth, by meanes of my true Don Quixote, they 
begin already to ſtagger z for, vadoubtedly fuch fa- 
bles and flim-flam tales will ſhortly faile,and 
 Thope ſhall neverriſc againe.
